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PftBFACE 

T hu object of this work is to put into the hands' 
of those who are interested in the “spiritual 
romance” of Barlaam and Idasaph, as it is 
commonly called^ the complete Uthiopic text of the 
Christianized version of this remarkable work, to- 
gether jeith an English translation of the same. 
Until now this version has only been known to the 
student of the literary history of the romance through 
the text, of a few of the Parables or “ Apologues ” 
Mthich Zotenbetg edited in his valuable work from 
a manuscript in the Biblioth6que Nationale. Ihie 
Ethiopic text given in the first volume of the 
present work is edited from two good, though late, 
manuscripts preserved in the British Museum, which 
probably.represent with considerable accuracy, the 
received text in the sixteenth, seventeenth and eigh- 
tronth centuries. I have reproducsed firom the manu- 
script that I have called B (Oriental 753) all the 
variants that seem to me to be of importance, but 
only in very few cases do they make it necessary to 
alter the text in A (Oriental 699). The late Professor 
^ William ^Tright considered Baral&m and to 

be a work of importance for illustrating the fiexi- 
bility of the Ethiopic language, though he regarded 
it as possessing little value as a historical document. 

1 have made the translation as literal as possible, 
but for the convenience of the English reader 1 have 
broken it up and added a series of short headings, 
wMch may help him to find his way easily through 
thp wor^ These are enclosed in square brackets 
and arejprinted in italics. The Ethiopian scribes 
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were never tired oftillustrating the Old and the X^w 
Testaments, and the Lives of Saints and JIdartyrs, 
anid the Miracles of the Virgin Mary, witlT brightly 
coloured pictures, which are oftmi of considerable 
interest, and sometimes possess artistic value. But 
unfortunately works like Baralftm and Y^wfts^f, the 
Kebra Nagast, etc. are entirely without illustrations, 
and the sea of Ethiopic text has nothing ko break 
its monotony. Whatever the feeling about the need 
of pictures in such works may have been in Abyssinia 
when the Book of Baralftm became common cannot 
be said, but in some parts of Europe, in the fifteenth 
century and earlier, illustrated editions of Western 
versions of this work were published. Thus the 
German Version that was printed at Augsburg in 
1477 is iUustrated by sixty-four woodcuts drawn in 
outline, which add to the interest of the Jtext, and 
are very fine examples of the craft of book-illustration 
in the fifteenth century. About the same*time great 
activity prevailed in Abyssinia in making copies of 
native works and translations of Indian, Arabic and 
Coptic books, both sacred and profane. I have there- 
fore reproduced all the illustrations in the Augsburg 
edition of the German Version of the Book of Bar- 
laam, and inserted them in the English translation 
here given, not only for the sake of the text that 
they illustrate, but also for their originality and 
quaint excellence. It seems to me that they deserve 
to be better known, even though in attempting to 
bring about this result I lay myself open to *the 
charge of inconsistency. 

Much has been Tririntten about the literary histq/ry 
of the Barlaam Bbih^Ce by Kuhn, Zotenberg and 
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Jacpbs, who have thrown great lightmpon the subject, 
but the bq,ok, in which its elenaents, Indian, Persian, 
Arabic, Egyptian, Greek and Christian, are clearly 
distinguished, has yet to be written. Thirty years 
ago when I copied the Ethiopic text Prof. Rhys 
Dayids told me that he intended to write such a book, 
but alas, it was never written. In the Introduction 
to the present work I have collected what seem to 
me to be the essential facts about the transmission 
, of the Romance in various versions and languages 
from Asia to Africa and Europe, and in it the reader 
win find references, I believe, to the works of all the 
principal authorities on the subject. No satisfactory 
account of the Arabic Versions can be given until 
the Arabic texts are published from the manuscripts 
in the Biblioth^que Nationale, and it is much to be 
hoped that, in the interests of the Romance, some 
scholar will soon undertake this work. 

The reader will notice in the translation (see p. 4) 
a definite statement to the effect that St Thomas, 
one of the Twelve Apostles, preached the Gospel of 
Christ in India and converted the Indians to Christi- 
anity. Thip statement is also found in the Greek and 
Syriac texts which have been edited, translated and 
described by Bonnet, Wright and Lipsius, and in 
the Arabic translations which were made from Syriac 
or Coptic. Throughout the section of the Ethiopic 
Literature which deals with the Lives and Acts of 
the Apostles, the Preaching of Thomas in India is 
rcgaf ded as a historical fact In the Gadla HawI- 
ayIt, or *‘Contendings of the Apostles,” two long 
sections are devoted to the Preaching and Miracles 
of St Thqpias in India, and as they are found in 
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manuscripts written in the fifteenth century, it is 
quite dear that they were regarded as %Qcient and 
authoritative accounts of the life and works of the 
Apostle in Abyssinia. In 1809 I published the Ethi- 
opic texts of these, with English translations, in my 
edition of the Gadla HawIryAt, but as this work is 
out of print I have added as an Appendix to this 
volume revised English translations of the Preaching 
and Miracles of St Thomaa 

My thanks are due to the Trustees of the British 
Museum for permission to reproduce the Ethiopic 
texts, and also the sixty-four line illustrations in the 
Augsbui^ edition of the German Version of the Book 
of Barlaam from the rare copy in the Grenville 
Collection (No. 11766); to the Royal Ariatic Society 
for permission to reproduce the first and the last 
palm leaves of the Codex of the Lolita Vistara; to 
the authorities of the Libraiy of the India Ofl^ce

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INTRODUCTION

THE BOOK OF BARLAAM AND i6aSAPH, 

OR JOSAPHAT 

The Book of Barlaam and Idasaph is a Christian- 
ized version of a very ancient "spiritual romance,” 
which was composed in India and first written down 
in an Indian language by Buddhist propagandists 
in one of the centuries that immediately preceded 
or followed the beginning of the Christian Era. It 
is written in Greek and has been commonly thought 
to be the work of St John Damascene. Like the 
Fables of Bidpai, with which it appears to be con- 
ten[U)oraneous, the Book of Barlaam and Idasaph 
has for at leaSt fifteen hundred years been a popular 
work in the West as well as in the East. More than 
sixty translations, versions or paraphrases of it have 
been enumerated. Wherever it has appeared it has 
been warmly welcomed by men of every great creed 
fbr untold generations. Its aesthetic, moral and 
religious teachings have won thie approval of Indians, 
Chinese, Persians, Arabs, Syrians, Armenians, Jews, 
Egyptians, Ethiopians, and other Oriental peoples. 
And the manuscripts and versions of it in Greek, 
Latin, German, Italian, Slavonic, Servian, Czech, 
Frendh, Spanish, Portuguese, Swedish, Danish, Ice- 
landic, English, Irish, etc., testify to the esteem with 
which the Book was regarded among European 
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peoplea As it stands now it is a strange mixture of 
parable and fbble, and folklore and history, and 
romance, in which shrewd worldly wisdom is mingled 
with the highest and greatest religious truths in 
such a way that the perusal thereof will increase 
the piety of the godly, the wisdom of the wise, and 
the pleasure of those who seek amusement and in- 
struction in the writings of teachers of oMen time. 

The contents of the Book of Barlaam and Idaimph 
in the form in which it captivated the learned of, 
Europe may be briefly summarized thus : 

After the preaching of the Gospel of Christ in 
India by St Thomas the Apostle, many monasteries 
were established in that country and as the result 
of the example and teaching of the monks who lived 
in them the religion of Christ spread abroad in the 
land, and Christianity became established there so 
firmly that the native rulers were alarmed at its 
progress, and the priests of idols ui^ed them to 
take steps to arrest it. A certain district had for its 
king one Abenner, or Avennir, a great and powerful 
ruler, who loved pleasure and hunting and pageants 
and amusements of every kind, and who possessed 
almost everything that health and wealth could 
give a man. But he had no son, and he lamented 
continually that his family consisted of daughters 
only; day and night he longed for a son, and it 
seems that the priests of idols suggested to him 
that , if he persecuted the Christians and paid special 
honours to their own gods, a son would be giVen to 
turn. Therefore he began to persecute the Christians, 
and to torture them and bum them alive, and to 
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drive them out from among his people; and the 
monks wero obliged to forsake their monasteries, 
and to take refiige in the deserts and mountains, 
where large numbers of them perished from thirst 
and hunger and cold and wild beasts. Whilst the 
persecution was at its height a son was bom to 
Abenner, and he celebrated his appearance with 
extrayagaflt rejoicings. He heaped gifts upon the 
priests, and greatly enriched their temples, and 
. sacrificed to the gods thousands of cattle and sheep. 
He called his son “ Idasaph,” and amoi^ those who 
fiodked to the birth ceremonies were great numbers 
of astrologers, diviners, soothsayers, and all kinds of 
men who were skilled in the art of working magic. 
In answer to the king’s enquiries all but one of 
them declare that the boy will become a very great 
king, a king more powerful and richer than his 
father. The one exception was an aged astrologer 
who held quite a difierent opinion from that of his 
fellows, for he foretold that the young prince would 
become a Christian. 

When Abenner heard these words he determined 
to prevent the fulfilment of this prophecy. He there- 
fore had a palace specially built for his son in a 
remote part of his countiy, and he frimished it most . 
luxuriously, and surrounded it with high walls, and 
then sent Idasaph to live there. He set his trusty 
servants to watch over the child, and he had him 
surrounded with happy children, who rejoiced in 
games and amusements of all kinds. No sad or sick 
person was allowed to enter the palace, and no one 
was «dlowed to tell the child anything that would 



interfere with his happiness, and his guardians and 
teachers took care that he should have no knowledge 
whatsoever of the want, misery, pain, sickness^ disease 
and death that were in the world. When Idasaph 
was grown up he persisted in begging his father to 
allow him to go outside the palace and see the 
world. Abenner at length consented, and the prince 
with a suitable escort rode out into the city ; but he 
was only allowed to ride through the streets that 
had been specially made ready to receive him. His^ 
outriders took care to clear out of his way all b^^ars 
and undesirable folk, but one day, by accident hnd 
in spite of all their care, he met a blind man, and a 
leper, and a dead man, and a very aged man who 
was infirm and helpless. His escoH tried to hurry 
him on, but he insisted on stopping and asking them 
questions about these men, and he learned for the 
first time that there is disease in the world, and lihat 
the end of prolonged sickness and old age is death. 
His natural intelligence and shrewdness of mind 
enabled him to understand the fieeting character of 
all things in this world, and he was assailed by doubts 
and difficulties which no amusements or gay com^ 
panions could drive out of his mind. 

But the all-seeing Eye of God was watching him, 
and the Lord of the Universe decreed his salvation, 
and selected an agent to bring this about. This 
agent was a certain holy ascetic who lived in the 
desert of Sennaar and was called Barlaam. To him 
God revealed the ' state of Idasaph’s mind, and 
Barlaam made ready to go to India and win his 
soul for Christ. He marched to the coasts •took 
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ship, •and in due course amved in India, where he 
disguised himself as a merchant, and set out for the 
city where I6asaph dwelt He found means to make 
acquaintance with one of the prince’s teachers in 
the palace, and he begged him to introduce him 
into his master^s presence so that he might show 
* him a most wonderful gem, the like of which had 
neyer been seen by man. This gem could only be 
seen by the man who had a pure heart and pure 
. eyes. At length the teacher was persuaded to bring 
Barlaam into the presence of the prince, who listened 
with joy to all that the hermit had to say about the 
gem and its wonderful beauty. Barlaam paid many 
visits to Idasaph, and little by little he unfolded to 
him the doctrines of ascetic Christianity. By degrees 
the prince fell under the influence of the hermit, 
who reasoned with him and showed him the futility 
of idolatry, and answered his questions, and Barlaam 
made his discourse both entertaining and instructive 
by means of ancient parables and fablea He showed 
him the beauty of the life which the saints of God 
led as monks and anchorites in the desert, and at 
the same tipe described to him the hardships which 
tbey must perforce endure, hunger and thirst, cold 
and heat, the attacks of wild beasts and, what was 
far worse, the temptations and assaults of the Devil 
and his fienda Pointing to his own ragged apparel 
and to the marks that scores of years of fasting 
and exposure had left upon his emaciated body, he 
wam^ Idasaph that he was not at that moment 
capable of enduring the strenuous life of the ascetic, 
but urged him to cast aside idolatry and to accept 
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Ohrist. In many long conversations Barlaam ex> 
pliuned to him the doctrines of Oluigtianity, the 
Trinity, the Eucharist, Christian Baptism, etc. He 
found Idasaph a ready and willing convert, and 
having taught him the Nicene Creed, and baptized 
him, and lovingly admonished him as to his ftiture 
life Barlaam departed to his cell in the desert of 
Sennaar. 

When Abenner the king heard of the conversion 
of his son to Christianity and of his baptism, he sent , 
out men to search for Barlaam so that he might 
slay him, but the holy man had left India, and they 
foiled to find him. Abenner then took counsel with 
one of his friends who advised him to summon a 
general council, and to let representatives of the 
Christians and of the idolaters hold a debate on 
Christianity and paganism before them in public. 
The king and his friend persuaded a pagan called 
Nachor to personify Barlaam, and arranged with him 
to pronounce an oration in favour of the worship 
of idols, instead of an argument in which all the 
beauties of the Christian Religion would be clearly 
demonstrated. They hoped by this meems to con- 
vince Idasaph that Barlaam had apostatized, and 
expected that he would abandon the Christian 
Religion. On the day of the great debate Nachor 
stood up, but instead of extolling the power and 
glory of the heathen gods, he pronounced the won- 
derM discourse on behalf of Christianity which is 
now known to be the famous “ Apology of Aristides.” 
The king in his wrath would have slain Nachor, but 
Idasaph had him conveyed out of the city secretly 



by nighty and Nachor departed to the desert, where 
he repente^and became a monk. 

Abenner was in despair at the unlooked for result 
of the public debate, and he sent for Theudas. or 
Theodas, a great magician, and asked him to show 
him a way by which he could crush the obstinacy 
' of Idasaph, and bring him back to the worship of 
the gods. • Theudas was greatly skilled in all that 
appertained to magic, and myriads of fiends and 
, derils were believed to be under his authority and 
to perform his will. After hearing the king’s wishes 
he •recommended that Idasaph’s palace should be 
filled with women servants, and that a munber of 
young and beautiful girls should be made his com- 
panions by day and by night. When the king had 
selected the loveliest maidens in the city and dressed 
them in splendid apparel, he sent them to Idasaph 
with instructions to seduce him physically and men- 
talfy . As soon as they had begun their ministrations 
to the prince Theudas summoned the evil spirits 
and sent them into the maidens so that they might 
infiame their passions and overthrow the chastity 
of the prince. But all their efforts to this end were 
in vain, an^ Idasaph triumphed over them and over 
the devils that Theudas had sent in them and with 
them. Abenner’s grief at their failure was very great, 
and his chagrin was increased when he saw Theudas 
himself converted to Christianity ; Theudas lost all 
faith in his devils and he went and burned all his 
books of magic. 

Abenner’s next act was to divide his kingdom, and 
hal^ of it he gave to his son to rule over. Idasaph 
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promptly destroyed the temples, smashed the ima^s 
that were in them, and built churches tp which the 
people flocked from far and near. Under his en* 
lightened rule his half of the kingdom flourished, 
whilst that of his father decayed. Abenner, seeing 
that he was powerless to stay the advance of the 
Christian faith, became a Christian and retired to a 
monastery where four years later he died* Idasaph 
buried his father with all the pomp and ceremony 
that befitted his rank, and then having returned to 
his capital, where he was welcomed with great joy 
by all the people he abdicated his kingdom, and 
appointed one Barachias, a man with whom he had 
b^n long on good terms, to be his successor. Free 
at last from the care of a kingdom, he stripped ofiT 
his royal apparel, and in the garb of a mendicant 
monk made his escape to the desert, where he began 
to lead the life of an ascetic in real earnest, ^e 
fasted and prayed and suffered great tribulation, 
he resisted the attacks of devils in every shape 
and form, he fought with wild beasts and overcame 
them, and he conquered the Arch-Devil Satan, who 
attacked him under many forms. Mejmwhile his 
wish was to find Barlaam, and he wandered about 
for two whole years before he found him. At length 
master and pupil met, and they lived together and 
fought the spiritual fight with great content. At 
length Barlaam fell sick, but before he died he 
urged Idasaph to continue to live in the desert and 
work out his salvation. Barlaam died in the*arms 
of Idasaph, who buried him with great sorrow, and 
then lived alone for many years in that same desert. 
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He was found dead one day by a fellow monk, who 
buried himside by side with Barlaam. In due course 
the news of his death reached King Barachiaa 
who came to the tomb and translated the bodies of 
Barlaam and Idasaph to the church which Idasaph 
had founded, and miracles were wrought at their 
tombs. 

It is easy to understand that the ‘‘spiritual 
romance” summarized above would become very 
popular among Christians of every denomination, 
and that it would be read with great avidity by all 
who were occupied with the ascetic life. The author’s 
main object was to exalt the life of the monk, and 
his work would be especially acceptable in monas- 
teries, and would form one of the principal books 
chosen to be “read for edification” privately in the 
cells and at meal times in the refectories. But the 
Christian dogmas and homilies which fill so large a 
space in thd narrative would not account for the 
great popularity of the Book of Barlaam and Idasaph 
among the Chinese, the Persians, the Arabs and the 
Jews, and the reason for this must have been due 
to some ot^er factor in the work. This factor is not 
fiir to seek. The universal popularity of the romance 
was due to the series of Fables, or Parables^ or 
“Apologues” as they are generally called, which 
Barlaam quoted in the course of his conversations 
with Idasaph. These are not of Christian but Indian 
origin, and may be enumerated thus : 

1. *The Parable of the Sower. A sower sows 
seed of which some is trodden under foot, some is 
eaten by the birds, some is blown away, some fidls 



among the rocks and withers after germination, 
some fhlls among thistles and its growth, is dioked, 
and a very little falls on good earth, where it grows 
and brings forth fruit. The Sower is the sage, and 
his seed is wisdom. There is a Buddhistic parallel 
for this Apologue, but the details in Barlaam 
are taken from the New Testament (Matt xiii. 3; 
Mark iy. 3 ; Luke viiL 5). For the Greek text see 
Barlaem, vi. 39, and for Parallels see Jacobs, 
Bmiaomit London, 1896, p. cxi; SvUa NiJuUOt 
translated by Fausboll, pp. 1-6 ; Oarus, Oospd of

2. Thb Gem. {Barlaam, vi. 35 ff.) Barlaam, a 
hermit inspired by heaven, leaves the desert of 
Sennaar, disguises himself as a merchant and sails 
to India. He tells Idasaph’s tutor that he has a 
marvellous gem which he wishes to show to the 
prince, for the sight of it will fill him with wisdom; 
but the sight of it can only be borne by one whose 
eyes are pure. The tutor was persuaded, and brought 
Barlaam into the palace and obtained for him an 
audience of the prince. 

3. The Tjhjmpet of Doom. {Barlaam^ vl 41, 42.) 
A great king driving in his chariot meets two hep- 
mits, and leaps down and makes obeisance to them. 
His escort are amazed and ask the king’s brothm* 
to ask the king not to demean himself by such 
conduct The brother rebukes the king for his 
unseemly conduct and returns to his house. When 
the king wanted to announce to any noble malefactor 
that he had condemned him to death he sent a 
herald to blow a special trumpet before the dopr of 
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his house, and when the wretched man heard it he 
prepared himself for death. On the evening of the 
daj of the rebuke the king sent his herald to blow 
blasts of the trumpet before his brother’s house; the 
brother understood and spent the night in tears and 
preparing for death. In the morning he appeared 
at the palace with his wife and children, all dressed 
in black, and the king received him and explained 
to him that he had only sent the herald with the 
trumpet of death to rebuke his folly in censuring 
him for greeting the heralds of God, the mere sight 
of whom warned him of his death and of the meeting 
to come with his Master Whom he had so greatly 
offended. He comforted his brother, gave him a gift 
and dismissed him, and then set to work to rebuke 
the nobles who had incited his brother to remon* 
strate with him. The original form of this Apologue 
is thought to be the legend of Asoka’s brother Yita- 
soka.

4. The Four Caskets. {Barl<jt<jtm,TL The king 
had four wooden caskets made. In two of them he 
placed the bones of dead men, and in the other two 
gems and precious stones; the first two caskets he 
covered with gold and provided with gold fiaistenings, 
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and the second two he daubed over with pitch «nd 
tar and bound round with hair ropea. He then 
sent for the nobles who had incited his brother to 
rebuke him, and when they arriyed he asked them 
to i^praise the value of the caskets. They thought 
the caskets covered with gold were the more valu> 
able, and those covered with tar of lesser value. 
The king ordered the gold caskets to be opened, 
and their contents presented a hideous sight and 
gave forth an evil smell; but when the tar-covered 
caskets were opened all present were amazed and 
delighted at the beauty of the gems contained 
therein. Then the king said that the dead men’s 
bones symbolized the wicked nobles who were ar- 
rayed in spendid apparel, and that the gems were 
emblems of the humble and vilely dressed men, to 
whom he had bowed down, and the priceless beauty 
of their souls.

5. The Nightingale and the Fowler. { BcMrUmn , 
X. 79.) A fowler caught a nightingale and took his 
knife to kill her, meaning to eat her. The bird said 
that she was too small to fill his belly, and promised 
to tell him three useful things if he spared hdr life. 
The fowler agreed to spare her mid the bird said, 
1. Never try to attain the unattainable. 2. N/sver 
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regret the thing past. 8. Never believe the word 
that is unbelievable. When the bird was set free 
she told the fowler that he was a fool to let her go 
because she had inside her a pearl as large as the 
egg of an ostrich. The fowler, being filled with grief 
that he had set her free, tried to recapture her but 
failed. Thereupon the nightingale told him he was 
a mighty *fool, for he was regretting the past, and 
trying to attain the unattainable, and was believing 
that she had inside her a pearl as large as an ostrich 
egg, which was bigger than her whole body. See 
Bdnfey, PanUi^uxtcmtra, voL i. p. 880, vol. n. p. 543 ;

6. The Story of the Unicorn. {Barlaam, xn. 1 12.) 
A man chased by a savage unicorn falls half way 
down a pit, and only saves himself by clinging to 
the branches' of a shrub which was growing at the 
side. As he hangs there he sees two mice, one white 
and the other black, gnawing at the root of the 
branch, which they had almost gnawed through, and 
looking down he perceives an awfiil fire-breathing 
dragon at the bottom of the pit waiting for him to 
fall From the side of the pit, quite close to him, he 
sees heads of four asps projecting. From the upper 
branches of the shrub honey drops down upon him, 
and in enjoying the sweetness of that honey he 
forgets all about the raging unicorn, which is death, 
the pll^ which is the world, the tree, which is a man’s 
life being eaten away by the two mice, which are 
dayoand night, the four asps, which typify the four 
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unstable elements of his body, and the fire-breai^iii^ 
dragon, which is helL The honey, of course, typifies 
the fieeting pleasures of this lifa For the Indian 
originals of this Apologue, see MahabJuxratci^ xl ;

7. The Man and ms Three Friends. {Bcerlamn, 
xm. 114.) A man had three friends. Two of these he • 
adored and flattered and hazarded his life for their 
Bakes, and the third he treated with condescending 
arrogance. One day the man was arrested for a debt 
of 10,000 talents, and in his distress he applied to 
his friends for assistance. The first denied that he 
was the applicant’s friend, and telling him that he 
was engaged to feast with friends gave him some 
old clothes and dismissed him ; the second friend 
said that he himself was also in trouble, and could not 
help him; the third friend received him graciously 
and went to the king and pleaded his cause, and 
saved him from his enemies. For Derivatives and 
Literature, see Jacobs, Barlciam, p. cxiv* 

8. The Emo for a Year. {Barlaam, xiv. 118.) 
The citizens of a certain state were in the habit of 
electing a stranger or a foreigner who knew not 
their customs, to be king for one year. During that 
year he had absolute power, and lived in a state of 
great luxury. At the end of a year the citizens 
deposed him and banished him to some Island 
where, having made no provision since he was igno- 
rant of what was to befall him, he lived a life of want - 
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and died miserably. One man who was elected king 
discovered the custom of the citizens, and he secretly 
sent up to the island much gold and silver by the 
hands of trusty servants, and when he was banished 
to the island he was able to live as luxuriously as 
before. Moreover he had no state cares to trouble 
him. The kingdom is the vain world, and the citizens 
are the pbwers of the devils who rule this world. 
The wise counsellor who informed the king of the 
year of the custom of the citizens was some man like 
Barlaam. The Indian parallel to this Apologue is 
given in Dhammapada, 25, p. 235-8, and see Matt, 
vi. 19, 20. See also Liebrecht, Die QueUen des Bar- 
loam (Ebert’s Jahrhuch, p. 333) ; Kuhn in Ahhcmd- 
hmgen der Kdnig.

9. The Pagan King and his believing WazIr. 
{Barlaam, xvi. 135.) A. king and his Wazlr went 
out into the city to see the sights and noticing a 
light shining through a shutter of an underground 
chamber they looked in. There they saw a man in 
rags and his wife mixing wine for him ; whilst the 
man drank> the woman sang and danced to him. 
The king thought the manner of life of the couple 
wretched and horrible, but the Wazlr told him that 
the manner of life even of the noblest and richest 
seemed to God like that of the man and woman. 
See Kuhn, op. cU., p. 22, note. 

10. The Rich Young Man and the Beggar’s 
Daughter. (Rar^m, xvi. 139.) A rich man wanted 
his son to marry a maiden of high rank and wealth, 
but •the young man refused and went into exile. 
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On his way he stopped at the house of a poor man to 
rest and refresh himself during the hour«f noon, and 
saw the man’s daughter who, whilst engaged in some 
handicraft, praised God and gave thanks to Him. In 
answer to a question of the young man she told him 
that she blessed and thanked Gk)d for small mercies, 
and hoped for greater ones. Moreover she had learnt 
to know God, and the gate of Paradise ulas open to 
her. The young man was so charmed with her that 
he asked W lather to give her to him in mamage, , 
but the beggar objected, saying that a rich young 
man could not marry a beggar’s daughter. The 
young man insisted that he wanted to marry her, 
and then the beggar said he could not let her leave 
him, for she was his only child. Then said the young 
man, I will abide here with you and live as yie live. 
When the beggar was convinced that the young 
man’s love was genuine, he gave him his daugl)j;er, 
together with a sum of money that waih larger than 
the young man had ever seen. Jacobs (p. cxx) quotes 
as a parallel King Cophelua and the Beggar Maid. 

11. Thb Tame Gazelle. {Barlaam, xviil 167.) A 
certain man had a tame gazelle, which ^hen grown 
up strayed frequently in the desert. One da^ sfao 
found a herd of gazelle grazing, and went off with 
them and grazed with them all day, but returned 
at night. This she did until at length her owner « 
missed her and sent out men on horseback to seek 
her and bring her back. They found her and 
brought her back, but before they returned they 
killed several of her wild companions, and ill-treated 
the others. 



12^ Apologue of Theudas. Prince who had 
NEVER SBBN ^ WOMAN. {Barlctam, XXX. 268.) A son 
was bom to a certain king, and the physicians told 
his &ther that the boy would lose his eyesight if he 
saw the s\m or a fire before he was twelve years old. 
Thereupon the king made the child to live with 
his attendants in a rock-hewn house fiill of dark 
chambers, ^d for twelve years the boy never saw 
the light. At the end of this period the Idng ordered 
, his servants to take the prince out into the town 
and to show him everything — ^men, women, gold, 
silver, precious stones, gorgeous apparel, splendid 
chariots and horses, golden bridles and purple har- 
ness, soldiers in armour, oxen, sheep, etc. In answer 
to his questions the servants told the prince the 
names of each of .these, and when he asked what 
women were called, they said, Devils that lead men 
astray.” When the prince returned the king asked 
him which of the things he had seen pleased him 
most, and he replied, *‘The devils that lead men 
astray.” Por the Indian original Jacobs (p. cxxxi) 
quotes the story of Kshyasmga in MahahharcUa, m.

Now although the Book of Barlaam and Idasaph 
in the form described above existed in manuscripts 
writtdh in Greek (and perhaps also in Syriac and 
Pehlevi), in the Vlltji century of our Era, and pro- 
bably earlier, it did not gain the great popularity 
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whichit subsequently eigoyed until the Xtb or Xlth 
eoitury. popularity was due entirdy to the 
Latin bwislation, which was carried rapidly into all 
the countries of Europe. The first Latin translation 
was made by Anastasius, a papal librarian, in the 
second half of the IXih century, and the second by 
J. Billy (bom 1635, died 1581), Abbot of St Michel 
in Brittfuiy. Both have been printed in Editions of 
the works of St John Damascene. The popularity 
of the Book of Barlaam was further increased by the 
abridgments of it which were printed in the Xlllth 
century by Vincent de Beauyais in his Speaulkm 
Hutariaie (lib. xv. capp. 1-64), and Jacobus de 
Voragine in his Legenda Aurea. It is possible that 
here and there some scholar may have had doubts 
about the accurate of its ascription to St John 
Damascenev and many, no doubt, hesitated about 
accepting it as a historical work. But copies of it 
were multiplied, as the extant manulcripts prove, 
and several translations of it were made into Euro- 
pean languages other than Latin before the end 
of the XVth century. Barlaam and Idasaph were 
treated as Saints in the Legenda Aurea, and likewise 
in the Catalogus Sanctorum of Peter de Natalibuli 
(died about 1370). And they were so regarded 
during the rest of the Middle Ages, though it seems 
that they were not fully canonized until the time of 
Gregory XIII, when that Pope sanctioned a revised 
edition of the Martyrologium Bomanum^ in a licence

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dated 14 January 1584, or according to Cosqtiin^ in 
1583. Their day was fixed as the 27th Xovember^. 
No one seems to have troubled to enquire who 
Bariaam and Idasaph wer^ or when th^ lived. As 
their names had something of the sound of the old 
Hebrew names of Balaam and Jehosaphat, it is 
possible that readers of the Book of Bariaam be- 
lieved thefh to have been natives of Palestine who 
were in India carrying on the work of the evangeli- 
, zation of India, which is said to have been begun by 
Thomas the Apostle. 

Among the first to hear the narrative given in the 
Book of Bariaam when freed from its Christian ad- 
ditions and interpolations was Marco Polo, the great 
Venetian^traveller,whosetout on hisvoyage to China 
in 1271. In the course of his travels he visited the 
Island of Seilan (Ceylon), and there on the top of a 
vei^y high mountain (Adam’s Peak) he saw a building 
which the Muslims regarded as the house or tomb of 
Adam, and the “Idolaters” (Le. the Indians) believed 
to be the tomb of Saoamoni BoBCAN,whowas “the best 
of men,agreat saint in fact, according to their fashion, 
and the first in whose name idols were made.” The 
i&tives told him that this saint was the son, as the 
story goes, of a great and wealthy king. “He was of 
such an holy temper that he would never listen to any 
worldly talk, nor would he consent to be king^ And 
when the father saw that his son would not be king,

nor yet take any part in affi^, he took it sorely to 
heart. And first he tried to tempt hma with great 
promises, ofiering to crown him king, and to sur> 
render all authority into his hands. The son, however, 
would have none of his ofihrs; so the father was in 
great trouble, and all Ihe more that he had no other 
son but him, to whom he might bequeath the king- 
dom at his own death. So, after taking thought on 
the matter, the hang caused a great palace to be 
built, and placed his son therein, and caused him , 
to be waited on there by a number of maidens, the 
most beautiful that could anywhere be found. And 
he ordered them to divert themselves with the prince, 
night and day, and to sing and dance before him, so 
as to draw his heart towards worldly enjoyments. 
But ’twas all of no avail, for none of those maidena 
could ever tempt the king's son to any wantonness, 
and he only abode the firmer in his chastity, leading 
a most holy life, after their manner thereof. And 
1 assure you he was so staid a youth that he had 
never gone out of the palace, and thus he had 
never seen a dead man, nor anyone who was not 
hale or sound ; for the father never allowed any man 
that was aged or infirm to come into his presence. 
It came to pass however one day that the young 
gentleman took a ride, and by the roadside he be- 
held a. dead man. The sight dismayed him greatly, 
as he had never seen such a sight before. Incon- 
tinently he demanded of those who were with him 
what thing that was? And then they told hiili that 
it was a dead man. ‘How then,’ quoth the king’s 
son, ‘do all men die?’ ‘Yea, forsooth,’ said they. 
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Wherefore the yoting gentieman said never a word, 
but rode on*fight pensively. And after he had ridden 
a good way he fell in with a very aged man who 
could no longer walk, and had not a tooth in his 
head, having lost all because of his great age. And 
^ when the king’s son beheld this old man, he asked 
what that might mean, and wherefore the man could 
not walk. ^Those who were with him replied that it 
was through old age the man could walk no longer, 
• and had lost all his teeth. And so when the king’s 
son had thus learned about the dead man and about 
the* aged man he turned back to his palace and said 
to himself that he would abide no longer in this evil 
world, but would go in search of Him Who dieth 
not, and Who had created him. 

"So what did he one night but take his departure 
from the palace privily, and betake himself to certain 
lofty and pathless mountains. And there he did 
abide, leading a life of great hardship and sanctity, 
and keeping great abstinence, just as if he had been 
a Christian. Indeed, an he had but been so, he would 
have been a great saint of Our Lord Jesus Christ, 
so good and pure was the life he led. And when he 
died they found his body and brought it to his 
father. And when the father saw dead before him 
that son whom he loved better than himself, he was 
near going distraught with sorrow. And he caused 
an image in the similitude of his son to be wrought 
in gold and precious stones and caused all his people 
to adore it. And they all declared him to be a god ; 
and so they still say. They tell moreover that he 
hath* died fourscore and four times. The first time 
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he died as a man, and came to life again as a& ox ; 
and then he died as an ox and came toTlife again as 
a horse, and so on until he had died fourscore and 
four times ; and every time he became some kind 
of an animal. But when he died the eighty-fourth 
time they say he became a god. And they do hold 
him for the greatest of all their gods. And they 
tell that the aforesaid image of him w8s the first 
idol that the Idolaters ever had; and firom that 
have originated all the other idols. And this b'efel . 
in the Island of Seilan (Ceylon) in India. 

“The Idolaters come thither on pilgrimage flfom 
very long distances and with great devotion, just as 
Christians go to the shrine of Messer Saint James 
in. Gallicia. And they maintain that the monument 
on the mountain is that of the king’s son, according 
to the story I have been telling you ; and that the 
teeth, and the hair, and the dish^ that are thpre 
were those of the same king’s son, whose name was 
Sagamoni Bobcan, or Sagamoni the Saint But the 
Saracens (i.e. Muslims) also came thither on pilgrim- 
age in great numbers and they say that it is the 
sepulchre of Adam our first father, and that the 
teeth, and the hair, and the dish were those 6f 
Adam^.” 

Sagamoni, or more correctly Sakya Mun]^ or Sakiya 
Muni, means “the Sakiya sage,” and Bobcan, or more 
correctly Bubehan, means “divine,” and was used 
by the Mongols as a synonym of the Buddha. It 
is almost incredible that some member of Marco

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PoloVi party did not tell him that the man, the 
narrative otnrhose life (which he describes so care* 
fully) made such a great impression upon him, was 
the Buddha himself 

The next person who has written on the subject 
was the famous Portuguese traveller Diogo do Couto, 
' who visited Ceylon in the second half of the XVIth 
century, dbout three hundred years after Marco 
Polo. He refers to Marco Polo’s visit and mentions 
.•that the natives told him that the building on Adam’s 
Peak was the tomb of our father Adam, and that 
they connected it with the son of a great king who 
once lived on the mountain. He calls this son 
"Sogomombarcfto,” who is, of course, the Sagamoni 
Boboan of Marco Polo. He goes on to say what he 
had heard, how a certain king who was married, 
but had no son, longed for a son, how God gave him 
a bieautiftil male child, how the astrologers declared 
that he woulcT renounce the kingdom and become a 
hermit, how the king shut him up in a palace so 
that he could never see anything of the world, how 
he surrounded him with g^iardians who never let 
him go outside the palace gardens, how at length 
be allowed him to go forth with a strong escort, 
how on various occasions the prince met a blind 
man, a lame man, a paralytic, and a dead man, how 
when he learned that all men must die he was seized 
with melancholy, how a saint appeared to him in a 
vision and advised him to renounce the world, how 
he sudbeeded in escaping from the palace, how, dis- 
guised as a monk, he departed into the desert where 
he lived the life of a hermit, how at length, having 
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wandered over several deserts, he came to 04yloh 
with many disciples, how he lived thene for many 
years, how the people worshipped him like God, 
how, when he decided to depart from Ceylon, his 
disciples urged him to leave them some memorial 
of himself and how, in answer to this petition, he 
left on a flat part of the mountain the impression 
of his foot, which is reverenced to this dify. To this 
name the Gentiles in all India have built great and 
splendid pagodas. 

Diogo do Couto then goes on to say that he asked 
some aged men there if their writings contained Any 
account of Saint Josaphat who was converted by 
Barlaam, who is represented as the son of a great 
king of India, and who was brought up in the same 
way and of whom are told the same stories as he has 
been told of the life of the Buddha. When do Couto 
went to Salsette in the country of Bassein to see i;he 
famous Canard Pagoda (ie. the Kdnhari Caves, which 
he describes at length) he asked an old man there 
who had carried out the work. The old man told 
him that it was the father of Saint Josaphat, and 
that the Pagoda was intended to be the j)lace where 
the prince was to be brought up in seclusioa As 
Josaphat was the son of a great king of India do 
Couto concludes that he may have been the Buddha, 
of whom such wonders are related — “E como nds 
temos della, que fora filho de hum grande Bey da 
India, bem pdde ser, como ja dissemos, que fosse 
esto o Budfto, de que elles contam tantas marafilhas.” 
(Diogo do Couto, Da Ada, Decada Quinta, ^ it 
Liv. VI. Cap. iL p. 17.) Bemembering the woi& of 
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ThoAias the Apostle in India do Couto seems to 
suggest that^the stories told of St Josaphat, or the 
Buddha, have a Christian origin^

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Thus it is clear that before the end of the XVlth 
century the relationship of the story o5 Josaphat to 
that of the Buddha was recognized, but it is equally 
dear that the recognition of this fact was not general 
The popularity of the Book of Barlaam and Idasaph 
in no way declined, and new translations and versions 
of it in European languages made it even more and 
more widely tmown. Thus the matter remained until 
Benfey was enabled to study the fine collection of 
Nepalese manuscripts, which had been brought to 
Paris early in the XIXth century, when he redis- 
covered the fact of the Oriental origin of the Book 
of Barlaam and I6asaph, which Diogo do Gouto 
published in 1612. In his Introduction to his work 
on the Pantsdujtiardra, published in 1869, he pointed 
out the Buddhistic characteristics of the Apologue 
of the man pursued by a “Unicom,” and in his 
Appendix he stated that his views had just b$en

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confirmed by two Ohinese versions of the same 
Apologue, tlranslated by Stanilas Julien in Le» 
Avixddncu, 3 vols., Paris* 1859 (see vol. i. pp. 132, 
191). The eminent Hebraist Steinschneider had 
suspected that the Book of Barlaam was of Indian 
origin several years before ^ but he did not prove ii 
Five months after Benfey wrote his Preface (which 
is dated F^ruary 18, 1869) E. Laboulaye contributed 
two articles on Leg Avaddma to the Journal des 
D&mts (July 21 and 26), and in the second of these 
he mentioned the two Ohinese versions of the Apo- 
lo^e concerning the man pursued by a Unicom. 
And he went on to show that the framework of the 
Book of Barlaam and Josaphat is taken from the 
Legend of the Buddha, and finally declared that 
"cette histoire si caract^ristique, ces rencontres si 
particuli^res, c’est le roman m6me de Josaphat.” 
In .the following year Saint-Hilaire published his 
work Le Boiikdha et sa Rdigion, oxLd the life of the 
Buddha which it contains is chiefly compiled from 
several versions of the Lalita Vistara written in 
various Indian dialects, Chinese, etc. In the same 
year (1860) Liebrecht published his famous article^ 
entitled Die Qiidlm des Barlaam wnd Josaphat (in 
Ebert’s Jadirlmch filr Romanisehe und Englische 
Litt&ralwr, Bd. n. pp. 314-334), and he proved by 
quotations firom Saint-Hilaire’s work and the recen- 
sion of the German version of Barlaam and Josaphat, 
which he had published in 1847, the truth of the

assertions made by Laboulaye and Saint-HUaire. 
In 1880 M. E. Gosquin published a valUable article 
on the origin of the Book of Barlaam and Josaphat 
in the Revue dee Questions Historiques {La LegeuRe 
des Saints Barlaam et Josa/pTiat, son origine), tom. 
xxvra. pp. 679-600, and produced a few new facts ^ 
which supported Liebrecht’s contentioiy?. Finally 
must be mentioned Jacobs’ excellent essay on the 
whole subject {Barlaam and Josaphaty London, 
1896), in which the conclusions of the eminent 
Oriental scholars quoted above are cleverly ^d 
convincingly applied.

THE INDIAN SOURCES OF THE BOOK OF 
BARLAAM AND I6aSAPH, OR JEHOSAPHAT 

It is now certain that the sources whence the 
•author of the Greek version of the Book of Barlaam 
and Idasaph drew the material for the fhimework 
of his story are not only of Indian but are of Bud- 
dhistic origin. And when we come to examine these 
sources in detail it is easy to see that Idasaph, or 
Jehosaphat, the recipient of the wise counsels of 
Barlaam, is no other than the Buddha himself, and 
that Barlaam, his master, if we are to regard him as 
a human being, is a reflection of the Buddha. The 
Sanskrit word that has been turned into Idasaph 
and Jehosaphat, through the mistakes of scribes 
and translators, is " Bodhisattva,” meaning “he who 
is to become a Buddha,” or “Buddha Elect.” In the 
hands of Persian (Pehlevi) and Arab translators the 
initial h turned to y\ the dh or d and va disappeared, 
and a termination in a/ (Persian?) being added, we 
obtain the form from which the Greek translator 
Scribes familiarwith Biblical names 
turned this into “ Josaphat” (Matthew i. 8) for “ Je- 
hoshaphat ” (1 Kings xv. 24), and thus the Sanskrit 
word with ite meaning, obviously unsuitable in a 
Christian romance, was eliminated. Kuhn thought 
that IDAASA^ was a mistake for IDAASA^^ and 
Jacobs«agrees with him^

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About the name Barlaam there is more difficulty. 
The monk who adapted the Legend of *the Buddha 
for the use of Christian readers was no doubt fami- 
liar with the story of the martyrdom of Barlaam, 
or Barl&hA who suffered during the reign of Dio- 
cletian, and as it was probably somewhat similar to 
the name of the hermit who converted the Bodhi-^' 
sattva, he applied it to him without hesi/ktion. >l%e 
name of the earthly father of the Bodhisattva was 
^'Suddhodana” but it seems impossible to turn this 
into Barlaam ” or anything like it, by any conceiv- 
able confusion of letters. “Barlaam” must then 
represent some title or epithet which in the oldest 
Indian forms of the legend was used to describe 
the teacher of the Bodhisattva. The family name 
of the Bodhisattva was “Gautama,” but in the 
l^ends he is always called “Bodhisattva.” Some 
authorities^ think that the name “ Barlaam ” repre- 
sents the Sanskrit bhikahu, a “mendicant monk,” 
but Kuhn and others regard it as a form of “Bilau- 
har,” the name given to the hermit in an Arabic 
version of the story. Kuhn prefers to write “Balau- 
har” because the Georgian version givi^ “Balavari,” 
which must, he thinks, have been derived fri>m 
“ Balavhari ” or “ Balahvari.” And according to the 
same authority “Balauhar,”^^ in. passing through 
Pehlevi became “Bhagav&n” Now, according 
to Rdjendralftla Mitra “Bhagav&n” is not an “ar-'' 
bitrary or superfluous, but the most appropriate 
title of the Buddha,” and he says that it hds been 
used by the Yedas to designate the Deity’s self.

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essence of the Supreme is defined by the 
term *BhagftVdn*; it is the denomination of the 
primeval and eternal God.. ..It is a convenient form 
to be used in the adoration of that Supreme Being, 
to Whom no term is applicable, and therefore 
* Bhagavftn * expresses that supreme spirit, which is 
individual, .^mighty, and the cause of causes of all 
things. It is used in reference to the Supreme in a 
special signification^.” Bumouf says that the epithet 
is primarily applied to absolute Buddhas, and 
secondly to Bodhisattvas, who have dischaiged all 
their religious obligations and are ready to be- 
come Buddhas^. If this be so both Balauhar and 
Idasaph represent in a certain sense the Buddha, 
and Balauhar is only, as Hommel pointed out long 
ago, “eine nach echt indischer Weise vollzogene 
Repetition der (sic) des Buddha selbst®.” Certainly 
the Buddha is commonly called “ Bhagavftn,” i.e. the 
“ Lord.” And ilf the teacher of the Bodhisattva were 
in reality the Buddha himself we must assume that 
he took the form of a mendicant monk. I am told 
that from the Buddhist point of view there is nothing 
strange in th^idea of one perfect Buddha advising 
and counselling another Buddha in the making. 
But it would be a stumblingblock to the Christian 
adapter of the story, so he made a human being, a 
monk, to go and visit the Prince and convert him 
io Christianity, as the result of instructions received 
from God, probably in dreams or visions.

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The oldest Indian foim of the Legend in which 
the perfect Buddha instructs a Buddha^ the making 
probably came into existence within a comparatively 
short time after the death of Gautama the Buddha, 
but the Apologues, which form such an important 
section of the Book of Barlaam and Idasaph, must 
be very much older. These " moral-comic tales,” as 
Mr Rhys Davids calls literature of this kind^, are un- 
doubtedly of Indian origin, but their shrewd common 
sense and humour have appealed alike to Chinaman, 
Buddhist, Brahman, Arab, Persian, Jew and Chris- 
tian, and made them imiversal favourites. The 
Apologues of Barlaam belong to the class of moral- 
comic tales which are found in the so-called “Ae- 
sop’s Fables,” and in the “Book of Kalllah and 
Dimnah,” or “The Fables of Pilpay, or Bidpai.” 
Aesop apparently left no written works, but Plato ^ 
Aristophanes^ and Aristotle^ refer to his fables, And 
Herodotus (ii. 134) makes him a contemporary of 
Amasis II, a king of the ZXYIth dynasty, who 
reigned in Egypt in the first half of the Ylth cen- 
tury B.O. Few, if any, of the so-called Aesopic Fables 
known to us are older than the time«of Planudes, 
who made his collection in the XIYth century of 
our era, but there is abundant evidence that most 
of them are of Indian origin, and that they are 
extremely old. The Book of Kalllah and Dimnah 
had its origin in India and formed a part of Bud-

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didst literatiue. About 570 aj>. it passed into Persia 
and was traotlated into Pehleri, and about &e same 
time a Syriac translation of it was made by one BOdh ; 
about two hundred years later an Arabic translation 
of it was made by *Abd Alld.h Ibn al-MuVaffa*^ It 
is probable that the Indian original of the Book of 
Barlaam had much the same history. 

As to tiie remote or^in of popular tales and 
fables in general Benfey thought that fables about 
animals in which animals act as animals are 
Western or Aesopic, and that the tales in .which 
animals act as men in the form of animals are 
Indian. At a very early period, certainly not later 
than the 1st or Ilnd century a.i>^ Indian stories 
passed with Buddhism into China, Tibet and Mon- 
golia^. They must have passed westward as well as 
eastward, especially after the departure of Alex- 
ander the Great from India And a considerable 
knowledge of India and Indian matters must have 
found its way into Eastern Europe through the 
writings of Megasthenes, who was sent as an ambas- 
sador to the court of Ohandragupta by Seleucus 
Nicator during the last years of the IVth cen- 
tury B.C. 

Before referring to the actual Indian works still 
extant which prove that the framework of the Book 
of Barlaam and Idasaph is derived fr*om the Indian 
Birth Stories about the Buddha, the main facts of 
the life of that great religious reformer may be 
briefly’ set forth. Gautama, later known as the

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Biiddlui^ was the son of 6udd]iO!^aQa, s SftlsyaOhi^ 
who reigned over a district round aiant Kapila* 
rastu, on the Bohini riter, 27‘ 87' N. hii by 88” ll'E. 
long., about 180 miles due north of the city of 
Benares\ His mother was called Mftyft, and she 
was the daughter of a It^a of Koli ; both she and 
her sister Gautami were wiyes of Suddhodana, their 
cousin. When she was about forty-five years old, 
she dreamed a dream, in which she saw the future 
Buddha entering her womb in the form of an de- 
phant, and she afterwards conceived. When the 
time for the birth of her child drew near, she told 
the king her husband that she wished to go to her 
other’s estate, but the pains of labour came upon 
her suddenly when she was in the Lumbini Grove, 
and she brought forth her son there — ^about the 
year 667 b.o. The exact site of the Lumbini Grove 
(Bummindei) was fixed in 1895 by the discovery of 
the pillar and inscription^ which king'Asoka set up 
there to mark the birthplace of the Buddha, when 
he made his reUgious tour in the Nepalese Tarai 
about 249 The Lumbini Grove is between nine 
and sixteen miles from Kapila-vastu. • Md>y8 died 
seven days after her child was bom, and the boy 
was g^ven into the care of her sister Gautami At 
the age of sixteen Gautama married Tpsodharft, the 
daughter of Suprabuddha. by whom he had a son 
called Bkhula; a common name for Yasodhac^ is 
Bihulamatft, ie. Mother of Bdhula’!

Virtara calls his wife Gopft. The Ghiiiese legend 
says that Gautama had three wives, Yasodharft, 
Gotaml, and Manohard, and another authority men- 
tions four, Yasodharft, Mrigig^ or Gopd, Utpalavarpd 
and Gotaml. There is no evidence however, that 
any wife except Yasodharft existed. 

When reached his twenty-ninth year a 

god appeared unto him in a vision, or visions, in the 
form of a man helpless through old age, a man sick 
imto death, a putrefying corpse, and a calm and 
dignified hermit The meaning of each appearance 
was explained to him by his charioteer Ghanna, or 
Ohhandaka, who showed him that sickness, old agn 
and death were the inheritance of every man and 
that there was no means of escaping ^m them. 
Realizing the truth of his charioteer’swords Gautama 
became filled with despair. When he saw the quiet 
dignified hermit and heard how remote he was from 
the joys and' troubles of this world, his mind told 
him that true peace and happiness in this world 
could only be obtained by becoming a pionk and 
following the ascetic life in the desert far removed 
from the aSPairs of men. There is no doubt that 
Gautama had become dissatisfied with the life he 
led some years before he saw the four visions, and 
that he had been tiying to find some course of 
action which would silence his doubts and satisfy 
his aspirations. He was sated with the pleasures of 
life, tired of the palace ceremonial, and wearied with 
the unsatisfying character of his daily life and its 
pursuits and occupations. Whilst he was pondering 
on the four visions, his son Bd,hula was bom to him.

1^ of whicdi he was exceeding^ tired, he re* 
imrued to Kapila-rasto, among all tiie plaudits whUm 
greeted his arrival, he caught the words of the 
maiden Kis& Gotami, who cried out “Blessed indeed 
is that mother, blessed indeed is that hdher, blessed 
indeed is that wife, who owns this Lord so gloriom^.^ 
Ihese words, having to him a special meaning, com- 
forted him and encouraged him to pursue tlm course 
of action which he was meditating upon, and he sent 
the maiden, his cousin, his necklace of .pem'ls as her 
fee for teaching him. She thought that Siddhftrtha 
was falling in love with her, but such was not the 
case, for he took no further notice of her, although 
her words had comforted him. 

That night he smit for Ohanna, his charioteer, apd 
ordered him to saddle his horse Elantbeka and to 
bring it to him, aS he intended to flee from his 
palace, 'y^hilst Ohanna was bringing the horse, 
Gautama went into his wife’s room and looked at 
her and his .child, and suppressing his desire to take 
the boy in his arms, because it would waken his wife^ 
he left the room, and went out^ and mounted Ins 
horse and rode away to take up the life of a mendi- 
cant monk. This was the Great Benundation, whidk 
has stirred the imagination of untold thousands of 
nmn. Ohanna urged his lord against taking this 
step, and Mftra, or the Devil, appeared to hiih and

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womb, l^'rom Foucaux’s fji Lalita Viatnm, 
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offered ^im the soTereignty of the wwld if he would 
abandon hii9 flight Gautama i^e far that night 
and when outside the boundaries of Eoli he gaye 
his horse to Channa, and sent him back to Elapila- 
vastu, and haying persuaded a stranger to exchange 
apparel with him, he set out for Bftjagriha, the 
capital of Maghada^ Here he joined the society of 
hermits who liyed there, and became a disciple of 
Al4ra and Uddaka Soon, howeyer, being dissatis< 
fled with his progress, he left them, and went to 
Buddha Gayt, where he stayed for six years with a 
few disciples of his own. He almost killed himself 
with the severity of his ascetic labours, but flnding 
that th^ brought him no peace, he abandoned 
them, and returned to a normal course of life. When 
his disciples saw him eating and drinking like an 
ordinary man they lost their belief in him, and left 
him alone to cany on his quest for peace. He then 
departed from that place and wandered along the 
side of a great riyer, until at length he came to a ] 
spot where there was a yery large tree {j^cus re- 
ligiosa) ; there he sat down and began the series of 
meditations by which he attained to Buddhahood. 
This tree was the famous Bo-tree^ the Tree of 
Wisdom, or the Tree of Intelligence. During the 
Weeks which he sat at the foot of this tree he was

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fed day by day by a maiden who was bom 

in the house of Sen&ni the landowner, ih the village 
of Senftni in Uruvela. ‘ It was at this time that 
the Bodhisattva had to endure temptations of all 
kinds, and the attacks of Md,ra and all his hellish 
brood, which assumed various forms and colours. 
The angels who tried to protect him were defeated, 
and Md,ra and his devils attacked him on three sides, 
but in vain. Then the Evil One created a whirlwind 
to destroy him, but when it reached him it failed to 
ruffle the hem of his garment. M&ra created mighty 
storms of rain, stones, deadly weapons, charcoal, 
ashes, sand, and mud, but when these things came 
to where the Bodhisattva was, they turned to 
flowers, perfume, etc. M&ra cast his javelin at him, 
but it became a garland of flowers, and the rocks 
which Mara’s devils hurled on him became nosegays. 
In a final encounter with M&ra, when a witness was 
required to prove that the Bodhisattva had given 
alms, the Earth herself opened her mouth and 
testified on his behalf. Md^ra’s elephant, which was 
250 leagues high, dropped on its knees, and his 
army was overwhelmed, and broke and fled. This 
was the Great Victory over the Tempter which 
the Bodhisattva gained under the Bo-tree, and he 
obtained peace and great confidence in himself 
thereby. 

The Bodhisattva set out for Bend.res, and on his 
way thither met one Upaka, with whom he conversed, 
but when he told him that he was going to Bendres 
to turn the Wheel of the good Law^ and to take

light, and to open the gate of immortalily to the 
people theih, Upaka lost his temper and parted 
from him. The Bodhisattva went on his way and 
came to Benftres, and took up his abode in the place 
now called Dhamek^ Here he made his first public 
declaration of his system, which is preserved in 
the "Suti^ of the Kingdom of Righteousness.” He 
preached the necessity of the “Middle Path” with 
its Eight Principles^, and stated that he had arrived 
at his convictions “by the light of reason and intui- 
tion alone.” He continued to live in the Migadaya, 
or “Deer-Park,” where he taught his disciples, and 
after three months he sent forth sixty of them to 
preach his doctrines. Later he visited his father 
Suddhodana, and converted his wife Yasodharft to 
his doctrines, and she become one of the first * 
Buddhist nuns. The Buddha passed nearly forty-five 
years in preaching his religion, but as a description 
of the work 'which he accomplished does not fall 
within the scope of this summary, I pass on to the 
forty-fourth year of his preaching, when he crossed 
the Ganges and went to Ambapali, where he ac- 
cepted the •hospitality of the leading courtesan of 
the town. A year later he fell ill at Belu-gS,maka, 
and told his followers that his life was drawing to a 
close ; a little later he announced that he would 'die 
in three months’ time. He then went on to Kusi- 
nagara, where he rested in a grove, and knowing 
that his death was near he began to talk to his

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fiathfal Xnanda about his burial, and matters qon- 
nected with the Order. He was sufficiently strong 
to expound his system to Subhadra» a Brahmin 
philosopher who, it is said, became converted to 
Buddhism. He addressed some words of admoni- 
tion to the “Mendicants,” urging them to work out 
their salvation with diligence. After this he did not 
speak again, and having fallen into a state of un- 
consciousness he passed away about B.a 477 ^ being 

• about eighty years of age. On the eighth day after 
his death his body was taken outside the city and 
cremated, and the ashes were divided into eight 
portions by Drona, a Brahmin. The recipients were : 
AjMasatru, king of Magadha, the Lichchhavis of 
Vaisdlt, the Sd.kyas of Kapila-vastu, the Bulis of 
AUakappa, the Eoliyas of BS.magrd,ma, a native of 
Vethadlpa, the Mallas of Pd,v&, and the Mallas of 
Kusanagara. The earthen vessel in which the body 
was cremated was given to Drona, the Brahmin, and 
the charcoal ashes were given to the Mauryas of 
Hpphallvana. A sthpa, or funerary monument, was 
built over each portion of the relics, and these 
sthpas were for centuries visited by pilg^rims from 
all parts of India and from foreign countries. 

Authorities have found it very difficult to ascertain 
the exact extent of the influence of Gautama’s 
teaching and religion at the time of his death. It 
must have been considerable but was not paramount,

ootints of Gautama’s ^stem were taken to the West 
by the followers of the army of Alexander the Great, 
but facts on this point are wanting until we come to 
the time of Ohandragupta Maurya^ the first king of 
all India» '^ho reigned about b.0. 322-298. When he 
was a young man Ohandragupta was among the 
rebels who were captured by the troops of Alex- 
ander the Great in the year b.o. 325, but he somehow 
escaped the fate which was meted out to many of 
his fellows, and returned safely to his native district. 
How much he had seen of Greek methods of fighting 
cannot be said, but he set to work to form an army, 
and a few years later he became a formidable chief. 
In ac. 315 he seized the throne of Nanda, R&ja of 
Magadha, who had been murdered, and assumed 
the, title of “ Ohandragupta.” He it was who defeated 
Seleucus Nicator, governor of the provinces which 
Alexander had conquered in India, and drove out 
the Greeks from his country. The rise of Chandra- 
gupta to power synchronized with a great develop- 
ment of Buddhist influence in the country, which 
was due to the radical views about caste that were 
held by the followers of Gautama. The Buddhists 
held that every man, no matter how low his caste, 
had a right to hope to attain to Nirv&na. Asoka 
(B.G. 273-231), son of Bindus&ra and grandson of 
Chandragupta« became converted to Buddhisttk, i% 
the tenth year of his reign (b.c. 263), and he devoted! 
himself whole-heartedly to its interests. He spent 
moi^i^ely in building'monasteries anid hospitals, 



ftnd he endowed the monks liberally, and he tried 
to rule his great kingdom with hupianity and jus- 
tice. He respected the Law himself and expected 
everyone else to do the same. He adopted the title 
of ^*Piyadasi,” the “kind-hearted,” and his works 
proved that it described him accurately. About the 
year b.c. 249 he made a pilgrimage to. all places 
which were associated with the Buddha when on 
earth, and he visited the Lumbini Grove, where the 
Buddha was bom^ and Kapila-vastu, Bodh 
Sdmath, Sravdsti, Kusanagai'a, etc., and at each place 
he set up a Sthpa, or pillar, to commemorate his 
visit and the event in the Buddha’s life which made it 
famous. Under Asoka’s protectionBuddhism reached 
the summit of its power, and the Council of Patna 
decreed that missionaries should be sent to teach it 
in the principal countries of India^. Asoka sent his 
son Mahinda to Ceylon during the rei^ of Devd^nam 
Piya Tissa (b.c. 250-230) to introduce Buddhism 
into the Island, and with him the sacred books 
(Pitekas) and commentaries upon them. Tissa be- 
came a Buddhist and built the famous Thhpd.rdjna 
Ddgaba at Anur3,dhapura, and several •of his female 
relations became nuns in the house of Sanghamittd., 
sister of Mahinda, who brought over to Ceylon a com- 
pany of nuns and a branch of the sacred Bo-tree at 
Buddha Gd.yd., under which the Buddha obtained 
Buddhahood. This branch was planted near Thh- 
pkr&ma Dftgaba, and as said above (p. xlvii) still 
grows.

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Buddhism was carried into Syria and Egypt by 
the envoys of Chandragupta and his grandson Asoka 
in the third century rc.^ and there is no doubt that 
it made its way into China before the Christian Era. 
Professor Rhys Davids says that it penetrated to 
Cilha "along the fixed route from India to that 
CiQ^^ry, round the north-west comer of the Hima- 
layas and across Eastern Turkestan. Already in 
the second year b.g. an embassy, perhaps sent by 
Huvishka, took Buddhist books to the then Em- 
peror of China, A-ili; and the Emperor Ming-Ti, 
62 A.O., guided by a dream, is said to have sent to 
Tartary and Central India, and brought Buddhist 
books to China. From this time Buddhism rapidly 
spread there. Monks from Central and North- 
Western India frequently travelled to China; and 
the Chinese themselves made many journeys to the 
older Buddhist countries to collect the sacred 
writings, which’ they diligently translated into Chi- 
nese. In the fourth century Buddhism became the 
State religion” {Buddhism, p. 241 ). Again, “It is 
clear from the -coins of Huvishka and Kanishka 
that Buddhism became the State religion of the 
north-westerly parts of India at about the com- 
mencement of our era ” {Buddhigm, p. 238 ). From 
these parts the knowledge of Buddha and Buddhism 
would pass into Afghanistan and Persia, and the 
Christians who lived eastward of the Tigris must 
have heard the Fables and Parables, which were 
even then associated with the Birth Stories of the 
Buddha. 

The evidence available is not sufficient to show 
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which collectAon of the Birth Stories of the Buddha 
was used by the Christian monks who compiled 
Barlaam and Idsaphat, but the Indian work that 
most probably supplied the framework of his narra- 
tive was the Lauta Vistara. This view is shared by 
many scholars as we have already seen. This book 
was unknown in Europe until 1807, when ^ajor W. D. 
Knox, having obtained a copy of it in Nepal, sent it 
to H. T. Colebrooke, and a description of its contents 
by R Lenz was published in the derAkade- 

mie von St Petersburg for 1836. In 1837 another 
copy of it was sent by Mr B. H. Hodgson to Paris 
among a large collection of Indian MSS., where it 
was carefully studied by Bumouf. The Sanskrit text 
was first published in Bibliotheca Indica, Calcutta, 
1863-77. Another edition, the result of many years 
arduous labour, was published by S. Lefmann, 
entitled Ldten und Lehre dee (^dkya-Beddha, Halle, 
vol. I. 1902, vol. n. 1908. There is a complete 
French translation by Ed. Foucaux, entitled Le 
Lalita Vistara — “D6vdoppement des Jeux” — Con- 
tenant L'Histoire du Bouddha Qahya^ouni depuis 
sa namanee jusqu'd, sa predication, Paris, Part l 
1874, Part n. 1892. This work forms vol. vi. of the 
Annales do Musbb Guimet. And an English trans- 
lation of the first fifteen sections of the Z^iia 
Vietara, with elaborate notes, was published by 
R^jendrahlla Mitra in Bibliotheca Inbioa (New 
Series, No. 456, vol. xc. Calcutta, 1881-86), entitled 
“ Memoirs of the Early life of S^ikya Sifiha.’’ Ac- 
cording to Lefmann Lcdiba means ‘‘nattirliche un- 
gesuchte Bbmdlung,” and Pisiara **Ausbreitung,

tt the Nepalese place in a different category from 
their collection of sacred books, which are two hun- 
dred in number. When the book was written is not 
known, and authorities differ in assigning a date to 
its composition. According to Bumouf (p. 356 ) it 
was in existence in the second century after the 
death of Buddha, and La Oomme {Le Bovddhimie, 
p. 176 ) says it was translated into Chinese in a.d. 65 . 
On the other hand, Bhys Davids thinks that it was 
composed in Nepal by some Buddhist who lived 
600 or 1000 years after the Buddha {Hibhert Lec- 
tiireSf 1 881 , p. 199 ). In the last edition of his excellent 
manual. Buddhism, published in 1920 , he says the 
Lalita Vistara "is partly in prose and partly in 
verse, the poetical passages being older than the 
others. M. Foucaux has published a translation 
into French of a translation of this work into 
Tibetan. He holds the Tibetan version to have 
existed in the Vlth century a.d. How much older 
the present form of the Sanskrit work may be is 
quite uncertain^. The Lalita Vistara is full of ex- 
travagant poetical fictions in honour of Gautania,

some of which are not without literary value ; and 
it is just as much a poem on the birth and tempta* 
tion of Gautama, based on earlier lives of the 
Teacher, as Milton’s Parctdiae Regained is a poem 
on the birth and temptation of Christ based on the 
accounts foimd in the Gospels. Such historical 
value as it possesses is derived therefore from the 
comparison which it enables us to draw between the 
later Sanskrit^ and the earlier Pali traditions, and 
from the light which it throws on the develop- 
ment of the religious beliefs which sprang up regard- 
ing the person of the Buddha.” But whether the 
LedUa Vistara was compiled in the Illrd century 
B.O. or the Ilnd century a.d. matters little for our 
purpose, for our chief authority, Khys Davids, is 
convinced that it is “based on earlier lives of the 
Teacher.” And this means that the Birth Stories of 
the Buddha or, as they have been called, “Legends 
of the Romantic Life of Buddha,” were in existence 
and were well known all over India, and in many 
parts of China, some centuries before the Greek 
“spiritual romance” of Barlaam and losaphat, at 
least in the form in which we now -know it, was 
compiled. It is impossible to gather from the Greek 
text any adequate idea of the style and scope and 
contents of the LcdUa Vistara, and I have therefore 
drawn up a short summary of it, based as far as the 
first fifteen sections, or Chapters, are concerned, 
upon the English version of them by R&jendraMa 
Mitra, and for the other Chapters on the French 
translation published by Foucaux in 1874 and 1892.

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On the accompanying plates are given facsimiles of 
the first and last palm leaf of the Codex in the 
Library of the Royal Asiatic Society which contains 
the Sanskrit text that forms the principal authority 
for Dr S. Lefinann’s edition. The Colophon of the 
Codex, which is comparatively modem, ofiers some 
interesting difficulties, and on these my Mend, Dr L. 
Barnett, Keeper of the Oriental Books and Manu- 
scripts in the British Museum, has most kindly 
written for me the following learned note.

NOTE ON A MANUSCRIPT OF THE LALITA VIST ABA 
IN THE LIBRARY OF THE ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY

This manuscript of the Sanskrit text of the LalUa 
Viatafin, which is the one on which S. Lefinann has 
mainly based his edition, consists of a series of folios 
of brownish native paper, measuring on the average 
15 inches in width and inches in height. The 
character is a Nepali form of the Northern Indian 
type of writing, clearly written in a free styla The 
text is followed by a colophon in debased Sanskrit, 
written by the scribe. It is as follows:

rnarCLjumdah 1 1 1 1 samvat 87 5 TcarttiM kuTela 14 &uljham 
Qgtu savadda. The first sentence of this is some- 
what puzzling. Apparently -vimarciimndcih should 
be corrected to -vimcdcbnandah^ which gives a fairly 
common name. But is mysterious; possibly 
it is a mistake for either pranati (“obeisance”) or 
pranUi (“guidance” or “composition”), but it may 
be something quite difierent. The words Ms&Oti 
gy&n&dti are still more obscure : the first looks like 
the familiar name Ke^ava misspelt, with a particle 
ti tacked on, and in gyCLnJdoti one is tempted to see 
the word jfidna (“knowledge”) in some derivative 
form. On the other hand, it is conceivable that 
pranUi kes&dti gydnMti is a compound phrase 
forming a sort of clan-name, or other kind of 
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description, which for the pre^nt may be lelPb im- 
explainedi The rest of the sentence^ then, is : ‘‘of the 
fortunate yidyananda...his son the fortunate Yimar 
lananda” [wrote or caused to be written this book?]. 
The rest is clear, if we correct the blunder savadda 
to sarvada: “the year 875, the 14th [lunar day] of 
the waxing*fortnight of [the month] Karttika. May 
there be welfare everywhere ! ” The Nepali samvat 
year 876 would correspond to a.d. 1753.

SUMMARY OF THE LALITA VISTARA 

Chap. I. Introduction. Begins with Om, the symbol 
of the Deity, and describes how Bhagayiln, i.e. the 
Deity, vouchsafes to grant the request of the sons of 
gods, etc. about Him to recite the Lalita Vistara. 

Chap. II. The Exhortation to Buddha Siflha to 
descend to earth, for “ time is come, tarry thou not.” 

Chap. III. Describes the Dynasty from which the 
mother of the Buddha is to be chosen. Contains the 
prophecy “ twelve years hence will the Bodhisattva 
(i.e. the individual who was to descend to earth and 
acquire Buddhahood) be conceived in his mother’s 
womb.” 

Chap. IV. Bodhisattva takes his seat on the throne 
in the pavilion of Uchchadhvaja, and fectures on 108 
subjects, before his descent from Tushita, or Heaven. 

Chap, V. Bodhisattva a[)point8 Maitreya to be 
Vicegerent in Tushita. The form in which he should 
enter his mother’s womb discussed ; the form of a 
huge elephant with six tusks is decided upon. The 
eight auspicious signs appear in the palace of 
Huddhodana, the father of the Buddha, and liis 
mother MayS, declares her determination to fast. 
The nymphs visit her in the palace of Dhritardshtra 
in the city of Kapila. The gods carry forth the 
Bodhisattva on their shoulders. 

Chap. VI. In the day of full moon, in the month of 
Vaisakha, in the sjiring of the year, the Bodhisattva 



left the mansion of Tushita and entered his mother’s 
womb in the form of a yellowish-white elephant, 
having six tusks, crimson veins, golden teeth and 
perfect members. Thus he acknowledged sonship to 
Suddhodana. Md,yA^ his mother, had a dream, which 
the Br^hmansinterpret satisfactorily. The gods build 
habitationsfor MA,ya,and in them she receives visitora 
from morning till evening, and the unborn Buddha 
offered them welcome, whilst his mother performed 
miracles. He remained in Mriya’s body 10 months. 

Chap. VII. When the time for his birth drew nigh 
MilyS, requested permission to go to the Lumbini 
Harden, which was a beautiful park full of scented 
waters and flowers, and when she arrived there she 
left her chariot and walked about from tree to tree. 
This Carden was in the country of Dewah, or Koli, 
and was the ])roperty of M^lya’s father. As she 
approached the fig-tree Plaksha {ficus rdigiosa), 
it felt the glory of her child in her and bowed its 
head and saluted her. In this Carden the Buddha 
was bom. He alighted on the earth and took his 
seat on a lotus flower. His fatherSuddhodana named 
him “ Sarvtlrthasiddha,” i.e. one through whom every 
object has been obtained. After the Buddha was 
born MA.yA,’s flank became unbroken and scarless ; 
but seven days after his birth she died, and the 
child was handed over to the care of his mother's 
sister Cautaml. Then the king consulted his coun- 
sellors as to whether the boy would become an 
imperial sovereign or a houseless hermit. At this 
time a great sage called Asita was informed super- 
naturally that a wonderful prince was bora in the 
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house of Suddhodana at Kapila, and he told his 
nephew Naradatta that he must g;o and see him. 
When he arrived there and was taken into the king’s 
presence, he prophesied the future greatness of the 
prince as a holy man and declared that he would be 
a Buddha. 

Chap. VIII. The Prince is taken to .the temple, 
but before he went the streets and roads were 
cleansed and decorated, trumpets were blomi, bells 
were rung, the nobles and the wealthy were as- 
sembled, and all maimed, and lame, and blind, and 
deformed pereons were cleared out of the streets. 

Chap. IX. Describes the ornaments that were 
])repared for the Prince, and ends with an address 
to the king and his nobles by the goddess VimalA, 
who said that all ornaments were as a lump of ink 
compared with the resplendent virtues of the Prince. 

Chap. X. Deals with the education of the Prince. 
His schoolmaster Visuftmitra, as soon as the Bodhi- 
sattva entered the school, felt his mar\'ellous powers, 
and fell prostrate on the ground before him. When 
asked to write the alphabet by the schoolmaster, 
the Prince asked him “which ?” and then enumerated 
sixty-four different kinds of writing. 

Chap. XI. The Prince went to a village with other 
boys, and sat under a Jambu tree, and fell into a 
state of meditation. 

Chap. XII. The king and his council decide that 
the Prince must be married, and a messenger is sent 
to Kapila- va.stu to find a bride. The maiden chosen is 
Gopa, who in the Chinese text is called YasodharS,, 
the daughter of Dandapani, who objects that the 
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Prince is not an athlete, and that he is ignorant of 
the art of swordsmanship, and the use of the bow, 
and the driving of elephants. Thereupon a species 
of tournament is arranged, and OopS, plants a flag 
of victory, saying that it shall be awarded to the 
bravest competitor. The elephant being brought 
for the Priijce is killed at the city gate by Devadatta, 
and when the Prince comes and sees the carcase, 
he puts out one foot from his chariot, and seizing 
the tail of the animal with the great toe only, whirls 
the carcase across the seven walls and seven moats 
of the city, and casts it two miles away in the out- 
skirts. The Prince then shows his great skill in 
calligraphy, in anthmetic, astrological calculations, 
leaping, jumping, running, wrestling, archery, riding, 
driving, etc. and so he obtained Gop& to wife. 

Chap, XIII. Palace of the Prince described and 
his Jife therein. The celestial powers make exhoi’ta- 
tions to him. 

Chap. XIV. The king dreams a dream in which 
he sees his son leaving the palace and putting on 
the ochre-coloured garb of an ascetic. When he 
awoke he detennined that the Prince should no 
longer visit the garden but remain in the zenana. 
He built three palaces, providing them with ladders, 
and fitted heavy doors to the Lucky Gate, or Gate 
of Mars, through which he thought the Prince might 
try to escape, and filled the palaces with everything 
necessary, and kept musicians and dancers in attend- 
ance. With the permission of his father the Prince 
set out with his charioteer to visit the garden by the 
eastern gate, and as he drove out he saw a broken 
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down, decrepit, toothless, and grey-haired old man 
leaning on a stick. "When he learned from the 
charioteer that all men came to this state he turned 
back to his palace. On the second visit to the garden 
he saw at the northern gate a sick man on the point 
of death, and again instructed by his charioteer he 
turned back. On the third visit he saw by the 
wcsteni gate a dead man, and realizing the transi- 
ence of life he turned back. On the fourth visit he 
saw by the northem gate a Bhikshus, or mendicant 
hermit with his begging bowl. This calm, quiet, and 
self-possessed man impressed him greatly, and he 
approved of the charioteer’s explanation, and sub- 
sequently turned back. The king, seeing the effect 
which these four men had upon him, had the 
Prince watched more closely. He raised the walls, 
broadened the moat, increased the aimed guards, 
stationed bodies of troops at the four gateways, g,nd 
had strict guard kept over his son day and night. 
And in the palace he ordered that amusements of 
every kind should be continued at all tinie.s, and the 
women were bidden to display themselves and to 
employ every enticing allurement known to them. 

Chap. XV. The Prince goes to Huddhodana and 
begs his permission to depart, but offers to remain 
if he can promise him immunity from decay, disease 
and death, together with unmeasured life; this 
being impossible for him to grant he gave the Prince 
permission to go. The precautions taken by the king 
and Gautami were in vain, for the gods assisted the 
Prince. At midnight he ordered Ohandaka to bring 
him his hoi'se Kan^haka ready for riding, and going 



through the women’s apartments for the last time, 
he left his palace, and departed from Kapila-vastu. 
He passed through the country of the Mallas, and in 
the city of Anumain6ya he dismounted and, giving 
his horse Kanthaka and trappings to Ohandaka his 
charioteer, he sent him back alone to the palace. 
Suitable i^parel having been provided by the 
gods, he dressed himself therein and set out on his 
wanderings. When his departure was discovered in 
the palace, the king had the city gates closed — but 
too late — the Prince had escaped. 

Chap. XVI. The Prince visits various learned 
hermits, goes to Magadha and then to the river 
N^tirafijaiiA. 

Chap. XVII. Describes the austerities which the 
Prince practised for the next six years, and the 
attacks, unsuccessful, which the demon Pitplyiln 
m^de upon him. 

Chap. XVIII. Describes the food which he ate, 
and how his body assumed the form and colour 
which it had before he began his ascetic practices, 
and how the 32 marks of a great man and the 80 
secondary signs appeared in him. 

Chap. XIX. Having bathed in the liver Nairafi- 
janA nnd eaten and restored the strength of his 
body, the Prince sets out to go to the gi’eat tree 
of Intelligence at Bodhimanda, and the efforts of 
millions of <lemons could not drive him away from 
that tree. 

Chap. XX. Describes the arrangements made on 
behalf of the Prince by the Bddhisattvas at Bodhi- 
manda. 
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Chap. XXL Describes the temptations and attacks 
of the devils upon the Prince, MSira Pt^plyAn sent 
him a dream in 32 terrifying forms, and surrounded 
him with multitudes of temble animal forms and 
devil-like monsters of loathsome and awful appear- 
ance. In fact the >vholc district w'as packed with 
demons and fiends, and the world seemed to be full 
of them. Paplyjin next sent his daughtei^ to tempt 
the Prince, but he resisted all their 32 modes of 
attack, and drove them off defeated. 

Chap. XXII. The Prince, the Bodhisattva, seated 
under the Tree of Intelligence (i.e. the Bo-tree) 
becomes arrayed in the perfect intelligence of a 
Buddlia or TathAgata. 

Chap. XXIII. A chapter of praisings of the 
TathAgata by the gods of heaven and of earth, and 
eveiy other being. 

Chap. XXIV. The Prince, having become a per- 
fect Buddha, or TathAgata, continued to set cross- 
legged under the Tree of Intelligence for a week. 
During the second week he made a journey among 
the thousands of worlds. During the third week he 
looked at Bodhimanda without blinking an eye, 
having made an end of sorrow, birth, old age and 
death. During the fourth week he made a journey 
from the Eastern to the Western Sea. Then the 
arch-devil PAplyAn visits him and suggests that 
the TathAgata should go into ParinirvAna, but he 
refused, saying that he would not go there until the 
works of the Buddlia were completed. The arch-devil 
retired in grief and sorrow, but his three daughters. 
Rati, Arati and TrlchnA, went to tempt the TathA- 
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gata, who promptly turned them into decrepit old 
women. During the fifth week the Tathd,gata dwelt 
in the house of Mutchilenda, the king of the N^gas, 
who wrapped a seven-fold garment about him. This 
act was repeated by other kings of the N^gas, who 
saluted his feet with their heads, walked round him 
three times^and departed. During the sixth week 
he went to the fig-tree of the goat-herd, and during 
the seventh he lived at the foot of the tree Tar§,yana. 
Two merchants, Trapucha and Bhallika, salute him 
and bring him food. 

Chap. XXV. A Chapter of exhortation to the 
Tath^gata to turn the Wheel of the Law. 

Chap. XXVI. Describes how the Tath^gata turned 
the Wheel of the Law, i.e. to preach and to teach 
Buddhism. With this Chapter the Lcdita Vistara 
comes to an end.

THE JATAKAS, or BIRTH STORIES OF THE BUDDHA 

The authorities generally agree that the LcAUa 
Yhtara is the principal source of the m^iin portions 
of the Book of Barlaam and lOasaph, but the Life 
of the Buddha, which is included among the J Atakas, 
or Birth Stories of the Buddha, contains a consider- 
able number of supplementary statements that are 
of importance for the elucidation of the work. Or- 
thodox Buddhists believe that the Buddha in the 
course of his years of teaching illustrated his ai’gu- 
ments with stories, fables and fairy tales which 
explained events that had happened either at the 
time when he was speaking or during his previous 
lives. These stories were carefully learned by, his 
disciples, who immediately after his Heath compiled 
a work containing the best known of them and 
called it the “Book of the 650 JAtakas,” or Birth 
Stories. In other w’ords, the orthodox Buddhists 
believe that this Collection of Birth Stories was in 
existence some three or four centuries before the 
Christian Era. Professor Rhys Davids says that 
this “orthodox Buddhist belief” rests on a “foun- 
dation of quicksand,” but attaches great value to 
the Stories themselves, and believes that a Book of 
Birth Stories “ existed at a very early date ” {Budd- 
hist Birth Stories, vol. i. p. Iviii). At the end of the 
Illrd century b.c. they were held to be so sacred 
that they w’ere cho.sen as the subjects to be repre- 
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sented round the most sacred Buddhist buildings, 
e.g. the relic shrines at S4nchi, Amaravati and 
Bharhut, and they were popularly known under the 
technical name of “ Jd,takas.” With the Birth Stories 
as a whole we are not here concerned, and so we 
pass on to note the facts about the life of the 
Buddha w{iich are contained in the Commentary 
prefixed to them. The following abstract is made 
from the translation of Avidfii*e NidS,na made by 
Professor Rhys Davids and published by him in his 
Bvddkist Birth Stories; or, JcUdka Tales. Being 
the JMahaUhavamimid... edited by V. FaitsbbU and 
translated by T. W. Mhys Davids. Translation, 
vol. I. London, 1880 (Triibner’s Oriental Series). 

The deities of the ten thousand world systems 
assembled, and the archangels in each world-system 
with them, and they went to the future Buddha in 
the.Heaven of Delight, and infoimed him that the 
time for his Buddhahood had arrived. This Great 
Being reflecte<l on: — (l) the time of his advent; 
(2) the CONTINENT and country where he should 
appear ; (3) the tribe in which he should be bom ; 
(4) the MOTHER who should bear him ; (5) the time 
when her life should be complete. He decided that 
the time had come; that he would appear in the 
continent of Jambudvlpa, in the town of Kapila- 
vastu in the Middle Country; of the Kthatriya 
caste; that his father should be Suddhodana and 
his mother Mah^ MS,ya^ and that her life should last 
ten months and seven days. So the Great Being 
decided to appear on the earth. During the mid- 
summer festival the lady Mah^ Md,yd, dreamed a 
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dream. The Four Archangels carried her in her 
couch to the Himtilaya Mountains, and set her down 
under the S^lla-tree. Then queens came and took 
her to the Lake of Anotatta, waslied every human 
stain from her, arrayed her in heavenly apparel, 
anointed her with perfumes and decked her with 
heavenly flowers. They took her into ^ house of 
gold on Silver Hill close by and laid her on a 
heavenly couch with its head towards the East. 
The future Buddha, in the form of a superb white 
elephant came to Silver Hill from the north and 
entered the house of gold. In his trunk was a white 
lotus flower, and uttering a far-reaching cry, he 
came to the couch, made obeisance thrice to it, 
then gently struck the side of Mah^ Mslysl and 
“ seemed to enter her womb ” (p. 03 note). 

When on the following day Mah^ MA,yri had re- 
lated her dream to Suddhodana, he summojied 
sixty-four Brahmans and asked them to interpret 
the dream. They told the king that he would have 
a son who, if he adopted a householder’s life would 
become a king, and that if he forsook his home and 
embi’aced the religious life he would become a 
Buddha. When the future Buddha became incar- 
nate in his mother’s womb the elements of the 
10,000 world-systems (|uaked, and light appeared in 
them. The blind saw, the deaf heard, the dumb 
spake, the crooked became straight, the lame 
walked, and all pnsoners were set free. The fire 
of hell was extinguished, the hungry ghosts were 
fed, the pains of the sick were alleviated. These 
and many other wondei'ful signs appeared. Four 
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angels ai*med with swords kept guard over the 
Bodisat and his mother. When the time drew 
nigh Mahd, Mn,yA, told the king that she wished to 
go to Devadaha, her native city, and he caused her 
to be placed in a golden palanquin and escorted 
thither by one thousand attendants. When she 
came to the Lumbini Grove she was carried into 
the flower-laden wood of Sitla trees, and when she 
put out her hand to take hold of a branch of the 
monarch Sala tree in it, the branch bent down to 
meet her and when she touched it her pains came 
upon her. The attendants drew a cuHain round 
her, and standing upright and holding the branch 
of the tree she brought forth the Bodisat, and the 
four Mahii Brahma angels received him in a. golden 
net, and four kings received him fi’om them on a 
cloth made of antelope skins. The Bodisat dwelt in 
his<motlier’s womb ten months, and seven days after 
his birth MahA, MayS, died, and Avas reborn in the 
City of Delight. At the time of his birth his future 
wife and mother of his son R^hula, Channa the 
attendant, K<1.1ud^yi the minister, Kanthaka the 
royal horse, the great Bo-tree, and the four vases of 
treasure all came into being. As the Bodisat was 
being taken to Kapila-vastu all the people rejoiced 
and the choirs of angels in the T.^vatinsa heaven 
sang. An ascetic called Kd.la Devala, w'ho was a 
confidential adviser of the king, went to see the 
Bodisat. When he came into his presence, the child 
planted his feet in his matted hair, and the holy 
man did homage to him and declared that he would 
become a Buddha. 
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On the fifth day they performed the ceremony 
of choosing a name for the Bodisat, and the king 
summoned one hundred and eight Brd.hmans and 
asked eight of them to declare from their observa- 
tion of the signs what the child would be. Seven of 
the eight held up tw^o fingers and prophesied that 
he would be either a Universal Monarch or a Buddha, 
but one of them, Kondanya by name, beholding the 
perfection of the marks on the Bodisat, held up 
only one finger and prophesied boldly that he would 
become a Buddha. Then the king asked, “After 
seeing w'hat, will my son forsake the Avorld ? ” And 
the answer was, “ After the Four Omens, that is to 
say, a man worn out by age, a sick man, a dead 
body and a monk.” The king determined that the 
Bodisat should not see these Omens, and placed 
guards two miles apart in the four directions that 
he should not do so. He appointed^ nurses to rear 
the Bodisat, who grew uj) in great splendour. When 
the Ploughing Festival came the king went out to 
plough, and the child was placed by his nurses 
under a .lambu tree, and they went to see the cere- 
monies performed. Wlien the Bodisat saw that he 
was alone, he got up, seated himself cross-legged, 
and sank into the first religious meditation; and 
the shadow of the Jambu tree remained where it 
was and did not move round like the shadows of 
the other trees. 

When the Bodisat grew up to manhood the king 
had three mansions built, nine, seven and five stories 
high respectively, one for each of the three seasons, 
and he provided him with 40,000 dancing girls. The 
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mother of his son R^hula was his chief queen. When 
the clansmen murmured, saying that Siddhattha 
was living a life of pleasure which unfitted him for 
war, the Bodisat caused his relatives to be assem- 
bled and performed in their sight wonderful feats 
of skill in archery. 

One day the Bodisat had his chariot prepared 
and drove out into his gardens, and the angels 
caused him to see a man wasted A>ith age, broken 
in body and walking by the help of a stick. This 
was the First Omen. When he realized that living 
beings decayed, he was troubled and returned to 
his palace. Wlieii driving out on another occasion 
he saw a sick man (the Beeond Omen) and was 
troubled and returned to his palace. The sight, a 
little later, of a dead man (the Third Omen) drove 
him again troubled to his palace. Last of all he saw 
a mendicant friar (the Fourth Omen), and his cha- 
rioteer ex[)lained to him the advantages of retiring 
from the world. The sight of the hermit made the 
Bodisat decide to forsake the world. Thus the Four 
Omens were seen by the Bodisat in spite of all the 
precautions taken by the king. At that time his son 
Ihlhula was born, and seeing that love for his child 
would become an “ impediment,” he determined to 
effect the (freat Benunciation that night. As he 
passed through the city a noble virgin called Kisu 
Ootamt sang to him a song in which she proclaimed 
the blessedness of the mother, father and wife who 
owned a Lord so glorious. These words pleased the 
Bodi.sat, who inteipreted them as having reference 
to the Nirviina of Peace for which he longed, and 
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he sent her a string of pearls, which caused her to 
think that he was in love with her. 

When he returned to his palace singing and 
dancing women ranged themselves about him, and 
sang and danced before him, but he fell asleep, and 
they too lay down to sleep. When he awoke, just as 
the lamps were burning out, he saw the women lying 
about him in various attitudes of abandon, and the 
sight of them disgusted him. And the splendid 
chamber in which they were became to him as a 
charnel house full of loathsome corpses. Deeply 
moved, he cried out, “ It all oppresses me ! It is in- 
tolerable,'’ and he resolved to accomplish the Great 
Renunciation that very day. He ordered his cha- 
rioteer Channa, who was sleeping with his head on 
the threshold, to saddle his horse, saying that he 
was going to accomplish the Great Renunciation 
forthwith, and Channa went and saddled Kanthaka, 
who knew of his master’s resolve and neighed a 
mighty neigh. The Bodisat went to his wife’s 
chamber and looked a farewell to his son R^hula, 
and then he went to his horse and called upon him 
to save him, so that he might becoine a Buddha 
and save the world of men and angels. The horse 
Kanthaka was 18 cubits long, and he was white all 
over like a chank shell. The Bodisat leaped on the 
horse and, telling Channa to lay hold of his tail, set 
out for the city gate, which opened of its own 
accord and let him pass. In that night the Bodisat 
passed beyond three kingdoms, and travelled thirty 
leagues and reached the bank of the river AnomS., 
which was five or six hundred yards wide. This 
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the horse sprang over, and stood on the opposite 
bank. 

The Bodisat then gave his ornaments and the 
horse to Channa, telling him to go back to the city 
as he was going to become a hermit. Channa said 
that he would become a hermit too, but the Bodisat 
thrice refused to allow him to become one and told 
him to depart. The Bodisat then cut off his own 
hair Avith his sword, and the archangel Gha^ikdra, 
having given him the three robes, the alms bowl, 
razor, needle, girdle and water strainer, he dressed 
himself in the “ sacred garb of Benunciation ” with 
the outward signs of an Arahat. Meanwhile the 
horse Kanthaka realized that he would never see 
his master again, and he went away and died of a 
broken heart. He Avas reborn in the Tilvatinsa 
heaven as an angel with the name of Kanthaka; 
Channa, rent with sorrow for the loss of his lord 
and the horse, returned to the city with Aveeping 
and lamentation. 

Thus the Bodisat renounced the world. He spent 
seven days in a mango grove called Anhpiya, and 
then Avent on* foot to llfijagaha, a distance of thirty 
leagues, in one day, and begged his bread from door 
to door. He joined himself to AlS.ra Kald.ma, and 
to Uddaka, son of Rd.ina, but being dissatisfied Avith 
the results of their ecstatic trance, he Avent to UrU' 
vela to carry out the Great Struggle. For six years 
he lived a life of self-abnegation and toil and carried 
on the Great Struggle. He became a mere skeleton 
through over-fasting, his body became dark in colour 
and the thirty-tAvo signs of a Great Being disap^

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peared, and one day he collapsed through pain and 
exhaustion, and some thought that he was dead. 
He recovered his consciousness and, perceiving that 
penance was not the way to Wisdom, went about 
and collected food and ate it, and his body returned 
to its former condition, and the thii*ty-two signs of a 
Great Being reappeared upon him. When his five 
mendicant attendants saw this, they concluded that 
there was no furthei* advantage to be got from him; 
and each taking his robe and begging-bowl departed 
to Isipatana. 

One night the Bodisat had five dreams, and on 
considering their purport he came to the conclusion, 
“ Verily this day I shall become a Buddha.” And 
having washed and dressed himself he went and sat 
under the Tree of Wisdom (Bo-tree). Here he re- 
mained for forty-nine days and he was fed by a girl 
called Sujata, a native of the village of Sen^ni at 
Uruvela. He seated himself with his back to the 
Tree of Wisdom and his face towards the East, and 
he resolved to remain there until he received com- 
plete insight. Then Md.ra, thinking that the Bodisat 
desired to .free himself from his dominion, deter- 
mined that he should not escape from him and he 
told his intention to his hosts of angels. And sound- 
ing the dnim called “ Satan’s War-cry,” he led forth 
the army of Satan. MA,ra mounted his elephant, 
which was two hundred and fifty leagues high, and 
created a thousand arms, and his hosts, taking 
various colours and forms, set out to overwhelm 
the Great Being. As the army advanced against the 
Bodisat, all the angels who were proclaiming his 
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praises fled, and the Great Being was left alone. 
When M^ra and his hosts attacked him on three , 
sides, he smote them with the sword of his virtue 
and overthrew them, and he sat meditating on the 
Ten Perfections — namely, Almsgiving, Goodness, 
Renunciation, Wisdom, Resolution, Patience, Truth, 
Good Wilh Equanimity, Firmness in duty^ Mfira 
first hurled a whirlwind of the four winds upon 
him, but they failed to ruffle the hem of his robe ; 
then a flood of water, which failed to wet his robe ; 
then a shower of rocks, which when they reached 
him had changed into bouquets of flowers ; then a 
shower of swords, spears and arrows, which also 
turned into flowers; then a storm of red-hot charcoal, 
which also became flowers; then a storm of ashes, 
which fell at his feet in the form of sandal wood ; 
then a storm of sand, which fell as flowers ; then a 
stojin of mud^which fell as perfume ; then a four- 
fold thick darkness, which was entirely dissipated 
when it reached the Bodisat. All these things failed 
to dislodge the Bodisat, and Mflra then mounted 
his monster elephant, and riding up to him said. 
Get up, Siddhattha, from that seat ! It is not thine, 
but is intended for me.” When the Bodisat refused 
to do this MA,ra hurled at him his Sceptre-javelin, 
the barb of which was in the foi*m of a wheel ; but 
this turned into a garland of flowers, and remained 
as a canopy over him. MS-ra’s hosts hurled rocks 
also, but these turned into flowers, and the Bodisat 
continued to sit on the “throne on which sit the

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Buddhas-to-be when they are pei’fect in all good- 
ness, on that day when they shall reach Enlighten- 
ment.” Then the Bodisat asked Md.ra for proofs 
that he had given alms, and all the hosts of the 
Evil One testified that he had. On this Md,ra de- 
manded testimony that the Bodisat had given alms, 
and the Great Being appealed to the • great and 
solid Earth ” to testify that in addition to the alms 
which he had given in other births he had given 
great alms seven hundredfold when he was born as 
Wessantara. And the earth said, “ I am witness of 
that.” Then Mai’a’s elephant fell down on his knees 
before the Bodisat, and Milra's army fied away de- 
feated. On this the hosts of heaven cried out, 
“ Tlie Tempter is overcome ! Siddhattha hath pre- 
vailed ! ” And the gods of the 1 0,000 world-systems 
offered garland.s, perfumes, and praises, and the 
Bo-tree paid him homage. During the First, Middle, 
and Third Watches of the night he acquired respec- 
tively the KnoAvledge of the Past, the Knowledge 
of the Present, and the Knowledge of the Chain of 
Causation which leads to the Origin of Evil. At 
break of day he attained to complete Enlighten- 
ment and Omniscience, and the Bodisat became 
Buddha and reached Nirvana. He decided not to 
leave his seat, which was his throne of triumph, and 
he sat there motionless for seven days, realizing the 
bliss of Nirvsina. 

When the angels saw this certain of them thought 
that the Buddha sat there because there was still 
something which he had to do. And he, knowing 
their thoughts, rose up and performed the miracle 
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of making another appearance like unto himself. 
Then he stood a little to the north-east of the 
throne, and gazed at it for seven days hence that 
spot was called the “ D^gaba of the Steadfast Gaze.” 
Other seven days he spent in walking up and down 
between the throne and the place where he had stood, 
and this walk was called the “Diigaba of the 
Jewelled Cloister.” And other seven days he spent 
in sitting cross-legged in a house of gems which the 
angels built to the north-west of the Bo-tree. During 
the fifth week he went to the Shepherd’s Nigrodha- 
tree and sat there meditating on the Truth and 
enjoying the sweetness of Nirvtlna. 

At this time MS,ra lamented that he had found 
no sin in the Buddha, and that he was beyond his 
power, and he sat down in sorrow on the highway. 
When his three daughters, TanhA, (Craving), Arati 
(Discontent) apd BagA (Lust), found him there they 
asked him the reason, and when MAra told them 
they said that they would go to him an<l bring him 
to subjection. They went to the Buddha seven 
times, and assuming the forms of virgins, young 
married worften, mature women, and middle-aged 
women, offered themselves to him ; but he admonished 
them and sent them away, disappointed and dis- 
comfited. The Buddha next spent seven days under 
the Mucalinda-tree, where Mucalinda, the Snake- 
king, shielded him with seven folds of his hood 
<luring a storm. Then he went on to the RAjAya- 
tana-tree, where he remained for seven days. Thus 
for seven weeks he had no bodily wants, but fed on 
the joy of Meditation and NirvAna. When the seven 
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weeks were ended two merchants, Tapassu and 
Bhalluka, who were travelling from Orissa to Oen- 
ti*al India with 500 carts, offered food to the Master, 
who received it in a bowl which the angels made for 
him, and ate it. These merchants became his pro- 
fessed disciples. 

The Buddha next returned to the Nigjrodha-tree, 
and doubts arose in his mind about his ability to 
explain the Truth to others. But, encouraged by 
the angels, he set out to inaugurate the kingdom of 
Kighteousness in Benares, begging his food as he 
went. When half-way there he met the mendicant 
Upaka, and the Five Elders received him, and many 
other disciples followed him. He sent out sixty dis- 
ciples to preach and to teach his doctrines. Going 
on to Uruvela he met the three Hindu ascetics, 
broth er.s Uravela Kassapa and the rest, and over- 
came them by performing three thousand five 
hundred miracles, and he received fheir thousand 
disciples into the Order with the words “Follow 
me.” He then went on to the Palm-grove near 
Efyagaha, accompanied by these thousand Arahats, 
intending to pay a visit to king Bimblsara, for he 
had promised him that after he had attained to 
Buddhahood he would visit his kingdom first. When 
the king heard of his arrival, he and innumerable 
priests and nobles fell down at the feet of the 
Buddha, and at this time Uruvela Kassapa, who 
was formerly a “mighty infidel,” bowed his head at 
Buddha’s feet, saying, “The Blessed Lord is my 
master, and I am the disciple.” Buddha was then 
in the Grove of Reeds, six miles from R^jagaha, 
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and the press of people was so ^eat on the road 
that Sakka the archangel took the form of a yo ung 
Br3,hman, and came down on the earth, and made a 
path among the people by which the Buddha w'alked 
into the town accompanied by one thousand men- 
dicants. When he arrived there the king poured 
scented water over Buddha’s head and told him 
that he could not live without the Three Gems, i.e. 
the Buddha, the Order, and the Faith. And, he 
added, “ In season and out of season I would visit 
the Blessed One. Now the Grove of Reeds is far 
away; but this Grove of mine, called the Bambu 
Grove, is close by, is easy of resort, and is a fit 
dwelling-place foi* a Buddha. Let the Blessed One 
accept it of me.” The Master accepted the Monas- 
tery of the Bambu Grove, and he and his disciples 
went and lived there. And the broad earth shook, 
ais^if it said, “Now the Religion of Buddha has taken 
root.” 

About this time the two ascetics Sjlriputta and 
Moggallfina took ordei*s under Buddha, who made 
them Ghief Disciples, and established the “Corpora- 
tion of the Disciples.” Meanwhile Huddhodana had 
heard about his son who had become the Buddha, 
and he wished to see him. He summoned one of his 
coui'tiers and told him to take one thousand men 
and to go to Riljagaha and bring his son to him. 
The courtier depail/ed with his men, and when they 
arrived at the place where the Sage was, they stood 
by his disciples and listened to his discourse, and 
became converted and joined the Order; forgetting 
all earthly things they did not deliver the king’s 
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message. The king sent eight other envoys, one 
after the other, each with his thousand attendants, 
mth his message, but they all became absorbed in 
the teaching of the Master, and forgot to deliver it. 
Then the king remembered his faithful servant KS,la 
UdAyin, who was bom on the same day as the future 
Buddha, and had been his play-fellow and com- 
panion, and he sent him with his message to his 
son. When UdS,yin arrived at R^jagaha he stood 
close to the disciples at the time of the Master’s 
instruction, and heard the Gospel and joined the 
Order. In due course he delivered the king’s mes- 
sage, and the Master said that he would go to his 
father. When he arrived at Kapilavatthu the 
Buddha begged his bread from door to door, and 
when he came to the palace he ate the food pre- 
pared for him; and all the women, except the 
mother of his son RHhula, came and did obeisance 
to him. Whilst there, in the apartments of the 
king’s daughter, he told the story of his Birth as 
the Moonsprite, and R&hula his son went to him 
and claimed his inheritance as a son. The child 
followed the Buddha to his Grove, and S^riputta 
received him into the Order. 

The Buddha then went to Savatthi and accepted 
from And.tha Pindika, a wealthy householder, the 
gift of the Jetavana monastery, which covered thirty 
acres. In that place the Blessed One lived from the 
attainment of omniscience under the Bo-tree till his 
death. 
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VI 

THE PEHLEVI VERSION OF THE BOOK OF 
BAIILAAM AND IOASAPH 

It seems, tolerably certain that long before the 
Buddha was bom there was considerable intercourse 
for trading purposes between India and Western 
Europe, Syria, Egypt and neighbouring countries. 
The products of India were sent westwards by various 
routes, but the two most important were those which 
led by way of the Persian Gulf to Syria, and by way 
of the Red Sea to Egypt. The existence of the old 
Egyptian Canal from tlie Nile to the Red Sea sug- 
gests that traffic was considerable and markets were 
brisk, and that caravans and ships were in constant 
user Whether the Indians cared much about the 
information that camel-men and sailors gave them 
about the countries of the West, or whether the 
Egyptians and Syrians were greatly interested in 
the news which reached them from India cannot be 
said, but it seems certain that Syrians, Egyptians 
and Indians knew more of each other than is com- 
monly supposed. The men who accompanied the 
envoys of Asoka to Syria, Egypt and Greece must 
have brought with them a good deal of authoritative 
information about their country and religion, and 
as propagandists of the Buddha’s teaching they 
must have proclaimed the glory of his religion. As 
the successors of Asoka maintained communication 
between India, Syria and Egypt, it is probable that 
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when the Christian Era began the Syrians and 
Egyptians in the West were as familiar with the 
parables and fables which the Master employed in 
his teaching as were the Chinese in the East. It is 
possible that even in the early centuries of our Era 
versions of these and lives of the Buddha existed 
in Syria and Egypt in the native languages of these 
countries 

Now the knowledge of Buddha and his religion 
spread northwards as well as eastwards and west- 
wards, and the caravan of the merchant contributed 
lai'gely to this result. There was much trading 
between Iran and China in the early centuries of 
our Era, and long before the close of the Vlth cen- 
tury the religion of the Buddha was accepted by 
many in Parthia and the neighbouring countries’* 
Buddhist envoys and missionaries preached the 
doctrine of their founder in these countries, 
there is no doubt that many books, bdth of Buddhist 
and Br3.hman origin, were translated into Pehlevi, 
and that the translations were well known and 
greatly appreciated. The date when the earliest 
translations into Pehlevi were made* is unknown, 
but it is certain that many were in existence in the 
Ilnd centuiy of the Hijrah. The chief authority 
for this statement is the famous “ Kitd.b al-Fihrist,” 
a very fine Bibliography of Persian and 
Arabic books, which was written by Abu’l Faraj 
Muhammad bin Ish^k al-Warr3,k, al-Bagdd,dl, com-

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monly known as “Ibn Abl Ya'kttb an-Nadlm,” who 
composed this famous work in the year 987 (a.h.377)^ 
From this we learn that Buzbah, a Persian, 
better known as ‘Abd-Alhlh ibn Al-Mukaflfe,‘, who 
lived at the court of the Khalifah Manshr and died 
in the third quarter of the Vlllth century a.d., 
translated g, number of Persian books into Arabic, 
among them being the famous work “Kalllah wa 
Dimnah,” au *JUl£» A portion of the Ambic 

text of this book was published by Schultens^, and 
the complete text by de Sacy^ From the Pehlevi 
a Syriac version of Kalllah wa Dimnah was made 
by one Bhd, or Bod, in the second half of the Vlth 
century, and the text of this has been published by 
Bickell and Benfey*. Another completely indepen- 
dent Syriac translation was made about four or five 
centuries later, and the text of it was published 
h.^;, Wright® and an English translation by Keith 
Falconer®.

India and China, etc. Another translator of Pehlevi 
books into Arabic was ‘Abd al-Humedah ibn Al- 
LfihikAr-Rakrish1,who flourished in the Ilnd century 
of the Hijrah ; among the works which he translated 
is the Kitab Bilauhar wa Bftdsisif, but the latter 
name is wrongly written and {Kitdh al- 

Fihrist, p. 119 ). 

Thus we have clear proof that in the Vlllth 
century of our Era there existed in Pehlevi three 
books relating to the Buddha, the Bodisat, or the 
“ Buddha in the making,” and the Bodisat and the 
sage Bilauhar, and that they were of such interest 
to Muhammadans that translations of them were 
made into Arabic. But it is difficult to believe 
that the Arabic-speaking peoples waited until the 
Vlllth century for Arabic translations of books of 
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such general interest, and it seems only reasonable 
to assume that Arabic or Syriac and even Greek 
versions of tliem were made before this period. 
There is also to be considered the great population 
of Christians who lived to the west of Persia, and 
who were scattered all over Parthia and the moun- 
tainous districts east of the Tigris, to say nothing 
of the Nestoriaii Christians who were established in 
Khorasan in the Vth century. The general teaching 
of the Buddha must have been well known to Arabs 
and Christians, and the sources of their information 
lay in the Pehlevi works described above. There is 
no reason to believe that the Pehlevi Books of the 
Buddha and the Book of Bhdftsif, or the Book of 
BhdAsif and Bilauhar, were translations of Buddhist 
originals. On the contrary, the writers of them must 
have edited their material with great care and dis- 
erstion, or they would never have been popular 
among the Persians. But be this as it may it is im- 
possible not to agree with HommeP and Kuhn^ that 
the Pehlevi Version, through an Arabic translation, 
is the foundation of the “ spiritual Romance ” of 
Barlaam and Idasaph. Some authorities'* would 
derive the Greek and the Georgian Versions from 
a Palestinian original written in a “Christian-Pales- 
tinian” dialect, but the forms of the proper names 
that occur in them ))roclaim their Pehlevi origin. 
The common title for the prince who is destined to be-

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come a Buddha in the original Indian texts is “Bod- 
hisattva,” and this as we have seen above became 
“Bhdasaf,” or, “Bhdftsif” in Pehlevi. But the 

fonn “ Yhdilsaf,” occura frequentlyin the works 

of Arabic writers as a variant, and it is clear either 
that the letters b and y must have been similar in 
form, and that the copyist of some authoritative 
codex mistook the one for the other, or that in 
Pehlevi b and y are interchangeable ^ In Arabic 
the change could be accounted for veiy easily, being 
caused by the addition of a single dot, thus i = b 
and i =y. Some Arabic MSS. give instead of 
Bftdjlsaf, the variant Yhftsaf, orYawilsaf, which 
shows that the scribes mistook the > for ^ and read 
instead of •JLfij.j. And it is this form, which 
is due to a scribe’s mistake, that has been per- 
petuated in the Greek 'l<uda-a<f> and in the Ethiopic 
{through the Arabic) “Y6wA,s6f.” ^ 

In the southern Indian texts the Bodisattva’s 
charioteer is called “ Channa'V’ and in the northern, 
Chanda(ka) (or, Chhandaka)**. The Pehlevi text 
probably had, as the equivalent of this word, “Zadani ” 
or “Zandahi,” which by the interchange of r and n 
in Pehlevi, became in Greek “ ZapBdvJ' This form 
“Zardan” is important, for it proves that the redactor 
of the Pehlevi Version used documents which were 
common in Eastern Persia and the districts to the 
north of it, and shows how the d of the Pehlevi 
“ Zadani ” has passed, probably through the Arabic,

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into Greek. Kuhn goes so far as to say that it shows 
that Eastern Iran and the district northwards are 
the home of the I6asaph Romance, and he points 
out that in this region Zoroastrianism, Bactrian and 
Chinese Buddhism and Christianity flourished side 
by side for centuries^. Christianity made its way 
into this country at a vei’y early period, and the list 
of East-Syrian Bishops and dioceses published by 
Guidi^ proves that the Christian communities there 
were large and numerous. 

The name “Barlaam” has also been shown by 
Hommel and Kuhn to be a faulty transcription of 
the name “Balauhar,”>k>)b. The scribe had before 
him the name indistinctly written, and being un- 
familiar with it he read hastily >’5}^ Barlam, the Greek 
BapXaaix. On the other hand the writer of the Greek 
Version, being probably familiar with the name of 
th well-known martyr Ba/>\aa/i,mayhaveconfounded 
it with Bilauhar, or he may have used it intentionally 
with the view of adding to the Christian character 
of his work. It seems quite certain that this is what 
he did in other cases. Thus he calls the father of I6a- 
saph ’A^evv^p; having in his mind the name of Abner 
(1 Samuel xiv. 60), the cousin of Saul and captain of 
his army. To the hermit who was supposed to be 
able to bring loasaph back to the worship of idols, 
he gives the name of Nax<w/5, having in mind Nahor 
the idolater and gi’andfather of Abraham 
mentioned in Genesis xi. vv. 22-26; Luke iii. 34. 
The Christian redactor by introducing him into the

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story seems to have personified some characteristic 
of the prime mover of the king’s actions, who was 
called 'Apaxn^. And again the name of the magician 
who advises king Abenn6r to corrupt his son by 
means of young and beautiful women is given in the 
Greek version as 0evSas. What the Pehlevi original 
of this name was is not known, but in the Arabic 
text of the “Book of Bilauhar^ and BhdA,saf ” he is 
called "Al-Bahhn,” It is easy to confound 3 with 

4 and > with 5, and therefore Kuhn would read this 
name ‘‘ At-Tahdan-,” wiiich probably suggested 
to the Christian redactor the name of @eu8as, with 
w hich he w'as familiar from the Acts of the Apostles 
(v. 36 ), if not from the writings of Josephus {An- 
tiquities of tJie Jews, XX. 5 , 97 ft’.). Theudas the false 
prophet or Messiah w'as a magician, and deluded 
many, and there was much in his character which 
resembled that of At-Tahdan. If, as Kuhn suggests, 
the name At-Tahdan represents the Pehlevi equi- 
valent of Udttyin, the name of one of the friends of 
loasaph’s youth, it is difticult to put forward an 
adequate explanation. Nor is it easy to explain the 
occurrence of the name of Ba/oaxios as applied to 
the man w'hom loasaph appointed to be king over 
his country in his stead. He is represented as being 
a friend and supporter of loasaph during his conflict 
with his father and the pagan priests, and it is quite 
possible that his native name is given in one or other 
of the original Indian texts. As the Book of Bilauhar 
and Bhdasaf contains no mention of the appoint-

mcnt of a king in the place of Idasaph, we can get 
no help in solving the difficulty from the Arabic 
text. The adoption of Bible names wherever possible 
in the Christian version by its redactor was no doubt 
intentional, for he felt that it would add to the 
verisimilitude of his narrative and make it more 
acceptable to his Christian readers. He and they 
were acquainted with the tradition of St Thomas’s 
preaching and teaching in India, and the survival of 
Biblical names in that country might from their point 
of view be regarded as a necessary consequence. 

THE SYRIAC VERSION 

The Syriac Version, which I am assuming existed, 
is lost, and so far I have been unable to find any 
remains of it. When, nearly thirty years ago, I 
copied the Ethiopic Version from the two manu- 
scripts in the British Museum I wrote to friends 
in Mosul and*Al-K6sh, and asked them to make 
enquiries among the Nestorians in the 'l'lyS,rl 
country, but though many priests and others knew 
the book in Arabic, none had ever seen or heard of 
a Version in -Syriac. The answers to my letters to 
friends in Mardtn who had access to the MSS. in 
the D6r Az-Za‘afarS,n, and to friends in Urml who 
were able to speak with authority, were always in 
the negative, and few of them had ever heard of 
the Syriac Version of the Book of Barlaam. Kuhn 
thought^ that the Greek and Georgian Versions 
might have been made from a Syriac or Pehlevi 
Version, as did both Huet andNoldeke, but he was

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on the whole in favour of regarding the Pehlevi 
Version as their original. Jacobs believed that the 
Georgian Version was made from the Arabic Version 
and the Greek from the Syriac ^ and says, rightly, 
“ Syriac was the main conduit pipe through which 
the treasures of Greek literature debouched on to 
the Orient, and inversely, it was mainly through 
Syriac versions that Oriental treasures were added 
to Graeco-Byzantine literature.” Krumbacher was 
convinced that a Syriac Version existed, and believed 
that the Armenian Version was derived from it, but 
then he goes on to say that the Syriac Version itself 
was made from an old Greek original, which is now 
lost, and that the published Greek text is an ampli- 
fied and reworked form of it^. It is possible that the 
Greek Version was made from the Syriac, but it 
seems wholly impossible to me that the Syriac 
Version, at least in its earliest form, can have been 
made from the Greek. The testimony of the Kitd.b 
al-Fihrist makes it quite certain that the Book of 
the Buddha, the Book of Btid^saf, and the Book of 
Bilauhar and Bhd0.saf existed in Pehlevi and that 
they were translated into Arabic. And it is tolerably 
certain that some parts, if not all, of them were 
translated into Syriac for the use of the Nestorian 
Christians who in large numbers were settled in 
Persia in the Vth century. We know that the Book 
of Kalilah wa Dimnah was translated into Syriac in 
the Vlth century, and to this instance we should

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add the Book of SindlMn (Sinbad the Sailor), the 
Book of Bilauhar (Le. Barlaam) and the BtLdd,saf, 
and the History of Alexander the Great. The Syriac 
text of this last-named work contains many proofs 
that it was translated from the Pehlevi in the Yllth 
century, although the recension of it that I published^ 
is probably* not older than the Vlllth century^. If 
the Syrians caused a Syriac Version of Kalilah wa 
Dimnah to be made, it seems to me to follow of 
necessity that a Version of the Book of Bilauhar 
was made also; for the former represented BrS<hman 
and the latter Buddhist propaganda. We know of 
at least two independent Syriac translations of 
Kalilah wa Dimnah, and it is probable that the 
Book of Bilauhar was translated into Syriac more 
than once. It goes without saying that the Syriac 
Version, which was, of course, intended for the use 
of the Nestorian clergy and laity, would contain a 
Christianized version of the original Indian stoiy. 

THE ARABIC VERSIONS 

The greater number of the Arabic Versions of 
the Book of’ Barlaam that have come down to ns 
contain the Story in a Christianized form, and it is 
clear that they cannot have been made direct from 
Pehlevi originals. The translators appear to have 
been acquainted with the translations that were

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made direct from the Pehlevi, but they found it 
necessary to abrid^i^e and paraphrase and modify 
the texts before them so as to produce a work that 
would appeal to Christians and the dwellers in 
Christian monasteries. The principal source of their 
information was the “Book of Bilauhar and Bhd^- 
saf,” though they were probably acquainted with 
the contents of the lost Kit^b al-Budd, or “ Book of 
the Buddha.” Fortunately one of the Arabic transla- 
tions that were made direct from the Pehlevi has 
come down to us in a precious manuscript preserved 
at Halle, and we owe it to Professor Hommel that 
its text is available for study^. The great value of 
this translation lies in the fact that the text has not 
been tampered with by any Christian scribe or 
editor, and it therefore enables us to obtain a very 
clear idea of the general character of its Pehlevi 
original, and to realize what kind of treatment the 
original Indian texts received at the hands of the 
man who translated them into Pehlevi. The reader 
will find a good English translation of the Halle 
text by Mr E. Behatsek in the Journal of the Royal 
Asiatic Society, New Series, vol. xxn. pp. 119 ft*. 
(1890). A perusal of the text shows that the object 
of the translator was to provide for his readers a 
“ good story,” with a plot just sufficiently good to 
give him the opportunity of introducing those Fables 
and Parables that have interested and amused 
the educated world in India, China, Western and 
Northern Asia and Europe for two thousand years.

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The general teaching of the book is highly moral, 
and all the Fables and Parables (or “ Apologues ”) 
tend to edification ; there is no dogma whatsoever 
in it, and notliing to offend the beliefs or religious 
susceptibilities of any man. 

Another important Arabic Version is contained 
in the “ Book of Bilauhar and Bfid^saf,” with exhor- 
tations and wise Parables, which was issued under 
the care of Al-Hagg, the Sh6kh Nhr ad-Din ibn 
JlwS^khSin, the merchant in books, and proprietor of 
the 96darian and Safdarian Printing Press. It was 
printed in the Safdarian Printing Press in Bombay, 
in the year 1306 ( = a.d. 1 888-9) ^ The contents of 
this book have been summarized by Kuhn and 
compared by him with those of the Greek, Georgian, 
and other versions^; they are free from eveiy trace 
of Christian dogma. The name of the king is given 
as which is very difficult to derive from Suddho- 

dana, as the*king is called in the Lcdita Vistara. 
How the Greek redactor obtained 'A^evv^p from 
this also cannot be explained. Kuhn thinks that 
^Afievirfjp may have been suggested to his mind by 
the remembrance of Abner, Saul’s commander-in- 
chief (2 Sam. iii. 6 fT.). And he thinks may be 
a misreading of whence the Georgian Jabenes-

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Abenes. In the Bombay edition the king’s son is 
called Bhddsaf, (p. 18, 1. 3). The country over 

which the king reigns is called (p. 284, last 

line), which Hommel vocalizes Shawilabatt, but this is 
very unlike the name Kapila-vastu, or Kapilavatthu, 
of the Indian texts. This Version contains many 
passages that were borrowed direct fromithe Lcdita 
Vistara and the JMaka Birth Stories but are omitted 
entirely in the Christianized Recensions. 

Another important Arabic version of the Book of 
Barlaam is contained in the “Kamal ad-Dln wa 
tam^m an-nilnat,” JUS», by Abu Jafar 

Muhammad ibn ‘All ibn B^bawaih, commonly called 
“Al-Kumml,” who died about 381 a.h. ( = a.d. 991)^. 
According to the summaries of the contents of this 
version published by Rosen and Hommel^, the 
beginning and the end of it agree with the opening 
and closing chapters of the Book of Bilauhar and 
Bhd^saf in all essentials, but the middle of it is 
treated in an independentmanner,andtheequivalent 
of 135 pages of the text of the Bombay edition is 
wanting. As the story of Barlaam and loasaph forms 
only a small episode in the large theological treatise 
of Babawaih this need not surprise us. 

The date when the Christianized Version of the 
Book of Barlaam was made is unknown. According 
to Zotenberg it is mentioned for the first time in the 
Ecclesiastical Encyclopaedia of Abu ’1-BarakS.t, a 
Christian writer at the end of the Xlllth century,

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but it in his opinion, much older^ This Version 
is extant in several manuscripts, and the Biblio- 
th^que Nationale possesses seven codices of it, the 
oldest (No. 169 ) belonging to the Xlllth century. 
Another copy, made in the XVth century, is in the 
Vatican (see Mai, Script Vet. nova Collectio, tom. iv. 
p. 597 ) and Dom has published an account of 
another in St Petersburg (see Bvlletin de I’Acad^mie 
impdriale des sciences de St Pdtersbourg, tom. ix. 
( 1862 ), col. 306 ) 2 . 

THE HEBREW VERSION 

The Hebrew Version of the Book of Barlaam was 
made by the Spanish Rabbi Abraham bar Samuel 
Halevi ibn Ohisdai, who was bom in the second half 
of the Xllth century and died about 1220. The 
title given to it by its author is “ The Son of the King 
and the Ascetic,” n'DIT) ']*?On p, the “son of the king” 
being no other than the Bodhisattva, the son of Sud- 
dhodana, king of Kapila-vastu, the “ ascetic ” being 
Bilauhar or Barlaam. The first to discover that 
Ibn Ohisdai’s work was derived from the Book of 
Bilauhar and Bhdd.saf was Steinschneidcr ; see 
Busch, Kalendar und Jahrhvxih filr Israeliten, Year 4 , 
Vienna, 1846 , pp. 219 ff! The correctness of the dis- 
covery was clearly proved by his papers in the 
Zeitachrift der D. M. G., vol. v. pp. 89-93 and 
vol. vin. p. 552 . Two translations of the Hebrew 
text into German by Meisel appeared, the first at 
Stettin in 1847 , and the second at Pest in 1860 .

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Zotenberg gave a short account of the Version in 
his Notice mr le Livre de Barlaam, pp. 84 ff.

The great value of the Hebrew Version by Ibn 
Ohisdai is due to the fact that it was made from an 
Arabic translation of the original Pehlevi text, and 
not from a Christianized Arabic Version. Whether 
this Arabic ti*anslation was made from the Book of 
Bilauhar and Bftdasaf or from a work bearing some 
title like the “ Prince and the Ascetic ” matters little, 
for it is certain that it was made from the Pehlevi. 
This question has been discussed by Hommel in the 
introduction to the old Arabic Version which he 
discovered and printed in the “ Verhandlungeii” of 
the Seventh International Congress of Orientalists.* 
The general scope and contents oV the Hebrew 
Version are discussed with thoibughness and skill 
in the excellent work of Dr N. Weisslowits entitled 
Prinzund Derwisch, ein Indwcher Roman enthndtend 
die JugendgeschicMe Buddha's in Hehrdischer Dar- 
stdlung am dem MiUelaltert mit einem Anhang von 
Dr F. Hommel, Munich, 1890. Ibn Chisdai was a 
translator of Greek and Arabic works rather than 
an independent author, and the Book of the Son of 
the King and the Ascetic^ . 2 U«)i or 

TWrri iSan p “IJSD. is one of the seven works of his 
which are enumerated by Weisslowits. By some 
kind of mistake Ibn Chisdai uses these words “iDX 
aiy Sx |V p'ntfD, “the translator from the 
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Greek to the Arabic language says,” and some have 
tried to argue from this that Ibn Ohisdai’s Arabic 
text was translated iix>m the Greek and not from 
the Pehlevi. Hommel has shown the fallacy of this 
argument, and Kuhn thinks that the word in the 
Arabic text was “Indian,” ajjuA, and not “Greek,” 
The » connection between the non-Christian 
Arabic and the Hebrew Versions is proved by the 
fact that the order and succession of the Apologues 
are almost identical, that the texts of the Apologues 
are fuller in these Versions than in the Greek, and 
that the Greek lacks many Fables and Parables 
that are found in the Arabic and Hebrew Versions. 
Proofs of these facts are given by Weisslowits, p. 21, 
and Jacobs, Barlamn, p. xxxviii. The following 
Fables, etc., are only found in the Hebrew Version: 

1. The Bird that swallowed a fish with a hook 
• in it and died of hunger. (Door ix.) 

2. A number of dogs quarrel over some carrion, 
but when tliey see a stranger passing they 
attack him, though he has made no attempt 
to interfere with them. 

3. A king fiees before his enemy with his Queen 
and children; on the road a child dies and 
they are forced to eat him. Necessity not 
greed is the cause of their cannibalism. 

4. The Sun of Wisdom. Wisdom is like the sun 
— always shining on everyone; the weak- 
sighted cannot bear to look at it and the 
blind cannot see it at all. 

5. The King and the Shepherd. A king invites 
a shepherd to eat today and fast tomorrow^ 



but the shepherd will not do so unless the 
king guarantees that he will see tomorrow. 

6. The Bird and the Prophet The preaching 
of a prophet is compared to the cry of the 
mother bird to her young. 

7. A boorish and ill-bred prince is reformed by 
a girl with whom he has fallen indove. 

8. The king and the servant who upset the tureen 
of soup. 

9. The Man who was taught the language of 
animals by Solomon. 

10. The Merchant and the two nobles who 
poisoned each other. 

11. The greedy Dog that tried to get two break- 
fasts. 

Thus it is quite evident that it was no theological 
matter but the Fables and Stories of the Arabic 
Version that induced Ibn Chisdai to make hie 
metrical Hebrew Version. 

The Hebrew Version contains thirty-five sections, 
or “ doors,” but the last four are, unlike the preceding 
thirty-one, in prose, and contain a dissertation on 
philosophical matters by Ibn Chisdai himself. 

THE PERSIAN VERSION 

A manuscript of the Persian Version of the Book 
of Bilauhar and Yhd^saf was acquired by the 
Trustees of the British Museum in October 1887, 
and a description of it was sent by von Oldenberg 
to Baron Rosen, who identified it as a translation 
made from the Arabic Version of B^bawaih, which 
has already been described (see p. xcvi). Baron Rosen 
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sent a copy of about one-quarter of the text and a 

full list of the contents of the manuscript to Hommel 

in 1889, and a comparison of the Arabic and Persian 

texts convinced him that Bosen’s identification was 

correct. The descriptions by Bosen and Oldenberg 

will be found in the Zapiaha of the Archaeological 

Society, vobin. pp. 273-276, vol. iv. pp. 229-265, and 

Hommel’s account of the Version will be found in 

his Anlmng to Weisslowits’ Prinz und Dertoisch, 

pp. 131-134. For an account of the British Museum 

MS.

THE ARMENIAN VERSION 

The Armenian Version of the Book of Barlaam 
and lOasaph was first described by Brosset in his 
Rapports on his archaeological researches in Georgia 
and Armenia, published at St Petersburg in 1849. 
An Armenian Abridgment was described in the 
Catalogue of the MSS. preserved in the convent of 
Etschmiatzin in 1863. In 1896 Mr F. C. Cony- 
beare, M.A., published a translation into English of 
the first half of the Armenian Version and of the 
last paragi'aph in Folklore, London, 1896, vol. vii.

pp. 1 1 1 If. His translation is made from the Bodleian 
Codex 438, which was written about a.i>. 1560. He 
compared this MS. with a similar MS. (dated 1603) 
obtained by himself from Tiflis,and now in the British 
Museum. The Armenian Version is contained in the 
Menologion, i.e., the collection of lives of martyrs, 
homilies, etc., a part of which is appointed to be 
read on every day in the year. The Story of Barlaam 
comes at the end of the Menologion and is probably 
a later addition to the main collection, which was 
made as early as the IXth century. A notice or 
Colophon mentioned by Mr Conybeare (p. 112) says 
that the Story of Barlaam was translated into 
Armenian by one Asat, imder the king Bagratuni, 
whose dynasty reigned from 850 a.d. to 1050. Thus 
the Armenian Version was probably made in the 
IXth or Xth century. Mr Conybeare thinks that it 
was made from a Syriac original. For a list of the 
Armenian codices see Kuhn, Barlaam, p. 62 ; Zoten- 
bei^. Notice, p. 95; and Conybeare, op. cit. p. 113. 
A Metrical Version in 24 chapters (see Brosset, 
M&,anges Asiatiques, tom. vm. pp. 541 f.) was made in 
1433 by Araqel, or Arhaqel, Archbishop of Siuni, 
and a copy of this will be found in Brit. Mus. Orient.

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THE GEORGIAN VERSION 

Extracts from the Georgian Version of the Book 
of Barlaam were published by Professor N. Marr 
under the title of “Mudrost’ Balavara” in the 
Zapiska of the Archaeological Society, tom. m. 
pp. 223-260. This title may be translated “ The 
Wisdom of Bilauhar,” and in the title the book is 
attributed to Isaac, son of Sophron of Palestine. 
The authorities who possess knowledge of the 
Georgian language and Version of the Book of 
Bilauhar are convinced that this work was translated 
from some old- Arabic, non-Christian Version, and 
not from the Greek. The order of the Apologues, 
or Parables and Fables, follows closely that which 
obtains in the old-Arabic and Hebrew Versions. 
On the other hand, the Georgian Version agrees 
with the Greek Version in a very large number of 
important passages for which the Arabic and Hebrew 
have no equivalents. Professor Marr was convinced 
that the language used in the Georgian Version was 
very old and pure, and that the quotations from the 
New Testament that occur in it were derived from 
a very old form of the Georgian Bible. For a dis- 
cussion on the ancient forms of the proper names 
see Kuhn, Barlcuim, pp. 10 ff., and for translations 
of passages from the Georgian Version see Hommel, 
in Weisslowits, pp. 146 ff., and Conybcare, Folldore, 
voL vn. pp. 102 ff. 
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THE GREEK BOOK OF BABLAAM AND i6aSAPH 

The Greek text of Barlaam and Idasaph is found 
in a large number of manuscripts, the earliest being 
of the Xlth and the latest of the XVIth century. 
According to Zotenberg {Notice mr U Lmre de Bar- 
laam et Joasaph, p. 3) there are six in Vienna, four 
in Munich, ten in Oxford, and single copies in the 
British Museum, Heidelberg, Borne, Florence, V enice, 
Turin, Madrid, the Escurial, Moscow, Cairo, and the 
monasteries of 8t S&ba and Mount Athos. To these 
places Kuhn adds {Barlaam, p. 48) Athens, Con- 
stantinople, Jerusalem, Lesbos, Messina, Modena 
and Patmos. In the oldest MSS. the title of the 
work is given by Zotenberg thus: “ 'la-ropLa

According to this 
title the work was brought by John the monk of 
Saint SAba from that inner region of the Ethiopians 
which is called that of the Indiana In one manu- 
script Sdba is written o-aua, which, owing to a 
misunderstanding, some copyists in other MSS. 
changed into criva, and others into cripcdrov or a-vpatrov. 
According to these forms John belonged to the 
Monastery of Sinai. 

In a group of manuscripts of more recent date

The titles of 
two other manuscripts state that the story was 
translated into Greek from Iberian, or from Ethiopic, 
by Euthymius an Iberian, the one reading “/*€Te-

was the second Abbot of the monastery of Mount 
Athos, and he flourished in the latter half of the 
Xth century ; he is famous as the translator of the 
Bible and other works into Georgian, the knowledge 
of which language was restored to him miraculously 
by the Virgin Mary. For reasons which most scholars 
accept as satisfactory, Zotenberg has shown (pp. 10, 
11) that this statement is not to be accepted literally, 
and that it is due to a monkish scribe of Mount 
Athos who wished to magnify the glory of Euthymius 
and the monastery of Iberen. 

The Greek text of the Book of Barlaam remained 
in manuscript until the beginning of the last century. 
Schmidt published the text of five of the Apologues 
in vol. XXVI of the Wiener JahrbUcher (1824, pp. 26 S'.), 
but the first complete edition of the Greek text 
was that of Boissonade, which appeared in Paris in 
1832 as vol. IV. of his Anecdota Graeca. Boissonade 
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accepted the statement in the title given by the 
later group of manuscripts, and regarded the Book 
of Barlaam as the work of 8t John of Damascus. 
As such it has been included in editions of the col- 
lected works of John of Damascus, e.g. in Migne’s 
Patrologiae cursm complettis, Ser. Graeca, tom. xovi. 
where Boissonade’s text is printed side by side with 
the Latin translation of Billius (cols. 857-1 250) ^ 
An edition of the Greek text by Sophronios Kecha- 
joglus appeared at Athens in 1884 with the title

upon vellum manuscripts preserved In the Skete of 
Saint Anne on Mount Athos. 

The questions of the authorship of the Greek 
Book of Barlaam and the date of its composition 
have been discussed by several authorities, with 
varying results. If we follow the title of the oldest 
Greek MSS. of the work we must believe that the 
story was brought from the inner region of the 
Ethiopians, which is called the region of the Indians, 
to the holy city (Jerusalem), by John, a monk of 
St Saba, a monastery near Jerusalem. This state-

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ment is valuable as indicating the source of the 
Story, but where was the ivBorepa rav AiOioiroiv 
rf *lv8£v XeyopevT) ? The nature and contents of the 
Story make it quite certain that the words can con- 
tain no allusion to the Ethiopians, i.e. Abyssinians, 
of Africa, and the region must clearly be sought for 
in Asia. It js now known ^ that the original home of 
the lOasaph Stoiy was either in eastern Iran, or in 
the neighbouring countries, which could include 
Bactria, Parthia, and the whole region between 
Egypt and Persia, and Ethiopia (Abyssinia) and 
Arabia need not therefore be considered in connec- 
tion with the “ inner region of the Ethiopians called 
that of the Indians.” The title of the oldest Greek 
MSS. does not say what language the Stoiy was 
written in, or in what language it ’was related to 
John the monk of Sftba, or whether he brought the 
Story with him in manuscript form. He gives us 
further infornSation in the concluding lines of his 
Preface, in which he says, “ I will in no wise pass 
over in silence the edifying story that hath come to 
me, the which devout men from the inner land of 
the Ethiopians, whom our tale callcth Indians, 
delivered unto me, translated from trustworthy

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writteti to the best of my ability, even as I heard it 
from the truthful lips of worthy men who delivered 
it unto me.” '’E<ws tSSe to ircpas rov vapovros \6yov, op 
Kara hvvapiv ip'^v yeypd^Ka, Kadot^ dicqKoa wapd Totu 

wjievSojs irapaSeSaKOTCDP poi rtpitap dvhptiv. Thus there 
is no doubt that John the monk heard the Story 
in conversation with certain godly men who had 
obtained their information from authoritative manu- 
scripts. 

The statement made in the titles of the later 
group of manuscripts to the effect that the Stoiy 
was brought to Jerusalem, to the monastery of Saint 
S3.ba, by certain godly men, and that it was written 
down [in Greek] by John of Damascus, must now 
be considered. John of Damascus was born in the 
latter half of the Yllth century, and died in the 
Monastery of Saint S&ba (?) soon after 760 A.D. For 
centuries no one seems to have seriously doubted 
that John of Damascus composed the Book of 
Barlaam, and the earliest edition of his works in- 
dudedthe Book of Barlaam among them. Lequien, 
however, had doubts, and in his edition of the works 
of John Damascenus, which appeared in Paris in 
1712 (reprinted at Venice in 1748), the Book of 
Barlaam is placed in a kind of Appendix. In 1 886 
Zotenberg published his monograph Notice sur le 
Livre de Barlaam et loasaph, and brought fbrwaixi 
a number of cogent arguments in which he main- 
tained that John of Damascus was not the author 
of this work. He attributed the ascription of the 
work to him in the titles of the later manuscripts to 
blundeis on the part of scribes, who had confounded 
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John the monk of St SA,ba with John of Damascus. 
He held the Greek text was not a translation, but the 
original text, which was drawn up in Syria in the first 
half of the Vllth century, and that John of Damas- 
cus lived nearly a century too late to have written 
it. Zotenberg then examined portions of the Greek 
Book of Barlaam very carefully and compared the 
general style of it with the style of John Damascenus 
in his works of certain authenticity, and concluded 
that in every respect it was its superior. The sup- 
porters of the claims of John Damascenus said that 
the quotations from the writings of St Gregory of 
Nazianzus, St Basil and others, found in the Book 
of Barlaam proved that he was its author, but 
Zotenberg showed that John the Monk and John 
Damascenus quoted from common sources. And 
he showed that in eloquence, phraseology, argu- 
mentative skill, idiomatic usage, and readiness of 
quotation, thfe former was superior to the latter. 
The fact that the Arabs were not mentioned con- 
vinced him that the Book of Barlaam was composed 
before the rise to power of Muhammad, and, judging 
by the reflections of the religious controversies that 
he recognized in it, he felt justified in asserting that 
it was not written later than the first half of the 
Vllth century. This view has been accepted by 
Krumbacher {Byzant. Litteraturyeschichte, p. 888), 
and Jacobs {Barlctam, p. xx), and Kuhn thinks {pp. 
eit p. 47) that the Book of Barlaam was written 
before the downfall of the Hasanid kingdom. On the 
other hand, Messrs Woodward and Mattingly find 
Zotenberg’s arguments " insufficient,” and maintain 
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that it was written cither by John Damascenus him- 
self or by another monk called John, who inter alia 
took the same side in the Iconoclastic Controversy 
{St John Damascene^ Barlaaniand loamph. Preface, 
p. xii). 

But whether the Book of Barlaam was written by 
John Damascenus or John the monk of St S^ba 
seems to me to be of small importance; the all- 
important point is When it was written. The Greek 
text published by Boissonade is undoubtedly, as 
Zotenberg says, not a translation of any Version of 
the Story of Barlaam and loasaph, but a Christianized 
form of the Story which was current in Greek after, 
say, the Vllth or VII Ith ccntuiy. In reading it one 
feels that the composition is too perfect, the language 
too eloquent, the quotations too pertinent and 
numerous, and the summaries of Christian theology 
too complete for the first edition of a Story of this 
kind. An earlier form in Greek (probably more 
than one) must have existed before Boissonadc’s 
text, and there is no reason why it should not have 
been current in the early centuries of the Christian 
Era. The main facts of the life of the Buddha must 
have been well known among the litercUi of Syria 
and Egypt, and short and simple versions of them 
in Greek and Syriac must have appeared as a 
matter of course. Mr Conybeare’s remarks {Folk- 
lore, vol. viL pp. 140 ff.) on the Armenian Version 
show this to have been absolutely certain. This 
short and simple form of so edifying a story was 
enlarged perhaps in the Vth or Vlth century, and 
the author of this enlargement probably added the 
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Apology of Aristides^, the mention of St Anthony 
of Egypt, who died about a.d. 3G0, the Passion of 
St Perpetua^, and extracts from the works of several 
ecclesiastical writers. It has been pointed out by 
Jacobs, Krumbacher and others'* that there are 
passages in the Greek Barlaain that have their 
source in •the so-called “MiiTor of Princes” of 
Agapetos, a deacon of the Church of Saint Sophia 
in Constantinople. This work consists of 72 short 
chapters which treat of the moral, religious and 
political conduct of a prince, and was detlicated by 
its author to the Emperor Justinian I. It has been 
thought by some that the author of the Greek 
Barlaam borrowed his extracts directly from the 
’Ek^co-is of Agapetos, but Krumbacher thinks that 
the passages concerned were derived from a source 
whence both he and Agapetos drew'*. 

• The last rejilaction of the Book of Barlaam was 
probably Avritten in the Vllth or Vlllth century, 
when the Avork became neither more nor less than 
a glorification of Christian asceticism and the life of 
the monk. Its author must have been a scholar and 
have possessed great literary skill and imagination.

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He was well acquainted with the Scriptures, and the 
works of the Fathers, and Christian apocryphal 
literature, ami he was familiar with the history of 
all the great dis]>utes that had convulsed the 
Church from time to time. He drew upon the 
literature dealing with the life of the Buddha for 
many important sections of his romance, but it is 
quite clear that he followed the genei’ally received 
traditions about that great Teacher, rather than 
any detailed history contained in a single book. 
The document most used by him was })robably that 
which is now know'n as the Book of Bilauhar and 
BhdA.saf, oi‘ Yddiisaf. He accepted the Christian 
tradition of the conversion of the Indians by St 
Thomas, and so found reason for the existence in 
India of the Christian oMcial who exjdained Chris- 
tianity to Abenner. It is possible that the name 
Abenner may be derived from Habban, the name 
of the Indian merchant to whom St Thomas sold 
himself When necessary the writer of the Greek 
Barlaam modified the old Indian story to suit his 
purpo.se, and suppressed details in it that were in- 
convenient. Thus he represents Prince I6asaph as 
a young man w^eary of court ceremonials and the 
luxury of his father’s palace, but he never mentions 
the fact that the original Indian prince was a married 
man, who had for many years before he became an 
ascetic indulged in the delights of the hmim. And 
he altered the order of the Fables and Parables to 
suit his convenience, and many of them he sup- 
pressed entirely. Yet his literary skill enabled him 
to preserve the atmosphere of the native Indian 
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lives of the Buddha with great success, and at the 
same time to treat the fisicts essential for his narra- 
tive in a manner that rendered them acceptable to 
every Christian ascetic in the world. There seems 
to me to be no doubt that the last form of the 
Greek Barlaam Story, ie. that which we now have, 
is as ditfercfnt from the earliest form of it as are the 
latest from the earliest forms of Kalllah and Dimnah 
and the Alexander-Story. The latest forms of all 
three works I believe to have been compiled from 
earlier Versions in the Vlllth or the early part of 
the IXth century. 

THE LATIN AND WESTERN EUROPEAN VERSIONS 
OF THE BOOK OF BARLAAM AND IOASAPH 

The popularity of this work is due entirely to 
the Latin Translations of it which appeared in the 
Middle Agcs,.and all the Western European Ver- 
sions, abridgments and paraphrases of it, whether 
in prose or in verse, are founded upon them. The 
first Latin translation is said to have been made 
by Anastasius, a librarian of the Vatican in the 
IXth century, but no manuscript of any Latin trans- 
lation older than the Xllth century seems to exist 
(see Ward, Catalogue of Romaiwes, vol. ir. p. 119). 
This translation was printed at least twice in the 
XVth century, and the two incunabula in which it 
appears are described by Kuhn (p. 64)^. Another 
translation into Latin was made by George Trape-

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zuntius (born 1396 , died 1486 ) and printed at 
Antwerp^ and the Latin translation by Billy (born 
in Palis 1535 , died 1581 ) of Guise, Abbot of 
St Michael, was made and printed in the XVIth 
century in the editions of the collected works of 
St John of Damascus*^. Billy’s translation was in- 
cluded in both editions of Rosw'eyde’s Vttae Patrum 
(Antweip, 1615 and 1628 ), and it is reprinted in 
Migne’s Patrologiae, Series Latina, tom. 73 , coll.

An Imsh Translation, said to have been written 
about A.D. 1600, exists in manuscript; see Nettlau, 
Irish Texts in Dublin and London MSS. {Benue 
Cdtique, tom, x. p, 460) where O’Curry’s Catalogue 
is quoted. 
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The oldest German Translations are poetical, and 
were written by Rudolf von Ems and Bishop Otto 
in the first half of the Xlllth century.

Fragments of a third poetical version are described 
by Kuhn (p. 69). 

A shortened prose form of the work, which re- 
sembles the Latin Text of Jacobus de Voragine, 
was current in the XVth century; four printed 
editions of this are known, two incunabula and two 
editions which appeared in the XVIIth century. 
The British Museum possesses copies of the two 
• incunabula, one illustrated with woodcuts (Grenville 
Library, press mark 117(56) and one without (Gren- 
ville Libt’aiy, press mark 11767). The latter, accord- 
ing to a note in the volume, is thought by TGbert to 
be the earliest Latin edition, and to date from 1476. 
It has no title page and begins. Cum cepissent 
monasteria. The preface to the former reads :

The opening words of Chap. I are : Es schreibet 
der hoch lerer und meyster der hystori Damascenus 
in seinem buch dergeschicht* Das nach der geburd 
unsers herrn ihesu christi dreihundert und achtzig 
iar. Vn von anfang der welt* fiiniltausend fiinlB^ 
hundert achtundsibcntzig iar ist gewesen eyn kiinig 
in de kiinigkreych india mit namen auennir. The 
volume was produced by (JUnther Zainer at Augs- 
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burg in 1470 ; see Pollard, Catalogue of X Vth century 
printed hooks. It is important to note the statement 
here made that Avennir was King of India in the 
year 380 a.d. 

A modernised German version of Barlaam and 
Josaphat for the use of children was written by 
Christoph von 8chmid; it appeared first in the 
edition of his collected works (vol. xv. pp. 3-194 
Augsburg, 1843). Many reprints of it have since 
been issued. The story was also dramatized by 
San Marte (A. Schulz), and this “Glaubenstragodic” 
was entitled “Des Kreuzes Pinifung,” and was pub- 
lished at Magdeburg in 1845. 

English Translations. According to Kuhn (p. 71) 
the Stoiy of Barlaam e5;ists in English in four 
abbreviated Recensions, three in verse and one in 
prose. The oldest and most complete versified fonn, 
.in 1250 verses, and the two shorter forms are pub- 
lished by Hors'tmaiin, AUenglische Legenden Kiud- 
heit Jesu, Gehurt Jesn, Barlaam mid Josaphat, 
St BatrWs Fegefeuer, Paderborn, 1875, pp. 113-148, 
215-225, and 226-240.

At the Annual Meeting of the British Academy 
held in the Rooms of the Royal Society, Burlington 
House, on the 11th of July, Sir Frederic Kenyon 
gave an account of a Greek manuscript, recently 
acquired by the British Museum, which contains a 
portion of the famous “ Apology of Aristides.” This 
Apology, which is a defence of Christianity ad- 
dressed to the Emperor Hadrian, was unknown, 
except for a few references, until Prof. Rendel 
Harris discovered a Syriac translation of it in a 
Monastery on Mount Sinai. On reading it Dean 
Armitage Robinson recognized at once that it had 
been incorporated almost completely in the famous 
“Spiritual Romance” of Barlaam and Josaphat, 
which was commonly regarded as the work of St 
John of Damascus. In this Romance it is put in the, 
mouth of Na,k6r, the magician whom* King Abenner 
expected to curse the Christiana The recently ac- 
quired papyrus consists of two attached leaves, the 
text of which deals with the contents of Chapters 
XVI and XVII of Prof. Rendel Harris’s Syriac text, 
I understand from Sir Frederic Kenyon that the 
Greek text will be published by Mr Milne in the 
Journal of Theological Studies in the autumn, and 
it would seem from Sir Frederic’s account of its 
contents published in The Times of July 12 that it 
must have much in common with the Ethiopic text, 
at any rate as far as the description of the virtues 
of the Christians is concerned. See infra pp. 186 
and 187.

The Apostle and Evangelist saith, “ All those who perform 
the work of the Holy Spirit are the sons of God®.” And the 
saints are those whom He holdeth worthy to find the work of 
virtues, that is to say, the gift (or, grace) that is above nature, 
and is perfect among the things that are to be desired. Some 
of the saints became martyrs through many spiritual fights, 
and they waged war against sin until they fought it down. 
And some of them fought against hunger and thirst as they 
entered in through the strait gate and became martyrs of 
their own good will. And now we will begin to relate the 
history of the conquests and of the bravery of the hearts of 
those who possessed the strength to become martyrs, even to 
the shedding of their blood, and who by reason of their ex- 
cessive toil resembled the angels in their lives, and became 
an example to the generations who were to come after. And 
the example that they received from the Apostles was the

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likeness of Christ which they proclaimed by the Holy Spirit, 
and also from the blessed Fathers who had set themselves to 
effect the salvation of our race. [p. 2] Now the path that 
leadeth unto spiritual excellence is rugged, and it is hard for 
men to walk therein. It is high and cannot be travelled over, 
and it is exceedingly difficult to jouniey therein for those who 
have not put their trust in God with their whole hearts. But 
before they began to fight against the might of the passions 
it was meet for them, because of their hearing about it, to 
enquire carefully into the history of the joumeyings of those 
who had travelled by this path without experiencing sorrow, 
and to seek [to know about] the journeys of those who had 
given up in despair. The difficulty of the way is light, and 
there is joy therein to the man who shall press on his way 
along that narrow, rugged road, provided that he discovereth 
that the word of his doctrine maketh him bold and vigilant, 
and he will peradventure profit thereby. For a very little will 
be sufficient to make such a man vigilant, and if he seeth 
many who have already travelled over that road, and who 
have succeeded in the attainment of much riches, he will 
therefore certainly be emboldened to contiime his journey. 
Now, the consideration of this maketh me eager [to travel 
over that road], but besides this there is another thing that 
moveth me, namely that 1 have myself seen the destruction 
of that servant who took the talent of his lord and buried it in 
the ground ; his lord had given it unto him to obtain interest 
thereon, but he hid it in the ground where it lay unused in 
trafficking and without gaining interest ^

Behold now, there hath come to me a glorious story, one 
that is profitable both to the soul and to the body, and 1 will 
not keep silence concerning it, but will publish it abroad 
openly. Certain rich men of the country of India have related 
it unto me, and have interpreted to me the hidden things of 
a memorial that is true. Now the country of India is very far

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away from the land of EgyptS and it is a very large country, 
and the population thereof is very great, and rivers and great 
streams of water go round about through it, and men travel 
thither in ships from the country of Egypt ; and the desert 
part of it lieth near the borders of Agam* and Fdrs®. In these 
countries from of old have dwelt people with the love of the 
worship of idols, and the manners and customs of their lives 
were exceedingly corrupt ; moreover their speech was not 
understood. And when the Only-begotten Son of God, Who 
lived in the bosom of His Father, willed the salvation of those 
peopli' who lived in those regions, and was graciously pleased 
not to endure the sight of His creatures [p. 3] in the service 
of sin, He compassionated us with His customary compassion, 
and He appeared unto us in our own form, sin alone ex- 
cepted, without being deprived of His Father’s throne. And 
He took up His abode in the womb of the pure Virgin MaryAm 
(Mary) MArIhAm for our sakes so that He might make us to 
dwell in heaven, and deliver us from sin, and receive divine 
birth. And in the operation of His wisdom He experienced 
to the full the exhaustion of the flesh for our sakes, and He 
sufiered crucifleion and death. And He made the beings of 
earth to become one with the beings of heaven in a union 
that cannot be described; and He rose from the dead, and 
ascended in His glory to heaven, and sat down at the right 
hand of His Father. And He sent His Spirit, the Comforter, 
in the form of tongues of fire to His followers, and to the 
men of His mystery, even as He promised them^ And He 
sent them unto all peoples so that they might lighten with 
their light those who were dwelling in the darkness of destruc- 
tion, and make them to be baptized in the Name of the Father, 
a,nd of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit.

At that time Thomas, great in holiness, one of the Company 
of the Twelve Apostles, was sent to the country of IndiaS 
and he preached unto the Indians the preaching of salvation. 
And he made them to understand the voice of the miracles* 
which he caused to follow it, and which said, “Behold, the dark- 
ness of the worship of idols hath come to an end ! Behold, it 
hath been removed as a thing of no account ! ” And Thomas 
destroyed and made to be forsaken the country that had been 
wont to offer up sacrifices to graven images, and he converted 
the people thereof from their error; and the country was 
sanctified and saved, and the people thereof waxed strong in 
the Faith which is without deceit. And having been created a 
second time by the apostolic hand through receiving the gar- 
ment of baptism, the people were then called by the Name of 
Christ, and they increased in numbers everywhere and grew up 
in the perfectFaith. And manylarge churches were built there. 

And when the Rule of the monks l)egan to fiourish in the 
land of Egypt, and when there had gathered together in 
the [p. 4] monasteries numerous companies* of monks who 
resembled the angels in their dispositions, the report of them 
was noised abroad, and it reached even unto the ends of' 
the earth. And the report of the abstinence of these monks 
reached also the country of India, and at length the Indians 
made themselves like unto the [monks of Egypt] in the 
beauty of their life and works. And many of them abandoned 
everything and took up their abodes in the deserts, and they 
became possessed in their raoilal bodies of the appearance 
of those who have not fiesh. And when in this manner the 
fairness of their actions grew ever more beautiful, many of them 
flew up on golden pinions to heaven, even as it is written*.

And in those days there reigned over the country [of India] 
a certain king whose name was WadSgOs^ (?), and his riches 
were great and his power was mighty, and he conquered all 
those who set themselves in opposition to him. And he was 
victorious in war. His face and features were handsome, his 
stature was noble and awe-inspiring, and he was renowned 
and admired for his riches in every kind of possession of this 
fleeting world. He was thoiightfiil in mind, but incurably lazy, 
and his thoughts were very evil ; by race he was descended 
from the nation of the Greeks. And he held in very high 
honour the demons who seduced him to worship idols, and 
made him hold them to be gods, and to obey their behests. 
And this king used to lead a life that was fiill of scandalous 
pleasures and debaucheries. He would gather together a crowd 
of men and waste his time and squander money with them in 
the useless and frivolous amusements of this world, and in the 
gratification of wanton lusts. And he never missed an oppor- 
tunity of satisfying his heart’s desire, or in gratifying his 
passions in thel^mallest matter. One thing alone held him in 
restraint in these matters, and one thing alone caused him 
trouble, that is to say, the want of children, for he never had 
a son. And he took the greatest pains possible in order that 
this fetter which bound him might be loosed, and that he 
might get a son, and with this idea in his mind he used 
to give away much money in alms and oblations. And thus 
was the king’s desire.

And the Christian people who were arrayed in splendour 
did not ascribe the smallest glory to the gods of the king, and 
the object of his worship did not in the least degree make them 
afraid, but they treated his gods as contemptible graven

the gifts of this world. And they loved the Name of Christ 
our Redeemer so fearlessly and so boldly that at length they 
delivered up their souls therefor. And there* was nothing 
whatsoever in their mouths except the mention of the Name 
of Christ [which they uttered] Mdly before all those who 
were of weak disposition and who were to be blotted out 
speedily, for the sake of the hope of the life which is to come 
and shall have no end, even as it is said, They rejected riches 
and despised them, so that they might become in truth the 
sons of God Most High, and might find life in Christ our 
Lord. And through this very many were illumined by His 
glorious doctrine, and they turned from the bitterness of error 
to the sweetness of the light, and they increased [in numbers], 
until at length many of the nobles and royal councillors for- 
sook everything in the world and became solitary dwellers in 
the desert.

And when the king heard about this he was filled with 
exceedingly great wrath, and his indignation burst into flame, 
and straightway he commanded that a decree should be sent 
forth from him ordering [his officers] to compel the Christians 
to deny the True Faith, and to make ready the instraments 
which were used to inflict punishment and agonizing tortures. 
And he sent out letters to all the cities that were under his 
dominion, and to all princes and governors, ordering them to 
torture and slay with a sharp sword those who believed on 
Christ, more especially the excellent and understanding men 
who were in the communities of the monks. And because of 
these [commands] the minds of many of the believers were 
greatly disturbed, and the others who [knew] that they could 



not endure torture submitted to the commandment of the 
king, which was altogether darkness. And as concerning the 
princes, and the great men, and the various orders of the 
monks, some of them rejected the king’s command and 
snflered death and became martyrs, and they attained the 
state of the beatified which never passeth away. And some 
of them hid themselves from his iace in the mountains, and 
in deserts, aifd in holes in the ground, but this was not due 
to their fear of punishment but to the divine wisdom [that 
was in them]. And whilst this darkness, wherein there was no 
profit, was spread over the country of India, the believers 
were persecuted everywhere, and cruelly treated and op- 
pressed. [p. 6] And the priests of those who denied the 
Faith revelled in the blood of their sacrifices, and the air 
was darkened by the smoke of their unclean offerings.

And it came4o pass that when one of the king’s nobles, 
who was held in high honour by the king, and was renowned 
above all [the other nobles] for his execution of judgement 
and his victory [in battle] and his greatness, saw these things 
and heard of the beauty and the strength of the Faith (now 
it happened that he had been one of those who denied [Christ] 
and had been a doubter, and was living in this state of error, 
and in the splendour of the deceitful luxury which passeth 
away), he joined himself unto the monks of his own good will 
and pleasure, and he withdrew himself to a desert place, and 
served there as a servant. And he fought a good fight, and 
fasted, and prayed, and kept vigil continually, and he read 
the Divine Books, and he purified his soul and the thoughts of 
his rational mind, and he delivered himself from all the things 
that trouble and from all the desire of the passions, and he 
shone with the light of one in whom the passions of sin were 
lacking.

Now the king loved this nobleman greatly, and he had 
heaped honours upon him, and when he heard the story of 
what had happened to him, his heart was pained because of 
his defection, and his wrath blazed up fiercely against the 
monks. And the king sent out messengers to^seek for him 
everywhere, and behold, the nobleman had made his abode 
in a desert place and the messengers tracked him by means 
of hunters of the beasts of the desert, and they seized him 
and [brought him back] and set him up before the throne of 
the king \\ith [his arms] tied behind [him]. And when the 
king saw in this state of disgrace, and humility and utter 
dejection the nobleman who had been in the habit of dressing 
himself in splendid attire and adorning his person elaborately, 
and who had led a life of luxurious pleasure and enjoyment, 
when, I say, the king perceived his beggarly state, and his 
dire poverty, and his famished condition, and his absolute 
destitution, which Avere made knoAA'ii by the expression on 
his face, the heart of the king Avas filled Avith mingled sorrow 
and anger. *

And the king and the nobleman talked together after the 
manner of old friends, and the king said unto him, “0 thou 
man Avho art lacking in understanding, 0 thou who art of 
evil disposition, O thou who art astute and art instructed in 
the doing of evil, what is it that thou Avishest for in bringing 
thyself from riches to poverty, and from a position of great- 
ness and dignity to the state of dishonour wherein I see 
thee? Once thou wast a prince in my kingdom, and the 
commander-in-chief of my armies, and behold, thou hast made 
thyself to be at this moment an object of cursing to [thy] 
children, for thou hast shown no pity for thy sons. Riches, 
^nd all the glory of knowledge [p. 7] are imagined by thee to 
be as nothing, and thou hast chosen for thyself this con- 
temptible position. And what, prithee, shall become of thy

posterity (or end)? And in what way wilt thou gain rest 
through these things ? Thou hast behaved evilly towards all 
the gods and towards men in paying honour to this Being 
WIio is called Jesus. And thou hast chosen this hard life, 
and this path of misery rather than a life of pleasure and 
luxury, with its abundance of dainty food and rich meats 
and honours.” 

And when Ihe man of God Most High heard this he made 
answer unto him with words of wisdom, and quietness, and 
humility. And he spake unto him thus : “ If, O king, thou 
wishest to enter into an argument with me in words, cast out 
every enemy which is inside thee, and I will forthwith make 
answer unto thee concerning everything that thou wishest to 
know from me ; but if thou keepest within thee these enemies 
I shall be unable to speak one word to thee. And after I 
have made my speech to thee, pass judgement on me, and do 
whatsoever thou wishest to do to me. Whatsoever is pleasing 
to thee that do, for behold. The world is crucified unto me, and 
1 am crucified unto the world, oven as my Teacher 8aith\” 

And the king answered and said unto him, “ Who are these 
enemies whom ye command me to drive forth from inside my 
palace ? ” And the man of God answered and said unto him, 
“They are [called] wrath and passion (or, lust). All the 
weaknesses of human nature Avere sent forth from God at 
the beginning, and they arc in being at the present time, not 
in those whom the Holy Spirit directeth in the body, but in 
thee. Thou hast not in thee the Spirit, and thou art wholly 
and entirely a creature of the flesh, and thou hast in thee 
nothing whatsoever of the Spirit. And tliey (Le. wrath and 
passion) are become enemies, and shall work in thee the work 
of hatred and destruction. Wlien passion worketh in thee it 
exalteth itself arrogantly, and it maketh itself appear as a 
pleasing thing, and when it ceaseth it produceth wrath. Put 
thou then away from thee this day these enemies, and let us 
draw nigh unto the place where the company is gathered 
together to hear the decision of the word, the decision of the

judge, and that which is right [p. 8] And if it be that thou 
wilt remove from inside thee wrath and passion, and wilt of 
thine own freewill arrive at righteousness and a right judge- 
ment, I will then discourse to thee concerning everything.” 

And the king made answer conceraing this and said unto 
him, “ Speak without fear. Where didst thou find the astute- 
ness whereby thou wast able to set the honouring of a vain 
hope before that which we actually have in our'hands^?” 

[Hmv the nobleman discoursed to King Waddg6s and de- 
scribed to him the vanity of the things that are seen, and 
the beauty of the religion of Christ.^ 

And the man of God answered and said unto him, “ O king, 
I would not have abandoned the fleeting things of this world 
unless I had secured for myself the things that abide for 
ever. Hearken now. Many years ago when I was a little 
boy I heard a beautiful and saving word (or, voice), and the 
power thereof took possession of me entirely, and there was 
sown in my heart the similitude of divine seed, and after 
much time it hath sprung up and blossomed ; and behold 
thou canst see the fruit thereof with thine* own eyes. And 
the power of that word (or, voice) is now [directed] to those 
who lack knowledge, and who prefer to reject the things that 
endure as though they were things that did not endure, and 
who take transitory things and treat them as if they were 
things that endure. And it is exceedingly difficult for a man 
to know how to regard as infirm (or, weak) that which is the 
perfection of strength, but he who doth understand their 
perfection how can he reject them ? Behold, the Book calleth 
the things that are not transitory ‘things that endure for 
ever*.’ Now the things that are transitory and are poured 
out like water belong to this present time and to the day

and riches of which thou wast actually the master ?

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which thou seest, and are planted in thy heart. Behold, 
moreover, in past years I used to look lovingly upon them, 
and preferred them. But although that power^ helped me, 
and stirred up my heart to wakefulness, and guided me to 
the choice of that which was good and that which was honour- 
able, the law of sin nevertheless overcame my heart, and 
bound me in fetters of iron, and I became a fettered man, 
because the a^ection for things transitory which I had gave 
me a little excuse. And when I set out on my good and 
profitable course, and I was baptized in the Name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, my God, that very same day, I say. He 
was pleased to redeem me from that [p. 9] cruel captivity. 
And immediately He had taken possession of my heart He 
vanquished the rule of sin, and He opened mine eyes to the 
full when as yet they were half-closed over a vision of shame 
and disgrace, and I was able to see. And behold, everything 
that was apparent to me was vanity, even according to the 
word of Solomon in his Book*. And at that moment the veil 
of sin wherein I was wrapped was withdrawn from my heart, 
and the curtain of sin which covered my soul was rent 
Asunder, and the^rror of the flesh was removed from me, and 
I knew Him Whom I had found. 

“And behold, it was meet for me to follow after the Creator 
(exalted be His praise !) by performing [His] commandments, 
and for this reason I forsook everything and followed Him. 
I give thanks unto God in Jesus Christ Who hath guided 
me, and hath delivered me from the hand of him that is 
dense of heart, the Destroyer, the angel of darkness of this 
transitory world. And He hath shown me a paved path, 
which is quickly found, whereon I can walk in confidence, 
and so I am able to choose ignominy in this body which 
groweth old, for the sake of the divine wisdom which I seek, 
if only I may find Him by travelling on the road that is 
straight and sorrow-compelling. And 1 have chosen the things 
that are enduring, and have rejected the things that are tran-

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sient, with their risings up wherein there is no permanence, 
and their revolutions wherein there are many changes and 
overthrowings. And I have not followed on to acquire any 
other thing that is true except the True Faith, wherefrom 
thou hast separated thyself, O king ; and it is because thou 
hast done this that we ourselves are separated from thee at 
this moment. Behold, thou art fallen into the destruction 
which is manifest and is well-known, and tliou wishest to 
destroy us, and to bring us into disgi-acc because of that 
destruction and worldly cunning. Thou thyself art my witness 
that I have hidden nothing from thee. And wishing to fight 
against us, and to carry away the chief thing of our posses- 
sions, that is to saj', our Beautiful Faith and to cut us off 
from God, which would be absolute destruction, thou dost 
hold out to us the offer of honoui*s, and the reward of much- 
coveted positions of high rank ! Why now should I not say 
that thy riches lack understanding and reasoning thought ? 
[p. 10] For thou rejectest the Elect and Beautiful Faith of 
God, and dost declare to l)e righteous the honour that is of 
the flesh, and that is poured out like water. 

“And behold, more especially we see thee,'K) King, denying 
God Who permitteth thee to possess thy glory, that is to say, 
Jesus Christ, the Lord of the Universe, Who is without Ixi- 
ginniiig. Who before the world was existed with the Father, 
the Creator by His Word of the heavens, and of the earth, 
and of everything that is therein. And in His wisdom He 
fashioned man with His own hands, whom He honoured and 
made king over the earth and of everything that is therein. 
And He set apart for Him a region that was greater than 
any kingdom, that is to say, the Garden of Delight, and food 
grew up for him out of it, and he was seduced by the lust of 
his body through the envy of the Envious One. And His 
Creator had mercy upon him, and had compassion upon his 
tears because of the broken state wherein He found him, 
saying, ‘ We fashioned him, and We created him.’ He looked 
with His eyes lovingly upon the children of men because 
they were the work of His hands ; He descended [to earth], 
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the Godhead of His Nature (or, Being) unchanged ; He be- 
came a man for our sakes, sin alone being non-existent in 
Him ; and He was like unto us in His bodily form. And of 
His own free will He suffered crucifixion and death, and 
He crushed the crafty designs of the Enemy which he had 
hitherto worked in our race, and He delivered us from our 
bitter captivity a second time, and restored unto us our 
pristine freeddin after we had fallen through eating of the 
tree of evil. And because of His love for man He brought 
us back, and made us to be worthy of honour that was greater 
than that which we had aforetime. And although He suffered 
for our sakes and hath made us worthy of so gi’eat glory, 
thou dost rebel against Him, and dust deny Him, and dost 
blaspheme the Litegiving Cross. Behold, the whole of thee 
is penefrated by the sharp goads of envy, and thou art filled 
with the passion that destroyeth. And thou givest tlie name 
of gods to those miserable and contemptible idols which 
cannot hear, and cannot see, and cannot speak. But be thou 
a man of knowledge and discernment. 

“I will not submit myself unto thee, and I will not consent 
*to do thy bidding in this matter, and I will not deny Him 
Who hath done good unto me and delivered me. Supposing 
thou dost give mo to the wild beasts, or dost hack me in 
pieces with sAvords, or dost hurl me headlong ft’om the rocks, 
[p. 11] or dost cast me into the fire over which thou hast 
power, I am not afraid of death. My heart doth not desire 
the things that pass aAvay, the worthlessness and transient 
character of Avhich I kiioAV well. What profit is tlierc in 
them at this present ? Is there any one of them about which 
a man Avould care to think uninterruptedly? And their 
profitless character is not the only thing, for besides this 
there are the things that appertain to them, that is to say, 
much misery, great sori'ow, and grief that is endless. The 
riches of this world are poverty (or, beggary), and the glory 
thereof is shame. Who can count the unforeseen troubles 
that may happen through them ? Tell them to me, and re- 
count them to me, O thou who dost dispute with me on the 
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subject of the Godhead It saith in the Epistle of John, 
‘ Love not the world, nor that which is in the world, for it 
standeth in wickedness. And all that is therein tendeth to 
lead astray the body and the eye, and to the increase of 
sorrow and grief. And the world also jiasseth away, and the 
desire thereof, but he who doeth the good pleasure of God 
abideth for everK’ And because of this I myself seek the 
good pleasure of God which is profitable. And because of 
this I have forsaken everything and have made myself a com- 
panion of those who have gotten possession of this love, and 
who have sought for this God, and who are neither avaricious 
nor envious, and who neither sorrow nor grieve. He who 
travelleth the divine road shall find the habitation that is for 
ever, which the Father of Light hath prepared for those who 
love Him. And because of this I have withdrawn myself 
from the world, and have taken up my abode in the desert, 
and I await my Lord God, unto Whom I have fled, Who shall 
deliver me ft’om the oppression of the breast® and from 
iniquity. He is God, and Him will I praise until the departure 
of my soul [from me]. Amen.” With such words did the 
man of God speak as he stood, fearing only God. * 

[How the king in his wrath revUed the Indian convert 
and hojde him flee to the desert lest he slumUl forget his pro- 
mise to respect his life and should hill him.'\ 

And the king was filled with anger and fury, and he said unto 
him, “0 accuraed man, thou hast forgotten death, and hast 
made long thy tongue. Had it not been that I promised thee 
at the beginning of [our] talk that 1 would expel from within 
me my wrath and my passion, I would this moment give thee 
over to the flame of fire. But inasmuch as thou hast set 
thyself boldly before me, and hast [p. 12] placed confidence 
in my word, I have endured thine audacity in respect of 
myself; and besides this thou didst at one time entertain 
afiection for us. Rise up now, and betake thyself to flight 
from before my face, and if thou refiisest to do so 1 will

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destroy thee with a terrible destruction, and will blot thee 
out” And the man of God went out into the desert and 
exiled himself and he continued to fight against the powers 
of darkness who hold the world of darkness, even as the 
Apostle Paul describeth them^ 

[How a son was horn to King Waddg6s.'\ 

And the kiiig greatly increased the intensity of his persecu- 
tions of the company of the monks, and he beautified the 
temples of the idols with many glorious decorations. And it 
came to pass that whilst he was living in this state of absolute 
destruction, and evil error, and bitter cruelty, there was born 
unto him a man child who was exceedingly handsome in his 
appearance, and because of the abundance of the gi’ace which 
surrounded the boy his father rejoiced very greatly. And this 
was because of the marks of grace that appeared in him, and 
at length people said concerning him, “ There never hath ap- 
peared on this earth so gladsome a boy, and never one who 
was superior to him in beauty.” And the king was filled with 
great joy because of the birth of the child. 

[Ho^v King Wacldgds thatiked Ms gods for Ms son and con- 
sulted the magicia/ns and astrologers as to his future.'] 

And he called his name YewSsef. And the father of the 
child, who was lacking in understanding, went into the temple 
of graven images and ofiered up offerings to them because of 
the birth of his son, and he paid honour unto those things 
that had no heart and that were worse than he was in their 
lack of undei'standing. And he ascribed unto them glory, and 
gave them thanks, and refused to acknowledge Him Who is 
truly the source (or, cause) of every benefit. It would have 
been far more seemly for him to have offered up spiritual 
offerings according to his desire, but instead of doing this he 
attributed the birth of his son to the idols in which there is 
no soul. And then he sent messengers into every place so 
that a great multitude of people might be gathered together

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there from his cities, and he made a great and royal feast for 
all of them, and he paid honours unto them all. And they 
came and vied with each other in the amount of the oflferings 
that they made ready, and they brought many gifts in honour 
of the birth of the boy. And there came unto the king [p. 13] a 
great assembly of men who knew how to make calculations 
by the stars, and the king had them brought into his presence, 
and he asked them to inform him what Avonld Wc the fiiture of 
the boy who had just been born. And they enquired into the 
matter vei'v carefully and most thoroughly, and they said unto 
him, “ He shall become great, and renowned, and mighty, and 
powerful, and he shall be more exalted than any of the kings 
who have been before him.” And one of the learned astrologci’s, 
who was most honourable among all those who had come with 
him, said unto the king, “0 king, all the stars make me to 
know that this child shall never be king in the same way in 
which thou art king. But he shall be the king of another 
kingdom which shall be higher in glory than thine own kingdom, 
nay his kingdom shall, in my opinion, be far more exalted 
than thine, and I think that he will raise up on high the 
Religion of the Messiah, which thou art thia day driving out' 
fr6m thee. Moreover, according to my opinion it seemeth that 
hiji appearance shall be like unto that of a star which shooteth 
out lights and in his word and mind there shall be no false- 
h6od.” Now this man did as Billiik the king did in times of 
old This man did not derive this information by enquiring of 
the stars, for God (may His memorial be exalted I) by another 
way and by another means of enquiry revealeth knowledge to 
His servants, so that He may cut off from them the devices of 
those who doubt

(Marietto, Karnak^ pi. 11, § 15). And Balaam prophesied “there shall come 
a Star out of Jacob.” Numbers xxiv. 17. 
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\_How King Waddgds took precautions to seclude his son and 
to keep him in ignorance of worldly affairsJ] 

And when the king heard this pronouncement from the 
astrologer, he received it unwillingly, and by it that astrologer 
brought sorrow upon his joy. And then he commanded his 
people to build a beautiful royal palace in his city, and it was 
to stand alone and away from [other buildings], in one of the 
most beautifui quarters of the habitable part of the city, and 
there he placed the habitation of the child ; and when it was 
finished he commanded the builders to build a strong wall 
round it. And he appointed a teacher for the child, and 
attendants who belonged to honourable families ; and their 
persons were comely and pleasant to look upon. And he com- 
manded them not to make known to the boy anything what- 
soever about the trials of life and the sorrows thereof, and 
they were not to make mention to him of death, or wickedness, 
or sufiering, or poverty, in short, nothing whatsoever that 
could cut away joy from him. On the contrary, they were to 
bring to him the things that would amuse and please him, and 
would help him to pass his time happily, and would bring 
•rejoicing to his» heart and mind. And they were to make 
[p. 14] songs for him, and perform music for him, and they 
were to do for him whatsoever he wished, so that his heart 
and mind might rejoice. And they were to make him to enjoy 
their jokes and merry converse, so that he might never think 
at all about the last things, and he was never to hear a word 
of the praise of Christ. And the king commanded especially 
that the things that the astrologers had foretold concerning 
him should be carefully concealed from him [as being likely] 
to frighten him. And he also commanded that if the servants 
who ministered about his person met with accidents, or fell 
sick, they were to be sent away from that jdace, and that 
others, young men who were sound and healthy in body, should 
be established in their room, so that the boy might have no 
experience of sorrowful things and know only of joy. And 
thus was the king’s intention continually, and he was as one 
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heart (Le. intelligence) did not understand. Quite well he 
knew that some of the monks were left [in his country], yet 
he feigned to think that there were none of them left ; and 
his wrath burned and his indignation against them stirred him. 
And he sent for tlie heralds that they might go out into every 
city and country and make proclamation, saying, “If the people 
find any kind of monk in our dominions after [the date of] this 
proclamation, they shall burn them in the fire^ for it is they 
who teach the people to commit themselves to the God Who 
was crucified.” And after this [proclamation] a great commo- 
tion, which 1 remember, took place, for behold, the king’s 
wrath against the monks was bitter, and his anger and indig- 
nation waxed greater and greater. 

[How an, Indian nobleman who was a Christian smeowred 
a teomided man in the desert, and hmv his enemies aemsed 
him falsdy to King Waddg6s.^ 

And there was in the jmlace a certain man of most exalted 
station and most honourable rank, and he lived a life of sim- 
plicity and faith, and believed in the Blessed Faith, and 
preserved himself from all impurity; and because of his fear, 
of the king he used to keep himself hidden. And certain men 
were envious of him, and they laid ftilse charges against him 
before the king. And one day the king went out to hunt with 
great pomp and ceremony, according to his wont, and this 
good man went with him dressed in the garb of one of the 
huntsmen. And as he was going along by himself at the turn 
of the day he found a man lying upon [p. 15] the ground, and, 
behold, one of his feet had been wounded by the bite of a wild 
animal And when the wounded man saw that good man he 
asked him not to leave him [there], but to have compassion 
upon him and to take him to his abode. And he said unto 
him, “Thou shalt not lack a reward from me.” And the good 
man answered and said unto him, “I belong to an honourable 
frmily. Behold, I will carry thee with thy kinsfolk to the 
place where I rest But what is the reward of which thou 
tellest me ^ ” And that wretched man said unto him, “1 am a 
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man who maketh good the voice if it becometh feeble in a man 
when he is talking. And when because he is unable to draw it 
forth from himself, [his adversary] revileth him, and he is 
overcome by him, at that moment, I say, I can heal that man 
with a profitable healing so that he will no more suffer defeat 
and reviling.” And the nobleman commanded [his servants] 
to take him to his abode because of the command from on high. 

And those ^envious men whom we have already mentioned 
proclaimed publicly the words which they had strung together 
with the help of fraud, and they made accusations to the king 
against that nobleman, and said unto him, “Not only hath he 
forgotten thy friendship, but he hath also disgraced thy honour 
and the honour of the gods. He inclineth towards the belief 
of the followers of the Messiah, and he stirreth up strife against 
thy sovereignty, and he draweth men to his Faith. And if, 

0 king, thou desirest to know of a certainty that this is so, 
have him brought unto thee secretly when thou art alone, and 
speak unto him cunningly and say unto him, ‘0 holy man, 

1 wish to abandon the Faith of my fathers and the glory of my 
kingdom, and I wish to become a Christian, and to put on the 

* garb of .thoonoaks, whom in times past 1 have persecuted, and 
it was not good that it should have happened through me 

[How King Waddgos feigned to he wishful to become a 
Christian and deceived his friend.^ 

Now these men who made false accusations against that 
good man knew the desire and the beauty of his mind, and for 
this reason they counselled the king with this counsel so that 
his deeds might be tested by this ; and these crafty ones joined 
themselves in a league to overcome that man. Now the king 
had not forgotten his affeetion for that excellent man, and he 
held all that was [p. 16] said about him to be fiilse and utgust. 
And then he pondered whether the accusations were true, and 
whether their words were to be accepted without testing them. 
And because of this he wished to find out the truth of the 
matter concerning which they had accused him, and he there- 
fore summoned him to a private audience so that he might put

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him to the test. And he said unto him, “Thou knowest well, 

0 holy man, what I have done in respect of the men who are 
called ‘ monks,’ and all those who are followers of Christ Now, 
behold, I have repented of that and I wish to become one of 
these who are waiting for the things that are to be hoped for, 
concerning which I have heard. They say that that kingdom 
shall last for ever, and that there is no death in it, and that 
there is another life which is to come and which hath no end, 
whereas the present life is put an end to by death. Now, 
according to what I think, 1 cannot attain to this life unless 

1 become a Christian, and abandon the pomp of my kingdom, 
and foisake the desirable things of this world. What hast thou 
to say to me concerning this ? Tell me the truth. With what 
counsel wilt thou counsel me ? 1 know the truth of thy words, 
and the good disposition of thy mind towards me, and that in 
truth thou dost love me more than all [my other friends].” 

[Hmc the tiohleman encmrctged King WadAgds to become a 
Christicm.l 

And when the excellent man heard this from him he did 
not perceive the deceit that was hidden in Jlie kin.qr’s heart, • 
and with his pure soul he encouraged him, and with many 
tears flowing from his eyes he made answer to the king, saying, 
“0 king, live for ever^! Behold, thou art now seeking after 
the counsel that is good. Behold, there doth exist a Good 
Being, the Redeemer, the heavenly King, and even if the place 
where He is to be found were remote it would be meet for 
thee to seek Him with all thy might. Behold, it is said that 
he who seeketh God shall And Him^. And even if the joy and 
pleasure of revelling in the things of the present world, which 
are transient, were evident, it is still better to forsake that 
which is transient and which doth not abide for ever, and to 
obtain possession of Him W’^ho abideth for ever and in Whom 
there is no end. Those who rejoice in this world shall sorrow 
for it with a sevenfold sorrow in the next. The tribulations of

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this world are fleeter than the shadow that passeth ; like the 
track of a ship sailing through [p. 17] the waves of the sea, 
and the track of the bird which flieth through the air, even 
so do they pass quickly away. But the hope which is to come, 
and for which the Christians wait, is enduring, and those who 
siifier in this transient world are rewarded therewith. And 
something ths^t is like unto this oxisteth in thine own kingdom. 
If thou, 0 king, hadst a general who had served thee loyally, 
and had helped thee in war, wouldst thou not honour him 
more than the other officers, and increase his pay ? Even so 
is the hope of the world which is to come ; each man shall be 
rewarded according to his work. The sorrows of this world 
endure only for a time, and the pleasure thereof lasteth but a 
moment, and the sufferings of the followers of the Messiah are 
for a few days only, and afterwards there cometh everlasting 
pleasure, and death is their reward. And now, O king, be strong 
in thy good resolution, and endure patiently, for it is most 
pleasing so to do, and exchange the things that are transient, 
and lay hold on the things that endure.” 

* [How hwwing that he had offended the kitig, 

summoned the man whom he had found wounded in the 
desert to help him.'l 

And when the king heard these words from him he was 
filled with great wrath against him, but he set aside his soul 
from indignation, and spake never a word to him at that 
moment And the man whose actions were excellent, was 
a man of keen understanding and very wise, and he knew 
straightway that his speech was grievous to the king, and he 
was very sure that the king had only been trying him with 
words; and he returned to his abode pained in heart. And 
he pondered in his mind by what means he could soften the 
heart of the king, and how he could attain his mercy and 
escape from his wrath; and he passed the whole night in 
sleeplessness. And it came to pass that he suddenly re- 
membered the words of the wounded man, and he summoned 
him quickly, and said unto him, “I remember thy words and 
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how thou didst say unto me, that thou couldst set right the 
word (or, matter) which had gone awry.” And the wounded 
man answered and said unto him, “Yes, I can set it right. 
Hast thou any wish in respect of this matter that I should 
show thee my skill in setting right the matter [which is awry]?” 
Then the excellent man began to tell him how the king 
formerly had affection for him and had paid him honour, 
and how he had lately been trying him craftily. Then the 
sick man collected his senses and said unto him, “Dost thou 
wish to know, 0 man [p. 18] who hast been honoured so 
greatly? The king entertained an evil opinion of thee, and he 
hath spoken to thee to test thee. Rise up, however, at once, 
shave off thy hair, take off thy rich apparel, and in its steail 
put on a garb of sackcloth, and go to the king at the time of 
daybreak. And when he shall ask thee, saying, ‘Why dost 
thou come into my presence dressed in the garb wherein I see 
thee?’ thou shalt answer and say unto him, ‘I have come 
onto thee in this garb because of what thou didst say unto 
me yesterday. I have taken the opportunity of coming to 
thee because it was meet for me to follow thee on the road 
whereon thou wishest to travel. If it were f. matter of re- ‘ 
nouncing something that was very pleasant I should not like 
to do it without thee ; but this path of virtues whereon thou 
wishest to travel, even were it difficult, if I am with thee it 
will become smooth and easy. Inasmuch as thou didst make 
me a partner with thee in the great things of this world, it 
assuredly is incumbent upon me to become thy partner in 
the sorrows that are to be’.” And the good man accepted the 
words of the wounded man and did as he had counselled him. 

[How the nohleman shaved off his beard, and w&td to the 
Mng at daybreak dressed in sackcloth, and how the king 
restored him to his favour. 

Now when it was dawn the man of God went to the city of 
the king, and when the king saw him in that garb he said 
onto him, “What hath happened unto thee?” And the man 
of God replied according to the instructions which he had 
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received from the wounded man. When the king heard his 
words he rejoiced exceedingly thereat, and he marvelled at 
his affection for him, and he knew that those who had made 
accusations against him had done so falsely and through envy. 
And he appointed him to many high dignities, and bestowed 
upon him honours which were greater than any that he had 
held before. , 

[How the hing met two monks in the desert and burnt them 
alive.'] 

And the kiug waxed wroth with the monks, because, he 
said, “It is they who teach men to make themselves remote 
from the pleasures of this world, and they wait for things that 
they hope for and that will never appear.” One day the king 
went out to hunt wild animals, and he saw two monks walking 
about in the desert. And he commanded his servants to seize 
them and set them before him, and he looked at them in 
wrath, and his heart waxed hot like fire, and he said unto them 
angrily, [p. 19] “0 ye crafty and evil men, did ye not hear the 
words of the heralds who made a proclamation unto all people, 
saying thatthfce days after this day none like unto you, who 
are filthy and disgusting in your garb and appearance, shall 
dare to appear in the city, or in the country, or in the borders 
of my dominions, and that if there was any man of them who 
did so they were to bum him in the fire?” And forthwith the 
monks answered and said unto him, “According as thou didst 
command we went forth from thy city and from thy dominions, 
and we are setting out on the road to our brethren, for we 
lack food, and we wish to obtain some so as not to die of 
hunger.” And the king answered and said unto them, “He 
who is hoping for death doth not take the trouble to collect 
things to eat” And they said unto him, “Thou sayest truth, 
O king.. We are not afraid of death. Why should those who 
have rejected useless desire fiee from death? But it is those 
who oppress unjustly and who devote themselves ever more 
and more to the laying up of the things that are transient 
who do not hope for death, and who accept the good thinp 
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of this world rather than those that endure for ever. And 
these same men only acquire with difficulty the things that 
are transient, and for this reason they tear death. As for us, 
we are those who hate this transient world, and we travel the 
road of tribulation and hardship for Christ’s sake. We neither 
fear death nor do we desire the things that arc transient, but 
rather the things that endure and that come afl^rwards. And 
the death that will come u^mn us h’om you is that which shall 
bring us to life everlasting.” 

And the king answered and said unto them, “Why did ye 
tell me just now that ye are travelling because of my words, 
and because of my command, if ye were not afraid of death 
and were not taking to flight? Behold, ye have lied to the 
king so that ye might vaunt yourselves over his command and 
say it is nothing.” And they answered and said unto him, 
“We are not afraid [to die], and M-e are not betaking our- 
selves to flight, but travel avray through pity for thee, so 
that we may not be the cause of increasing the severity of the 
punishment and judgement which shall befall thee ; and it is 
for this reason that we have chosen to withdraw ourselves 
from thy city ; as for the tortures which thoci cOuluciv inflict 
upon us [p. 20], it is not because of these that wo flee.” 

And forthwith the king was wroth, and he commanded [his 
servants] to beat them, and to pile up heai>s of wood, and to 
kindle it, and to make it bum with great flames; and they 
did even as he commanded, and the monks became martyrs 
boldly in the True Faith, according to the command of the 
Most High. Then straightway the king issued an imi)erial 
decree, saying, “If any man shall And a monk he shall kill 
him without obtaining from me permission [to do so] and 
without taking counsel with any man.” And as the king con- 
tinued in this error no monk of any sort or kind was left in 
his dominions, with the exception of those who were hidden 
in the mountains and caves in the hills. Thus was it in those 
days.

Now the son of the king, of whom we have already spoken, 
was kept immured in the royal palace which the king had 
built for him. And when he arrived at the fullness of his 
powers^ he h{id learned all the teaching of the countries of 
India, and ’few6lSt6n, and NftbS. (Nubia) and Fars (Persia), 
and underatood [it]. His natural intelligence was not little. On 
the contrary, it was very great. In person he was exceedingly 
handsome, and his intellect was bright, and he persevered in 
his desire to acquire the good qualities that do not pass away. 
He inclined to the making of experiments, and he tested in 
his own mind, with great eagerness, the investigations made 
concerning natural objects, and he asked his teacher such 
deep questions that everyone marvelled at the acuteness of 
the young man’s mind. As for the king, he used to marvel at 
the beauty of his person and the wisdom of his mind. And 
the king commanded those who were with him never to talk 
to the young prince of anything connected with the troubles 
’ of thi^.viid; Jfud he even wished to keep hidden fi’om him the 
coming of death, by making him to see the joys only of this 
world ; but his expectation was a vain hope, and that which 
happened to those of whom it was said, “And they set their 
faces towards heaven,” came to pass on him. How was it 
possible to hide from him the knowledge of death as one can 
hide a human being of flesh? Now it was quite impossible to 
hide the knowledge of death fi’om the youth’s intelligence, 
for his mind was filled with knowledge.

And there was one of his teachers who was beloved by him 
far more than the other instructors whom his father had 
chosen for him, and because of the greatness of his love for 
him he used to give him gifts and pay him very great honour. 
And the king’s son called him, and said unto him privily, 
“Why doth the king wish to keep me imprisoned here? Tell 
me the explanation of this matter. Thou hast been chosen by 
me as my friend, from among my nobles, and I would make a 
covenant with thee, and will love thee for ever.” And this 
teacher was a man of intelligence and understanding, and 
he knew the youth’s ability, and knew that his intellect was 
perfect, and he said [in his heart], “If I do not tell him [my 
refusal] will be the cause of my ruin.” And straightway he 
told the boy everything which had been done, and how his 
father had driven out the followers of Christ, and how they 
had fled from his cities, and especially the monks who fought 
the spiritual fight and lived ascetic lives. And he told him 
also what the astrologers had said at the time of his birth, 
and he said unto him, “I counsel thee when th(V' haajtent their 
doctrine not to embrace it in the place of our own Faith. It 
is for this reason that thy father hath commanded that none 
of the people about thee shall tell thee of this ; and he hath 
commanded us not to tell thee about the tribulations of this 
world and the trials thereof.” 

\H<m the prince entreated his father King Waddgds to oiUow 
him to go and see the world outside the gates ofhispcdaee,'] 

And when the king’s son heard these things from his friend 
he began to study them most carefully and seriously, and he 
laid up his health-giving words in his heart; and from that 
day he regarded that teacher as a father who comforted him. 
Now the prince’s father used to come frequently to his son’s 
palace to inspect his servants, for he loved him with very 
deep affection. And one day the prince said unto his father, 
“0 my lord the king, I wish thee to inform me why it is that 
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I am troubled with a sorrow. It is a never-ceasing sorrow, 
and it crusheth me and consumeth my soul.” And when the 
king heard these words from him his heart suffered the pain 
of sorrow, and he said unto him, "Tell me, 0 my son, my 
perfect joy. What is the sorrow that overwhelmeth thee? and 
what is the cause thereof ? I will quickly turn it into gladness.” 
And his son answered him, saying, What is the reason for 
keeping me hidden in a house of restraint, and within walls, 
and [behind] closed gates? For [p. 22] thou keepest me con- 
cealed from the eyes of everyone.” And the king said unto 
him, “0 my son, I did not wish thee to see that which would 
distress thy soul and would carry away joy and gladness from 
it. I desire thee to live in the pleasure (or, enjoyment) of the 
world, and to enjoy thyself in every possible way with the 
things that please the appetite.” And the son answered and 
said unto his father, “It is right that thou shouldst know, 
0 my father, that under my present conditions I do not lead 
a life of pleasure and joy, but one of sorrow and great sadness. 
All my food and my drink are exceedingly bitter, and there 
^is no taste therein. I want to see everything that is outside 
these * IF thou wishest me not to lead a life of sorrow, 
give the command that I may go outside, and let my mind be 
expanded by the sight of the things that I have not seen.” 

[How the Tting granted his son’s re(piest.] 

And the king was sorrowful when he heard these words, 
and he pondered, saying, “If I prevent him from this it will 
become the cause of increase in his sorrow”; and the king 
answered and said, “O my beloved son, I will do everything 
that thou desirest” And the king commanded his servants to 
make ready some fine, well-chosen horses, and to put in order 
armour suitable for the royal use, and [when they had done 
so] he commanded them to bring the prince out and to escort 
him wheresoever he wished to ride. And he commanded those 
who were to accompany him never to permit him to come 
across anything of a Imd or disagreeable character on the 
road, on the contrary, everything which they were to let him 



see was to make him to have and to feel pleasure in it. 
Furthermore, on his journeys there were to be musical enter- 
tainments, and exhibitions of gymnasts which excite the 
clapping of hands, and athletic sports, and various kinds of 
games, and singing, and dancing and acrobatic feats, so that 
his heart might flourish by means of these things and so that 
he might enjoy himself. , 

[ITotP the prime set out from his palace with his escoi't, mid 
hotv for the first time in his life he saw lepers, and the halt 
and the hlind.l 

And it came to pass that during the days when the prince 
was taking his pleasure and amusing himself, he saw his 
soldiers driving away fi’om before them as they were journeying 
along the road certain men who were sick with the sickness 
of zelg^e (leprosy or elephantiasis); and among them was 
one with sores on his body, and another who was blind, and 
when he saw them his soul loathed them. And he said unto 
those who were with him, “What are these? What is the 
matter with them?” Now they were unable to hide the 
matter from him, for he had seen them with iifis**uwu eyes.' 
And they answered and said unto him, “These are [p. 23] 
things wherewith beings of flesh are afflicted, and in this way 
they happen to come upon men in this corruptible world, and 
they also come upon the body that possesseth the evil phleg- 
matic temperament” And the young prince answered and 
said unto them, “Is it customary for these diseases to hapt)en 
to all men?” And they answered and said unto him, “It is not 
usual for these diseases to hapi)eu to all men, but only to a 
few.” And he said unto them, “Do men know beforehand 
when such things will come upon them, or do these diseases 
come upon them unexpectedly?” And they answered and 
said unto him, “^^llat man is there who can know what will 
come upon him? Only the angels who are immortal know 
this.” Then the son of the king ceased to ask them further 
questions. And the heart of the king's son was sore because 
of what he had seen, and the beauty of his countenance was 
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changed, and lines of care furrowed his face ; and he perceived 
that he had never seen all there was to be seen. 

[How the prince learned that death is the natural fate of 
emry man.] 

And then after some days as the king’s son was passing 
along the road he met a very aged man whose lace was 
fiirrowed by care and was very unpleasing to see, and the 
bones of his legs and feet shook through weakness, and his 
back was bent, and his teeth had dropped out, and his voice 
was querulous, and his whole appearance showed timidity and 
stupidity. And the king’s son asked those who were with 
him, “What is the matter with this man?” And they said unto 
him, “The years of this man are very many, and his departure 
is nigh; [his life] is like the lives of the fathers. His strength 
hath failed and exhausted itself until he hath arrived at the 
incurable condition wherein thou now seest him, and with 
every morrow which cometh his limbs will become more and 
more weak.” And the king’s son said unto them, “What will 
be his end?” And they said unto him, “There is left for him 
.nothing except death.” And the king’s son answered and said 
unto tReih, “ iSbth this death come upon every man or doth 
it find a few only?” And they answered and said unto him, 
“Death is ordained for every man, and it is by its means that 
the end cometh to their lives.” And the young man said unto 
them, “After how many years doth this death come upon a 
man? Or doth it happen that the coming thereof is not per- 
mitted for every man? If there be any pretext which can be 
found for escaping from this death, why doth not a man escape 
from it before it cometh ? ” And they answered and said unto 
him, “After eighty years a man [p. 24] arriveth at this state of 
old age, and at that time he dieth ; death is the natural penalty 
that was ordered for all the world from the beginning.” 

[How the knowledge of the eoeistence of death affected the 
prince emd how he returned in sorrow to hispakwe.] 

And when the wise and understanding young man heard 
this, he groaned from the depth of his heart, and said, “How 
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bitter indeed ia this life, being filled as it is throughout with 
pain and tribulation ! If this be the condition attached [to 
life] sorrow cannot be wanting. Who is there among these 
who wait for the death which is hidden who would not escape 
from its coming?” And he departed debating in his mind 
concerning the transient world, and concerning that which is 
not transient, and also concerning death. And after this he 
led a life of pain and sorrow, and he made his sofil to remember 
the coming of death. And he said, “Wlio will renew like the 
eagle the meniorj* of me after death if it be that time bringeth 
oblivion over all men, and if it happen that when I die I shall 
decay and be no more found? Is there another life? Is there 
another world?” 

And he continued at all times to ponder ui>on tliis matter 
and upon matters that were like unto it, until his countenance 
became marred and his flesh fell away. And it came to pass 
that when he appeared before his fiither he forced himself to 
assume cheerfulness and to behave like one who was without 
a sorrow, and he spake to his feather never a word about these 
things; but he longed greatly in his heart to find a wise man 
unto whom he could declare his thoughts, a w-d wh o would 
drop into his ear the word of truth. And he asked him that 
was over his teachers if he knew of a wise man who would 
give comfort to his mind, and who would fulfil for him his 
heart’s desire, and he said unto him, “1 cannot cast out of my 
mind anxious thought about this matter.” And his teacher 
answered and reminded him of the words which he had already 
spoken to him concerning his father, and how he had killed 
the wise men who were devoted to the truth. And he said 
unto him, “Like thyself they were always pondering upon 
this thought and they philosophized upon it in all wisdom, 
and thy fother drove them away in wrath, and I know not 
where to find one who is like unto them, for not one of them 
is left in this city.” And great sorrow filled the heart of the 
young man [p. 2.5], and his mind was sorely pained when he 
understood this. 
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[Haw the wise man BaraMm, instrmted hy Divine Provi- 
dmce, disguised himself as a merchavd in predaus stones, 
and went to the country of the king of India to seek an 
inJterview with the prince^ 

And there lived in that city a certain man who had amassed 
vast riches, and he made his heart to cling to the place where 
his stores of y’ealth were. For this reason he made his life a 
life of sorrow and trouble, and every worldly pleasure was 
contemned and renounced by him, and he continued to exist 
in a state of tribulation, even whilst he was seeking for things 
that were good and excellent. And that Eye which seeth 
everything having seen him, the Sustaincr of the Universe 
was not unmindful to save him, for His wont is to show 
lovingkindness unto man, and He revealed unto him the way 
wherein he should walk. [Now there was a certain man who] 
was exceedingly wise in Divine wisdom and he was adorned 
with the glorious excellences of the monks. I cannot declare 
unto thee whence he came, or to what race he was akin, but 
he lived in a most terrifying desert in the land of SM (?), and 
there he had set his abode. He had attained to the perfection 
*of divine g racd and of his priestly office, and the name of this 
old man of God was Baral&m. And when this old man knew 
through a divine vision which appeared to him that the king’s 
son would enter the True Faith, he went forth from the desert 
and entered the world. And he changed his appearance, and 
put on the apparel which men in the world wear, and he went 
to the chief city of the kingdom of India, and he disguised 
himself as a rich merchant, and entered into the city wherein 
was the palace of the king’s son. 

[How BaraMm became the friend of the jiritice’s tutor and 
guardUm, and how he revealed to him his wish to give a 
pearl of great price to the prince.'\ 

And he passed many days in asking who of all nobles of 
the king’s son was most intimate with him, and certain men 
told him that the teacher of the king’s son, whom we have 
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already mentioned, was his closest friend. And BaralS^m went 
to that teacher when he was alone and spake unto him, saying, 
“0 beloved, I have a matter which I would tell thee. I am a 
merchaut and I have come hither from a fEir country. I have 
with me a pearl of great price, the like of which to this day 
hath never been found, and 1 have shown it to no one. And 
behold, I am telling thee of it for I perceive that thou art a 
man of understanding and discretion and intelligence, and I 
wish to give it to the son of the king. I ask thee to bring me 
[p. 26] into his presence, and I will give it to him, and it will 
be prized by him far more than all the possessions of glorious 
beauty which he hath.

And the teacher answered, saying, “ I see that thou art a 
man of sound wisdom and of healthy understanding,, never-' 
theless thy speech maketh it evident that thou vauntest [thy 
pearl] with vauntings that exceed the limit [of truth]. I tell 
thee that I myself have seen the royal gems, and with them 
various pearls of priceless value, and that among them there 
was not a gem that would warrant the description that thou 
givest me of thy pearl ; and I have never seen or even heard 
of such a pearl.

the destruction of thy sight. But I have heard very much 
about the delight of the king s son in the exercise of purity, 
and I have heard that his eyes are clear, and that they con- 
.sider the doing of righteousness and goodness (?), and there- 
fore I shall make bold to show him this stone. Be not thou 
jealous then, and do not thou cause thy beloved one to miss 
this great gift.'* 

And tlie teacher answered and said unto him, ‘‘If this 
property existeth in the pearl, even as thou sayest, do not 
show it to me, for from my childhood up to this day I have 
lived in much sin, and mine eyes, even as thou sayest, are not 
clear (or, innocent). But I will obey thy voice and I will not 
be slow in making known to the son of the king, my beloved 
one, this matter, for he is perfect in his vision, and his power 
to see is good, even as thou thyself hast said concerning him.” 
And then the teacher departed and came to the son of the 
king, and related unto him in true order and in all detail the 
various things which had been told him [by Barald^m].

And when Yewftsef heard the words of his teacher he re- 
ceived them with gladness and with the spiritual enjoyment 
of his heart, for he found that they were eagerly desired in 
his soul ; and he commanded the teacher to bring in the wise 
man quickly.

And Yewftsef said unto the old man BaraMm, “Show me 
the precious stone concerning the many marvellous qualities 
of which, according to what my teacher hath related to me of 
thee, thou dost boast so extravagantly.” And Baral&m began 
to speak in answer and said unto him, “ It would be unseemly 
for me to utter the least word of falsehood before thy Highness, 
0 King. But when thou hast searched out, and enquired into 
everything that they have told thee concerning me, [thou wilt 
find] that it is true beyond all doubt. Howevei^ithovt put- ■ 
ting to the test thy patience it would not be right for me to 
show thee [p. 28] the pearl. My Lord spake what I am now 
going to tell thee : A sower went forth to sow.

seed, and I shall declare unto thee clearly a great mystery. 
But if the ground is stiff and pebbly, and hath been trodden 
hard by everyone, it is not meet to sow this seed of salvation 
in it, lest it become food for the birds and beasts ; for we are 
commanded before everything not to cast away the pearl to

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wasted But it is meet for thee because of the virtues of thy 
works, which are nigh unto salvation, to see the precious 
stone, the price whereof cannot be estimated ; and it is meet 
for thee to see the splendour of its brilliance so that it may 
shine in thine heart. For thy sake I have come from afor, and 
I have toiled along a rugged road so that I might shew thee 
that which thine eyes have never seen, and so that I might 
make thee to know Him of Whom thou hast never heard.” 

And Yewdsef answered and said unto him, “ O noble master, 
with fervent desire, and with longing which hath no limit, 
I am eager to hear the words that are new and have salvation 
in them, and are good, and because of this there is a blazing 
fire in my belly, but I have never before told any one about 
it. Art thou able in any way to give consolation to my heart 
in respect of these things ? As for me, if only I could find a 
man wise of speech, and could hear from his mouth the word 
of salvation, I would treasure it and would not leave it to the 
birds, and the beasts, and the rocky ground, and I would not 
allow the thorns to choke it, according to thine own words.

When I heard that thou hadst come from a 
far countiy my soul rejoiced exceedingly, and the beauty of 
the hope that in thee I should find my desire took possession 
of me. Thou didst send a messenger unto me speedily, and 
for this reason I expect that my hope will not be put to 
shame.” 

[The pmable of the king who displeased his court bg alight- 
ing from his chariot and paying homage to two hermits.^ 

And Baral&m said unto him, “Thou hast done well in re- 
spect of what befitteth the glory of thy kingdom in paying no 
attention to the material things of this world which are 
apparent and are transient, and in taking good heed to the 
hope which is everlasting ; hearken unto what I shall say unto 
thee. A certain glorious and famous king was once driving a

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chariot, plated with gold and inlaid with precious stones, 
which befitted his great nuyesty, when he met by chance two 
men who were wearing mean apparel, and whose fimes were 
thin and pinched. Now the king knew that their bodies had 
wasted away through their ascetic labours in their wish to 
gain possession of that which was good, and he alighted from 
his chariot and cast himself down upon the grouijd, and he did 
homage to them, and rose up, and embraced them, and began 
to kiss them with sincere afiection. And the nobles and great 
officers of his kingdom were vexed with him, and the matter 
was serious in their eyes because he had done that which it 
was unnecessary for him to do ; but they hid this in their 
hearts, and they did not venture to declare their displeasure 
openly.

Now it was the custom of that king when he passed the 
sentence of death upon a man to send word concerning it by 
a herald who blew a blast of a trumpet before the door of the 
house of the condemned man, and this blast was a sign of 
death, so that -all men might know that the penalty of death 
was meet for him. And when the evening had come the 
king sent the herald who blew the trumpet to blow a blast 
before the door of [the house of] his brother, and when his 
brother heard the blast of the trumpet which was the sign of 
death, he abandoned all hope of saving his life. And during 
the whole night he set his afiairs in order, and when the 
morning came he dressed himself in black raiment, the sign 
of sorrow, and together with [p. 30] his wife and children 
came to the courtyard of the royal palace ; and he wept and 
uttered cries of lamentation. And the king had them brought 
into his presence. And when he saw that the face of his 
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brother was furrowed with care and gfrief he said unto him, 
“ O thou fool, thou man devoid of understanding more than 
every [other] man ! If thou art in such a state of fear as this 
at the mere sound of the blast of the trumpet of the herald, 
whose nature is the same as thine own, and at the command 
of thy brother and fellow man who is thine equal in honour 
and who hath never sinned against thee, why didst thou revile 
and abuse me for receiving with humility the word of the 
divine herald, which is more honourable than the blast of a 
trumpet of this world ? As for me, I believe that I shall die 
and that I shall meet my Lord Who created me, and against 
Whom, as I believe in my heart, I have transgressed and com- 
mitted great sin. And this that I have done unto thee I only 
did to rebuke thy folly, and to reprove the stupidity of those 
who urged thee on to rebuke me and to make me to abandon 
[my good work].” And when the king had rebuked his brother 
and stabbed him with these w'ords, profit accrued to him 
[through the rebuke] ; and the king sent him to his house. 

[The parable of the Four Coffers.] 

And straightway the king commanded [his servants] to 
make four cofiers of wood, aud to overlay two of them with 
gold in every part, and to put in them the bones of dead men 
who were in a very advanced state of decay, and to bind the 
coffers with bands of gold. And he commanded [his servants] 
to daiib over the other two coffers with pitch and bitumen, 
and then to place in them precious stones and gems and 
pearls of great price, and sweet unguents and perfumes, and 
to tie them round with hair ropes. Then the king commanded 
his servants to summon those honourable men who had reviled 
him because he had welcomed the two wretched hermits, [and 
when they came] they placed before them the four cofiers, 
and the king commanded that they should estimate values to 
[the contents of] each two of the cofiers, and declare them 
unto him. And the nobles said unto him, “Open for us these 
two golden cofiers, the value of which must exceed very 
greatly that of the other two coffers ” ; for their thought was 
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that there must be inside them kingly crowns and girdles of 
gold, and thus they underestimated the value of [the contents 
of] the coffers that were daubed over with pitch and bitumen. 

And the king answered and said unto them, “Behold, I knew 
well that ye would speak thus, [p. 31] for your eyes are set 
upon material things, and they lack discernment. As for us 
it is not meet that we should be even as ye are, ])ut we desire 
to see with the inner eyes of our mind what is inside these 
coffers, whether it be something that is precious or whether it 
be something that is useless." Then straightway he com- 
manded his servants to open the coffers that were overlaid 
with gold, and there came forth from them at once a most 
foul odour of corruption and decay. And the king said unto 
the nobles, “This is an indication of the similitude of those 
who array themselves in splendid and costly apparel and 
boast themselves of their magnificence, but whose inner parts 
are a mass of corruption which stinketh like the bodies of 
the dead.” And the king commanded his servants to open 
also the coffers that were daubed all over with pitch and 
bitumen, so that all those who were present might rejoice in 
the splendour and beauty of the things that were- inside them, ' 
and in the sweetness of the perfumes and unguents. And the 
king said unto the nobles, “ Do ye know of what things these 
coffers are similitudes ? They are like unto those humble men 
who were arrayed in the glorious apparel which is hidden, and 
whose outward (or, visible) appearance ye yourselves have 
seen; yet when ye saw that I fell upon my face and did 
homage unto them, and paid them honour ye thought that it 
was a disgrace to me. As for me, I with the eye of my heart 
discerned their great hononrableness and the praise that they 
merited, and I yearned therefor with lowliness of heart, and 
embraced them and held them in honour far higher than that 
of my crowns and kingly apparel.” With these words did the 
king rebuke the nobles and put them to shame, and he made 
them to know that they must not be seduced by the visible 
and material things of this world, but [be guided] by the 
hidden things of the unseen world. 
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\H<m Baraldm tavghi, the prince the knowledge of God and 
eaepownded to him the Parable of the Sower. "I 

And [Baral&m said unto the prince], “Thou thyself hast 
done this same thing, 0 wise king. Since thou hast received 
me graciously I expect that thou wilt make me to know thy 
mind, so th:^ thou mayest not be put to shame thereby.” 
And Yewftsef said unto him, “This word which thou hast 
s{>oken unto me is exceedingly good, and it would be pleasant 
to discuss it, but I wish to know Who is this God of thine 
Whom thou didst mention a little time ago, and who is the 
sower that soweth the seed.” [p. 32.] 

And BaralAm took up his parable and said unto him, “If 
thou dost in truth wish to know Who my God is, know that 
He is Christ, the Son of God, the One to Whom alone belong 
praise, and majesty, and power, the King of kings, the Lord 
of lords, the Living One Who dieth not. Who dwelleth in 
light, Whom none can approach, the One Who is the equal 
in praise (or, glory) of the Father and the Holy Spirit. I am 
not one of those who believe in gods who have no Law (or, 
. Religion), and I am not one of those who worship them ; on 
the contrary, I hold them to be graven images which have no 
soul in them. But 1 worship One Grod, and I believe that He 
is glorious with a glory that exceedeth that of the angels of 
light, and that He hath Three Persons, Father, and Son, and 
Holy Spirit, and One Nature, and One Substance, and One 
Praise, and One indivisible Kingdom, Three in His Persons 
and One God, without beginning and without end; Who 
existed before the world was, and Who shall exist for ever. 
Who is uncreate, Who cannot be encompassed (or, contained). 
Who cannot be touched. Who cannot be seen, Who cannot 
come to an end. Who cannot be comprehended by the mind, 
Who alone is Good and Just He is the Oeator Y^o brought 
forth the universe from a state of non-existence, both those 
things which are visible and those which are invisible, and 
the numerous hosts of the heavens which are invisible, and 
are without number, and are immortal, and are incorporeal, 
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and are beings of the spirit, who minister onto the Majesty 
of (jk)d the Most High. And He created this visible world, 
and the heavens, and the earth, and the sea. And He made 
His own great light to illumine them, and He adorned them. 
The Heavens He adorned with the sun, and the moon, and 
the stars ; and the earth He adonied with plants of every 
kind, and with beasts and creeping things;^ and He set 
bounds to the seas and placed in them everything which is 
created in the water, even as it is said, ‘ They were ; He com- 
manded and they were created 

“ And man He created with His own hands. He took [some] 
dust from the ground and created flesh [p. 33] and He gave 
unto him a rational and understanding soul by means of His 
own breath, even as it is written, ‘He created man in the 
image of God and [in] His likeness^’ And as regardeth what 
it saith, ‘In the image of God,’ these words refer to his 
knowledge and his understanding, which is vast, and to his 
power which dwelleth in him. And as regardeth the words 
‘ in His likeness,’ these refer to the exceedingly great power 
and glory, and dominion which were given to man, and to his 
mortal nature, and to his being set over everything tjjat. is# 
upon the earth, and to his being made king over the same. 
And God brought forth to him a woman from his side to be 
his helper. And He planted the Garden of Edum in the East 
and He filled it with all kinds of things that caused joy and 
gladness, and .gave pleasure to the taste. And He set therein 
the man whom He had created, and He gave him permission 
to eat of all the divine plants with the exception of one, and 
He laid down the commandment that he should never eat of 
one tree at all, whereof the name was ‘ [the tree] of the know- 
ledge of good and evil ’ ; and He said unto him, ‘ The day 
wherein ye eat therefrom ye shall die.’ 

“ And one of those angelic Powers whom we have already 
mentioned, the chief of one order [of angels] wherein no 
trace of natural evil had been create<l, but only good, by his 
own desire, and by his own authority departed from good to 
‘ Psalm cxMii. 5. ^ Genesis i. 27. 
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evil, and magnified himself and rebelled against his Lord. 
And because of this he fell from his rank, and he exchanged 
honour and riches [for disgrace and poverty], and instead of 
being called ‘angelic one’ was called ‘rebel.* And God cast 
down him that had been deemed worthy of the highest 
honour, and those who were under his dominion and whose 
wills and desires were evil fell down also, and they were called 
‘ corrupt ’ and ‘ erring ’ ones ; and they denied utterly life and 
salvation, and they gained possession of an evil and corrupt 
freedom. And the chief of these angels, when he saw the 
greatness and the glory that had been given to the man, was 
jealous of him, he himself having Mien from this state of 
glory, and he wove crafty schemes whereby he might cast the 
man forth, from that blessed life which he was leading. And 
he made the [p. 34] serpent a weapon which would act craftily 
for him, and ho went to the woman and seduced her, and she 
ate of that tree concerning which God had commanded them 
that they should not eat. Now Adam and his wife ate thereof 
through their desire to possess the nature of God, and through 
the seduction of Satan. And the first x>lasma, that is to say 
*the>€r8t man, having turned aside and eaten of the tree of 
wickedness, liecame hateful to his Creator, and he was driven 
out of the Garden of Joy, and he fell from the blessed state 
of life and existence, wherein there was no corruption, into 
the wretched and miserable life of this world, and God passed 
upon him the decree of death for his end. And thereupon 
Satan obtained the power of the conqueror, and he boasted 
himself of his victory, and when the race of man multiplied 
on the earth, he made easy for them every path of wickedness. 

“ And because of this God, the Most High, wished to abate 
the growth and the increase of sin, and He brought a flood 
upon the earth, and destroyed every soul of life. And in those 
days God found only one righteous man, and He saved in a 
ship him, and his sons, and his wife alone on the earth. And 
when the children of men multiplied on the earth they forgot 
God, and they turned aside to apostasy and wickedness, and 
they worked the works of sin of every kind to their utmost 
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ability and they made themselves slaves thereto. And they 
polluted themselves with works of abomination, and they 
divided themselves into tribes according to their races (?), 
and they acted towards God with the deceit that engendereth 
destruction. Some of them believed that all created things 
were made by their own will and power, and that they had 
neither Creator nor God Who commanded theni to come into 
being. And some of them worshipped evil gods, who multi- 
plied diseases so that men might obtain knowledge of them 
through the sicknesses which they inflicted, and they became 
helpers of these gods in their evil worka And they took to 
the making of images for themselves in their own forms and 
likenesses, [that is to say] idols in wood and in stone, deaf 
things which could not move ; and these they worshipped in 
the place of the Creator, and they bowed down to them and 
sacrificed ofierings [p. 35] unto them. And other men wor- 
shipped the sun, and the moon, and the stars, which God 
appointed to illumine this world; they have no souls and 
cannot breathe, but by the wisdom of God the Creator they 
maintain their strength, and they are incapable of doing any- 
thing of their own free will. And some men worshipped*i?3es; 
and were unashamed, and although they were rational beings 
who possessed a soul capable of reasoning, they paid divine 
honours unto these objects. And other men worshipped wild 
beasts, and hyenas (or, wolves), and animals that go on four 
feet, and they ofiered service and gifts unto them, although 
they knew well that they possessed wholly different natures 
from those who worshipped them. 

“And others called the statues of unclean and abominable 
human beings ‘gods,’ some of them being statues of men and 
some of them statues of women. And they openly declared 
that certain of these human beings had been whoremongers, 
‘and murderers, and men of wrath, and seekers of vengeance, 
and men who hated (or, were jealous of) their flsithers and 
brethren, and thieves and robbers, and men who were lame, 
and decrepit, and infirm and paralytic. And of these some 
died, and some became mad whilst they were worshipping 
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men, and they continued in their error, and they mourned 
and lamented in their tribulation. And because of the abomi- 
nation of their perverse and unclean works the darkness of 
evil spread itself over our race during those years, and there 
existed no wise man who sought after God. 

"And in those days there was found a perfect man whose 
name was Abilaharn, and the thoughts of his soul were good, 

* and healthy, and strong. He it was who learned to know the 
Wise Artificer through the observation of His creations, which 
he saw in examining the heavens, and the earth, and the sea, 
and the sun, and the moon, and all the things which had been 
created, and the places wherein they existed. And when he 
looked upon this world, and everything that is therein, he 
knew and understood that all these works had a Creator, and 
that they were not created by themselves ; and he knew that 
their subsistence was due neither to terrestrial beings nor 
to the graven images wherein was no soul. And he knew that 
this Wise Being was God indeed, and that He was the Creator 
[p. 36] of the Universe, and that his Essence (or. Being) ex- 
isted in all the Universe, and that He had brought it into 
beingi^from a state of non-existence. And God accepted his 
good thoughts, and his right understanding, and He revealed 
unto him that He Himself was God in His Being (or, Essence 
or, Nature). Now even the holy beings are not able to look 
upon the most high Being of God, but by the wisdom of 
His Godhead it is revealed unto them according as He 
wisheth. And He placed in his heart perfect knowledge, and 
He appointed him to be His messenger, because the faith 
that had sprung from him was good, having been tried in 
the balance, and He taught him to know God, and God was 
pleased to make for him a multitudinous seed, which could 
neither be numbered nor limited. And God called them a 
weighty (or, solid) and a peculiar nation. 

"And the Egyptian people, and Pharaoh, their mighty, power- 
ful, and oppressing king, made them their servants, but God 
brought them out from Egypt by the hands of Moses and 
Aaron, who were holy men, and whose faces were illumined 
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with the splendour of prophecy, with a bringing out which 
was bold and awe-inspiring, and with signs and wonders, and 
deeds which struck [the Egyptians] with amazement. And 
He drowned the Egyptians, as their wickedness merited, and 
He made the Israelites, the seed of Abraham, to pass through 
that awfiil sea, the waters whereof were divided and became 
a wall on the right hand and a wall on the IdA. And when 
Pharaoh, and his horsemen, together with the Egyptians, 
willed to follow after them, the waters flowed back over 
them, and destroyed them altogether. And this people dwelt 
in the desert, seeing signs and wonders, for forty years, and 
Gk)d fed them with heavenly bread. And He gave them the 
Law on tablets of stone which was written by His own Angers, 
and He delivered it to Moses on the top of the mountain. 
And that became a sign and a symbol unto those who wished 
to withdraw themselves fi'om the worship of idols, and from all 
evil works, to teach them the worship of God, the Righteous 
God, Who is for ever, and to enable them to acquire ex- 
cellence in their works. And with such signs as these He 
[p. 37] brought them out, and [led them] until He brought 
them to the land of beautiful and bright things, which in dayS 
of old He had promised to that Patriarch Abraham to give 
unto his seed. Now, if we wished to inform [thee] concerning 
everything that happened to the seed of Abraham, that is to 
say, the innumerable miracles and stupefying things, we should 
make our narrative too long, but in spite of all this we desire 
to tell the story of God’s will. It was the good pleasure of 
God to raise up the race of the children of men from serving 
under the slavery of wickedness and from the commission of 
sin, and He wished to restore them to the position that they 
had formerly occupied. But the beings of our nature found 
that they were involved in the cunning of the Law, and that 
they were under the compulsion of Satan, who ruled over 
them and made them to serve him in every way, and who 
carried them off to Sheol, where he took vengeance upon them. 

“ But although we had fallen into the most abject state of 
misery and tribulation, our Creator was not unmindful of us. 
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and He brought us forth out of a state of lacking everything 
into one of being well provided. And He did not reject the 
creature He had fashioned, and the work of His hands, and 
He took care that we should not perish utterly. On the con- 
trary, by the good pleasure of God the Father, there came 
down the On^ Son, the Word of God Who is from ever- 
lasting, from the bosom of the heavenly Father, Who is 
’ co-equal with the Holy Spirit in His Nature, Whose existence 
preceded times. Whose Essence (or. Being) was before the 
world. Who is equal with the Father, Wlio is without begin- 
ning, God for ever. He came down to His servants, a mar- 
vellous descent ! which cannot be comprehended The God 
Who is for ever, the First One, became a man in every 
respect by the Holy Spirit and Maby, the holy Virgin, the 
God-bearer, not by means of human seed or by human will. 
He was not conceived by carnal union in the womb of the 
Virgin, whose purity was perfect, but by the Holy Spirit 
according [to the words] of one of the Archangels whom He 
sent and who announced to the Virgin this unusual concep- 
tion [and] this bringing forth which is indescribable. And she 
conceived the Son of God by the Holy Spirit without the seed 
of man. His own seed was in the womb of the Virgin, and 
a living Man with a rational and understanding soul was 
brought forth, and He preserved the virginity of His mother 
[p. 38] unopened (or, unbroken). And He was like unto us, 
with the exception only of sin, and He became the Redeemer, 
and He bore our suffering, and through His coming into the 
world we received freedom. And He was pleased in His com- 
passion to redeem ns from death by His own death. 

“ Little by little He grew up among men. In His thirtieth 
year he was baptized in the river Jordan by the hand of 
John, who was perfect in holiness, and a Voice came from 
heaven, from God the Father, saying. This is My Son, Whom 
I love, in Whom I am well-pleased*; and the Holy Spirit 
descended upon Him in the form of a dove. And from that 
time He began to work mighty miracles, and astounding 

^ Matthew hi. 17. 
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wonders : He raised the dead. He made the eyes of the blind 
to see the light. He cast out devils. He healed those who 
were diseased Those who were leprous He cleansed and 
restored them wholly (?). Also He changed our nature, and 
admonished our souls with His commandments. He taught 
us the path of excellences, and removed us from corrup- 
tion, and guided us to the life which is for ^er. Then He 
chose for Himself disciples, twelve men, whom He called ‘ 
‘Apostles,’ and He commanded them to preach unto all men 
the heavenly life, which He came upon the earth to reveal, 
and by His wisdom we have become perfect He graciously 
granted unto us earthly beings baptism, and [so] made us 
heavenly beings. 

“And the chief priests and the leaders among the Jews 
envied Him, because He held authority among them. And 
they were angry with the signs and wonders, which we have 
already mentioned, and which He used to perform before them; 
all these things they forgot and they passed sentence of death 
upon Him. And having taken one of His disciples, who be- 
trayed Him unto them, they seized Him forthwith and they 
brought Him, the Life of the Universe, to the people by-Hfe 
own good pleasure, as He Himself had wished aforetime. For 
our sakes He came and bore all our sufierings, so that He 
might release us from suffering. And they perpetrated many 
wickednesses upon Him, and finally they condemned Him to 
death on the Cross, and He endured everything in His human 
body, which He had taken from us. They crucified the [human] 
body of Him who was without [p. 39] sin, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Who was innocent of sin, and falsehood was not found 
in the mouth of Him Who did not deserve death. As I said 
before, because of sin death entered the world, and it was 
therefore meet that the Redeemer of the world should be 
without sin. He died in the [human] body for our sakes, so 
that he might set us free and redeem us from the slavery of 
death and sin. He went down into Sheol and shattered the 
bolts thereof, and He set fi*ee the souls of the prisoners who 
had been there before times [were]. They laid Him in a grave. 
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and on the third day He arose. He conquered death and gave 
unto us an incorruptible inheritance. And He appeared unto 
His innocent disciples and bestowed upon them ‘Peace!’ 
And He deputed to them the guidance of every man into the 
path of righteousness. After forty days He went up into 
heaven, and st>t on the right hand of the Father, and He shall 
come again in 'glory to judge the living and the dead, and He 
' shall reward every man according to his work. 

“And after His Ascension into heaven in glory He sent the 
Holy Spirit unto His disciples in the form of tongues of fire, 
and they began to speak each in his own language according 
as the Holy Spirit gave them power. And then, by His grace, 
they were sent out among all nations, and they preached unto 
them the True Faith, and baptized them in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit ; and they gave 
at all times strength and encouragement to the nations, which 
had been led into error by their own teaching, so that they 
might keep the Commandments of salvation. And they made 
powerless the fear of devils and the error of idols ; neverthe- 
less, even at the present time Satan seduceth the simple in 
BhdPT'n.nd those void of understanding, so that he may yoke 
them to the worship of idols. But his power is not what it 
was formerly, and by the might of Christ, our God for ever, it 
is becoming very much weaker. 

“And behold, I have now made thee to know [Him], and 
I have revealed unto thee the compassion of our Lord and 
Redeemer Christ, to Whom be praise to time of time (i.e. for 
ever). Amen. And behold, from this time onward thou knowest 
Him, and thou must devote thyself to this work, even as thy 
soul hath received His exalted grace, and even as it is meet 
for thee to be His servant.” 

{How the priitce received Banddm'e doctrine, cmd heeowght

[p. 40 ] And when Yewfisef, the king’s son, heard these words, 
divine light sprang up in his heart, and he rose up from his 
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throne rejoicing and glad, and he embraced Baral&m, saying, 
“O most honourable of all men, by my faith, thou hast not 
lied in one word concerning that precious stone, that pearl of 
great price which is in thy possession. Behold, a mystery is 
hidden \vith thee ; reveal it now to those in whom the thought 
of their souls is healthy and right. As for Hiyself, behold, 
I accepted this word as soon as I heard it, ami there flashed 
upon me a great light, which was exceedingly pleasant, and 
it took up its abode in my heart, and it tore aside and destroyed 
quickly the veil of heavy sorrow which enveloped my mind. 
If there be any other thing that thou knowest do not refuse 
to reveal it unto me, but make me to know it.” 

[Hmc Baraldm emphasized the importance of baptism, and 
Jioio the prime entreated him to prepare him for baptism.'] 

And Baralam answered him, saying, “Yea, my lord the king, 
this is a great mystery which was hidden before the generations 
of men and times were, but in the last days it hath appeared 
to the race of the children of men ; and the Prophets pro- 
phesied concerning it by the grace of the Holy Spirit Many 
have had knowledge of this in difierent ways, and by^gifii 
each of which was different in kind, but it is only this last 
generation that hath been held worthy to have salvation com- 
mitted to it He who hath believed and hath been baptized 
shall be saved, and he who believeth not shall be condemned 
in the Judgement^” 

And Yewasef answered and said unto him, “I believe every- 
thing that thou sayest unto me, and I will worship the God 
of Whom thou tellest me, and about Whom thou givest me 
knowledge. But reveal unto me unsparingly everything, and 
teach me what is right for me [to do] that I may be baptized. 
And what is this baptism which thou hast mentioned onto me? 
Explain to me this baptism very thoroughly.” 

And Baralfim said unto him, “[Baptism] is the foundation 
of the holy Faith of the followers of the Messiah wherein 
there is no blemish, and divine baptism is a sure foundation, 

' Mark xvi. 16 . 
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and it purifieth from sin, and it washeth away impurity of 
long standing. Our Redeemer commanded thus: Men shall 
be born again of M'ater and of spirit, and they shall return to 
their [p. 41] former position by prayer and supplication. And 
it is called saving (or, redeeming) through the descent of the 
Holy Spirit imon the water. And for this reason they baptize 
with Christian bapkism, even as our Lord, to Whom be glory 1 
saith, ‘When ye baptize them say. In the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit^.’ In this manner it 
inaketh the grace of God to take up its abode in his soul, and 
to illumine it, and it shall make him an equal in inheriting 
the inheritance which is incorruptible, and he shall find ever- 
lasting life, for he shall be bom again. And without Christian 
baptism no man shall find that profitable hope, even though 
his works were better than those of men who are wholly de- 
voted to God. Thus saith the Word of God, Who was made 
man for our salvation, ‘Verily, verily, I say unto you, he who 
is not bora again of water and of spirit cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God^.’ As for me, I wish before everything that 
faith may be transmitted to thy soul, and that thou wouldst 
(fraw nigh to Christian baptism. There is no man to prevent 
thee ; he who would prevent thee is a great sinner. [The hour 
of] Death is a hidden mystery.” 

[Hoio the prince mked BaraMm to explain to him the prq/it- 
ahle hope, and the kingdom of heaven, and Deedh, and the 
Other Worldl 

And Yew&scf answered and said unto him, “What is this 
profitable hope of which thou tellest me, and which a man 
cannot attain to without Christian baptism? And what is 
this kingdom of heaven which thou hast named unto me? 
And where didst thou hear the story of this God Who became 
man? And what is this hidden hour of Death which is planted 
in my heart, and maketh me to think overmuch, and burneth 
up my body with pain, and devoureth my strength and my 
bones? If it be that we are mortal men who must be destroyed, 
* Matthew xxviii. 19. ^ John iii. 6. 
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and there is no other world after we hare departed from this 
world, in justice there cannot exist another world which He 
hath ordered for Himself [alone].” 

And BaraMin said unto him, “The profitable hope about 
which I tell thee is the hope of the kingdom of . heaven, con- 
cerning which the Book saith, ‘Eye hath not se^n, and the ear 
hath not heard, and it is impossible for the heart of man to 
imagine what God hath prepared for those who love Him'.’ 
If we are worthy [p. 42] to abandon the weight of this body 
and we find that ble.ssed state, then He will teach us to make 
ourselves worth}’ to find that hope, and He will make us to 
understand those beautiful things, and the glory that is exalted 
above all imagining, and the light that cannot l)c comprehended, 
and the life that never endeth, so far as the nature of man 
hath the ability; then thou wilt know what thou canst not 
know now. And this teaching which I declare is [derived] 
from the Books of the Spirit, and if one is unable to make 
known concerning the glory, and the light, and the good things, 
and to describe them, it is not a matter to wonder at. If it 
happened that we could comi>rehend them with our minds, 
and that we, who are beings of earth who grow old and wlm 
are clothed with this heavy, and infirm, and suffering flesh, 
were able to praise them with our words, would it not I)e 
a glorious and wonderful thing? And as for Him Whom we 
know because of these glorious things, the belief in Him thou 
shalt receive’ for its own sake, without any doubt, and thou 
shalt make haste to do good works whereby thou shalt obtain 
a kingdom which is lasting, wherein there is no death, and 
wherein thou shalt, if thou art worthy thereof, erijoy perfect 
knowledge. 

“And as concerning that which thou didst say unto me, 
‘Where didst thou hear the stoiy of God Who became incar- 
nate? ’ know thou of a certainty that we have obtained our 
knowledge of all His works from the words of the honourable 
Gosiiel. And the name of this holy Book [is] ‘Announcer of 
good news.’ He proclaimed for us mortal beings of dust when 
^ Isaiah Ixir. 4 ; 1 Cor. ii. 9. 
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He was here, upon this earth not death, and not corruption, 
but life for ever in the kingdom of the heavens. Those who 
wrote the Book were messengers of the God Whom they saw 
with their own eyes, and I have already told thee that Christ 
our RedeenSer chose them, and made them His Disciples and 
Apostles. is they who have delivered unto us the Gospel 
after His Ascension into heaven, and they who have declared 
unto us His wise words, and His teachings, and His wonders. 
No man is able to tell His history and describe His teachings 
[adequately], neither by writing nor by word of mouth, even 
as saith John, the glory of the Evangelists, whose excellences 
in the perfection of speech of his Gospel surpass all the other 
Evangelists, 'This did [p. 43] Jesus, and there are many other 
things which He did, and if each and every one of them were 
to be written down the world would not suffice to hold the 
great number of the books about Him which would have to 
be >vritten^.’ And in this holy Gospel there are written down, 
by the wisdom of the Holy Spirit, His pure work in the flesh, 
and the manifestation of His wisdom, and His wonders, and 
the ordering of His commandments, and also the story of 
“His sufferings which He endured for our sakes, and of His 
Resurrection on the third day, and of His Ascension into 
heaven, and concerning His second coming in glory and great 
majesty. For the Son of God shall come in glory indescribable 
with a multitude of heavenly hosts to judge our race, and to 
reward each man according to his works. 

“For in the beginning God created man from the dust of 
the earth, as I have already told thee, and He breathed into 
him the breath of life, and it is that breath which is called 
the rational and understanding souL And then He rebuked 
us by the judgement of death which was to kill us, aud this 
cup cannot pass from us, and it is for every man alike. And 
this death is the separation of the soul from the body, and 
this flesh (or body), which was created from the earth, re- 
turneth to the earth whence it was taken, and it perisheth 
and falleth into corruption. And the soul, which is immortal, 

' John xxi. 25. 
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goeth to the place to which it is ordered by the Creator, which 
He prepared for it whilst it was in its body ; there every man 
is rewarded according to the work that he doeth here. And 
onr Lord Christ shall come again after many years in glory 
which is indescribable, and which is as strange is its ex- 
ceedingly terrible a^yfulness. And the powers of^tieaven shall 
be shaken, and all the hosts of the angels shall stand before 
Him, and the dead shall rise up at the sound of a blast from 
the trumpet of God and shall stiind up before His awful throne. 
This is the Resurrection. Tlie soul shall return again to its 
body, and the body shall be in a state of great fear and terror, 
and shall be exceedingly sorrowfiil, and the word of doom 
shall go forth against it and against the soul also, and at length 
He shall raise it up again [p. 44], turning it from one state of 
being to another, just as He did when he created it at the 
beginning; for its creation for the first time was better than 
its non-existence. And now those states of being are separated, 
and He bringeth them back to what they were originally. 
And the bringing together by the Creator of the creatures 
which He fashioned is a small matter, in respect of difficulty, 
in comparison with the bringing of them out of a state tif 
non-existence when they were not. And if thou wilt consider 
very carefully how God created and brought into being the 
things that were not in being, and set them for thyself as a 
similitude, this careful consideration shall be a light unto 
thee, which shall be sufficient [to inform] thee. 

“ For at the beginning He took the dust of the earth and 
created therefrom a rational man, but inasmuch as the earth 
did not exist in the earliest time, how was it that the earth 
became a rational man? And how did it send forth out of 
itself the families of the beasts, and the multitudes of wild 
beasts and creeping things, and the multitudes of trees and 
plants which bear fruit ? And moreover, consider and under- 
stand the creation of us children of men. A little drop of seed 
is poured into a womb, but whence doth the womb wliich 
receiveth it obtain the power to fashion [from it] the bones of 
the living being which rcsulteth ? And since we know that He 
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created before the Universe was, and we can see that from 
the beginning to the end He hath created in this manner, is it 
impossible for Him to raise up from the earth him that 
sleepeth ? The two of them (ie. the body and the soul) are 
separate tUngs by His own commandment, therefore the 
bringing of\hem back is an easy matter for Him. If it were 
too difficult for Him to perform this, seeing that that which 
is material and that which is immaterial join together, how 
could that which hath weight and that which hath no weight 
become associated ? And in like manner He bringeth to the 
bodies which arc mortal their souls which are immortal, after 
the manner of deposits which men have laid up in safety until 
the time when they return to their houses ; and the house 
shall be raised up at the time of His coming to reward in 
righteousness every man accor<ling to his work. 

“And behold it is said that this present world produceth 
the opportunity, and that the world which is to come rewardeth 
the same, for it (the opportunity) did not exist before, and the 
integrity of God is justice. Behold, many righteous men have 
toiled in this world and God hath punished them heavily and 
'Siain them ; and again there have been many half-hearted 
men who have transgi'essed the Law of God, and yet they have 
ended their lives in pleasure [p. 45] and restfulness, although 
they lived in great comfort and luxury. And God, the Most 
High, the Good and Just, hath ordained the day of the Resur- 
rection so that He may make manifest His compassion, and 
bestow rewards. Behold, sinners have received in this world 
the good things thereof, and behold, in the next world they 
will suffer torment for their ti'ausgressions and sins. Behold, 
those who are good suffer more torture than sinners in this 
world, but they depart to the things that are good, and they 
inherit the pleasure that is everlasting. Our Lord saith^ ; 
Those who are in the graves shall hear His voice, and those 
who have done good shall go forth to the Resurrection of Life, 
and those who have done evil shall go forth to the Resurrection 
of the Judgement. The throne shall be set, aud the Creator of

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the Universe shall sit upon it, and what is written in the 
Books, that is to say, our works, and our words, and our 
thoughts, shall be revealed. And the River of Fire shall flow 
forth, and all the things that are [now] hidden shall become 
manifest. At that time there will be nothing that can help a 
man, neither the words of an oath, nor the answ&* with words 
of falsehood, and riches and money will avail a man nothing. 
He will have regard neither for rank and dignities, nor for the 
giving of gifts, for He is the Judge Who doth not accept 
bribes, but He will judge every man in His balance of justice, 
and He will give unto those who have done good everlasting 
life, and never-ending pleasure, which cannot be described. 
And they shall rejoice with the angels, being worthy of the 
enjoyment of the good things which are of such varied kinds 
that they cannot be described. And they shall stand boldly 
before the Holy Trinity. 

“And those who have done evil things shall [go] unto [the 
place of] everlasting torture, which is called Jah6.nam, and 
they shall depart to the uttermost limit of darkness, and to 
the gnashing of teeth, and to woe, and, what is far worse than 
all these things, to remoteness from God, and exile from befo?* 
His face, and the lack of indescribable glory, and shame and 
disgrace before all created beings. And their shame and their 
casting away shall have no end. When the time of the punish- 
ment of the awful Judgement hath passed, every creature shall 
live without change and alteration, and the life of the Righteous 
shall be without end. And the punishment of the sinner shall 
be unending, for there is no other Judge who is more exalted 
than this Judge to come after this One. [p. 46] There will 
therefore be no performance of deeds a second time, and there 
will be no reconsideration of what He hath done, and there 
are no excuses that can be accepted from those who sufier 
torture, and they shall endure the judgement of torture for 
ever. 

“Since then the matter is thus it is meet that our lives 
should be [passed] in holy wisdom and sincere piety, so that 
we may be worthy of salvation and of the hope that is to 
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come. And may He make ub to share the standing place on 
the right hand of the Son of God where shall stand those 
righteous ones whom God hath called, saying, ‘Come, ye blessed 
of My Father, and inherit the kingdom which is [without] 
end^’ Am^.” 

[H(yto the pHnee ashed Baraldm to give Mm more definite 
proofs for his helief.l 

And when Ycwdsef heard these words he answered, saying, 
“ Behold, O man, thou hast related unto me exceedingly great 
and wonderfiil things which are meet to be received with fear 
and much trembling. Even supposing the matter be thus, and 
there follow after death and corruption the Resurrection, and 
a second life, and punishment for the deeds that we have 
committed during life in this world, by what means is this 
known ? Where didst tlmu obtain thy knowledge about these 
things which thou hast not seen ? What maketh thee certain 
that they are thus ? Why dost thou hold them to be true and 
believe them without doubt ? Hath any of these things ap- 
peared unto thee, and hast thou seen them, or hast thou heard 
9J:H)ut them through the words of those who praise them? 
And as for these invisible things which thou proclaimest, 
seeing that they are ot such limitless greatness, why dost thou 
believe concerning them with firm faith ? ” 

[How Baraldm adduced proqfs of the Resurrection from the 
Old ami New Testamerds.'] 

And BaralAm answered, saying, “We have received this 
faith from the preachers of righteousness who have not added 
anything to the true word, but who have perfonned signs and 
marvellous wonders, and have made [men] to know and have 
confirmed the words that have been said about the things that 
are to come. And as they did not do in this world anything 
wherein was error, but in everything which they said and did 
there sprang up a shining brilliance which is brighter than the 
light of the sun, even so did they lay down as laws for them-

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selves the things which are to be believed These our Lord 
Jesus Christ [p. 47] strengthened by word and deed, saying 
thus, ‘ Verily, verily, I say unto you that the hour shall come 
and now is, that the dead shall hear tho voice of the Son of 
God, and those who hear it shall live^.’ And ILi also saith, 
‘ Behold, the time shall come, and all those wlp are in the 
grave shall hear His voice, and those who have done good 
things shall go forth to the Resurrection of Life, and those 
who have done evil to the resurrection of punishment^.’ And 
agiiin He saith concerning the resun*ection of the dead, ‘Have 
ye not read what is written, how God saith, I am the God of 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob ? He is not the God of 
the dead, but the God of the living*.’ And as [men] gather 
together the tares and bum them in the fire, even so shall it 
be at the end of the world. The Son of Man shall send His 
angels, and they shall gather together the doers of sin, and 
cast them into a red-hot fiirnace, where there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the righteous shine in the 
kingdom of their Father like the sun^ And He saith thus, ‘He 
that hath eare that hear let him hear®.’ With words like unto 
these and many othei’s did our Lord Jesus Christ reveal un4t> 
us the resurrection of our bodies. 

“ And He made us to know His words, for He Himself raised 
up many dead persons when He finished the work of His 
glorious Will upon earth. And besides these He summoned 
from the belly of the grave His friend, whose name was Lazarus, 
after he had’ suffered corruption, on the fourth day, and He 
raised him up a living man®. And moreover. He Himself being 
God was the beginning of the resurrection of the dead, and 
He was the first-fruits of our resurrection also^ and did iu)t 
come under the dominion of death, but He tasted death in 
His body which He made the curtain for our rest, and He 
rose from the dead and became unto them the first-fruits of 
the resurrection for them all. And thus He fulfilled the words

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of the Prophets of old who proclaimed the glad tidings of the 
resurrection to the dead and to all created beings. Paul the 
Apostle saith ; ‘ My call was not from men but from heaven 
This he .saith rebukingly, making known unto you, O our 
brethren, tl|^t the story which I have handed on, and Avhich 
ye yoursclvis have handed on was received by me in the 
beginning, [p. 48] Christ died for us sinners, even as the 
Scriptures say®. And if they preach concerning Christ, there 
being no resuiTection of the dead, and if the dead rise not, 
Christ Himself hath not risen from the dead, and if Christ 
hath not risen, an empty thing is our death in this life. Hath 
not Christ redeemed us by Himself, and tasted that cup for 
the sake of man ? And behold, Christ did rise [from the dead] 
and He became a type for us. For through one man death 
came, and through another the resurrection of the dead came, 
and as l)ecausc of Adam they shall all die ; so in Christ they 
shall all live*. And a little further on St Paul saith, Tliis w'hich 
is old shall put on that which is not old, and this mortal shall 
jmt on that which shall not die. Then shall be fulfilled the 
word of the Book which saith, Death is swallowed up in victory. 
Where is thy sting, 0 death ? Wliere is thy victory, 0 SheoP? 
At that time death shall be wholly annulled, and its power 
shall be destroyed, and its operation shall cease for ever, and 
men shall find immortality and incorruptibility. And beyond 
doubt resurrection shall be given to the dead. 

“ And this we believe unhesitatingly, but it is meet for us 
to know and to be sure that there will l)e reward and punish- 
ment according to what we have done in this transitory life, 
on the day of the coming of our Lord Christ, when the heavens 
shall melt, and the comers of the world shall burn and flow 
away*, even as the theologians say. Behold, we shall see new 
heavens, and a new earth. There shall [men] be rewarded for 
the good and the evil which have been wrought [by them], and 
for their words and the thoughts, with the reward which 
befitteth them. Our Lord, to Him be glory ! saith, ‘Whosoever

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shall give, if it be only a cup of cold water, to one of these 
little ones, his reward shall not be destroyed.’ And He saith 
also, ‘ When the Son of Man shall come in His glory and all 
the holy ones His angels with Him, and when all the nations 
shall be gathered together before Him, He shall a|fparate each 
kind of them even as a shepherd separateth tiro sheep from 
the goats, and He shall set [p. 49] the sheep on His right 
hand, but the goats on His left Then the King shall say unto 
those who are on His right hand. Come, O ye blessed of My 
Father, inherit the kingdom which was prepared before the 
world was created. For I was hungry, and ye gave Me to eat ; 
I was thirsty, and ye gave Me to drink ; 1 was a stranger, and 
ye provided Me with an abode ; 1 was naked, and ye clothed 
Me ; I was sick, and ye visited Me ; I was in prison, and ye 
comforted Me^’ And in another place He saith, ‘Whosoever 
shall confess Me before men liim will I confess before My 
Father Who is in the heavens®.’ 

“Behold, He hath revealed unto us all these things con- 
cerning the reward for good works which shall abide for ever. 
And He hath also told us concerning the punishment of the 
Judgement which shall come upon the wicked by means ^ 
the marvellous parable, in the narrative of which is a fountain 
of wisdom : ‘ There was a certain rich man who arrayed him- 
self in apparel of scarlet hts6s (byssus), and who enjoyed 
himself every day, and in whom there was no compassion for 
the wretched And there was a beggar whose name was 
Lazarus lying in his courtyard, and there was none to give 
him anything, not even the crumbs of his table. And both of 
them died, and they took the beggar [who was covered with] 
sores to the bosom of Abraham, which is the abode of the 
righteous, and the rich man they took to the torture of Jahd- 
nam, and to him Abraham saith. Behold, thou didst enjoy 
thyself during thy life, and so also Lazarus suffered misery 
[during his life] ; and behold, he shall enjoy himself here and 
thou shalt suffer^.’

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“ And in another place it saith, ‘ The kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a king who made a marriage feast for his son\’ 
Now by [the expression] marriage feast is meant the joy and 
gladness which arose ; for He was talking with men who were 
earthly friei^ls, and He sj)ake unto them using familiar simili- 
tudes which each of them understood. God did not indicate 
by this similitude that there were marriages and suppers in 
• the next world, but He abased Himself and spake these words 
because of the denseness of their hearts, and He uttered these 
words so that He might make them to know last things. And 
He said that the king, by the voice of a herald, invited every 
one to come to his marriage feast, so that they might enjoy 
these good things which cannot be described. And of the 
many who were bidden [p. 50] there were some who were lazy, 
and would not come ; and there were some whose hearts were 
wearied Avith the perishable afhiirs of this fleeting world [and 
would not come] ; and some made the aflairs of their estates 
the excuse, and some the need for making proflt on their 
traflicking, and some the marrying of wives, and they shut 
themselves out from the beauty of the heavenly palace, and 
fit»m the pleasures thereof. And of their own free will they 
became strangers to joy and pleasure. And then [the king] 
summoned others and filled the house with those who sat at 
meat And his servants, who had to inspect those who sat at 
meat, came and there was found a man who had not on the 
wedding garment, and one said unto him publicly. How didst 
thou come hither seeing that thou hast not on the wedding 
garment ? And he held his peace and was sad. And straight- 
way the king said unto his ministers. Bind his hands dnd his 
feet, and cast him forth into outer darkness, where there is 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. These Avho have not hearkened 
to the voice of the herald with all their hearts are those who 
reject Christ ; and they remain in the worship of idols or in 
some other worship. And the man Avho hath not put on the 
wedding garment is he who hath believed in unclean fliith and 
works, and hath defiled his honourable apparel, that is to say,

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the garuient of baptism, which consisteth of right judgement, 
and hath gone forth from the Joy of the palace. 

“And He put forth also another parable, that of the ten 
virgins, five of whom were wise and five foolish. . And at the 
time of midnight there was an outcry, ‘The bricegroom hath 
come, go ye out to meet him.’ By the word ‘ midnight ’ He 
indicated the day which was hidden. Then those virgins who 
were ready woke up and went to meet the bridegroom, and* 
he went in with them to the marriage feast, and the doors 
were closed. And those virgins who were not ready and who 
are called ‘foolish,’ when they saw that their lamps were gone 
out departed to buy oil, and when they came later, the doors 
having been shut, they said, ‘Lord, Lord, open to us, we would 
come in.’ And he answered and said unto them, ‘Verily I say 
unto you, I do not know you.’ By these words He indicateth 
that there is a reward for deeds and thoughts ^ 

“And He also saith [p. 51] ‘That eveiy idle word which a 
man shall speak he shall be questioned thereof on the Day of 
Judgement^’ And again He saith ‘ [Eveiy] hair of thy head is 
numbered®.’ Now hair is a symbol of our thoughts which are 
as fine as hair. And likewise the blessed Paul taught Wtth 
words which resemble these, saying, ‘The word of God is 
living, and worketli, and is sharper than a two-edged sword, 
and cutteth through the nerves of the soul, and the spirit, 
and the limbs, and the brain ; and it sepamteth the thoughts 
of the heart, and there is nothing hidden before it, but every- 
thing is revealed and known And concerning this He made 
known of old to the Prophets by the grace of the Holy Spirit. 
Thus Isaiah saith, ‘I know their works, and their thoughts, 
and I will reward them, saith God. And behold, I will come 
and will gather together all tongues, and they shall come and 
shall see My glory. And there shall be a new heaven and a 
new earth which I will make before Me for ever, and every- 
thing which is living shall come and shall bow down in worship 
before Me, saith God. And behold, they shall see the dead 
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bodies of the men who have sinned against Me, for needs 
must that the time shall come and their day draw near; their 
worm is one that shall not die, and their fire is a fire that 
shall not be mienched^’ 

“And he aJjio saith concerning that day, ‘I will roll up the 
heavens like a roll of paper, and the stars shall fell even as 
fell the leaves of a vine. Behold, the day of God shall come, 
•without sparing (or, pity), to root out and to put to the trial, 
that it may make the whole world a ruin, and blot out sinners 
from it. The stars of heaven and all the planets shall not give 
their light, and the light of the sun and moon shall become 
dark, and the memorial of men shall be destroyed, and the 
might of the mighty shall be made weakness".’ And he also 
saith, ‘Woe unto those who draw together their sins like a 
long rope, and make them like unto the bind-rope of a yoke 
which is equal to their depravity. Woo unto those who make 
evil good and good evil, and those who make darkness light, 
and light [p. 52] darkness, and those who esteem bitter sweet, 
and sweet bitter. Woe be to those who make themselves 
strong for evil, and to those who take bribes, and who turn 
aside the right judgement of the poor, and to those who 
snatch away the money of those who are in misery and rob 
the widow and plunder the orphan. What will they leave for 
those whom they have plundered when they die? And to 
whom can they give gifts to be helped? Or to whom will they 
leave it? They shall be like unto the man who setteth light 
to reeds with a fiame of fire, and their fiesh shall consume in 
a whirlwind of fiame and they shall become like the dust. 
For they did not wish for the I^aw of the God of Hosts, and 
they stirred to wrath the word of the Holy One of Israel®.’ 

“And he also saith, ‘That day of God is nigh, and it shall be 
a hard day, a day of fierce anger, a day of sorrow and tribu- 
lation, a day of cloud and darkness, a day of lightning and 
thunder. Woe be unto the wicked, for they shall go along 
groping their way bccavise they have transgressed against

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GoA Their gold and their silver shall not be able to save 
them on the day of the anger of God, for in His j^lousy He 
shall blot out tlie earths’ And David the prophet and king 
saith thus: ‘God shall come boldly and our Gjd shall not 
keep silence, a fire shall blaze before Him, aiidr round about 
Him shall be many storm-winds. He shall summon the heavens 
from above and the earth tliat He may judge the nations*.’ 
And again he saith, ‘Rise up, 0 God, and judge the earth ; foi* 
the mind of man shall give Tlice thanks, and Tlioii shalt judge 
every man according to his work®.’ And this singer proclaimeth 
many good things in the Psalter, and all the Prophets by the 
Holy Spirit have preached concerning the world which is to 
come, and concerning the coming of the Saviour Who was to 
fulfil the words of their i>rophecy, which hath commanded us 
to believe in the Resurrection of the dead, and in the wages 
and the reward [which we shall receive] for what we have done 
during our life, so that we may inherit the life that hath no 
end in the world that is to come. Amen.” 

[How the jrrbtce entreated Baraldm to tell him how to escape 
from the pmmhmewt which is reserved for sinners, and how 
to become Jit for heaven.'] 

And the soul of Yewasef was filled with good thoughts (or, 
happiness), and his whole being rejoiced. And he said unto 
the sage Baralam, “Behold, thou hast told me [p. 53] about 
everytliing, and thou hast made me to know it plainly, and 
thou hast brought t)cfore me and hast made perfectly clear 
before me this awful matter. Since then this happeneth to 
men dwelling here what ought we ourselves to do, so that we 
may escape from the punishment which is prepared for sinners 
in the world to come, and may become fit for the joy of the 
righteous?” 

And Baralam answered, saying, “It is written that when 
Peter, the chief of the Apostles, knew the fear of the hearts 
of the people, who were like thee this day, and who said unto 
him, ‘What shall we do?’ he answered and said unto them,

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‘Repent ye, and be baptized, each and every one of you, for 
the remi^ion of your sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Spin^for it hathbeenpromisedtoyouandto yourchildren, 
and to all t^osc who are afiir off and who call upon the Lord 
our God^’ iiiTow behold, at this time, [0 Yewfisef,] He hath 
poured out upon thee His mercy and the riches of His grace, 
and He hath called thee who wast in thy mind far from Him, 
‘ and wast worshipping strange objects which are not gwls, but 
destroying devils. Therefore before everything draw nigh unto 
Him Who hath called thee to receive from Him the wisdom 
of His knowledge, wherein is no falsehood, and to the other 
hidden things which are invisible. Behold, He hath called 
thee, tarry not until thou becoinestfree from thy transgi ession 
by the judgement of the just God. And l)chold, thus did Paul 
[Peter ?] the Apostle say unto one of the believing disciples. 
We trust thee for thou didst submit to our calling, and thou 
art able exceedingly, and thou shaft bear the cross, and shaft 
follow God Who called thee. Who called thee out of death 
into life, and out of darkness into light He who knoweth not 
God dwelleth in darkness and in death of the souL And who- 
soever ministereth to devils destroyeth his nature, for the 
whole power of his knowledge becometh lacking, and their 
apostasy taketh possession of those who resemble them, and 
they go on in their ajmstasy. 

[Thepa/raMe of the Hunter and the Bird.} 

“But behold, I will give thee a sign that shall last for ever, 
which a certain wise man related unto me. The works of 
these men who worship idols resemble the action of a certain 
hunter [p. 54] who snared in a net a little bird, the name of 
which is ‘sh&hrftr,’ and he seized a butcher’s knife that he 
might kill it and eat it And the ‘shahrfir’ opened his mouth 
and spake unto him in a clear voice, saying, ‘0 man, what will 
the slaughter of me benefit thee, for thou canst not fill thy 
belly with me ? If thou wilt permit mo I will tell thee three 
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counsels, and if thou wilt observe them they will benefit thee 
more than every other thing in thy life.’ And the hunter was 
amazed, and he waited to hear the truth of his woj»ds, and he 
set the bir<l free quickly fi'om his cords. And ^e ‘sh&hrfir’ 
opened his month and said unto the man, ‘Never dare to 
undertake anything that thou art not able to obtain ; regret 
not anything that hath been snatched away fi’om thee ; and 
believe not a word that is untrue. Observe these three com- * 
mands and eveiy affair of thine shall be good and peacegiving.’ 
And the man marvelled at the bird and let him go free, and 
he flew up into the air. And the ‘ slifthrAr ’ wished to know if 
the hunter had nnderstoo<l the import of the words which he 
had spoken to him, and if he liad obtained benefit therefrom. 
And the bird said unto him whilst he w'as in the air, ‘0 man, 
by thine own free will a great treasure hath been snatched 
away out of thine hand, for there is in my belly a gem, a pearl, 
which is as large as the egg of an ostrich.’ And when the 
hunter heard these words he lost his senses wholly, and his 
members were loosened through sorroAv, and he lamented 
because of this thing. And he wanted to catch the bird again 
for making a mock of him and he said unto it, ‘Come to ifly 
dwelling, and I Avill devote myself to caring for thee AveU, just 
as I would for my friend, and I will send thee away with 
honour.’ And the ‘shsihrfir’ answered, saying, ‘Behold, now I 
knoAV and am certain that thy folly is absolute, for thou didst 
hear and accept Avith attention everything which I spake unto 
thee, and didst apjn'ove of the same, but thou hast not obtained 
therefrom a single advantage. Did I not say unto thee. Thou 
shalt not regret anything that hath been snatched away from 
thee? And behold, thou art sorroAving bitterly because of my 
escape from thine hand, and art regretting a matter which is 
past. And again I said unto thee. Do not seek after anything 
[p. 55] that thou art not able to obtain. And behold, thou 
didst seek the opportunity of catching me in a net, but thou 
wast not able to do so, nor to follow my flight. Moreover, I 
commanded thee not to believe a Avord that is not true, but 
behold thou didst just now believe that there was in my belly 
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a gem, a pearl, which was as large as myself. Dost thou not 
know an\l dost thou not understand that if thou didst weigh 
the whol^f me in a pair of scales I should not balance even 
the shell oAjEin egg of the ostrich? How then could I possibly 
contain within me a thing as large as myself?’ 

“Even so are foolish those who put their trust in idols which 
they have made with their own hands, and say, ‘These have 
created us’ ; and they guard them carefully from theft so that 
men may not steal them. And they call them guardians who 
save them, but this is folly, and error, and lack of under- 
standing. Therefore did David the prophet cry out concerning 
them, saying, ‘May all those who made them be like unto 
them, and all those who put their confidence in them\’ And 
it is also said concerning these men, ‘They shall be disgraced 
and ashamed who worship a graven image, and those who put 
their trust in their godsl’ And again he saith, ‘Ye sacrifice 
to devils and not to God ; they are a perverse generation and 
there is no faith in them®.’ And concerning the race which is 
thus wicked and which believeth not, he saith, ‘Go out from 
among them and separate yourselves from them that ye may 
be saved from this perverse generation ; flee and depart ye*,’ 
and other words like these. Now we have not like them many 
gods and lords, but we worship one God, God the Father, from 
Whom is everything, and we are in Him ; and one Lord 
Jesus Christ, in Whom is everything, and we exist because of 
Him, Who is the form of the Person of God most High^ the 
Firstborn of all creation and of all times, for in Him He 
created everything, that which is in the heavens, and that 
which is in the earth, likewise that which is visible, and that 
which is invisible, and everything existeth in Him, and 
without Him nothing that is came into being ; and the Holy 
Spirit, Who is One, Whom everything awaiteth, the right 
Spirit, the Spirit the Comforter, Who made the Prophets to 
prophesy, and the praise (?) of God. And these Three Names 
[p. 56] have one Nature, and each of these is known in His

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Person, and they are equal, Father, and Son, and Holy Spirit, 
the Three of These have one Godhead, and one ^bstance, 
and one sovereignty, one honour, and one powe^and They 
only differ in the names whereby They are called/ 

“One is the Father in operation, the unbegotten Begetter ; 
One is the Son in operation, the Being begotten ; and One is 
the Holy Spirit in the operation of proceeding [from the 
Father and Son]. And similarly for us from the light of the' 
Father and the Son light hath risen upon us in the splendour 
of the Holy Spirit. And of the Tlu^e Persons One became 
incarnate. He Who is God indeed, by Himself, concerning 
Whom it is known in the Trinity that through Him every- 
thing [cometh], and everything is because of Him, aud in Him 
everything existeth. And by His grace I myself had knowledge 
of thy work, and I have been sent to teach thee, and I under- 
stood Him from of old. And the end of this matter is that if 
thou believest aud art baptized thou wilt be saved, and if thou 
believest not thou wilt be condemned in the Judgement. For 
as thou thyself seest this day, the glory, aud the riches, and 
all the deceitfulness of this world, which is a thing of nothing, 
shall be changed and pass away. And they will indeed catty 
thee out from this world, and as for thy body, they will shut 
it up in a little chamber, and thou wilt be closed in by thyself. 
And it will foil to find its men (or, servants), and its friends, 
for the luxury of this world will be blotted out speedily, and 
instead of sweet scents and perfumed odours and beauty an 
odour of foulness and foetor will emanate therefrom. And as 
for thy soul, they will suspend it below the earth in the 
punishment of Sheol until the day of the Resurrection of the 
dead. And when the soul shall put on its body on that day, 
they will drive it forth from before the face of God, and they 
will carry it into the fire of Jah&nam which burneth and 
blazeth continually and unceasingly. And worse than this 
shall befall thee if thou continuest in denial [of Christ], if 
thou dost not follow me with confidence to this to which 1 
invite thee, to salvation, and dost not awake with desire to 
be covered by His splendour, and dost not follow Him with- 
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out turning aside, and dost not deny every [other god], and 
dost non^lieve in Him alone. 

‘‘And {^for Him Whom thou shalt find, thou shalt go to Him 
to rest anm joy. Hear what I say unto thee and hear Him. 
Then when thou sittest down thou shalt be [p. 57] without 
dismay, and when thou sleepest thou shalt find sleep pleasant 
and without fear, and where thou walkest stumbling shall not 
* overtake thee, and the rising up of Satans shall not appear 
unto thee. Bnt thou shalt journey in confident assurance like 
a lion, and thou shalt live in joy and gladness for ever, and 
upon thy head shall be beauty and glory and thou shalt find 
joy ; and sorrow, and suffering, and the cry of grief shall flee 
from thee. Then shall thy light be sent before thee, rising 
like the sun, and thine integrity shall go before thee, and the 
glory of God shall cover thee. At that time when thou criest 
out God shall hear thee, and when thou callest upon Him, He 
shall say ‘Here am I, I am thy Saviour Who hath destroyed 
thy sin, and it shall not be remembered [against] thee. Confess 
thou thy sin that it may be remitted to thee, and although 
thy sin be black I will make it white like snow, and although 
it* be red like scarlet I will make it to be as white as clean 
wool. For the mouth of God hath spoken thusK’ ” 

[How the prince deda/red that he abominated idolatry, and 
hoio he decided to accept Christum baptism and how he 
adied BaraMm if baptism wotdd secure for him cmnplete 
salvation.] 

And Yew3sef said unto him, “ My lord, thy words are good 
and wonderful. Indeed I do believe, and I wholly hate with 
all my heart the worship of idols. Before thy coming to me 
my soul loathed them and was in great doubt concerning 
them, and now I loathe them, and I loathe them wholly be- 
cause of what I have learned from thee, the error of them and 
the madness of their dominion. And now, I long to be the 
servant of the God of righteousness, provided that He will 
not reject me because of my manifold transgressions, because

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1 can never be worthy of being so. But He Himself i^all for- 
give me all my sins, for He is a lover of the childrenTof men, 
and He is compassionate of heart, even as thou ^self hast 
taught me ; and it is meet that He should forgiv^me, so that 
I may become His servant. I intend to receive Christian 
baptism, but shall it be by faith only ? And is Christian bap- 
tism complete salvation, or is it meet for men to add some- 
thing else thereto ? ” 

{Baraldtn’s Doctrine of Christian Baptism.'] 

[p. 58 .] And Barahlm answered, saying, “ Hear thou what 
is meet after the reception of Christian baptism, which is, that 
a man must make himself to be remote from all sins, and from 
every taint of evil. And the foundation of thy true faith must 
be built upon the performance of works of virtue, for the faith 
that is without works is a dead thing, as are works without 
faith. The Apostle Paul saith, ‘Walk ye in the Spirit. Trouble 
not yourselves M'ith the lusts of the flesh, for the works of the 
flesh are clearly visible, which are fornication, unclean mar- 
riages, fraud, the worship of idols, magic, contention, strife, 
murder, the love of money, blasphemy, drunkenness, i)ride, 
and such like things, even as I have already told thee. Those 
who do these things shall not inherit the kingdom of heaven. 
And the fruits of the Spirit arc love, joy, peace, patience, 
spiritual excellence and good qualities, faith, gentleness, 
devotion, purity of soul and borly, humility of heart with 
exceedingly great contrition, compassion, the forsaking of evil, 
watching, true repentance for what is past, that is to say, sins 
and transgressions, and lapses into sin and error, [coupled] 
with many tears, the fear of God, lamentation for sin, neigh- 
bourly love and such like things^’ And these works shall be 
unto him that believeth like steps to the man who ascendeth 
a ladder, and if thou followest from one step to another they 
will when taken together make the soul to ascend to heaven. 
He commanded us to enter in at the strait gate and to keep 
away from those things which are opposed thereto, and if after

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we know righteousness we go back and do works that are 
abominable and bring on death, once again do we become like 
unto the^'dog that retumeth to his vomit, and what the Lord 
spake shalf be fulfilled on us. ‘ When the unclean spirit hath 
gone out of a man he goeth about to a place wherein is no 
water, seeking rest and finding none, and he saith, I will go 
back to the place whence I came forth, and he cometh and 
’ findeth it empty of dirt and adorned, and there come with 
him seven other spirits worse than himself, and they go in and 
dwell there, [p. .59] and the last state of that man is worse 
than the firsts’ 

“ For holy Christian baptism submergeth in the water all 
the past sins which have been registered by the hand of the 
Most High, and it destroycth them with a destruction which 
is absolute, and it becometh a strong wall, and a solid fortress, 
and strong armour before the fe,ce of the Enemy. It doth not 
root out the power of the fiesh, but it doth destroy the work- 
ing of sin in the past. And we must not submerge ourselves 
in the tank of water only, but we must [also] believe in one 
baptism for the forgiveness of sins. And it is meet that we 
should purify ourselves, and that we should take good heed 
not to fall again into any committing of sins, but we should 
perform the commandments of God, the Most High. For He 
said unto His holy Apostles, ‘ Go ye and preach to all nations, 
and baptize them in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Spirit®.’ And not this only did He say, but 
He added, ‘and teach them everything which I Myself have 
taught you.’ And as concenieth His honourable command- 
ments the Holy Spirit resteth upon us, and as for His Apostles 
to whom He ascribed blessedness. He called them His brethren 
who were fit for the kingdom of heaven®. 

“ And He commanded us also that we should weep in this 
world, and we should become worthy of the joy which is to 
come ; and that we should be meek, and that we should 
hunger and thirst for righteousness ; that we should be com-

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paasionate and addict ourselves to giving ; that we sbjould be 
pure in heart, and be remote from all impurity, witf i sound- 
ness of heart, working peace with our neighlMu^ that we 
should suffer patiently sorrow and hatred for rignteousness’ 
sake, and for His holy Name, and everything which shall come 
upon us, so that we may receive the gift of grace, and the joy 
and gladness which arc for ever\ And He commanded us that 
our light should shine in this world, as He saith , ' that [men] * 
may see your good works and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven®.’ 

“ The Law of Moses which was given in times of old to the 
children of Israel saith thus: ‘Tliou shalt do no murder. 
Thou shalt not commit fornication. Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not become a witness of falsehood®.’ And Christ 
[p 60 ] saith, ‘ He who shall be wroth with his brother without 
a cause, for him is ready the punishment of the Judgement, 
and he who saith to his brother. Rag, for him is ready the fire 
of Jah&nam. If when thou bringest thy gift thou rememberest 
that thy brother is sorrowing over thee, set down thy gift on 
the altar, and go, first of all make friends with thy brother^’ 
And He saith, ‘Whosoever hath looked upon a woman and 
desired her hath already committed fornication with her in 
his heart®’ ; the longing of the soul and the impulse to sinful 
passion He calleth ‘fornication.’ Now the Law prohibiteth 
swearing falsely, but Christ commanded men not to swear 
oaths at all, but that they should say Yea at the time [for 
saying] Yea, and Nay at the time [for saying] Nay®. The Law 
saith, ‘ An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth,’ but Christ 
saith, ‘To him that hath smitten thy cheek turn the other 
also, and to him that hath taken thy cloak give thy shirt also, 
and with him that hath forced thee to go one stade go two, 
to him that asketh give, and him that wisheth to take from 
thee prevent him not®.’ And He saith also, ‘ Love those who 
hate you, bless those who curse you, do good to those who do

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harm you, pray for those who cheat you ; that ye may be 
children!, of your Father which is in heaven, for He maketh 
the sun tt'^ rise on the good and on the wicked, and He maketh 
the rain toifidl on tlie righteous and on those who oppress^’ 

“And He saith also, ‘Judge not that ye be not judged, for- 
give ye, and men shall forgive you. Lay not up for yourselves 
treasure on the earth where there is moth, and where thieves 
» dig through [the wall] and steal, but lay up for yourselves 
treasure in the heavens where there is no moth and where are 
no thieves. Where your treasures are there will your hearts 
be. Think not about your lives, what ye will eat, or what ye 
will drink, nor about your bodies as to what ye shall wear, for 
your Father which is in heaven knoweth about all the things 
which ye need. It is true, without falsehood, that the Creator 
of the soul and the l)ody will give food to everyone, and He 
giveth food to the birds of the heavens, and He adometh the 
earth with the beauty of flowers. Seek ye first of all the 
kingdom of heaven and all these shall be added unto you. 
Take no anxious thought for the morrow, for the morrow will 
take thought for itself*. As ye wish men to do unto you 
[p. 61] even so do ye yourselves do unto them. Enter in at 
the strait gate, for narrow is the path that leadeth unto life, 
and few are those who wish for it ; but very broad and spacious 
is the road that carrieth [a man] to destruction, and those 
who travel thereon are many. Not all those who say unto Me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven, but he 
that doeth the will of My Father which is in heaven. He who 
loveth father or mother more than Me is not worthy of Me ; 
he who loveth son or daughter more than Me is not worthy of 
Me ; he who doth not bear his cross and doth not follow Me 
is not worthy of Me*.’ 

“ As our Lord commanded the holy Apostles [to do] these 
and such like things, even so do they teach them to those 
who believe on Him. And it is meet for ns to take heed to 
the observance of all these things if we wish to arrive at the

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end, and to receive the inconoiptible crowns which Crod, the 
Righteous Judge, shall give on that day to those whc/will love 
His appearance.” 


[Hoiv the prince feared that hcuikdiding would vnd'uce despair 
and how BaraMm discoursed on the greatness of the mercy 
of God and His hwwledge of our frailty. 1 

And Yewtlscf said unto him, “If these things be laid down 
by the Law it is necessary to observe them with exceedingly 
great care and exactness. But if after [receiving] Christian 
baptism I happen to fall into sin must I of necessity become 
without hope, and will all my expectation be in vain ? ” 

And Baral&m answered him, saying, “ Think not thus, for 
the Word of God, Who became man for our salvation, knoweth 
well how great is our frailty, and He will not allow us to fall 
sick of the state of suffering wherein is no hope, but like a very 
wise and skilful physician He hath prepared for ns the wise 
healing by repentance, and He hath proclaimed thereby the 
remission of sin which He ordained when He appeai’ed. For 
after we have acquired the knowledge of righteousness, and 
have been baptized in water and in the spirit, we are purified 
by the Sign of the Cross from all sin ; and if it happen that 
we fall into [p. 62 ] sin it is not necessary for us to be baptized 
again, for this gift is given once and for all. And we are saved 
by making rq)entance, which is given unto us by our Creator, 
that is to say by fiisting, and prayer, and scalding tears, and 
these by the grace of God are called ‘baptism.’ But it is 
meet for men to fiist for a few days so that they may escai)e 
especially from a great falling into sin, and as the path is thus 
there is no sin therein, for it is vanquished by the love of God. 
But it is meet for us to follow repentance before the coming 
of death, so that we may not depart from this world in a state 
of impurity, for there is no repentance in Sheol. And for this 
reason He hath commanded us not to despair when we trans- 
gress, for we know the goodness of God, and we know that 
the Lover of men Who hath shed His blood for us hath 
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ordainet^ remission of sin because of it. Glory be to Him for 
ever and; ever ! Amen. 

“And the power of repentance is made known by many 
{tassages, and especially from the commandments and simili- 
tudes of our Lord and Redeemer Jesus Christ. In the begin- 
ning of His teaching He saith, ' Repent, the kingdom of heaven 
hath drawn nigh*.’ And He spake the parable of the son who 
•took his father’s riches, and journeyed into a far country, and 
squandered all his money therein in dissolute living, and when 
he was in that country ever sinking deeper and deeper into 
sin, he became hungry, and he went and made friends with a 
certain wicked man of that country, and it is said that this 
man sent him into his field to herd his pigs, and that he was 
not able to fill his belly with the crushed tamarinds (?) on 
which they fed the pigs. And at the time of the close of his 
life he returned from that state of disgrace, and he lamented 
over himself, saying, ‘How many hirelings are there in my 
father’s house who leave food whilst I am here suttering the 
tribulation of hunger ! I will go to my father, and I will say 
unto him, 0 father, I have sinned against heaven and before 
time. I am not fit to Im called thy son, but make me as one of 
thy hirelings.’ And he rose [p. 63] up and went to his father, 
and when his father saw him afar off, he had compassion upon 
him and made haste to embrace him. And he made a feast 
with joy because he had found him, and he slew the fatted 
calf^. 

“This parable [our Lord] made concerning those who return 
from their sins to penitence. And He indicateth [the remission 
of sins] by a clear- sign [in the parable of] the good shepherd 
who had a hundred sheep. When one of them was cast away 
he left the ninety and nine and went and sought after that 
which was lost until he found it, and he carried it on his 
shoulder, and set it with those sheep which had not strayed, 
and he cried out [the news] to his friends and neighbours. 
Thus saith our Redeemer, ‘There shall be great joy in heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth, more than over ninety and

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nine righteous men who need not repentance And ftimilarly 
the chief of the Apostles, Peter, the Rock of the Fai^h, by the 
operation of His wisdom, fell into the sin of denying [Christ]® 
at the time of the Passion of our Redeemer so that He might 
make him to know the weakness of the children of men. And 
when he rememl>ered our Lord’s words straightway he wept a 
bitter weeping, and by the shedding of scalding tears he saved 
himself from dismay, for he was instructed in conflict And* 
even though he fell he neither became weak nor did he 
despair, and this man became a master by his deeds and a 
pattern for all the world in respect of working repentance. 
And after our Lord Jesus Christ rose by the power of His 
Godhead, He asked him, saying, ‘ 0 Peter, lovest thou Me ? ’ 
and He strengthened the three denials with three questions. 
And Peter answered, saying, ‘O Lord, Thou knowest that I 
love Thee®,’ and with all this and with many other things he 
strengthened the number three, and the power of his tears is 
well known. 

“ Let us then love the casting away of sin and the driving it 
afar oflf, and the flight from it through the flow of tears, even 
as David saith, ‘ I suffered tribulation and I bathed my couch 
[with tears], and I defiled my bed with my tears*.’ It is meet 
for a man after he hath known righteousness, and the second 
birth, and the taste of the Divine Mystery, to take good heed 
with all his might, and to be afraid lest he fall, for falling is 
not a good thing for [p. 64] those who fight the spiritual fight. 
Now those who have frdleii and have not been able to rise 
up again are many. Some of them have opened the doors of 
passion and remained therein, and some of them were unable 
to flee from it ; moreover they were unable to turn to repent- 
ance and could not raise themselves up by confessing that 
they would wash away the impurity of their sins. And because 
of this suddenly cometh a fall, and when once a Ml hath come 
lust [followeth] quickly. Men shall rise up and shall fight the 
good fight®, and to those to whom it happeneth thus, let them

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rise upVuid fight the fight until the end ; for our Lord saith, 
‘Turn ye unto Me and I will turn unto you*.’ ” 

[Hmv the prince wished to be preserved from hackdiding 
after his baptism, and hmo BaraMm tatigM him how to avoid 
faUingdnto sin] 

And YewSsef answered and said unto him, “ How can a man 
•after he hath been baptized keep himself pure from every sin ? 
I wish to find the way of God with certainty, and not to be 
rejected therefrom, and I do not want to fall again after the 
remission of my sins is cflected.” 

And BaraMm said unto him, “Exceedingly good is what 
thou sayest, O king ; this is my own wish and my own desire, 
but it is a difficult matter. It is im{K)ssible for men to walk 
about in the fire and not be burnt, and it is difficult to stand 
on the fire [and not be scorched]. And it is very hard for a 
man when he is fettered with the things of the world and the 
cares thereof and when he is toiling to heap up riches and to 
find pleasure whilst he is alive, to walk without a turning 
aside from the commandment of God, and to save himself 
[from sin] entirely. For God saith, ‘A man cannot serve two 
masters, on the contrary, he will hate the one and love the 
other, and will honour the one and despise the other; ye 
cannot serve God and mammon^.’ John the Evangelist, His 
friend, the theologian, wrote in his Epistle saying, ‘ Love not 
the world nor the things that are in the world, for the love of 
the world is the lust of the flesh and of the cyea And the 
world shall pass away, and the lusts thereof with it, but he 
who doeth the Will of God [p. 66] shall abide for ever and 
ever*.’ 

“Consider then our fathers, who were inspired and who 
heard these things from the mouth of Christ. They commanded 
that after Christian baptism men should possess their souls 
undefiled. And some of them were ready to receive the second 
baptism, that is to say, to become a witness (i.e. martyr), even 
to the shedding of blood. For this martyrdom also is called 
1 Zechariah i. 3. * Matt. yi. 24. * 1 John ii. 15-17. 
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‘ baptism,’ and it is exceedingly honourable and sub&me, for 
thou canst never again be defiled by the impurity of sin. For 
those (i.e. the martyrs) gave themselves up to kings and 
governors, who were wicked men, for Christ’s sake, and they 
’ endured their tortures of every kind — now they cast them to 
the lions, and into the fire, and to the swords — ^and ttfey con- 
fessed a good confession, and they finished their course, and 
they kept their faith. And they were rewarded with the wages* 
of righteousness, and they became participators with the 
angels, and became the heirs of Christ, Who had made splendid 
their excellences, and made them to shine until the riches of 
their grace went fortli into all the earth, and the splendour of 
their teaching into all the ends of the world. And this not 
only through their condition, but through their works, and the 
shedding of their blood, and through their bones which are 
full of sanctification of every kind, and their putting of Satans 
to fiight, and their healing of those who were sick with 
grievous sicknesses. And they have told me many things — if 
we were wishful to make known their excellences, and how 
they destroyed evil men and destroyers. And they reigned in 
all the world [as] believing kings, and they contemplated at 
that time the fathers with such a right mind that they offered 
their bodies and their souls to God, the Most High, without 
reward. And they cut away every deed of passion, and they 
withdrew themselves from the reward of the body and the 
soul ; and they understood that they could not preserve this 
state without keeping the commandments of God. And they 
have taught us also that we must acquire these things and 
keep the commandments, and perfonn them during the tribu- 
lation and misery which shall come upon us, and worldly i)er- 
secution ; and they acquired another and a strange habit, 
according to the Divine [p. 66] Word. 

“And they rejected everything, and they forsook their parents, 
and their brothers, and their children, and their friends, and 
their kinsfolk, and their possessions, and their pleasure. And 
they forgot everything that is in the world, and they fied like 
the men who flee to wretched, miserable, and dangerous 
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deserts, Vand who make their habitations in the caves and 
holes of the earth. And they made themselves to be remote 
from all the joys that are in this world, and from [rich] 
apparel, and [dainty] food, and from cities, and from travel- 
ling about in them. And in this [state of life] they found two 
resting-places. One of these [consisted of] the consideration 
of this transitory world and the pains thereof so that they 
might cut off lust at its root, and blot out the memory thereof, 
in order that they might plant in their hearts the desire of 
heaven and the acquisition thereof. And the other was that 
they might destroy the work of the flesh and become martyrs 
in their wills, and that they might become like unto Christ in 
their sufferings, in so far as it lay in their power, and that 
they might become partakers with Him of his never-ending 
kingdom. And when they discerned that this intention was 
good, they left their abodes and hid themselves in caves and 
caverns. And in this manner they lived, and they acquired 
spiritual excellences and maintained them, and they re- 
nounced everything, so that they might And joy and peace. 
And they chose to make unboiled herbs their food, and on 
this insuflicicnt (or, lowering) food they fed the life of their 
bodies. And there were some of them who jmssed the whole 
week without eating, and there were some who ate twice only 
during the week, and there were others who merely tasted 
foo<l each evening; and their prayers and vigils were very 
little fewer than those of the angela And they renounced 
gold, and silver, and 2>ossessions with an absolute renuncia- 
tion, and they forgot eveiytliing that i)asseth Ixjtween the 
folk who sell and buy. And there was no room for jealousy 
and pride in them, but they made themselves to benefit by 
humility of heart, not doing anything perfectly, but they were 
men who took good heed to themselves, even as our Lord 
saith, ‘Even if ye perform all the commandments say ye. We 
are idle servants, for we have only done [p. 67] what we were 
commanded to do\’ And some of them judged concerning 
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themselves that they did nothing unless they were coiimanded 
to do so. 

“ And similarly each and every one of them acquired the 
good mind, and there was no empty boasting in them, and 
they did not disfigure (?) the face because of the things for 
which they forsook the world and dwelt in the deserts. They 
awaited tlieir reward from God and not from man, and they 
believed in their minds that the toil which is peiformed foi* 
empty praise is without reward, inasmuch as it is performed 
in the sight of men. And those who crave for the glory that 
is celestial, and long tor the same renounced the things of 
earth, and they struggled until each [virtue] was perfected in 
them, and they withdrew themselves from the habitation of 
men all the days of their life; and because of this they 
became nigh unto God. And there were some of them who 
set their habitation far from those of their companions, and 
each one [lived] by himself. And on the First Day of the 
Week they assembled in the holy church to receive the 
Divine Mystery, which is the Ofiering of the Body and holy 
Blood of Christ, the Honoui'able One, which He bestowed on 
believers for the remission of their sins, to illumine and to 
sanctify soul and body, each being strengthened by the other 
by exercising himself in divine words. And they revealed [to 
each other] their methods of fighting against invisible oppo- 
nents, so that [Satan] might not snare among them any one 
of those who did not know how to enter into the fight. And 
then they went back again into their places, laying up the 
honeycomb of their spiritual excellences in rags, the honey 
which encourageth to perfect longings, and they made from 
this the sweet fruit which is profitable for the heavenly table. 

“And others walked in the living ordinances which made 
[them] comi>anions and caused to gather together a numerous 
company into a single community. And they cast aside their 
own wills by the command of all the believers, and they slew 
their desires with the knives of command, and they counted 
themselves as slaves who were sold of their own free will. 
I say then that those men lived not their own lives but the 
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life of (ihrist, Who dwelt in them, Whom they followed, and 
for Whom they [p. 68] denied [themselves] everything when 
they withdrew from the world. Among the various grades of 
these men healings were granted, with them men took refuge 
from death and they denied the inferior nature through a 
longing for that which was more sublime than the earthy 
nature. There were some who walked upon the earth after 
'the manner of angels, singing and praising God, and they 
were strong men like the martyrs, who made [their] con- 
fession by striving [to do] what was commanded. And then 
was fulfilled the Divine word, ‘ Wheresoever two or three are 
gathered together in My Name I will be in their midstV 
Now by ‘two or three’ He meaneth the whole assembly which 
is without number, and the single or double places wherein 
few or many are gathered together for the sake of His holy 
Name and where they worship Him in lowliness of heart. We 
believe and we confess that there He will be with His ser- 
vants and that He will be in them. And by these signs beings 
made of dust shall emulate the work of heavenly beings, with 
fasting, and vigil, and prayer, and scalding tears, and remem- 
brance of death, and withdrawal from anger, and silence of 
the lips, and toil boldly performed in purity, and with hu- 
mility, and patience, and with perfect love of God and love 
of our neighbour. And in this wise they finished their days 
like the angels. And because of this God adonied them with 
signs and wonders, and He made the grace of their marvellous 
manner of life to be noised abroad and to resound in all the 
world. 

“And if I were to describe to thee the course of one of 
them [whose name] is preserved in my mouth, and who is 
called Anthony ^ thou wouldst understand and wouldst wonder 
how it came about that a tree with such dense foliage (?) and 
such sweet fi'uit, and such well-grown luxuriant branches,

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had made its foundation upon tranquillity, and hoir it was 
that the height thereof reached unto the firmament which is 
raised on high. It is meet for him to receive blessings from 
our Redeemer. And others also fought the spiritual fight in 
the same way as did he, and found heavenly crowns ; blessed 
are those who loved God. And because of love of Him they 
renounced everything. They continued to weep day and night, 
so that they might find everlasting joy, and they subdued thd 
thoughts [p. 69] of their own good pleasure, so that they might 
be exalted in the next world. And they reduced their bodies 
by hunger, and thirst, and vigil, so that they might receive 
the freedom of spiritual beings and the pleasure of the 
Garden of Joy, and the kingdom which is for ever; and they 
became pure in heart and habitations of the Holy Spirit 
They crucified themselves in this world, so that they might 
stand on the right hand of Him Who was crucified for them. 
They girded up their loins and kept their lamps ready at all 
times, and waited for the coming of the immortal Bridegroom. 
They acquired two bright eyes of the understanding, whereof 
the vision was keen, and they kept themselves always on the 
watch for that terrifying hour; and they kept their gaze fixed 
on those good things which will not pass away, and u])on the 
punishment and torture which is for ever. And it was graven 
in their hearts and they longed M'ith great anxiety to find 
that glory which endureth for ever. And now they go about 
among those who resemble them in their course, and who are 
blessed even as they are, for with the eye of their heart which 
cannot be deceived they have removed the weight of the 
things that are transitory and that do not endure. And they 
denied [themselves] of all this for treasure laid up, namely, 
the good things that neither pass away nor die, and they 
were strong thereby. Such were these holy and strange men ! 

“ And as for us who are feeble it is not right for us to com- 
pare ourselves with them, for we have not attained to the 
celestial wisdom which dwelleth in heaven. But as far as it 
is possible for our feebleness and the shattered condition of 
our fieeting strength, let ns imitate their course and array 
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oiunselTes in this outward garb. And if we have transgressed 
in our actions, behold, there is divine hope [left for us]. We 
know that He will give us help in the sin of the depravity 
which hath been planted in us, when we receive divine baptism. 
Let ns follow the words of these blessed men, and let us 
understand thoroughly the fleeting nature of the things of 
the world, which are fleeting things wherein is no profit, and 
are lighter than dreams, and the shadow that vanisheth, and 
the breath in the air. Even so are the things [p. 70] of this 
world which they have taught us not to love at all, nay, we 
must hate them with a perfect hatred, for it is meet for a man 
to hate them, because they waste in wrath all his friendship 
which is given unto them, and they bring him continually to 
sorrow, and we become emptied of all goodness. And love of 
the things of the world layeth a heavy burden upon men, and 
it casteth down those who have raised themselves up. Thus 
is its appearance and thus are its gifts. It hateth its friends 
and it heapeth disgrace upon those who do not perform its 
good pleasure. It maketh evil to descend upon all those 
who trust it, and it cntteth the roots of those who put 
confidence in it It maketh a covenant with the foolish, and 
it maketh false promises to them, so that it may drag them 
to itself. And when they fulfil their desires from it, they 
know straightway that the world is a liar and is evil. And it 
never fiilfilleth what it hath promised in anything whatsoever, 
for to-day it inclineth favourably to their desires, and causeth 
to enjoy food, and to-morrow it will assign food to their enemy. 
To-day it maketh one of them a king, and to-morrow it will 
bring him back to evil things and disgrace. To-day it giveth 
him a thousand good things, and to-morrow it will set him in 
want and misery. To-day it setteth a crown of glory on his 
head, and to-morrow it will bring him down to the earth, and 
he will fall on his face. To-day it adometh his neck with 
glory and with a state of boasting, and to-morrow it will bind 
iron fetters about his neck. It maketh him to be beloved by 
everyone for a moment, and after a little while it will make 
him to be hated excessively. To-day it giveth him pleasure 
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and maketh him to ei\joy himself, and to-morrow it ss^deneth 
him with tears and groaning and lamentation. 

“And what is the end which shall be theirs? Hearken now. 
It setteth the abode of those who love it in the fire of Jah&n- 
nam, the place of wailing and destruction. The form of its 
manner is always thus, and its attribute is thus: It spareth 
not those who are dead, and it hath no compassion on those 
who lire, for it hath seduced with evil the former and snared 
them in its nets, and as for the latter, it wisheth to hasten its 
own work, [p. 71 ] and it hath no desire that anyone should 
escape from his own evil net And these forsooth serve God ! 
Behold, by the depravity of their hearts they make themselves 
remote from glory, but they themselves frU whilst expecting 
their dissolution, through the love of transitory things, never 
thinking at all about Him Who shall come [to] the world. 
And they prepare for the pleasure of fieshly things, and they 
cast away their soul to be dissolved by hunger and sated by 
thousands of evil things.

“And these seem to me to resemble the man who fied before 
the face of the rhinoceros in great fear. He was unable to 
endure the hearing of the sound of its grunting, and its awful- 
ness, and he fied with all his might, so that it might not make 
him its food ; and as he fied precipitately, being sorely afraid 
of it, he fell into the depths of a very deep weU. And as he 
was fidling he stretched out his hands and laid hold of a tree 
which had two branches. These he grasped firmly witli both 
his hands, and his feet stood on the sides of the tree, and he 
thought that in this manner he had found safety, and that he 
could not be shaken off. And as he was looking he saw two 
locusts, the one white and the other black, which were all the 
time eating through the branches that he was grasping with 
great firmness ; and he dared not cling to them until they were 
eaten through by the locusts. And he looked down the well 
and saw a serpent of terrifying appearance which breathed 
out fire, and its eyes emitted flashes of fire with fierce anger, 
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and it opened its mouth towards him and wanted to swallow 
him up. And he turned his gaze to the support whereou his 
feet rested, and saw four serpents putting out their heads 
from the cleft of the tree wherein was their nest on which he 
was supporting himself. And he lifted up his eyes and saw a 
bee making honey, which was dropping down from the top of 
the tree with the two branches, and he licked the honey with 
*hi8 tongue, and enjoyed the taste thereof; and he rejoiced 
therein, and his heart was relieved from anxiety about his 
condition. And he ceased to occupy his mind with thoughts 
of the trouble that surrounded him, and he paid no heed to 
the fact that the rhinoceros was at the top of the well snorting 
and seeking to devour him, and that below in the depths of 
the well there was also the serpent which [p. 72] was opening 
its mouth to swallow him up, and that the branches which 
he was grasping were well-nigh eaten through [by the locusts], 
and that his feet were resting on a place which had no sti*ength 
in it, and that he was unable to save himself from the four 
serpents. And that man forgot all those troubles and their 
difficulties, and gave his heart relief by the enjoyment of the 
taste of a little honey. Now those who are dissolved in the 
seductive love of the world are like unto this man. 

“Behold, I now come to explain this parable unto thee. The 
rhinoceros is the commandment of death which is always im- 
pelling a man to run so that he may come to the kin of Adam. 
The well is the world, which is full of every kind of suffering 
and evil, and it symbolizeth the grave. The tree with two 
branches, which was always being devoured by locusts, is our 
appointed span of life which is [always being] consumed and 
passing away. The black locust is the night and the white 
locust is the day. The four serpents are the four transitory 
and unstable natures in the children of men, which, if they 
be withdrawn from their grade or are set in a state of com- 
motion, destroy the man through this natural constitution of 
the body. And the serpent [in the well] may be likened unto 
the belly of Sheol, the fire of which burneth to receive those 
who have chosen this commotion of transient things in pre- 
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ference to the good things which are to come. And the honey 
is the ei^joyment and desire of the world, which deceiveth 
those who are its friends, and doth not permit them to occupy 
themselves with the salvation of their souls.” 

And YewSsef answered and said, “Verily, this is indeed 
truth, and it agreeth with thy words. Delay not in making 
clear to me such similitudes and examples as these, always 
instructing me so that I may know thoroughly well what thef 
life in this transitory world is, and what shall come upon us 
at the end thereof.”

And the honourable sage Baral&m answered him, saying, 
“ Behold, those who love the joy of this transitory life and 
the love of the world [p. 73] and those who appreciate the 
savour of the desires thereof, and who choose transitory 
things in preference to those which do not pass away, are 
like unto the man who had three Mends. To two of these 
he paid honour, and he fought for them, and he multiplied 
exceedingly the trouble which he took on their behalf; but 
he utterly despised the third, and paid him no honour what- 
soever. Now he did not love him truly, as was meet, though 
outwardly he showed him some little affection. One day there 
came to him soldiers, whose appearance was terrifying and 
alarming, and they had ridden fast and hard. And they made 
many enquiries and asked many questions, and they had been 
ordered to take that man to the king ; and he was to bring 
with him the amount of a debt which he owed, [some] thousands 
of talents. Now as the matter was a serious one for him, and 
he called to mind the terrifying judgement hall of the king, 
he wished that there was some one who would help him. 

“And early the following morning he went to his chief friend 
whom he loved dearly, and said unto him, ‘ Thou knowest, O 
my friend, how at all times 1 have devoted myself to thy wel- 
fare. Behold, I want thee now, this very day, to help me, and 
to deliver me from the great tribulation which encompasseth 
me. With what wilt thou help me now ? And for what may 
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I hope from thee, 0 my friend?’ And that friend answered 
him, saying, ‘ I have never been a friend of thine, and 1 know 
not whence thou comest. I have other friends with whom it 
is meet for me to rejoice this day, and henceforth I shall make 
them my friends. But behold, I will now give thee two ragged 
garments which thou mayest wear on the road which thou 
art to travel, but in the matter of the debt they will benefit 
•thee in no way whatsoever. Do not hope for anything else 
from me.’ 

“And when [the debtor] heard this he gave up all hope of 
the help which he had expected to receive from him, and he 
departed straightway to another friend of his. And he said 
unto him, ‘Remember, 0 my friend, how many benefits I 
have bestowed upon thee, and how great is the beauty of the 
affection which I have manifested towards thee. Behold, this 
day I have fallen into great sorrow and tribulation, and I need 
a helper who will help me. Tell me how much assistance thou 
canst afford me.’ And this friend answered and said unto him, 
‘ I am unable [p. 74] to mix myself up in this affair to-day ; 
besides this I am much occupied, and I am hard-worked, and 
sorely perplexed. Now I will walk a little way on the road 
with thee, for I cannot be of benefit to thee in anything 
[else]; but I must come back to my place quickly and be at 
my work and attend to my business about transitory things.’ 
And [the debtor] came back empty from that man also, and 
was sorrowful all the way. And he ascribed woe to his false 
expectation, and to his evil-minded friends to whom formerly 
he had given pleasure, and whom he had loved, and who were 
now useless to him. 

“And he went to his third Mend, to whom he had never 
given any cause for satisfaction, and whom he had never 
accepted as a participator in his pleasure, and said unto him 
with a face of shame, and with constraint and trepidation, 

‘ It ill beseemeth me to show my face before thee and to lift 
up mine eyes to thee, for I know full well that 1 have never 
performed for thee one good deed, and that I have never 
turned to thee in Mendship. But I have come unto thee 
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now because of the trouble that hath overtaken me^ and I 
have not obtained either help or assistance from my other 
friends. And if thou hast the power, and thou canst afford 
lue a little help, I pray thee withhold it not from me and do 
not thrust me aside b^use of my wicked disposition which 
I have shown towards thee.’ And that friend answered him 
with a bright and glad face [saying], ‘I, O my friend, have 
indeed remembered thee often, and few indeed are the good, 
deeds which thou hast done for me. Behold, I will reward 
thee for them this day, and will add to their reward that 
which is due ; be neither afraid nor alarmed. I will go before 
thy face and will petition the king on thy behalf, and he will 
not deliver thee over into the hand of thine enemies ; be of 
good courage now, 0 my friend, and fear not’ At that 
moment [the debtor] was afraid, and he shed tears with 
burning anguish of heart, and said, ‘ Woe is me ! On whom 
shall I rely for comfort? On what hath passed or what is yet 
to come ? I will weep then for my wasted kindness and com- 
passion on my lying friends who would not remember my 
goodness [to them]. Woe be to my heart and to my folly 
that I did not make friends with this healing friend!”’ 

[p. 75] And this story pleased Yewdsef and he demanded an 
explanation thereof from the sage. And Baral&m answered, 
saying, “The first friend is riches, and the love of money 
which is in them [i.e. in men] casteth a man down into 
thousands of troubles, and in that love he findeth much 
misery. And when the time of his death cometh he can take 
with him nothing but useless rags, that is to say, only the 
cloths in which his body is wrapped. And the second friend 
is a man’s wife, and his children, and the rest of his kinsfolk 
to whom his mind inclineth, and he neglecteth his soul through 
his affection for them. But in the hour of death we obtain no 
benefit from them, and he can only go to the grave alone; 
sometimes even they go back [from his grave] to their laughter 
and pleasure. And the third fnend, whom he neglecteth and 
maketh to see that he is nothing [to him], is the chief works 
of spiritual excellence, namely fitith, hope, love, troth of word, 
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alms and oblations, and the rest of the company of virtues of 
all kinds, which will go before our face when we depart from 
this world. And they petition God on our behalf, and they 
deliver us from the hand of our evil enemies by their voices 
which they lift up over us in the air, which is the abode of 
those who wish to pass a severe sentence of judgement upon 
us. This is the third friend — the beautiful love which setteth 
^n its mind only the beauty of our works ; and it rewardeth 
us with an increased reward.” 

And Yewdsef answered and said unto him, “ 0 the splendid 
reward that thou shalt have from thy God, O thou wisest of 
all men of understanding ! Behold now, my soul rejoiceth 
more and more with each utterance in the desirable words 
which thou utterest. Make me to know also the manner of 
the transitory character of this world, and by what means a 
man may go through it in safety and confidence.”

And the excellent Baral^ answered, saying, “ Certain men 
have told me that there was a very great city the inhabitants 
of which were in the habit [p. 76] of taking a man who was a 
stranger, one whom they did not know, one who knew nothing 
whatsoever of the laws of this city, and who was wholly un- 
aetjuainted with their ways and customs, and appointing him 
king. And it is said that he niled over them and had absolute 
power over them, according to his own good will and pleasure, 
for the period of one whole year. And at the end of the year, 
during which he had lived in a state of pleasure unmixed with 
sorrow, and in satiety and gladness, he imagined that the 
kingdom would remain to him for ever. At that moment [the 
people] rose up against him suddenly, and despoiled him of 
the royal purple apparel, and made him to appear in the city 
naked before the whole community. And then they drove 
him out and settled him on a large island, wliich was a long 
way off and was very rugged and barren. And it was impos- 
sible for him to obtain food to satisfy his need, and he could 
get nothing to wear, and he remained hungry and naked. 
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And he was always sorrowful in mind, and [wondered] why 
his former glory, which he had never thought or expected 
would pass away, had dejiarted from him. 

“And according to the custom of the men of [that] city they 
chose in his room for the sovereignty a man whom they found. 
And he was [by chance] a man of very great knowledge, and 
full [of wisdom], and his understanding did not change be- 
cause of the glory and power which suiTounded him, and ib 
did not diminish by reason of his royal position, as did tliat 
of those who had gone forth in difficulty and in much sorrow. 
And he used to meditate anxiously how he could improve the 
state of his mind, and he kept a stiict watch over himself. 
And at that time he studied and investigated matters like a 
man who is wise in counsel, and he considered the behaviour 
of the men of that city in respect of his predecessors ; and he 
knew the places of exile, and he learned of a certainty that 
it was right for him to choose [one of them] for himself And 
when he knew of a certainty that after a shoil; time the people 
would exile him to that island, and that he would have to 
leave the possessions which were stored up for others, straight- 
way he opened unrestrainedly his treasure stores, over which 
he had been apiminted, and he took out much money, and 
gold, and silver, and gems of great price. And he sent them 
away time after time by the hands of faithful [p. 77] servants, 
and they took them to that island to which the people would 
exile him a [little] later. And when the year was completed 
the men of the city rose up, and stripped him of the royal 
apparel, and drove him out to live with those kings whom 
they had expelled. Now these kings, each of whom had been 
king in his period, lived in tribulation and poverty. And that 
king who was wise in his counsel, and who had taken care to 
provide the means beforehand by sending on riches before 
his face, lived on food in good health, and had money always 
and pleasure which was never ending. And he put away from 
his soul the fear of the men of that city who were treacherous 
and not to be trusted ; and he lived in riches through that 
excellent counsel which was full of all wisdom. 
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“And now [0 king], do thou understand the following 
explanation of this story. The city is this world, which is 
deceitful and transient. And the people thereof are the chiefti 
and nobles who have gotten possession of the world of dark 
things of this transitory time, and who seduce us with the 
taste of its things which are to be desired for a moment only, 
and who force us to occupy ourselves with agreeable things 
•which grow old, and which we imagine to be without corrup- 
tion. And in this way we are seduced, and there doth not 
enter into us even one thought of the things that abide for 
ever, and we do not lay up any treasure at all for the life 
in the next world, which eudureth for ever. And suddenly 
cometh the Angel of Death, and [the angels] will separate us 
from this world, and from the men of the city who are op- 
pressors and evil ones, and we shall be naked like the man 
who hath consumed all his days, and they will take us into 
the land of darkness, and we shall be in the land wherein the 
moon doth not appear nor life in the flesh. And the good and 
trustworthy counsel which is well known in all generations, 
and which saved that wise king, is the diniiniitiveness and 
contemptibleness of myself who came to thee to show thee 
the path of goodness and the benefit wherein there is no 
deceit. This shall give thee the life [p. 78] everlasting whereof 
there is no end, and shall counsel thee to acquire and to lay 
up for thyself here treasure which shall be all glory ; and it 
shall make thee to be remote fi’om the error of this transitory 
world. 

“At one time I was its vessel (?), and because of its prompt- 
ings I observed carefully with the two eyes which were not 
led astray how they themselves were tempted all their days 
by the things which passed from men; some of them went 
beforehand, and some of them followed after; there was no- 
thing among them which was enduring and which did not 
pass away. Among the things that make riches there was 
nothing enduring, the strength of the strong did not endure, 
the wisdom of the wise did not endure, nor the repose of those 
who dwelt in confident security, nor the pleasure of those who 
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enjoyed themselTes. And in the belaudings that belong to 
this world there was found to be neither cause for boasting 
nor support Moreover, their work resembleth the passage of 
the water of the rivers which floweth into the depths of the 
sea; even so are all their transitory things. And for this 
reason I understood that they are all vanity and are profit- 
less. Like all those who have gone before [us], and who are 
forgotten and have disappeared, even so shall glory be for-, 
gotten, whether it be that of a king, or that of a nobleman, 
or that of a mighty man of war, or that of any one like unto 
these ; and likewise even if time maketh a treaty with these 
transitory things they will perish and decay. And I myself 
who am one of them shall fiill (now there is no mistake about 
this) into a state of change and agedness according to un- 
failing custom ; and as those who have gone before me were 
not permitted to ei^oy themselves with the things that pass 
away, even so shall it be with me. And as it is evident in the 
case of men that He assigneth ever to them movement, and 
removeth them firom this world to the next, so one half of 
them He removeth from riches to poverty, and some of them 
He removeth from poverty to riches. Some He taketh out 
of the world and bringeth others in their places, and some of 
the men of understanding He reduccth to disgrace ; and He 
heapeth honour upon those who are silly and upon those who 
play the fool, and He setteth upon thrones of honour those 
who have no wisdom. 

“ And the human race find it very difficult to see that they 
have not in them the strength which would enable them to 
stand up before the face of its spoiler. Moreover it is like 
the dove which [p. 79] fleeth before the face of the vulture 
and the hawk. The dove goeth from place to place, at one 
time taking shelter in a tree or in a cave, and at another in a 
hole in the rocks, and it casteth itself about hither and thither 
uttering many cries, and it findeth no place whereto it can 
fiec and feel safe ; and it wandereth about continually in 
agitation and fear. Even so are those who love fieeting things ; 
it is a bestial love and they sufifer therein the snflering of 
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misery. And they have no strength in them, and they know 
not what will happen to them at their end because of this, 
nor where will lead them this deceitful world, to which 
they have dedicated themselves so devotedly even after they 
have known it, and they have preferred evil to goo<l, and 
have travelled the path of evil instead of the path of good. 
And they do not know who shall inherit the fruit of their 
difficult and painful toil, or whether the inheritors will be of 
their own kinsfolk or people whom they themselves have 
chosen. And who knoweth whether they will not be without 
friends and neighbours, and have only enemies who will oppose 
[their wishes]? All these things and the things that follow 
them shall come into the hall of the soul. 

“I myself straightway hated this, and the whole period of 
my transitory life, and all the vain work which draggeth it 
(the soul) into fleeting things that dissolve it with earthly 
suffering. And straightway I cast off from my soul this tribu- 
lation, and I removed from myself everything, and I followed 
righteousness and the good that is good indeed, which is to 
be loved and which maketh its foundation. And I knew that 
this is the beginning of all good things, and one calleth 
[it] the 'beginning of wisdom.’ Moreover it is itself perfect 
wisdom, and is itself the life which sorrow shall not reach, 
and it is remote from causing shame to those who acquire it, 
and men become strong thereby and place confidence in God. 
And 1 made strong my mind on this path, the path of the 
commandments of God wherein is no error. And 1 knew well 
that there was in it no stumbling, and no crookedness, and 
no rugged place, and no pit, and no terror, and that it was 
a well-paved path without a stumbling-block, and without 
thom-bushes and noxious growth. On the contrary, [I knew] 
that it was a straight and a good path, which maketh to 
rejoice by the fainiess of [p. 80] its appearance the eyes of 
those who travel thereon in purity, and especially of those 
who look out for it, and who await the good tidings of salvation 
[or, safety], so that they may hasten to travel on it with the 
feelings of pleasure which are everlasting. And because of

my error in former times, and my seduction which was due to 
my madness, I devoted myself to the travelling upon it with 
vigour. And rightly did I choose it and prefer it to every 
[other road], and I began to build the habitation for my soul 
which had Mien down and was in ruins. And thus I made 
plans for myself. And I made wrath to withdraw &om within 
my heart, and I heard the sound of the words of the wise 
man teaching and crying out to me, saying, ‘O all ye who 
desire salvation, get ye out, and separate ye youraelves from 
the error of the world which changeth its appearance, and 
which after a very little [time] will not exist. Get ye out, 
turning not back, and j’e shall caiTy [with you] the provision 
for the life which is for ever, and the taste of the pleasure 
thereof. For ye will have to travel over a road which reacheth 
afar and which will require many necessary things and many 
provisions, and ye shall find a place of rest for ever, a place 
wherein there are two cities that contain many habitations. 
One of these God hath prepared for those who love Him and 
perform His commandments, and it is full of every kind of 
beautiful thing. And those who are worthy of it shall live 
therein for ever, without corruption and without becoming 
old, where, as they have heard, there is no sufiering, and no 
sorrow, and no lamentation. And the second [city] is full of 
darkness and sufiering and sadness, and it is prepared for 
Satan and his hosts. Therein shall be cast those who do evil 
things, and those who have loved transitory things instead of 
the things that abide and pass not awaj' ; and there they 
shall fall into corruption quickly and there [the angels who 
punish] shall make them food for everlasting fire.’ 

“ And when I heard these words and knew the truth thereof, 
I appointed me a work whereby I might attain to that habi- 
tation, which is firee from hunger and sorrow, and is full of 
every kind of good thing, and of which I now have the know- 
ledge that it is for ever. [p. 81] And behold, I have attained 
to a part of the knowledge thereof, like a child who is growing 
up little by little in the spiritual life, and 1 see, as in a mirror, 
the things that are there, but when the full time hath arrived 
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and 1 shall see Him face to faceS then He will do away my 
shame and disgrace. And now I give thanks to Gk)d, in Jesus 
Christ our Lord, for, behold, the Law of the Holy Spirit in 
the spirit of life hath carried away from me the Law of »n 
and death, and hath opened mine eyes to the sight of the 
vision wherein is no error. The mind of the flesh is death, 
and the mind of the spirit is life and peace, even as I myself 
know ibe deceitfulness of transient things and the manner in 
which they lead astray, and 1 hate them vrith a perfect 
hatred. 

“ And I give thee likewise this same counsel so that thou 
mayest understand quickly, and mayest learn and know in 
thy heart the transitoriness of the world which is nigh unto 
thee. And thou must receive in this world all the things 
thereof, and mayest lay up for thyself the treasure of liberty, 
which is for ever, and which neither passeth away nor cometh 
to an end, the riches that poverty cannot find. When these 
riches are thine thou wilt go to Him without hindrance. 
And when thou departest thou wilt not be a man needy and 
destitute, but the possessor of the necessary means which it 
is meet to possess, the which thou wilt have laid up before- 
hand for thyself.” 

[Haw the prince asked Baraldm how he covdd lay up irechsiire 
in heaven, and how Baraldm eoeplained to him the efficacy 
of almsgiving^ 

And Yew&sef answered, saying, “ How is it jwssible for me 
to send on for myself before-hand treasure of money and 
possessions in this world, so that when 1 depart to that world 
1 shall find pleasure unending and incorrujitible ? And how 
can 1 hate that which is visible and choose that that which is 
invisible shall come? Explain also this to me openly with 
goodness and sincerity.” 

And the excellent BaraJftm answered and said, “ Thy sending 
money and riches on to that place which is for ever is an 
easy matter. If thou wilt give it to the needy, it will be

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doubled for thee and thou wilt lay up treasure in the other 
world. One of the prophets, that is to say, Daniel, whose 
words are true, said unto King Nebuchadnezzar, *0 king, 
let my counsel be pleasing unto thee [p. 82] so that Gk)d 
may pardon thee thy sins caused by thy abundant injustice 
because of thy showing compassion on the poor^’ And there 
is the word of our Redeemer Who said, ‘Acquire for your- 
selves friends by the mammon of injustice, so that when y6 
depart they may receive you into their houses which are for 
ever®.’ And behold, well did our Lord lay down, both in the 
beginning and at the end, many precepts concerning the 
giving of alms, and in His saying, ‘ Blessed are the merciful, 
for to them mercy shall be shown®.’ Likewise everything 
which is given into the hand of the poor and needy shall be 
increased very greatly, and it is laid up as treasure in the 
other world with the usury thereon, for everything which 
shall be done to them, provided that it is something which 
pleaseth God, shall be rewarded twofold, even as He Himself 
said, ‘He shall be rewarded a hundredfold, and he shall in- 
herit life everlasting^' For He knoweth the bene&ctions and 
the gifts that are sublime and that give life. For this reason 
renounce the treasure of this world in the desires whereof 
thou hast been submerged for many days, and set thyself free 
to turn away from the attraction thereof. By these ^fts of 
transitory things thou shalt buy the things that endure for 
ever, and by this help of God thou wilt be able to examine 
closely the destruction of the state of this world and to hold 
it lightly. And thou shalt journey on without sorrow for 
transitory things, and thou shalt depart to the abiding things 
that shall exist for ever. Thou wilt have removed the apparel 
of darkness and the works of death, and thou wilt have re- 
nounced this world, and that which is closely bound up with 
this world. And as for the flesh which groweth old, treat it as 
if it were thine enemy, and commit thyself to the care of the 
light which is not to be met with in the [present] manner of 
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thy journeying. Take upon thy shoulders the life-giving 
Cross, and follow Him without any turning back, so that thou 
mayest be praised with Him, and mayest become heir of the 
life which is unending, wherein is no deception.” 

[How the prince enquired whether the commandmmte order- 
ing self-abnegation and the renunciation of the world were 
laid down hy the Apostles and others in ancient times, or 
whether they were of recent originJ] 

And Yewksef answered, saying, “Now as concerning the 
renunciation of everything, the abandonment of everything, 
and the acquisition of a life as difficult as that which thou 
hast already described to me : Did ye learn these things of 
old? Did ye receive them traditionally [p. 83] from the 
commandments of the Apostles? Or were they ordained in 
recent times ? Or were these ordinances laid down thus by 
thyself, or didst thou choose them thyself?” 

And the honourable Baralam made answer to these questions 
and said unto him, “ It is not a Law which I have &shioned 
newly that 1 declare unto thee — ^fitr be it from me to do 
such a thing — but it is that which I have received from 
olden time. The Lord said unto the man who asked Him, 

‘ 0 Master, what shall I do that I may inherit the life which 
is everlasting?’ (Now that man boasted himself, saying, ‘I 
have kept everything which is written in the Law.’) And the 
Lord answered and said unto him, ‘ One thing is left for thee 
[to do] ; go and sell everything that thou hast and give [it] 
to the poor, and lay up for thyself the treasure which is in 
the heavens, and take up thy cross, and come, follow Me.’ 
And when he heard this the man departed being sorrowful, 
for he was very rich. And when the Lord Jesus saw him 
thus sorrowful. He said, ‘Assuredly it is difficult for those 
who have treasure to enter into the kingdom of heaven; it is 
easier for a camel to go through the hole of the needle than 
for the rich man to enter into the kingdom of heaven V And 
all the saints heard this commandment, and they were ready 

> Matt xix. 16 ff. 
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forthwith to separate themselves from riches, seeing that the 
difficulty caused by them was so great And they cut them- 
selves off completely from them, and they distributed all 
they had among the poor, and prepared for themselves the 
riches that are everlasting and indestructible. And they took 
up of their own free will the lifegiving Cross, and followed 
Him in the love of Christ God. Some of them died by 
martyrdom, and some of them fought the fight in silent con^ 
templation, but they let drop nothing of this work. This 
then is the true pffilosophy, the knowledge whereof it is 
necessary for thee to know well, namely, that this command- 
ment that we must turn away from transitory things, and 
make ourselves partners with the things that are abiding, is 
from Christ our King and God.” 

[How the prhwe enquired why these ancient commandments 
were not universaMy observed at that time, a/nd how BaraMm 
showed him that it was dm to the wiffid blindness ofmen.^ 

And Ycwdsef answered and said unto him, “ If this philo- 
sophy be so honourable and so ancient why doth not the 
multitude practise this wisdom to-day ?” 

[p. 84] And Baral§m said unto him, “Behold, those who 
have found it and acquired it are many, but many are lazy 
and have held themselves back from it, even as our Lord 
said, ‘Those who travel on the road that maketh sorrowful 
and is difficult are few, and those who travel on the road 
that is broad are many'.’ Those who travel possessed entirely 
by the love of money and by the counsel thereof seek the 
love of desirable things and the love of vain glory which 
leadeth astray. Behold, they become aliens from God, and 
they are fettered. For the soul which is in absolute despair 
cannot do the works of excellence ; behold, it is ready to 
be dragged into bestial lusts, even as David the prophet 
lamented concerning the folly (or madness) which is poured 
out on souls like these, and concerning the gloom and dark- 
ness that covereth them over. And he lamented over the 

* Matt. vii. 13, 14. 
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crasenesB of their hearts and the stubbornness of their minds, 
saying, * O ye sons of ibe children of men, how long will ye 
make heavy your hearts ? Why do ye love vanity ? Why do 
ye follow falsehood^ ?’ Why do ye imagine that this present 
world and the pleasure thereof are a great matter? And 
why do ye esteem vain praise, which is a naked thing and 
abideth in disgrace ? The work that they do because of it is 
vain, that is to say, those who travel on that road are of 
more [importance] than the things which they send before. 
And the way is superior to [all] these, because it doth not 
act deceitfully. Vain praise is a mass of dust; one might call 
it a marriage of four [wives], seeing that it changeth and 
dismisseth them, one by one, to the last of them. And it is 
dissolved like vapour which is intangible, nay, it departeth 
like the shadow. 

“ And our Lord, to Whom be praise ! commanded the Pro- 
phets, and the Apostles, and all the Saints to preach in the 
strongest terms, and to work to their utmost for the rousing 
up of everyone to the way of spiritual excellences, wherein 
there is no error. And Wause of this those who travel 
thereon are few, whilst those who choose the broad road 
which leadeth [p. 86] to destruction are many. And because 
of this it is not meet for us to belittle wisdom and the divine 
course, but we should regard them like the bright sun which 
shineth upon all, and sendeth forth its splendour, showing 
compassion, under command, to everyone and illumining all 
And there are some who cover over their eyes, it being their 
wish not to see its light ; now the darkness of the sun is 
because of their pride. And it is not meet that all men 
should neglect and renounce the praise of its excellence be- 
cause of the folly of these othere, for these others deprive 
themselves of the light which illumineth, for those are blind 
who dash themselves against a wall and who Ml into many 
pits. And the shining sun is permanent in its constitution, 
and in the splendour of its beauty, and it illumineth these 
when shining with its light And with this, a sublime simili- 
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tude ! may be compared the light of Christ, which illumineth 
every man abundantly. He hath bestowed upon us the 
splendour of His light, and hath made every man a partner 
therein in proportion to his desire and vigilance ; His is the 
sun of righteousness Who never letteth Himself be lacking to 
any one of those who desire to see Him. And He never com- 
pelleth any one of those who chose darkness of their own free 
will, but every one ruleth the good pleasure of his heart with 
his own permission as long as he liveth in this visible workL” 

[Hmv the prince asked BaraMm for eacplavwitiom of the 
temia “ Free will ” (avre^ov<riov) and “ Choice ” (wpoa/pect?) 
and how the sage d^ned the some.] 

And Yew^f wished him to make known [to him] what is 
[the meaning of] “ permission of self,” and what is [the mean- 
ing of] “power of good pleasure” (or, “power of the will ”). 

And the honourable sage Baraliim answered, saying, “ ‘ Per- 
mission of self’ is the rational will (or wish) of the soul which 
is given unto thee without any restraint on him that wisheth, 
whether the wish be to perform works of excellence, or to do 
things that are to be rejected,- and thus was it made by the 
Creator, may His Name be magnified ! ‘Permission of self’ 
is the faculty of movement in the understanding soul which 
ruleth itself. And the ‘doing of [one’s] will (or, good pleasure)’ 
is the lesser wish which is in us, and what the counsel of the 
desires couriselleth within us ; what we have already decided 
upon in our mind we wish for [and that is] [p. 86] our good 
pleasure. And the thought becometh a desire through the 
workings which are inside us, for a man will sometimes take 
counsel with himself as to whether it is desirable (or, neces- 
sary) to do a certain thing, and also he will decide as to w'hat 
it is best [to do], and that cometh to pass ; and then he will 
think and approve of what his mind hath decided upon, and 
this is called ‘the wilL’ But if he hath decided, and still 
maketh [himself] to question what he hath decided, and hath 
not thought it out completely, this is not called ‘the will.’ 
Moreover, if after his thinking there groweth up in the de-

cision his good pleasure, that is that which he hath already 
decided upon (?). And these two operations, willing and 
choosing, are manifest, and one [taketh place] before the 
other. And it is manifest and well-known that the t hinkin g 
[cometh] after the decision hath sprung up, and that this is 
his choice And by this passage may be known that the words 
(i.e. willing and choosing) are employed in correct order, for 
he who chooseth a thing first of all willeth it, one [following] 
on the other; for no man maketh a decision in his will, and 
there is no man who can choose a thing before this, and thou 
canst not make a decision before knowing the matter. Not 
all the things that thou thinkest and knowest are good, but 
thou wishest to proceed from them to the knowledge of the 
same, and then it happeneth that that which he thought 
first returneth, provided that the wish be acceptable, and 
then he putteth forward his choice, and his good pleasure is 
strengthened. And thus the germ that he chooseth returneth 
and becometh the desire of counsel, in that it existeth in us, 
and the counsel that we guard arriveth in our interior. That 
which we will first of all in the mind we wish for and choose, 
for the whole mind thinketh about doing so. And thus a 
man chooseth first what was first in the mind, and every- 
thing that he maketh first is the thing chosen first. And this 
doth not [p. 87] concern things done only, but the raising up of 
the things chosen, which come first, and which are thought in 
the mind, and they appear at that time as crowns or tortures. 
That which is in us maketh us to know that the beg^iuning of 
sin and the commission of the act precede will (or, desire), 
but the acts thereof are in proportion to the [power of] action 
that is in us. For within us exist acts that are like virtues, 
and within us are the signs of all the spiritual virtues ; and 
because of the acts which are therein its dispositions either 
are belauded or they cause it suffering. Likewise men weep 
by their own permission, and they make their choice by their 
own will ; and according as each man chooseth, in proportion 
to his own longing, he becometh a partner in the divine 
light, and he gaineth the fellowship of wisdom, for in it are 
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choosings of various kinds. And as there are in the heart of 
the earth fountains of various kinds, some of them pouring 
out water on the face of the earth, and some of them are 
not very deep, and some of them are very deep, and among 
these springs some pour out an abundant flow of good, sweet 
water, and of the water that cometh up from a depth some 
of it is bitter, and some of it is sweet, and some of it cometh 
up boiling hot by the force of the spring, and some of it 
droppeth in little drops only, so must thou understand to be 
the various kinds of the choosings of men and their joy. 
Some of them are hurried because they are very hot, and 
some of them are sluggish because they are very cold, and in 
some of them the power of turning aside absolutely ruleth, 
and they turn to the doing of what is good, and there are 
some of them who with all their might are the contrary of 
this, from whom, against their will, the fountain of their 
actions bnrsteth forth.” 

[How the prince asked BaraMm if this doctrine of free ticdl 
and choice teas held hy him alone, and how the sage im- 
puted the iniquitous deeds of the king his father to the 
wilful misuse of his free wUl.'\ 

[p. 88] And Yewfisef answered and said unto him, “ Is there 
to be found among men anyone who this day preacheth this 
thy [doctrine] ? Or art thou alone in admonishing [us] that 
this world is transitory as thou sayest ? ” 

And Baralkm answered, saying, “ I know not whether there 
be anyone in your city who faileth to accept this [doctrine]. 
Behold, the injustice of thy flither condoned thousands and 
tens of thousands of sins of divers kinds, and among them 
was the sin of determining that no one among you should 
ever hear the story of the grace of God, whilst by [men oQ 
other tongues He is praised and is lauded with words that 
are right, even as the Apostles who told the story taught, 
and the fathers, who were clothed with divinity. His light 
shineth in the Holy Church, which existeth from one end of 
the world to the other, with a light whereof the beauty is 
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greater than the light of the sun. It is through this same 
God that 1 have been sent unto thee as a preacher and 
teacher.” 

And Yewdsef answered and said unto him, *‘Did not my 
father ever know anything of this [doctrine]? ” 

And the honourable sage Baralkm answered, saying, “The 
thing the doing of which was necessary he did not know, for 
he closed his mind, and did not wish to accept the doing 
of good of his own free will, on the contraiy, he acquired 
the faculty of doing evil, even as every man chooseth and 
pleaseth.” 

And YewSsef said unto him, “I wish to know what this 
[thing] was.” 

And Barald.m answered him, saying, “The thing that is too 
difficult for man, and is impossible for him to do, is not too 
difficult for God. How knowest thou whether thou canst save 
thy father, and whether by some wonderful means thou canst 
become a father to thy begetter? I have heard that his 
kingdom is indeed in a good [p. 89] condition, and that he 
governeth the people who are under his dominion in sincerity, 
and love, and quietness.” 

[The parable of tlie pagan King and the believing Wantr, or 
the story of tite wine-drinker and the dancing woman in a 
ceittar.l 

Now the father of YewSsSf remained in crassness of heart 
because he did not know that God was the refuge of hearts ; 
and he was devoted absolutely to errors, that is to say, to the 
error of idols. And he had only one counsellor who worshipped 
God ; he was an excellent man, and was also well versed in 
the wisdom which is honourable; and he used to admonish 
the king and to urge him on to the doing of good deeds. And 
he was sorry because the king was led into error, and he 
wished to rebuke him because of this, but he omitted to do 
so, fearing the rising up of his wrath, and fearing lest it 
should be the means of bringing calamity upon himself and 
the loss of his exalted position, and lest it should cause the

withdrawal of the benefit that accrued to many through him. 
And he sought for a time of peace and agreement when he 
might be able to draw him to that which would be profitable 
to him. 

And one night the king said unto him, “Come, let us go out 
and walk about the city, peradventure we may see something 
in it which shall be profitable to us.” And as they were walking 
about the city they saw a brilliant light which was emitted 
from a hole in the ground, and they steadied their gaze, and 
examined it carefiilly. And they saw in the ground a kind of 
cellar, and in it was sitting a man who was living there in 
great want, and he was wearing wretched apparel, and before 
him was a woman who was giving him wine to drink. And 
when the man received the cup from her hand the woman 
danced before him a dance to make him to rejoice, and she 
caused him to rejoice by the swift movement of her feet as 
she danced, and she flattered him by her praises which he 
received with ready willingness. And when the king had 
looked on this [scene] for some time he marvelled and said, 
“How can these i)eople live in such a state of wretchedness, 
lacking as they do both house and apparel, and still rejoice 
in living out the full period of their days?” Then the king 
said unto the captain of his hosts, “0 my friend, is not this 
a marvellous sight? Wliy should we not rejoice, I and thou, 
in this pleasure which we have? And why should we not be 
[p. 90] pleased that we live during a season of pleasure, and 
glory, and majesty? And why should not we epjoy ourselves 
for one day even as this wretched woman maketh merry and 
enjoyeth herself? These two people have not in them the 
knowledge that there existeth in this life enmity which they 
ought to fear, and they imagine that it is a right thing and 
they are well-pleased therewith.” 

[How the Waztr explained the scene which he and the King 
had witnessed.'\ 

And straightway the captain of the king’s hosts found a 
manner of speech from which it would appear that he was 
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agreeing with the king, and he said unto him, “What doth 
the manner of life of these people seem to be like unto thee? ” 
And the king answered and said unto him, “It is worse and 
more terrible than anything I have ever seen since I was 
bom.” Then the captain of the hosts said unto him, “Traly, 
this is Tory bad, but our life, the life which we lead, will seem 
to be just the same to those who see us, that is to say, to 
i;hose who lived in glory before the world was, and who will 
prevail for ever, and who [enjoy] the good things which are 
exalted above all wisdom and knowledge. And they [possess] 
habitations that are made of gold. And in like manner will 
appear contemptible the beautifiil apparel and all the pleasure 
of this world in the sight of those who know the beauty of 
those habitations, which are in heaven, and which are not 
made with hands, and which we are unable to describe, for 
Ood is the maker thereof, and of the unfading Crowns which 
the Maker of the universe hath prepared for His friends, after 
the manner of double feast-chambers, and the anxiety con- 
cerning transient things. And as we ourselves think concerning 
these people who are lacking in understanding, even so shall 
we appear to those who live in glory. And we ourselves are 
bound to come to an end like those who are seduced by this 
useless and fleeting world, and who desecrate themselves with 
this present transient and false glory, and with the pleasure 
wherein there is no proflt. And now weeping and lamentation 
are meet for us before the eyes of those who have tasted that 
pleasure that abideth for ever.” 

And when the king heard these words from him he was 
amazed and said unto him, “And who are these who have 
acquired the life of good things which is more excellent and 
more glorious than the life which we now are living? ” And the 
captain of the hosts answered, saying, “These are they who 
have preferred the work of the gifts that abide for ever to 
the things that are transient” And again the king asked him 
to inform him what were these gifts which last for ever. And 
the captain of his hosts answered and said unto him, “These 
are they who have chosen [p. 91] the glory of the kingdom 
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that shall never be destroyed, and the life that death shall 
never reach, and the riches to which exhaustion shall never 
come, and joy and gladness wherein sorrow shall never mingle. 
These are they who are exceedingly blessed, and they live 
a life that lasteth for ever, and they are provided with all the 
delights and with all the riches that make them happy, and 
that are in the kingdom of Grod, without toil and without 
&tigue ; and with Christ they reign over a kingdom that shall 
never come to an end.” 

And the king answered and said unto him, “And who is fit 
to receive such enduring gifts as these?” 

And the captain of his hosts answered and said unto him, 
“Those who travel that path which leadeth thither, for there 
is nothing that can prevent those who wish to enter from 
entering.” 

And the king said unto him, “Of what kind is the path 
which carrieth [a man] thither? ” 

And the captain of his hosts, whose soul was shining, said 
unto him, “The path is the knowledge of Him Who is Cod 
indeed. Who is God alone with His Son, Who is His Word, 
Jesus Christ, and His Holy Spirit, the Lifegiver.” 

And the king could not understand this, for the meyesty of 
[his] sovereignty possessed him, and he answered and said unto 
him, “What hath prevented thee up to now from informing us 
about this matter? Whether it is true, or whether it is because 
there is a doubt in it it is meet for us to search out the matter 
very carefully until we come upon the truth, and to dispel all 
doubt about it.” 

And the captain of his hosts answered and said unto him, 
“It is not the smallest doubt whatsoever that hath prevented 
me from informing thee about it, for this thing is certain, and 
it is removed absolutely from doubt, and from all blemish 
(or, suspicion), but because of the glory of thy sovereignty 
I felt ashamed to be the one to reprove thee openly. Com- 
mand me, however, to serve thee so that I may recount this 
matter to thee. For up to now I have been thy minister and 
I stand under thy command.” 
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And the king answered him, saying, “Yea, renew the dis- 
cussion of this matter for me [p. 92 ] continually, not once 
each day, but always, and on every occasion ; for this is not 
a matter which it is meet for me to enquire about negligently, 
but with the deepest interest and urgency.” 

And Baral&m said also unto Yew&sef, “Behold, we have 
heard concerning this king that he is careless about the pur- 
suit of the good things that are to come after, and that he 
fulfilleth the appointed time of his days in this world without 
troubling himself about them, and that he will not make 
himself miserable about the blessed things that are to come. 
And if thou wast to tell thy father this at a time of quietness 
peradventure he might understand how many evils surround 
■him, and it might be that he would turn from this [manner of 
life] and choose for himself one that is better. For he who 
subjecteth himself to this present time, and believeth therein, 
is like unto a blind man who is groping about trying to find 
the light, but who is in truth turning his face towards the 
darkness of those who doubt with evil desire.” 

[How the prince committed the direction of hie father to God, 
and how he wished to renounce the world, and to end his days 
with BaraMm, and how Baraldm spake the parable of the 
yofimg man and the maiden who made tents.'\ 

And Yewasef said, “As for the actions of my fiither Grod 
directeth them according to His Will, for He is almighty, 
even as thou thyself sayest ; and as for myself, I desire most 
earnestly to renounce these transitory things. And behold, 
I have it in mind to go away for from the world and finish 
my life with thee, so that I may not fall into the transitory 
things of this present time.” 

And BaraMm answered, saying, “If thou doest this thing 
actually thou wilt become like unto a certain young man of 
whom I have heard whose forefsithers were believers, and 
they betrothed to him the daughter of a certain nobleman 
who was well known, and who might be compared to thyself 
in person and dignity and in [his] riches which were very 
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great. And the young man enquired into this matter, and 
when he heard this thing he hated it in his hearth and he 
withdrew himself, and fled, and forsook his father. And it 
came to pass that during the time of his travel a certain poor 
old man received him, and he entered his house, so that he 
might rest from the flerce heat of the sun. And the old man 
had an only daughter who worked with her hands, and her 
mouth uttered praises ceaselessly, and she thanked [God] from 
the depth of her heart And when the young man heard her 
[p. 93] praisings, he said unto her, ‘O daughter, what is thy 
work, and in what consisteth the beauty of thy mode of life? 
I see that thou art a poor tcntmaker, and that many noble 
gifts have been bestowed upon thee.’ And she said unto him, 
‘Dost thou not know that a small amount of healing medicine 
will cure a man of great pain ? Therefore we give thanks unto 
God for small matters, and for what is smaller than these, and 
this becometh a cause for [thanking God] for the things which 
are more precious than they. And behold, I am the daughter 
of a feeble old man, and I thank God for these small things, 
and I bless Him because there shall be praise to Him from 
every created thing for ever. And I know that it is He Himself 
Who giveth this [present world], and He Himself hath the 
flower to give what is greater than this. And this present 
world, because it is external, and because it cometh not to us 
from within, hath no benefit to those who acquire it, I say 
(i.e. I mean) even if there be not in it destruction, for both of 
them (i.e. the external and the internal) travel together on 
one road and are thrust onwards. And of the things that are 
necessary and are evident, behold, there have been given unto 
me by God many great gifts which are innumerable, and my 
ability is unable to employ them for the best I was created 
in the likeness of God, exalted be His praise ! And behold, He 
hath graciously bestowed upon me the knowledge of Himself, 
and I have become a rational being more honourable than all 
the beasts. And behold, by the compassion of God I have 
been called from death to life everlasting, and He hath given 
unto me the power to become a partner in His Holy Mysteries. 
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And behold, He hath opened unto me the gates of the Garden 
of Pleasure without restraint, and He hath given me the power 
to enter whensoever I wish. And because of the greatness of 
these gifts, wherein the rich and the poor participate equally, 
it is impossible for me to thank Him sufficiently and in ac- 
cordance with what is fitting. And if I did not offer to the 
Giver of this honour thanks and praise what excuse should 
have, and what should I say before Him? ’ 

[p. 94] “And the young man marvelled at the beauty of her 
faith and at the abundance of her wisdom, and he called to her 
father and said unto him, ‘Give me thy daughter and let her 
be my wife, for 1 love her understanding.’ And the old man 
answered and said unto him, ‘O my son, this befitteth thee 
not — to take to wife the daughter of poor and needy folk, 
thou thyself being the son of famous people.’ And the young 
man said unto him, ‘It is good for me to take her if thou thy- 
self art pleased thereat. For behold, my father hath betrothed 
to me the daughter of rich and noble parents and I fled from 
this thing; and as for this daughter of thine, behold, I love 
her and desire her for the sake of the beauty of her faith in 
God, and especially for her understanding; moreover, I have 
decided to take unto myself a wife.’ And the old man answered 
and said unto him, ‘I cannot give her to thee to take away 
from me to the house of thy father, and thou shalt not separate 
her from me for she is my only [child].’ And the young mai^ 
answered, saying, ‘I will dwell with you and will acquire your 
habits.’ And straightway he stripped off" his beautiful apparel, 
and asked the old man for clothing and arrayed himself there- 
in. And the old man tested him many times, and tested his 
mind in various kinds of ways. And when he knew that there 
was sense in him and strong and firm understanding, and that 
the thought caused by the lust of the flesh had not happened 
upon him, he gave him his daughter as he wished But the 
young man had only chosen her for the sake of her faith and 
her beauty, and his wish did not remind him that he would 
have to live in tribulation and misery; and he forsook the 
majesty of his honourable estate and the honour of his family. 
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And at that moment the old man took his hand, and brought 
him into his treasure house, and showed him much riches which 
had been hidden there by himself, [and] money beyond count, 
whereof the like the young man had never seen since he was 
bom. And the old man said unto him, *0 my son, all this 
which thou seest I have given unto thee because thou hast 
chosen to be the heir of my riches.’ And the young man 
inherited those riches.” * 

[Jffow the prime approved of the parable which, he thought, 
had some bearing on his own case, and how BaraMm en- 
coniraged him to have canfidenoe in his own strength.^ 

And YewSsef answered and said unto Baral&m, “This story 
also [p. 95] it seemeth to me should stir me up to action, and 
I think that it hath been related by thee for my benefit, so 
that if I attempt the things which are [described] in it they 
ought to strengthen my mind.” 

And Baral&m said unto him, “I have tried thee, and I know 
that in thy mind and soul thou art strong, and that thy know- 
ledge of the right is acute because of what thou hast said 
about this word and this thing. As for me, I bow my knees 
and I worship our God Who is glorious in His Trinity, the 
Maker of all things, both those that are visible and those that 
are invisible, VVho existeth indeed. Who is indestructible, and 
Who liveth for ever in His Being. There is no beginning what- 
soever and no ending to His awful praise. He is mighty over 
every good work, and He is compassionate and will illumine 
the eyes of thine heart, and will give thee Divine wisdom and 
the light of His understanding, so that thou mayest know 
what is the hope of His calling, and what are the riches of 
His praise which He maketh the righteous to inherit, and 
Who He is Wlio is exalted within us in the exaltation of His 
power in those who believe, and Who He is Who is built mani- 
festly upon the foundation of the Apostles and the Blessed 
Prophets, the foundation which existed before the world, that 
is to say, Jesus Christ, the strong Stone at the top of the 
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coroer^ of His holiness, the God Who will attach thee to Him 
firmly.” 

[_How, in amwer to the prince's request, Baraldm cmtinned 
his expianation of the Christian RdigionJ] 

And the fear of God entered into the heart of YfiwSsef when 
he heard this, and he said, “I desire to know thoroughly all 
tliis matter, and I demand from thee that thou shalt make me 
to know the glory of God and the perfection of His Power.” 

And Baralkm said unto him, “ I will pray to God and entreat 
Him to make [thee] to know this, and to set in thy heart a 
similitude of this thing. As for His glory and power, men are 
not able to describe them, neither the beginning nor the end 
thereof, even as the Holy Gospel of the great orator of God 
[p. 96] saith, ‘No one hath ever seen God, the Only Son, Who 
is in the bosom of His Father^.’ He said this, and also that 
the greatness of His glory and honour cannot be comprehended. 
Who then among the beings of earth is able to comprehend 
His glory and honour, unless He Himself revealeth them to 
him according as He willeth, and according as He hath revealed 
[them] to the Prophets and Apostles? As for us, we can only 
know Him, according to the capacity of our ability, from the 
words of their preaching and from the manner of these things. 
The Book saith, ‘The heavens declare the glory of God, and 
the firmament maketh known the work of His hands^.’ And 
what is invisible it hath been impossible [to describe] from 
the time when He created the world in His wisdom ; and in 
this respect one cannot know the power of His Godhead, 
Which existed before the world. It is like a man who hath 
seen a beautiful habitation which hath been made with wisdom, 
or a building which hath been built with fine intelligence, and 
he straightway examineth carefully the structure thereof, and 
enquireth who was the builder. Similarly I myself also cannot 
make something out of what does not exist and make it to 
have being, and if I could (?) it would be impossible for me

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to consider great that which is put forth. But of Him Who 
made me to understand the beauty of His arrangement of 
creation, which is a beautiful marvel, I hare deduced from 
that similitude the knowledge of His wisdom, so that I can 
imagine what it is, but only in proportion to my being able to 
understand [it]. I was created from a state of non-existence, 
and I did not come into being of myself when I was created. 
But He created me according to His Will and He commanded 
me to become the head over all His creatures, and He made 
me a little less than His angels ^ And I shall be broken up 
in pieces again, and He shall give me strength, and He shall 
renew my created form according to what is best. And He 
shall also make me to go forth from this world by His divine 
commandment, and He shall translate me to another life, 
which shall endure for ever and shall have no end. And it is 
impossible for me to resist in any way what cometh from His 
wisdom. I cannot add anything to myself, and I can take 
nothing from my stature, nor anything from the goodliness of 
my person, and I cannot renew any of my members which 
have waxed old [p. 97], and I cannot restore any of them 
which have decayed. No man whatsoever is able to do any 
one of all these things, neither king, nor sage, nor rich man, 
nor strong man; none of these can deal successfully with 
operations that are connected with the body. For He Himself 
saith, ‘No king and no nobleman w'ill have a second birth, 
but to all of them there is one manner of entrance into this 
world, and they shall all go forth from the same in the same 
manner*.’ 

“And from these [considerations] we are guided to the 
knowledge of the work of the Creator; to Him be praise! 
And together with this examine carefully the ordering of this 
beautifully ordained creation, and the Guardian of all created 
things, for He changeth them according to their natures and 
appearances. And of created beings with spiritual natures 
He changeth their minds, and directeth their counsel towards 
what is profitable and to the doing of what is good, and to 
' Psalnt viii. 5. ^ Compare Psalm xlix. 10; Eccles. ii. 16 ; ix. 2. 
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brought forth and they wither away through what is bad, and 
through diminution, and through becoming changed, and 
through removal from place to place. And because of this 
they proclaim with loud voices, although [they utter] no word, 
that the God Who is uncreate is their Creator, the God Who 
is not subject to chance and to destruction. 

,“And now, how is it that the natural things which are 
absolutely opposed to each other have become one world (for 
their reconciliation and agreement are well known), unless 
there existeth in this world a mighty Power which maketh 
them to be at peace with each other in their well-ordered 
positions? And that same Power keei)eth them together always 
without separation, and preservetli them from decay. And 
how is it that a thing abideth which hath no definite position ? 
And if it doth not will this agi’eenient and this ordered ar- 
rangement and doth not maintain it, how is it maintained ? 
Even as the Book saith, ‘If there be none who directeth the 
ship, and if there be none to strengthen it, it is sunk [in the 
sea’]. For behold, when we look at a little house [we know 
that] it is unable to take care of itself, and that there is some 
one in it who taketh care of it; how then [p. 98 ] is it possible 
for this world, which is so great and beautiful, to have endured 
for so long a period of years without a strengthener, and a 
vivifier of the creatures thereof Who is wonderfid? Is it 
possible for it to have existed without a sustainer and a 
glorious Governor, and without the care and protection of 
sublime wisdom? Behold, how many are the years which this 
heaven hath endured? And it hath not waxed old, nor hath 
it become dissolved. And the [fructifying] power of the earth 
hath not become sterile owing to length of times. And the 
fountains of water have not ceased to pour out their fiow 
since the time when they were first created, and the sea 
receiveth such great rivers as these which [we see] without 
overfiowing its boundary. And the courses of the luminaries, 
the sun and the moon, are unchanged, and the ordering of 
the night and the day is unaltered. And from all these things 
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which cannot be described is known the power of Him con- 
cerning Whom the Prophets and Holy Apostles bore witness, 
but no man whatsoever is able to understand His glory, nor 
how adequately to ascribe to Him the ten thousand praises 
which are meet for Him. 

“For the divine Apostle Paul, when he was proclaiming this 
same Christ to all spiritual and terrestrial beings in order to 
make them know Him, said, ‘In one aspect we know Him ia 
our minds, but when the perfection [of knowledge] cometh, 
then that will be done away He saith this because the track 
of His great wisdom which cannot be comprehended is wanting. 
And he cried out clearly and said, ‘The depth of the wisdom 
of God cannot be sought out, and the track of His path cannot 
be known^.’ And if it was thus with the man who came to the 
third heaven, who heard words which he was unable to utter, 
and he could not [say] what these words were like, even so is 
it with me. He was by no manner of means able at all to 
enter into these depths thereof, [and he could not approach] 
the incomprehensible mysteries thereof. And so he could say 
nothing in his understanding and in his mind, and he was not 
able to think out the matter thereof with sure knowledge, 
unless this [faculty] had been given unto him from the Giver 
of wisdom, Who maketh wise those who possess not wisdom. 
For we are in His hand, and our speech also, and all wisdom 
and understanding are from Him. And it is He Who hath 
given unto lis the knowledge of the things that exist, wherein 
is no frlsehood, so that we may understand the foundation of 
the [p. 99] world, and the construction of natural objects, 
and their beginning and their end, and what will happen in 
times [to come], and the transformations and the changes 
which are affected by times and seasons. For He hath stab- 
lished everything by the scales and by calculation. For unto 
Him belongeth always the power to make the mighty things 
that exist, and no one is able to stand against the power of 
His arms ; for like the tongue of the balance even so is the 
world before His face, and it is like unto a drop of dew upon 
1 1 Cor. xiii. 10, 12. ^ Romans xi. 33. 
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the earth. He is the Mighty One Who is oyer everything, He 
payeth no heed to the sins of the world, and He putteth no 
man to shame, and He repelleth not those who come to Him. 
He alone is the Good One, the God Who loveth souls, may 
the name of His holy glory be blessed! He is above everyone 
who is praised, and He is exalted above all praise for ever.” 

^Hmo the prime enquired of Baroddm concerning hie age, 
hie place of abode, cmd hie companione in hie divine 
phdoeophy^ 

And Ycw^f answered and said unto him, “O thou who 
excellest in wisdom, who art heavily laden with grace, [who 
hast seen] many days, thou hast impressed so d^ply on my 
mind what is sufficient for believing, and what is best for 
salvation, which we have sought out by our questionings, 
that I think thou hast never taught anything better than this. 
Thou sayest with thy voice that God, the Creator of the Uni- 
verse, cannot be embraced or approached by fleshly minds, 
and thou hast proclaimed openly the majesty of His glory in 
words which cannot be overcome by argument, and that no 
one is able to comprehend Him, except those to whom He 
hatli revealed [Himself], Just as He Himself commandeth the 
tongue of the balance. And I marvel at thy wisdom, as thou 
reasonest, and at thy power of expressing the same. But tell 
me, O most blessed of men, how many years are the period of 
thy days? In what place didst thou set thy habitation? And 
who are thy companions in [thy] philosophy? For my soul is 
in a state of great suspense, and I do not wish to be separated 
from tliee during the length of the period of my life.” 

And Baralilm answered, saying, “My years, as I count 
them, are five and forty, and my place of habitation is in the 
desert of San^’6r. And I have [p. 100] certain fighters of the 
spiritual fight who dwell vnth me, and they draw from the 
water which goeth up to heaven.” 

And Yewfisef answered and said unto him, “How canst thou 
tell me such a thing now? As it appeareth to me the length

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of thy days must be more than seventy years, and as for what 
thou sayest I think it is not true.” 

And B aral^m , the wise in counsel, answered and said unto 
him : “If thou wishest to know [the number of] the years 
[since] my birth, thy estimate of this is good, though it is 
more than seventy; but thou must not reckon to me [the 
years of] my life which I have lived in deceit, which is the 
custom of this transitory world, when I lived in serving the 
body and in sin. Behold, I am now arrayed in the garb of the 
inner man, and I do not call the years of sin life at all. And 
the world being crucified to me, and I also because of it, 
I have cast away the old man, which is coirupt with the 
desire of deceit, and shall never live again in my body ; but 
Christ shall live in me. And now I live my life truly in the 
Son of God, Who loveth me, and hath given Himself for me. 
And these years rightly, and properly, and undoubtedly do I 
call years [of life], and days of salvation. Let this thought 
(or, mind) be with thee continually. And thou must never 
consider to be living those who are dead through the working 
of sin, and those who live committing sin, and who serve the 
life of this transitory world; but know thou that such as 
these are slain and dead to the operation of the life that is 
immortal, and this is understood by the rational and under- 
standing soul. For one of the wise men called sin ‘death,’ 
and Paul, the Apostle, saith thus: ‘If ye continue to be the 
servants of sin ye are remote from righteousness and are 
separated therefrom. What kind of fruit shall ye have from 
this state of life wherein ye are now living? For the end 
thereof is death. And now, behold, ye are set free from sin 
and are made servants of God [p. 101] and ye shall bring forth 
the fruit of holiness, the end whereof is the life which is 
everlasting. For the fruit of sin is death, and the grace of 
. God is the life which is for ever\’ ” 

And Ydw^f answered and said unto him, “If [the years] 
of living according to the flesh are not reckoned by thee

among the years of life, it is not meet that one should call 
them death, for everyone feareth death.” 

And Baralam said unto him, ‘‘Thus do I believe without 
doubt : I am wholly unafraid of this death which is temporal, 
And if it cometh upon me whilst I am walking under the 
direction of Gk>d, I shall never call ‘death’ my departure from 
death into the glorious life in Christ, which the saints wished 
to receive when they were burdened with this world. And 
concerning this the Apostle saith, ‘We know that if our 
earthly habitation is destroyed we have a building which God 
hath built in the heavens, which the hand of man hath not 
made. If we put on this [apparel] we shall not be found 
naked. And if we sorrow in this habitation [because of] this 
death we can depart to one which is more honourable, and 
which cannot be taken away fr'om us. But let us clothe our- 
selves in this wise so that at length we may come through 
what is mortal to life^’ And he saith also, ‘I am a miserable 
man; who shall deliver me from the mortal body? I thank 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord*.’ And he saith moreover, 
‘ I wish to dwell and to be with Christ*.’ And David also saith, 
‘How long shall it be before 1 come and appear before the 
foce of God^? ’ And now, let it not be thought that I fear less 
than everyone, and that I do not fear the death of the body. 
And it is necessary for thee to know that of a certainty 1 do 
not esteem the wrath of thy father as a light matter, and that 
I have come to thee without fear that I may declare unto 
thee the word of salvation. For I have chosen the word of 
the Lord my God above everything, and I desire to depart to 
Him, and I am not terrified at death, which is only momentary, 
but 1 am subject to God’s command. And I am not afraid of 
those who are not able [p. 102] to kill the soul, but I am afraid 
of Him who hath power to destroy both the soul and the body 
in the fire of Jah&nnam®.”

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{How the prime asked Baraldm for ii^ormcdion about tite 
food whuA he ate, the clothes which he wore, and the rides of 
the ascetic life which he and his fellows lived in the desert.'] 

And YewfisSf answered, saying, “Mighty is the strength of 
thy true wisdom, which is exalted far above the nature of 
those beings of earth who are servants of [this] transitoiy life. 
With difSculty they drag themselves from it and forsake it^ 
whilst ye blessed ones yourselves seek after the will which 
conqueretb. Inform me now how thou and those who are 
with thee are able to feed yourselves in this desert, and 
whence ye obtain apparel, and explain to me your statutes 
and ordinances.” 

And Baralftm answered, saying, “Our food consisteth of the 
fruit of trees, and what we can obtain of herbs [and] grass, 
which are watered by the heavenly dew, and on account of 
which no one will quarrel [with us], and we find the means of 
our subsistence in the morning spread out and made ready 
for everyone. And a table [or, meal] is prepared forthwith 
without trouble and without great fittigue, and without 
anxiety (?). And as for that bread which one of our brethren 
who are our neighbours bringeth to us, we accept it as a 
blessing which is sent unto us by a Most High Providence, at 
the same time blessing him that offereth it to us in faith. As 
for our clothing, it consisteth of pieces of cloth made of hair. 
Sometimes it'is made of old camels’ hair which is sewn together 
in BO many places that it maketh our fiesh to melt, and this is 
our covering in summer and winter ; and as for the apparel 
which it is meet for us to put on, we never take it off from us 
until it is worn out and is a mass of rags. And we wish that 
by means of these tribulations of cold and heat we niay attain 
to that apparel which we shall wear hereafter and which never 
groweth old.” 

And Yew^gf said unto him, “Where dost thou obtain this 
apparel which thou art wearing?” 

And Baraldm said unto him, “[I obtained it] from certain 
brethren who are believers when I wished to come to thee. 
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For it was not meet that I should come unto thee in that 
[ragged garb]. I was like the man who had kinsfolk who loved 
him more than all their other [p. 103] kinsfolk. Now he was 
living in exile by himself among an alien people, and he 
wished to take himself out of that place. And he put off his own 
apparel, which was [to them] like that of an alien, and put on 
apparel like that worn by those who were alien to him, so 
that he might enter into their city ; and he freed himself from 
all the indications of the nobility of his fomily, and he acted 
the part of a servant with such astuteness that he saved 
himself by doing bitter violence to his feelings. Even thus 
have I done, for when I knew thy history I adorned myself 
with this apparel, and I came to sow in thy heart the seed of 
the Divine Story and to deliver thee from the works of the 
wicked possessor of the world. And now, behold, by the power 
of Ood I have finished my mission, and I have obtained my 
desire, in proportion to my strength, and I have told thee 
what it behoveth thee to know, and I have taught thee what 
the Prophets and Apostles preached so that it may be to thee 
for an admonition, without acting deceitfully about the same 
and in perfect love. I have drawn thee away from the error 
of transitory things which are here and from this world which 
is full of evils, and from the crafty acts of all those who are 
in subjection thereto. And now it is necessary for me to 
depart to whence I came, and forthwith I will cast aside my 
alien disguise and put on my own apparel.” 

[How when the prime had examined BaraMm’s desert 
apparel, which was made oj hark~doth, and seen the marks 
of hlisterings cmd scorchings on his body he determined to 
receive baptism, and to forsake the worldJ] 

And YewSsef entreated him to show him the apparel which 
he was in the habit of wearing, and thereupon BaraMm put 
on again the apparel which he usually wore over his [alien] 
apparel. And Yew&sef saw a thhig which struck him with 
amazement, for he saw that the apparel which he put on was 
[made] of the bark of trees, and he realized that his flesh had 
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everywhere been worn away thereby, and how his skin had 
been blistered off by the heat of the sun, and that he had 
become very dark in colour. And he saw that from his loins 
downwards to his knees he wore very coarse hair-cloth, and 
that he girded his loins with a girdle the like of which the 
people there had never imagined. And Yew^f marvelled at 
the harsh severity of BaralAm’s fight, and his mind became 
stupefied, and he was quite speechless at the sight of hie 
patient endurance. And he cried out and wept and said unto 
Baral&m, “If thou hadst only come to me [p. 104] to firee me 
from the bitter slavery of Satan [thou wouldst have done well]. 
But complete thy benevolence towards me and take my sotil 
out of bondage, and carry me away with thee, and let us 
depart from this place, so that I may deliver myself from the 
guile of the world. And I will receive the seal of holy baptism, 
and I will become thy companion in this marvellous philo- 
sophy, and in this tranquillity which is above the nature of 
the children of men.” 

[How Baraldtn related to prime Ytwds^f the parable of 
the rich man and the gazeiUe.'] 

And the honourable BaraMm declared unto him a parable, 
saying, “A certain rich man brought up a gazelle in his house, 
and since the creature had grown up with him, he was sorry 
that it would not become accustomed to him, as a human 
being would have done. One day the gazelle strayed away 
and found a herd of gazelle and it began to wander about 
in the fields near them, but it returned in the evening. And 
it escaped again in the morning, through the negligence of 
the servants in whose charge it was. And one day it made 
friends with the herd of gazelle, and it followed them as it 
was wont to do by natural instinct And the soldiers of the 
rich man mounted their horses, and followed its tracks quickly, 
and caught it ; and they hunted the herd, some of which they 
killed and some they hurt badly. I fear that it may happen 
to us even as it happened to this herd. If thou followest me, 
I may not be able to remain with thee, and 1 may become

the cause of much ii\jury to my companions ; and moreover, 
I shall be condemned by thy father for ever. But the counsel 
of God concerning thee at this moment is this : Thou shalt be 
sealed with the seal of holy and divine Baptism, and thou 
shalt dwell in thy city accepting everything of the beautiful 
Faith, and thou shalt be a doer of the commandments of 
Christ ; and when the Giver of good things willeth. He will 
make an end of this period and hour. And then thou shalt 
come to us in confidence (or, boldly), and we will dwell each 
with the other for the rest of our transitory life ; and I am 
confident [p. 105] by God that we shall dwell together in the 
world which is to come without being separated.” 

[How the prime decided to accept Christian haptimu] 

And Yewasef let many tears fall from his eyes, and he said 
unto him, “God’s Will be done! And may His Will now assign 
to me divine, Christian Baptism. Take from me my money 
and my apparel, and let them be for the food and apparel of 
you, that is, of thyself and those who are with thee. And 
depart thou, and take care for thyself in the place of thy 
tranquillity, and pray on my behalf ceaselessly and continually 
that I may not turn back ashamed of my hope ; and may He 
make me able to come to thee quickly! Meanwhile I will 
prejiare myself with much labour for that which is profitable.” 

And BaraMm answered and said unto him, “Have I not 
already told thee that these poor and wretched folk (Le. the 
hermits) have no craving for the things of the world, whilst 
the rich cmve exceedingly for riches unending? The [rich] 
man is continually heaping up money upon money, and he 
never resteth from watching and seeking after it, and he 
craveth for riches without ever being satisfied; now this is 
the poverty which is absolute. And those who reject transitory 
things abandon them because of their love for the things that 
endure for ever. But they esteem this as the finding of riches, 
and as the gaining of Christ Himself, Who is perfect riches, 
and they cast aside all anxiety about the food which is tran- 
sitory, and the apparel which waxeth old. And they set their 
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minds upon Qod, and put their trust in Him, rejoicing in the 
renunciation of possessions with a joy that none of those who 
love the world can obtain. The latter exult in the temporal 
riches which they lay up and leave to others, whereas the 
former hope in their minds for the good things that have no 
end. Verily I say unto thee that the former are &r richer 
than thou and all the kings of the earth. But as for thee, do 
thou acquire for thyself possessions that resemble this spiritual 
possession. If thou shalt indeed acquire them perfectly, thou 
wilt desire [p. 106 ] to increase them in righteousness, and 
thou wilt never wish to give any of them away. These are 
the true acquisitions, whereas the riches which are transitory, 
having been once acquired, very often go to friends whom 
they do not benefit And it is meet for me to call ‘perfect 
poverty' the abnegation of those who long for heavenly riches, 
and who fiee from [transitory riches] with an eager will, even 
as men flee from before a serpent 

“And if I were to take the enemy whom those who have 
renounced the world, my brethren and my companions in 
service, have slain and trodden upon with their feet, and to 
receive him alive from thee and bring him to them, I myself 
should become the cause of contention and suffering, and I 
should moreover be called, without falsehood, a wicked servant 
Far be it from me to do this thing ! And how could I think 
of glorious apparel ? For how could I put on garments made 
of skin and rich stuff over my poor apparel before the feces 
of those who have cast off the . cloaks of corruption and the 
tunics of iniquity, and have rejected them to the utmost of 
their power ? Moreover, as to my friends, I have confidence 
in them that they desire nothing whatsoever of all these things, 
for the tranquillity of the desert sufiiceth them, knowing well 
that that is true pleasure. 

“And as for thy money and thy apparel which thou dost 
wish to give away, give them to the destitute, and lay up 
treasure for thyself in the world which is to come, in the 
treasury wherefrom things cannot be stolen S and make God 

* Matt ri. 20. 
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to be tby helper through their prayers. And do thou likewise 
make the giving away of riches thy helper, besides the doing 
of good deeds which shall last for ever. Put on thyself the 
armour of the Holy Spirit, girding thy loins about with 
righteousness. Put on the breastplate of righteousness, and 
set the helmet of salvation upon thy head, and put on thy 
feet as shoes the devotion of thyself to the work of proclaiming 
peace, and grasp in thy hand the shield of &ith, and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the Word of God that cutteth like a 
knifed And take good heed to thyself in this wise, with 
strength, [p. 107] and fight the fight against the mind in full 
confidence until thou dost overcome it and break in pieces 
on the ground Satan the governor thereof, so that thou 
mayest adoni thyself with the crowns of victory.” 

And BaraMm endowed him with strength from the source 
of life in the right hand of God. And with these Divine laws 
and words of salvation, and [others that were] like unto them. 
Saint Baral&m admonished the king’s son. And he prepared 
him to receive Divine Baptism, and he commanded him to 
fast and to pray, acconling to the custom which was ordained. 
And he never separated himself from him, and he kept watch 
over him continually. And he taught him all the glorious and 
divine, and different dogmas of the Holy Faith ; and he read 
to him the Holy Gospel, and the Apostolic Admonitions, and 
he explained to him and made him know the words of the 
Prophets. For he was a young man instmcted by God, and he 
carried in his mouth every word of admonition of the Old and 
the New Testaments, and he sent them forth with the word 
of the Divine Spirit like fire which kindleth into a blaze the 
knowledge of the True Light. 

And on that day whereon he wished to bring him into [the 
Faith], and to baptize him with Christian Baptism, he began 
to instruct him, saying, “Behold, 0 spiritual son, thou art 
prepared to receive the seal of Christ, and to have impressed 
on thy foce the seal of the light of His £Bu:e, and thou shalt 


‘ Ephesians vi. 13-17 ; Hebrews iv. 12. 
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become a son of Gk)d and a habitation of the Holy Spirit, the 
Vivifier. Believe in the Father, and the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit, the Head of life, Who is praised, and believe that His 
Persons are Three, Who is One in His Godhead, Who is holy 
in His Being, Three recognized Persons, without separation, 
Who is One in His Substance. Know and be certain that He 
is One God and One Lord, the Father Who was not begotten, 
the Son Who was begotten, the Light Who indeed proceeded 
from the Light, the God Who is in truth of €rod. Who was 
begotten before all times. For the Good Father begat the 
Good Son, and the Light Which was begotten arose from the 
First Light, and from the self-existing Life broke forth a 
fountain of life-giving water. And from the Mighty One Who 
is for ever [p. 108 ] appeared the power of the Son, Who is 
the Light of glory, and the Word of God, in One Person, Who 
was from the beginning with God the Lord, Who was before 
the world. Who hath no beginning, in Whom everything liveth, 
both the things that are visible and the things that are invisible. 
And believe in One Spirit Who sprang from the Father, perfect, 
the Maker of life, the Lifegiver, and the Giver of holiness, the 
Compassionate, Blessed in His Person, Mighty in His Person, 
with One Will. And His Power was with Him before the 
world in His One Person. Thus shalt thou worship the Father, 
and the Son, and the Holy Spirit, Three constituted Persons 
and One God, for Godhead existeth united in Three Persons, 
and their Nature is One because their Essence (or. Substance) 
is One, and their Power is One. And there is One Dominion 
in the unity of the Son and the Holy Spirit, for they proceeded 
from the Father. And the state of the Father is the state of a 
Begetter (now He was not begotten); and the state of the 
Son is the state of one begotten (now He did not beget); and 
the state of the Holy Spirit is that of what sprang up, for it 
neither begot nor was begotten. Thus is the matter of the 
begetting [of the Son] and the springing up [of the Holy 
Spirit], things that cannot be comprehended, but that are [to 
be received] with rightness of heart and without doubt: 
Father, and Son, and Holy Spirit, in every way without 
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[difference], except that of begetting, begottenness, and 
springing up. 

“ For the Only Son,theWord of God, came down from heaven 
to earth for our salvation by the good pleasure of the Father 
and the Holy Spirit, and was conceived in the holy womb of 
the Virgin Mary (MArIhIm:), the God-bearer, withotit seed, by 
the Holy Spirit, and was brought forth by her without defile- 
ivent And He became a perfect man, being Himself perfect 
God, with One Divine Nature ; manhood with a constituted 
Person. And thou must accept this, doubting nothing. And 
thou must by no manner of means seek to find out how the 
Son of God belittled Himself and became a man with the blood 
of a virgin, without the seed of man, in incorruptibility. And 
say not, ‘ What is this union of two Natures in One Person ? ’ 
For we have learned about this dogma, that we should believe 
it in faith [p. 109] with Confidence, for this is a gift concerning 
which the divine writers have told us. Do thou now believe 
in the Son of God Who, through his tender compassion, became 
a man and bore sufferings in His human Nature, which re- 
mained uninjured, for He hungered, and thirsted, and toiled, 
and fought in the Nature of His body, and He tasted death 
for our sins, and was crucified, and was buried, and He tasted 
death. His Godhead suffered in no way and remained un- 
changed, for we are not able to bring suffering upon a nature 
which is incapable of suffering. But we know that He Who 
was unchangeable suffered, and was buried, and rose with 
Divine glory from the dead without [suffering] corruption, and 
He ascended into heaven, and He shall come again with glory 
in the Divine Body which He Himself put on, to judge the 
living and the dead, and to reward each one according to the 
weighing of his works in righteousness, even as He Himself 
told us^ 

“ The dead shall rise up and those who are in the graves shall 
awake, even as Isaiah the Prophet saith^, and those who have 
kept the commandments of Christ our Lord, and have walked 
in the path of the True Failh, shall inherit life everlasting. 

^ Matt. xvi. 27. * Isaiah xxvi. 19 ; Ezek. xxxvii. 12. 
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And those who have acted corruptly and conunitted sins, and 
those who have withdrawn themselves from the True Faith, 
shall be condemned at the Judgement to torture unending. 
And believe also that evil hath neither shape nor master, and 
do not think that it hath not a beginning, or that by itself it 
came from itself, or that there was some one who brought it 
into being, or that it was from God in the beginning ; get 
thee &r from this miserable state, for evil was made by us 
and by Satan. And it riseth up against us, and it entereth 
into our interiors side by side with pride in proportion as it 
hath permission from us, for we have authority over ourselves ; 
by our own free will and good pleasure we can approve, whether 
we do good or whether we do evil. And in addition to this, 
believe in one Baptism of water and of spirit for the remission 
of sins. And receive also the Holy Mysteries of Christ and be 
sure that they are a certain proof that [p. 110] His Body and 
Blood are given to the believers, a New Covenant to His 
disciples and to all those who believe in Him. For He said 
unto them. Take ye, eat ye, this is My Body, which is broken 
for you for the forgiveness of sin. And He also took the cup 
and He gave [it], saying, Drink of it all of you, for this is My 
Blood, the Blood of the New Covenant which is poured out 
for you for the forgiveness of sins. Do ye thus for a memorial 
of Me^ 

“ This is the Word of Gk)d ; behold. He made it known. And 
the Maker of the Universe performed a work by His might, 
with His Divine Word, and ordained the statute of the Offer- 
ing, bread and wine, whereunto there is nothing like. And 
He placed therein His Body and His Blood, by the help of 
the Holy Spirit, so that He might sanctify those who received 
it willingly. And do thou worship truly before the honourable 
and Ckni-like Image of the Word of God, Who became man 
for our sakes, being confident that thou art seeing continually 
the Creator and the Fashioner in the Image. For concerning 
the honour of the Image one of the saints, whose nature was 
perfect, saith, ‘ He Himself is the similitude wherefrom thou 
‘ Matt. xxri. 26-23 ; Mark xir. 22-24 ; Luke xxii. 19, 20. 
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canst not separate the similitude V For we see the writing 
which is on the Image, and we look with the eye of onr mind 
at tlie true similitudes of the Image, and we worship truly and 
with fear the Image Which became incarnate for our sakes ; 
and we do not look upon Him renomicing Him, for He is the 
Image of God Who became incarnate. And we salute with the 
affection of love, from the depth of our hearts. Him Who shed 
£lis Blood for our sakes. And thus do we do also in respect 
of the image of the pure woman who gave Him birth and the 
images of all the saints. And we also salute the Sign of the 
Lifegiving Cross, because Christ God, the Redeemer of the 
world, was crucified upon it in the fiesh to deliver our race 
from sin. And He Himself gave us the sign so that we might 
conquer our Enemy thereby, for he is an alien from Him, and 
he cannot endure the sight of His Power. These are the com- 
mandments which we have received. And do thou, 0 my 
spiritual son, take them to thyself, and keep them carefully 
unchanged and unmixed until thou drawest thy last breath, 
[p. Ill] Put away from thee all doubt and all imaginings of 
the mind, renouncing all [false] teaching, and every word of 
heresy which would resist this Faith, wherein there is no 
blemish. And know thou that they are alien to God and remote 
from Him, for the divine Apostle saith, ‘ If we, or if an angel 
from heaven hath taught you anything different from what we 
have taught you, he shall be cursed and excommunicated I’ 
There is no other Gospel, and there is no other Faith besides 
that to which the Holy Apostles and the Fathers who were 
arrayed in divinity testified, and they laid down the Law of 
the General Apostolic Church, each in his own time, and gave 
it to the General Church.” 

And when BaralS^m had said these things to the king’s son, 
and after he had taught him the commandments of the true 
Faith which the General Council had drawn up, he baptized 
him in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Spirit, in the tank of water which was in the prince’s 
own garden, and the grace of the Holy Spirit dwelt upon him, 
^ Compare Heb. i. 3. ® Gal. i. 8, 9. 
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and he shone with the light of the glory of Qod. And then he 
took him up into the palace which had been made ready for 
him, and he completed [his conversion] by the service of the 
Mystery of the Holy Offering, which is the Body and Blood 
of Christ And the young man rejoiced straightway in his 
soul, and he exalted the glory of Christ Who, in His abundant 
mercy, had made him worthy of this. 

And Baral^m said, “ Blessed be €rod the Father of our Loyd 
Jesus Christ, Who in the abundance of His mercy and com- 
passion hath poured out upon us His Lifegiving Spirit, and 
hath given us birth again in His hope, and hath made us heirs 
of the inheritance that neither groweth old, nor decayeth, nor 
weareth out, and that is preserved in the heavens in Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Know thou, 0 my son, that thou this day 
art set free from sin, [p. 112] and that thou hast become a 
servant of Gk)d, and hast received the pledge of life which 
endureth for ever, and hast cast aside the apparel of darkness, 
and hast put on light. And thou hast set thyself in the place 
of the sons of God, even as it is said, * To all those who have 
received Him, and who have believed in His Name through 
Christ by the Holy Spirit, He giveth power to become the 
sons of God\’ Therefore, 0 my son, do thou take heed that 
thou art found to be without impurity and without blemish, 
and that thou doest work of excellence on the foundation of 
faith, for faith without works is a dead thing, and similarly 
works without faith are a dead thing^ even as I have already 
told thee. Withdraw thou thyself then from every evil thing, 
and hate thou wholly every work of the old man, for that 
which is old destroyeth a man like lust. And be thou like the 
unborn child when his time [of formation] is ended, and he 
drinketh the milk of his mother, and do thou yearn to drink 
of the milk of rational excellences, which hath nothing [alien] 
mingled therein. And do thou frshion thyself therewith and 
it shall bring thee to the knowledge of the commandments 
of the Son of God with the capacity of a full-grown man, in 
the image of Christ. Be not faint-hearted, be not moved and 
^ John i. 12. James ii. 17 ; Ephesians ii. 8. 9. 
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made'perrerse by the strength of the passions when the wares 
thereof are tumultuous, but be thou a babe in respect of evil, 
and let thy heart cleave to what is good. And let thy course 
be consistent with thy calling to which thou hast been called, 
keeping the commandment of Gk)d, and striving with all thy 
might to hold thyself back from thy former course, which the 
heathen who were corrupt travelled over in the error of their 
h^rts and in the darkness of their minds. They were remote 
from the glory of God, and they ministered to their lusts and 
to their bestial impulses. 

“And do thou, if it be that thou shalt become strong as thou 
approachest the God of righteousness, journey on like the 
sons of light, for the fruit of the Spirit can only produce 
goodness, and integrity, and righteousness, [p. 113] The new 
man that thou hast put on this day shall never become corrupt 
nor wax old with his former agedness ; but be thou a new 
man always, in integrity and in righteousness. For this is 
possible for everyone who wisheth it, even as thou thyself 
hast heard that ‘ lie giveth those who receive Him the power 
to become the sons of God, that is to say those who believe in 
His holy Name.’ And for this reason we cannot say that we 
cannot acquire spiritual excellences. Moreover the path is 
paved, and it causeth no trouble to the wayfarer. And even 
if, through the mind of the flesh, it be called narrow and 
painful, yet it becometh bright, and easy, and straight, because 
the hope of good things for which we hope will be for those 
who travel thereon in wisdom ; and these things are mider- 
stood perfectly in righteousness. And they knew what was 
the good pleasure of God, and they put on the whole armour 
of God to do battle against the Enemy who set himself against 
them, and they themselves showed this plainly in all hope in 
their entreaties and supplications. And thou, my son, according 
to what thou hast heard from me and hast learned, add to it 
the doing of spiritual excellences, perfect, superabundant, and 
overwhelming, taking to thyself the condition of a soldier of 
good deeds and excellence. And thou shalt have strong faith 
and good confldence, thy good deeds being witnesses of the 
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same, and with perfect patience and pore sincerity shalt take 
unto thyself the life that is everlasting to which thou hast 
been called. And all the longing and eiyoyment, which lead 
to the passion that submergeth, thou must put for from thee 
not by working only, but thou must put for away from thee 
the mind (or, thought) which disturbeth [thee] so that thou 
thyself mayest see God. The goodness wherein is no impurity 
consisteth not only in our works which can be written do\^, 
but also in our thoughts, which may become to us causes of 
rest or causes of punishment. 

“And we know of a certainty that in pure hearts Christ 
dwelleth, together with the Father and the [p. 1 14] Holy Spirit 
And behold, we have learned that just as smoke driveth away 
the bee, even so doth the grace of the Holy Spirit drive away 
evil thoughts from us. In this matter be thou always eager, 
and take the greatest pains, and cure thy soul of every worldly 
thought, and make it an altar for the Holy Spirit, the Life- 
giver. For out of every thought action is perfected. And hath 
not everything that is perfected in thought, and that goeth 
forth in action, and everything that is done, its beginning in 
a small matter ? And then growing little by little it attaineth 
large proportions which terrify. For this reason permit not 
an evil habit to gain dominion over thee, but pluck up the 
root thereof from thy heart whilst it is in a tender form, so 
that it may not put forth branches and strike roots deep in 
the ground at that period it will neither demand a long time 
nor much trouble to uproot it For by such a thing as this 
the weight of sin prevaileth over us continually and over- 
cometh our souls. That which is thought to be a little thing, 
as for example, an evil thought, or a word of shame, or lewd 
or idle talk, cannot be removed from our souls with little 
labour. And as an action happeneth through the operation of 
the body, and as men make a jest of the lightness of their 
wounds, thereby bringing upon their souls a greater and dead- 
lier debt, BO likewise is it in the case of an action [that taketh 
place] through the souL 

“For those who neglect light passions and small sins and 
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belittle them, themselves make them a means of entrance for 
great sins, and they are reckoned as great sins when they 
develop; and their meeting together within them taketh place 
according to custom, and custom holdeth them to be a light 
matter, and it belittleth the seriousness thereof. Behold, it is 
said that if a transgressor cometh to a foul pit, he maketh 
light of it, and winketh with his eye, so that his soul becometh 
[\|ke] the pig which rolleth about in the slime of the mud and 
rejoiceth [p, 116] therein^ And thus doth the soul suffer 
through the habit of evil things, and it acquireth not the 
desire for the departure of the sins, but it is scourged by them, 
and it enjoyeth evil as if it were something good. And who 
can say whether the soul will be able to wake up when the 
penod of its days is drawing to a close, and whether with the 
sweat of its strenuous labour it will at length be able to free 
itself from the evil habit to which, of its own free will, it made 
itself a servant ? 

“ For this reason with all thy might get thee for away from 
every thought of evil, and withdraw thyself from every destroy- 
ing thought. Learn to know every habit that appertaineth to 
the world, and more especially do thou accustom thyself to 
performing works of spiritual excellence and to rejoice in the 
performance of the same. When thou hast toiled a little for 
it thou wilt be able to form a lasting habit, and this shall be 
to thee, by the help of God, profitable and without fatig^ue, 
and thou shalt become conqueror. For if the soul be obedient 
and it layeth down for itself the habit of doing works of 
excellence, the habit will become natural to it, and it will 
enable the soul to obtain the help of God ; and the roughness 
of the road shall become to thee, as thou wilt then sec, some- 
thing that is necessary for thcc. And patience, and purity, and 
the doing of what is right are difficult for him who moveth 
about and changeth, for they are habits of the soul, and phases 
thereof, and characteristics which are impressed on the works 
thereof. Now, actions are not impressed on our nature, but 
they come to us from the outside, and if it be that we are in 
' Compare 2 Peter ii. 22. 
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the habit [of doing them], it is then very difficult to pluck 
them up and abolish them. How very much more difficult is 
it to do so in the case of i>erforming works of excellence, the 
desire to do which was implanted in our nature by the Will 
of the Creator ! May He be exalted by praise ! In the latter 
case it is natural [to us], and He Himself helpeth [us]. 

“And if we labour a little, and we make the root thereof to 
go down into our souls with eagerness and ready desire, the 
eradication of the same from us then bccometh a matter which 
is wholly impossible. And behold, a certain man who was 
practising this related a story unto me, saying : — ‘ After 1 had 
acquired spiritual visions, that is to say, [p. 116] things that 
appeared to the eye of the mind, my soul became strong 
through its profitable demonstration thereof. Tlien I wished 
to put the matter to the test, and I covered over my observer, 
that is to say, the eye of the mind, and I did not allow it to 
rejoice according to its former habit. And I knew straightway 
that it was sad and soiTowful, and that its heart was crucified 
with longing for vision without any turning back, and it was 
unable to constrain its mind which was opposed to itself And 
when I gave the eye of my mind i)ermission [to see again] 
straightway it ran with swift steps and returned to its accus- 
tomed work, even as David saith, ‘As the hart longeth for the 
fountains of water, even so doth my soul long for God. My 
soul thirsteth for the living God^.’ Behold, then, it is evident 
from these words that He purifieth the spiritual excellences 
which abide in us. We can make the eye of the mind mistress 
if we will, even as we choose, and prefer [the good] to sin. 
And those who serve evil are closely attached thereto, and it 
is with the greatest difficulty that they can save themselves 
from it, even as I have already told thee. 

“And now, do thou draw thyself close to Him through the 
compassion and mercy of our God, and be thou one who 
putteth on Christ as a garment by the divine grace of the 
Holy Spirit. Cast thou thyself now on God, and open not a 
single door, but adorn thy soul with the x)erfume of the beauty 

^ Psalm xlii. 1, 2. 
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of the spiritual excellences of shining splendour. And make 
thou thyself an altar of the Holy Trinity, and make thou the 
thoughts of thy heart to be dedicated to the praise of His 
Name. And sometimes when a man is sent on an embassy to 
an earthly king he hath the opportunity of talking to him 
&ce to face ; and all the honour that is paid to the king 
becometh apparent to him and likewise his glory becometh 
manifest. And as for the man who is worthy to talk with God, 
and whose heart inclineth towards Him, blessed is he, for 
he is held to be worthy of the enjoyment of His word ; and 
he seeth Him as he talketh continually with Him. And as to 
talking with God, that is to say, praying prayers and making 
supplication unto Him continually, [p. 117] [I say that] the 
man who prayeth with a fervent and pure heart, and whose 
mind is remote from all transitory things, and who standetli 
openly before God and oftereth unto Him supplications in fear 
and trembling, that man, I say, talketh with God face to face. 
For our Good Lord and Merciful God filleth full every place, 
being joined in existence thereto, and He heareth those who 
pray unto Him in purity, even as David saith, ‘ The eyes of 
God are towards His righteous ones 

“And therefore the Fathers say that those who pray are 
counted as a portion of the mind of God, and they call prayer 
the ‘work of angels,’ and the ‘beginning of the joy which is to 
come.’ For they have defined prayer as something which is 
related to God, and as a regent in the kingdom of the heavens, 
and as an aspect of the Holy Trinity. And they have assigned 
to it a greatness that is greater than the performance of works 
of excellence, for the increase of patience at the time of prayer, 
and the persevering therein, guide the heart to the hall of 
beautiful confidence ; and this is called the similitude of beati- 
fication. Now not every prayer is like unto this, for there is 
only one which is meet to be called by this name, namely, that 
which the Lord taught. He gave His prayer to him that prayed, 
and that prayer was made public to every one upon the earth, 
and it was proclaimed by the Lord without any succeeding 

^ Psalm xxxiv. 15. 
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prayer. Purge thou thyself then anxiously and that prayer 
shall suffice thee, and it shall lift thee up from earth to heaven, 
provided that thou hast cleansed thyself from all sin, and from 
every evil thought. And set it in the perfection of purity, like 
a clean mirror, the case whereof is new, and withdraw thyself 
from all stubbornness and from the remembrance of evil, which 
will prevent the ascent of prayer, and especially from all sinners 
who will hold it back and keep it from rising to God. And a]l 
those who have sinned against thee forgive thou them with 
thy whole heart, and give alms to the poor and show compassion 
upon them. 

“ Increase thy prayer, and offer it unto God with scalding 
tears, [p. 118] And if thou wilt pray in this manner thou wilt 
be able to say like David, the Prophet who was king, who 
protected himself from thousands of adversaries, and kept 
himself pure among sinners of all kinds, and he said to God, 

‘ I have hated and held in abomination iniquity, and .Thy Law 
have I loved. Seven [times] in my day I praise Thee because 
of Thy righteous judgement My soul keepeth Thy testimony 
and loveth it exceedingly. Let my petition come to Thee, 
O Lord, according as Thy word is tnie\’ If thou criest out 
like this God will hear thee, and when thou shalt call Him, 

‘ Here am I’ will He say unto thee. If thou dost make thj'self 
master of prayer of this kind, behold, thou shalt be a blessed 
man, for it is impossible for any one to pray with such eager 
desire as this except with the help of God. And it is impossible 
for a man to complete his prayer continually, and to fly over 
the nets of the Enemy, and soar upwards, unless his mind be 
on Are, even as one of the saints said, ‘Rouse up thy soul, and 
make it to ascend to heaven, and take refuge with thy God.’ 
Remember thy sins and ask forgiveness from Him. And if 
thou wilt make thy petition with scalding tears He shall for- 
give thee; for He loveth man, and He is merciful and com- 
passionate of heart And with these words and thoughts thou 
shalt drive away all worldly longings, and thou shalt become 
exalted above the work of the passions of the flesh, and be 
^ Psalm cxix. 163 ff. 
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meet to conyerse with God, ‘ What is more beautiful and what 
is more honourable than this existence ? ’ 0 my son, may Gk)d 
make thee worthy to attain to this sublime beatitude ! 

“But now I have shown thee the path of the commandment 
of God, and I have laboured to tell thee everything that will 
please God ; and behold, I have completed my severe service. 
Thou art now in thy mind as one who is meet for the Holy 
God Who hath called thee to Him. And behold, thou must l)e 
holy in thy course of life and in thy manner of living, for God 
saith, ‘ Be ye holy, for I Myself am holy^’ And the Chief of 
the Apostles wrote, saying, ‘And even if thou callest Him, 
Father, it is He Who shall judge, without respect of person, 
and He will reward every one of you according to his work, 
[p. 119] Go ye on your way then being in fear all the days of 
your lives, and know ye that your lives were not bought for 
nothing, neither with that which your fathers bequeathed to 
you, nor with the gold nor with the silver which perisheth, 
but with precious Blood, the Blood of Christ, the Pure Lamb, 
without blemish and without impurity^.' Set all this in thine 
heart, and remember it always, and let the fear of God l)e 
before thine eyes, and that which surroundeth the Awful 
Judge, and the joy of the righteous which they alone shall 
then enjoy, and the misery of the sinners, and their weeping 
in the depth of darkness. And know well that all flesh is like 
the grass, and that all the children of men are like unto the 
flower thereof ; the grass withereth and the flower thereof is 
stripped off it, but the word of God abideth for ever®. Read 
these words, and those which are like unto them continually, 
O my son, and the peace of God shall be with thee, and shall 
make thee to shine, and shall give thee understanding, and 
shall guide thee to the path of salvation, and shall drive out 
of thy mind every crafty desire, and shall seal thy soul with 
the Sign of the Lifegiving Cross, so that none of the evil of 
the Evil One shall draw nigh unto thee, and it shall make thee 
ready to perform the work of spiritual excellences. And now,

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mayest thou attain to the kingdom which is to come, which 
hath no end and which passeth not away ; and mayest thou 
rejoice in the light of the Holy Trinity, the Head of life and 
the Fountain of the King of glory, Father, and Son, and Holy 
Spirit. Amen." 

{How Zarddn, the Prince’s guardian, having heard the long 
conversations between BaroMni and Yt'wdsi^f, becomes afraid, 
and tells the Prince that he mttst report them to the Mng.l 

With these good words did the honourable chief Baral&m 
exhort the son of the king, and then he returned to his solitary 
habitation. And the officers of the king and the tutors of the 
young man, seeing the master coming continually to the royal 
house, marvelled thereat exceedingly. And one of them whom 
wc have already mentioned, and who was set over them as the 
steward, and was faithful, and who loved the king’s son and 
was beloved by him, and was over the palace of the king’s 
son — ^now his name was Zarddn — said unto the sou of the 
king, “0 my lord, [p. 120] it is meet that thou shouldst know 
how greatly I am afraid of thy father, and how much he 
triisteth me, and because of this I fear that he will command 
me to be dismissed as an [un]ffiithful servant. And behold, 
I see this alien man talking with thee continually, and I am 
afraid lest he may be one of the people of the Christian Faith, 
which thy father hateth exceedingly, and that I shall be 
deserving of the punishment of death. Now, thou kuowest 
well thy ffither’s disposition. And if from this time onward 
thou dost not cease discussion with this man, and if thou wilt 
not do this thing, send me away from before thy face so that 
thy father may not revile me, and ask thy father to give thee 
another tutor instead of me." 

{Hmo the Prince causes Zarddn to hide in the cwrtains of 
the chamber, so that he may hear the conversation which 
takes place between the Prince and BaraMm^ 

And Yew^f said unto Zard&n, “I wish thee to hide thyself 
in my curtains and to listen to the words which he uttereth 
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when he talketh with me.” And when ZardSn knew [that 
Baral&m was coming] he went to the king’s son, who placed 
him inside his curtains. And Yewftsef said unto Baralam, 
“ Set before me thy divine teaching so that a strong plant 
may strike root in my heart.” 

And Baral&m began to address to him mapy words of God. 
And he said unto him, “Love God only with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. And keep the 
commandment of purity with fear and with earnest desire, for 
God created everything, both that which is visible and that 
which is invisible. Remember that lie created man by the 
commandment which He commanded, and that man trans- 
gressed His commandment, and that He took vengeance upon 
His clay l)ccause of the transgression. And remember all the 
many good things and,the glorious things that He took from 
us through our transgressing His command, and the sorrows 
that we found after we had gone forth from these good things, 
and our abundant wretchedness, and remember how He added 
and made to follow after this excuses for [His] love for the 
children of men, and how the Creator took pains to save us 
[p. 121] and sent to us teachers and prophets to inform ns 
about the incarnation of the Only One, and about the coming 
down of the Only Begotten, and His becoming man, and 
about the good and marvellous things, and about the suffer- 
ings which He bore for our sakes, and His Crucifixion, and 
His Death by His own fi’ee will. And remember how He 
called us a second time, and brought us to the good things 
which we had formerly, and the kingdom of the heavens for 
which those who are worthy wait Remember also the punish- 
ment of torture which is prepared for sinners, the fire which 
cannot be extinguished, and the darkness, and the worm 
which dieth not, and all the tortures which those who have 
served sin have heaped up together for themselves.” 

And after Baral6m had finished strengthening him with 
these words, and had finished his beautiful doctrine in the 
customary manner, he talked to him much concerning the 
purity of his strife and life, and concerning the renunciation

and bnrden of the things that exist in this world; and he 
condemned the miserable state of those who are submerged 
in their lust for the same. And he made an end of his words 
with a prayer for him, and he blessed him so that there might 
be with him the Faith which is [based upon] right counsel, 
and the course of life on which nothing should cast a stain, 
and he prayed that he might act with the holy wisdom that 
should endure for ever without change or wavering. Ai>d 
Baral&m set a limit to his prayer at this point and brought 
it to an end, and departed to the place where he performed 
his ascetic exercises. 

[How the Prince tried to find out the effect of BaraMm's 
ivords on Zarddn, and how he, being cmivinced that the 
Prince had, become a Christian, was more afraid of the ki}tg 
than ever.l * 

And Yew^sef called Zardiin his tutor so that he might put 
his mind to the test, and he said unto him, “ Didst thou hear 
just now the discourse which this sower of words addressed 
to me, and how he tried to (iei-suade me with the persuasive- 
ness of his idle words, in onier to make me to withdraw from 
the joyful pleasure of this transitory world, and the descrip- 
tion of his judgement, and how he worshippeth a strange 
god?” And Zardlin answered and said unto him, “If as 
thou sayest thou art really asking me, thine own servant 
[my opinion],- I know that the word of this man hath come 
and hath entered the depths of thy heart, and that if the 
matter were not thus, thou wouldst not hold converse con- 
tinually with him. Now it is not that I do not appreciate 
this honour [which thou payest me], but from the time when 
thy father began the persecution against the Christians, there 
hath been no w'ay of escajK) from him. The Christians were 
driven away from here and their preaching was silenced be- 
cause of this persecution from that time onwards. Since it 
hath happened [i). 122] that their counsel is well pleasing 
unto thee, and it hath been made manifest unto thee, and 
thou art able to bear his severity and his punishment, the

time of thy pleasure hath been in the direction of excellent 
and good things. But as for me, what can I do who am un- 
able to look forward to these tribulations ? Behold, my soul 
is filled with sorrow and with fear of the king, and with great 
pain. And what answer shall I make to him in respect of my 
treachery and my permitting the introduction of this man to 
thee?” 

[iTtwo t1i£ Prihice entreated Zarddn not to report Ms ewi- 
versations with BaralAm to the king.] 

And YewJiaef said unto him, “ I know well the exceedingly 
great nobility of thy love towards me, which is beyond all re- 
ward by me, and if I could find the [necessary] height of 
knowledge I would like to explain unto thee because of my 
love for thee this good thing which is beyond the comprehen- 
sion of human nature, then thou couldst iutbnn thyself about 
what I have found, and thou mightest know also the Creator, 
and mightest commit thyself to the protection of the Light 
which illumineth [everyone]. And my expectation concerning 
thee was that when thou didst hear the account of the things 
of the Spirit, thou wouldst follow them eagerly, and that thou 
wouldst lay hold upon Him, and that apathy and iiidifterence 
would not cause thee to delay [in seeking] Him. But it 
seemeth to me that I am deceived in my expectation con- 
cerning thee, for I perceive that thy speech concerning Him 
is cold. However, if thou dost tell my father the king this 
thing, thou wilt only find trouble for thyself, together with 
sorrow and grief, and if thou wouldst show genuine love for 
him, thou wilt never cause him pain in the least degree [by 
mentioning] this matter [except at] the fitting time.” 

{How Baraidm bade the Prince farewell and exhorted him 
to follow live course for which he had prepared him.] 

And on the following morning BaraMm came back, and 
went into the presence of Yew^sef, and spake to him about 
departure. And he could not endure his [approaching] separa- 
tion from him, and his soul was sad, and tears filled his eyes. 
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and he admonished him with many exhortations, saying unto 
him, “Be strong in the working of what is good, and [in 
following] the path of victory which dismay and blemish 
cannot touch ” ; and he strengthened his heart with words 
of consolation, seeking to make him to bid him fiirewell 
[p. 123] with joy. And he also said unto him, “ The time is not 
hir distant when we shall meet again never to be separated.”

[Hmc Y^wds^if entreated him to take ioith Mm food and 
raiment for himself and the monZu] 

And Yewasef was filled wth sorrow and his tears mined 
down, and [he feared] lest he should cause trouble for the 
master by increasing weariness, and lest he should prevent 
him [from following] the way of spiritual excellence which 
he longed for. And he was afraid lest this [tutor], who was 
called Zarddn, should reveal his afiairs to the king, and lest 
torture and punishment should come upon him. And he said 
unto him, “ O thou who art indeed [my] spiritual father, thou 
honourable man, stay here among the teachers since thou hast 
been to me the cause of all excellence. Behold, thou art now 
about to leave me imprisoned in this useless world, and to 
depart thyself to a place of spiritual rest; but I would not 
dare to fetter thee or to make thee to abandon this course. 
Depart then, and take good care of thyself in the peace of 
God, and remember continually my wretched state in thy 
honourable prayer, so that I may be able to find thee and to 
look with gladness upon thy face at all times. And accept 
one request from me, even if thou art unwilling to do so, and 
receive a small [gift] from me ; take with thee for the ascetics 
and for thyself also a little store of food for the way, if only 
for to-morrow, and some cloth for apparel.” 

[How Yeivds^f entreated Baraldm to give him his ragged 
cloak and girdle and to take those he was wearing in 
exchange.} 

And Baralfim answered and said unto him, “If I were to 
accept anything from thee for my brethren, they would not 
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wish to receive any of the possessions of this transitory 
[worldl wherefrom they have set themselves afar off, and 
wherefrom they have made themselves remote of their own 
free will. And how could I accept for myself what I have 
prevented others from accepting, seeing that I know that the 
acquisition of possessions is pernicious? Neither for them nor 
for myself will I take [anything], and we will not fall into the 
nat that snareth and the possessions that c^use sorrow.” And 
when BaraJ&m would not consent either to this or to any other 
request, YewSsef began to make entreaty to him again, and 
made a new petition to him beseeching him not to treat with 
contempt his request, and not to pour out upon him abun- 
dant sorrow and fear, but to leave with him his ragged hair 
cloak [p. 124] and his girdle of good things, so that tliey 
might be to him a memento and a protection against every 
Satanic work, and [he said], “ Take with thee others instead 
of them, so that when thou lookest upon them thou mayest 
remember my feebleness.” 

[H(ytJO Baraldm gave Y^wdsStf his cloak ami girtUe, ami 
received a ragged cloak in exchange^ 

And BaraMm answered, saying, “ If I gave thee my cloak, 
which is worn out, and took from thee a new cloak this would 
not be right, for I should be receiving a reward for a very 
little toil ; but that thy hope may not be cut off, undertake 
to give me a ragged cloak like unto that which I am going to 
give thee.” Then Yew&sef asked for an old and woni out hair 
cloak and gave it to the master, and he received from BaraMm 
his cloak and girdle with rejoicing and gladness, and he re- 
garded them as exceedingly precious treasures, and incom- 
parably superior to the purple raiment and glorious apparel 
which are worn by kings. 

[BaralAm’s fanrewdl to YSwds^] 

And when the time for Barahlm’s departure drew nigh, he 
began to address to YewSsef his feirewell words, and he taught 
him, saying, “ O son beloved indeed, and sweet brother, whom 
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I have begotten in the teaching of the Holy and Honourable 
Gospel, it is meet especially that thou shoiildst know of which 
King thou art a soldier, and in Whom thou believest and 
confessest It is meet for thee now to take good heed to thy- 
self, and to strengthen thy freedom with a ready will; and 
thou must fulfil what thou hast promised by the Book, having 
made confession before all the heavenly hosts. If thou dost 
keep thy word thou wilt be kept safely, and become a blessed 
one, and thou wilt not desire any transitory thing, but only 
God and His good things. For transitory things are like unto 
a dream, and after this [world] cometh the fire of Jahfinam, 
which is everlasting; in it there is no splendour, and its 
burning never endeth. There is no cessation to the flames 
and the tortures thereof, and there is none who can reduce 
it to silence, and there is no end to its punishment. More- 
over, what good thing is there to be found in the world ? And 
the world which is to come after is thus : The joys thereof 
[p. 125] thou shalt rejoice in perpetually with God, Wlio shall 
give unto those whom He loveth the kingdom which shall en- 
dure for ever; and the beauty thereof is indescribable, and none 
can resist His power, and His glory abideth for ever. And 
the good things which He hath prei>ared for those who love 
Him are exceedingly sublime, and to all who behold them 
there is nothing whereto they may bo comi>ared, for eye hath 
not seen it nor the ear heard, and it cannot be imagined by 
the thought of the heart of man\ And mayest thou thyself 
be the heir thereof, and mayest thou be protected by the 
hand of God the Mighty ! ” 

[YiSwdslif’sfarev'eU speech to Baraldm.] 

And Yew&sef, the king’s son, shed tears from his eyes and 
was sorrowful, and he tore off the skin of his flesh with his 
nails, and he was unable to bear the separation from the 
fiither whom he loved, and from the teacher whose deeds 
were full of excellence. And he said unto him, “0 &ther, 
who shall be with me ? And who shall fulfil the charge which 
^ Isaiah Ixiv. 4; 1 Cor. ii. 9. 
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thou bast committed to me ? And who shall be my shepherd 
and guide like thyself? And what shall 1 make to be my con- 
solation for the [loss of the] strength of thy affection for thy 
servant? I was feir from God and thou didst bring me nigh 
unto Him, and thou didst bring me up like a sou [and] heir; 
I was one who was lost and had erred and strayed away in 
the mountains, and was ready for the mouths of ravening 
beasts. And thou didst seek me, and by the grace of God 
wherein is no error, thou didst make me to mix with His 
sheep, and didst show me the path of righteousness. And 
thou didst bring me out from the darkness and shadow of 
death, and didst turn back my foot from the slippery path 
which carried with it death and tribulation, and which was 
very rough and crooked. And thou didst become to me the 
cause of great and marvellous good things, the greatness of 
which it is impossible for men to describe. And behold, thou 
didst on my behalf cause God to make complete the deficiency 
in the great gifts that are from Him, and the deficiency in my 
thanksgiving, for He alone is the Conqueror and the Giver of 
the reward of grace to those who, like thyself, love Him.” 

[How Bar(Mm prayed before his departure.} 

[p. 126] And Baral&m abandonerl lamentation and rose up 
to pray. And he stood up and stretched out his hands towards 
heaven, saying, “O God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Who didst illumine the darknesses in primeval time. Creator 
of all created things, both those which are visible and those 
wliich are invisible, Tliou hast not renounced Tliy clay and 
hast not permitted us to go after our folly. We give thanks 
unto Tliee, and we give thanks unto Thy power, and Thy 
wisdom, and Thy Word, Jesus Christ our Lord, by Whom 
Thou hast created the worlds. We had fallen down, and Thou 
didst raise ns up. We had committed sin, and Thou didst for- 
give us. We had gone astray, and Thou didst bring us back. 
We had been carried away into captivity, and Thou didst 
redeem us. We were dead, and Thou didst bring us to life 
by the precious Blood of Thy Son. 0 Lord, Thou Lover of 
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man, look upon this rational lamb whom I have brought unto 
Thee, and see if holiness of his soul by Thy power and by 
Thy grace is not meet for him. Bless him with Thy complete 
blessing, and protect this vineyard which hath been planted 
by Thy Holy and Lifegiving Spirit, and grant that he may 
bring forth fhiit, the fruit of integrity and righteousness. 
And pluck him away from the crafty devices of the Enemy 
by the wisdom of Thy good and holy Spirit, ^id teach him^to 
do Thy Will Remove not Thy grace from him, but make him 
worthy to be with me, myself, the least of Thy servants, in 
Thy good things which are for ever and are endlesa And be 
Thou unto him a comforter, and a watcher, and a guide to 
Thy lifegiviiig path; for Thou art blessed and glorious for 
ever and ever. Amen.” 

[How Baraldm gave Y&wdsSf a last bleaeing and departed.] 

And when Baraldm had finished his prayer, he turned and 
kissed the sou of a heavenly Father, and blessed him and 
prayed that he would find peace and salvation, saying, “ May 
God strengthen thee, O my son, in the perfect way, and make 
thee to find everlasting peace, even as He revealed [it] and 
gave [it] to thee, with all His saints in the kingdom that 
never passeth away. Amen.” 

And after these words Baraldm went out from the royal 
palace, and he departed to the desert, his dwelling-place, 
rejoicing, and exulting, and thanking God Who had smoothed 
for him the path of good things and profitableness. 

[Hotv Y^wds^/ prayed after tlw departure of Baraldm, and 
devoted himself to acquiring purity of mind and body.] 

[p. 127] And after the departure of Baraldm Yewdsef 
roused himself, and gave himself to prayer and the shedding 
of scalding tears, saying, “ 0 Lord, look Thou and help me ; 
0 Loi‘d, haste Thee to my help. For upon Thee the poor cast 
themselves, and Thou art the Helper of their weakness. Look 
upon me and have compassion upon me, 0 Thou Who dost 
desire the salvation of all [men] and dost wish them to 
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return to the knowledge of righteousneas. Deliver me and 
have compassion upon me, and strengthen me so that I may 
walk in the path of Thy lifegiving Commandments. For I am 
weak and miserable, and am useless to do what is good, but 
Thou art able to deliver me, O Sustainer of all the world. 
And do not allow me to walk in and follow after the lust of 
the flesh ; but teach me to do Thy good pleasure, and make 
Thou me to be meet for the good things which endure for ever. 
O t’ather, and Son, and Holy Spirit, One God, of like sub- 
stance, indivisible, unto Thee do I commit myself, and Tliee 
do I praise, for thou art praised by all created beings ; all the 
powers of the spirit who have no bodies praise Thee, and 
blessed art Tliou for ever and ever.” 

And from that time he took great heed unto himself with 
all care and diligence, so that he might make himself to 
acquire purity of heart, and mind, and body, by contemplation 
and prayer, and by making supplications throughout the 
nights ; for it would happen sometimes that those who dwelt 
with him would interrupt his rule of life, or perhaps the king 
his father would visit him or summon him to his presence. 
And he used to do during the night, with i^ayers and tears, 
what he had omitted to do during the day, and he continued 
to do so until the day broke ; and in him were fulfilled the 
words of the Prophet who said, “ In the night season I will 
lift up my hands to the sanctuary, and [I] will bless God^” 

[flow Zarddn feigned sickness mid v)as relieved of his duties 
in connection with Yewds^f] 

And when Zardaii, whom we have already mentioned, knew 
of Yewiisef’s good course of life, grief and soitow filled him, 
and he did not know what to do. And when sorrow gained 
the mastery over him he went to his house, and he caused a 
report to be noised abroad concerning himself that he was ill ; 
and when the king heard this he sent one of his confidential 
servants to stand ready to minister to his son in his stead. 
And then the king devoted his whole attention to the healing 

‘ Psalm Ixiii. 2, 4, 6. 
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of Zard&n, [p. 128] and he Bent to one of [hie] physicians who 
was exceedingly wise, and he commanded him to take the 
greatest pains possible to heal him. And when the physician 
saw that the king was grieved about Zardlin, and that he loved 
him so much, he watched him with the most careful attention 
until he understood his case thoroughly. Then he went to the 
king and said unto him, “ I have not been able to find any 
disease in this man, neither can I see any cause for sicki^ss 
of the body, but I think that his soul is overwhelmed with 
sorrow.” And when the king heard this from the physician he 
thought that his son might have been a heavy and a disagree- 
able burden upon Zard^n, and that because of this he was 
sorrowful, and had pretended to be ill, and had departed. 
And the king wished to understand his case thoroughly, and 
he sent a message to him, saying, “ To-morrow morning I will 
come and see thee, and I will inform myself as to what is the 
cause of this sickness of thine.” 

[Hotv ZarclAn wmt to the king and confessed that his illness 
was dm to grief and sorrow of mind, and not to any diseme 
of the hodyi] 

And when the message of the king reached Zarddn, and he 
understood it, he rose up in the morning and put on his 
apparel, and he went to the king and bowed down to the 
ground before him. And the king said unto him, “ Why didst 
•thou force thyself to visit ns seeing that thou art ill ? I wished 
to come to thee and to visit thee. All those who are under 
my authority know well our afiection for thee, and the honour 
in which thou art held by us.” And Zardiin answered, saying, 
“My sickness, O king, is not an ordinary sickness which is 
common to men, but it is a sickness due to grief and sorrow 
of the soul, and nothing else. And if I have come unto thee 
quickly, with boldness, according to thine honour, it was so 
that a rule of folly might not take place through me ; and 
I was afmid for thy sake lest there should be in thy kingdom 
dismay and tumult through the disgrace of myself, thy servant 
here present.” And then he informed the king the cause of 
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his Borrow. And Zardfin answered and said unto him, ‘‘Behold, 
I have brought destruction upon myself, and an exceedingly 
great punishment and many deaths are meet for me because 
of my laziness, for I have treated thy commandment with 
negligence, and I have become tlie cause of much sorrow.” 
And the king said unto him, “What hast thou done ? Behold, 
fear envelopeth thee ; tell me quickly.” And Zard&n answered, 
saying, “ 0 my lord the king, [p. 129] I have neglected to guard 
carefully thy son, my lord, for an evil man beguiled me. He 
came to thy son and he taught him the Christian Religion, 
and he told him a story which gave him pleasure, and he hath 
become Christ’s wholly, for he hath received Him and hath 
made himself happy by so doing.” And Zarddn told the king 
that the name of that master was Baralam. Now the king 
had heard before about Baralftm and about the beauty of his 
righteousness. 

[Hmo the hing heccmbc JUled leith wrath ivhen he heard 
ZardAn’s ivords, and how he summoned ‘Ardshidi the astro- 
loger to his presence.'] 

And when the king heard these words, sorrow filled his 
heart, and straightway fear and dismay descended upon him, 
and his heart burned, and one expected him to choke himself 
with the violence of the words which were heard [coming] 
from his mouth. And he caused to be brought a certain man 
whose name was ’Ar^hish, whom the king had appointed to be 
his viceroy, and he used to send for him in connection with all 
his edicts and the secret matters connected with his decrees. 
Now ’Ar&shish was a man who was skilled in the knowledge of 
the stars, and when he arrived the king told him about that 
great grief and sorrow that had come upon him. And when 
’ArSshfsh saw his dismay and the perturbation of bis soul, he 
said unto him, “Be not dismayed, O king, neither be thou 
sorrowful. We must not despair, and we must not be without 
hope that we can bring back thy son and convert him. And 
I know and am quite certain that thy son will speedily deny 
the teaching of this deceiver, and will return to thy counsel 
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and thy will” ; and by these words 'ArSshlsh contrived to turn 
the anger of the king into joy. And they made a plan (?) to 
show him how to bring about the matter. 

[jETow ’Ardditsh the astrologer gave the king counsel, mid hov; 
the king ended Mupan it.'\ 

And ’ArSshish said unto the king, “ O king, let us act in this 
wise. First of all let us seek for Baral&m the evil one. When 
we have found him know thou that we must not be ashamed 
at what we have thought out, for when we have found him, 
we will conquer him with words of argument, and having 
terrified him we will force him to say, ‘ Every word of mine 
which I spake was a lie and was only a jest’ And this shall 
be sufficient for thy son, my lord. But if we are not able to 
find Baral&m I know an old man, a dweller in the desert, 
whose name is N&kdr, who resembleth BaralRm in all his ways 
and disjiositions that are visible, [p. 130] and his Faith is like 
unto our Faith ; and he used to admonish me myself in his 
teaching. I will go to him by night, and I will tell him every- 
thing very clearly, and I will make him to understand what 
he shall do. And I will explain to him that Baralilm is to 
be seized, and that he is to have him brought to him when he 
is by himself, and that then he is to act craftily and cunningly 
and spread a report that he is a supporter of the Christians, 
and he will pretend that he is one who suffered sorely on their 
account. And after this he will be frightened like one who 
hath been defeated. And when thy son, my lord, seeth that 
Baral&m is defeated, [he will say], ‘Behold, our Faith is a 
thing that is overcome,’ and thus he will make himself a com- 
panion of the victors, and he will join liimself unto them, 
without making any opposition. And more than this, he will 
also be ashamed before the majesty of thy sovereignty, and 
will seek to be friendly ; and thus thou wilt find that which 
shall make thee to rejoice. And he who in his person shall be 
disguised as Barald.m shall convert him, and thy son will con- 
sider that it was BaralSm who seduced him.” 

And the king perceived that that which had been said to 
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him, and that which N&kdr had advised him to do was right. 
But behold, in accepting this counsel he placed his trust in a 
hope that was vain, and he did not know that Baral&m had 
departed only a very little time ago. 

{How NdJe6r instructed by 'Ardshtsh sets out on a jowmey 
through the desert in search of Barcddnu] 

^And N^kOr departed and made haste to seize Baralkm, and 
he set men to lie in wait on many roads to look for him ; and 
he and his attendants mounted their horses with haste, and 
they departed by a certain road, and there were many mighty 
men of war with him. And he thought that Baral&m would 
travel by that road, and he journeyed as quickly as he could 
to overtake him ; and for three days he tired his body with 
ready zeaL And he found in that country royal villages which 
had been built in the open desert, and he rested there and 
sent ’Anlshtsh and numerous horsemen to seek diligently for 
BaraMm in the desert. And when he arrived at that place he 
made a very great stir among those who dwelt there in seeking 
for Baralilm, and they made him to know and told him, saying, 
“ We have never seen this man.” And he departed again into 
the deserts, so that he might hunt the monks, who lead the 
life of anchorites, [p. 131] and he went on a little further into 
the desert asking for BaraMm, and he travelled about over 
difficult mountains and rivers, where no one had ever been 
before. 

And when he had arrived at a mountain which was exceed- 
ingly difficult to travel over, he and all his soldiers who were 
with him made a mighty eflbrt, and they climbed up to the 
top of the mountain, and, in the valley below, they saw a 
monastery of the monks who were solitaries and [the monks] 
walking about. And by the command of the officer all the 
soldiers were gathered together, and, without speaking, they 
descended the mountain, and they strove among themselves 
who should come down the fastest and who should arrive there 
first And when they found the holy men they leaped upon 
them like mad dogs, and like venomous serpents, the foe[s] of

the children of men, and they seized the men of the contem- 
plative life, who were clothed with the desert, and on whose 
fiices was the imprint of the contemplative life, and they 
pushed them along, and made them run, and set them before 
the officer. But the holy men were not in any way dismayed, 
and they did not utter one word of abuse, and they exhibited 
no act of anger. And their Master, because he was the chief, 
carried a hair scrip which was filled with the bones of the holy 
men of olden time. And when ’Ar&shis, the officer, had scru- 
tinized them carefully and he did not find among them Baral^, 
whom he knew, he was sad and sorry, and he repented. And 
he said unto these holy men, “ Where is he who hath deceived 
the king’s son ? ” And the chief of the monks, who was carry- 
ing the scrip, answered and said unto him, “ He is not with us, 
but with you ; he fled from us and went away, by the grace of 
Christ” And the captain of the soldiers answered and said 
unto him, “Dost thou know him?” And the desert monk 
answered and said unto him, “ Yea, I know the crafty one and 
deceiver, that is to say, Satan, who dwelleth with you, whom 
ye worship and to whom ye minister.” And the captain of the 
soldiers said unto him, “ I questioned thee only about BaralSm, 
and him I want, and because of this I questioned thee about 
him so that I might learn where he is.” And the desert monk 
answered, saying, “Why dost thou utter a vain woi‘d [p. 132} 
which is unseemly ? And thou hast asked before concerning 
him that hath dealt craftily with the son of the king. If thou 
art seeking for BaralS.m then it is fitting for thee whilst thou 
art keeping watch over every road to say, ‘ Where is the man 
who hath turned the king’s son from error and from the crafty 
deceiver, and hath delivered him from them?’ He is our 
brother, and our companion, and he is bound to us, and for 
many days we have not seen him.” 

[How the monks of the desert refused to teU the captain of 
the soldiers where BaraMm was and where he lived.'] 

And the captain of the soldiers said unto him, “Show me 
Ids dwelling.” And the solitary answered and said unto him. 
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“ If he had wished to 'see you he would have gone out with us 
to receive you ; we are not permitted to make you to know 
the place where he livetL” And the captain of the soldiers 
was wroth because of these words, and he looked at them with 
anger, and said unto them, “I will kill you with a terrible 
death, and I will cut you up into little pieces, if you do not 
show me where his dwelling is, and if ye do not bring Baral&m 
to pie instantly.” And the desert monks said unto him, “ What 
canst thou do to us? Have we any possessions which thou 
canst carry off from us, and because of which we are drawn to 
the act of accepting [from thee] this transitory life ? Or are 
we afraid of the death through thee which thou canst bring 
upon us ? On the contrary, we confess clearly before thee that 
thou wouldst do a good deed for us if thou wouldst take us 
out of the life of this fleeting world, and wouldst send us into 
the life that is for ever. But also we do fear with a fear which 
is not small — we fear the covering over of the eyes at the 
time of death, and our not knowing what will happen when 
death shall come to us. Shall we come under the crafty art 
of Satan and will it make us to delay in doing our own will to 
another in Whom we put our trust, that is, God ? Work then 
your will and give up the hope wherewith ye hope of finding 
him ; and make no long tarrying in working your will, for we 
will not show you where is our brother, who is beloved of God, 
and we have no wish to escape from this death, even though 
it be one of torture. On the contrary, it is better for us that 
we should die a good death confessing the ancient virtues and 
offering to [p. 133] God the blood of martyrdom with a good 
and ready mind.” 

[How the mptain seized the monies cmd their leader, omd 
hownd them in fetters and, took them hack with him to the 
Mng.l 

And this governor, whose heart was dense, was unable to 
endure their boldness towards him, but he was unable to 
inflict upon them many scourgings and severe punishment ; 
and that wicked man marvelled exceedingly at their willing- 
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ness [to die] and at their temerity. And when they would not 
submit to him and they refused to discover to him Baral&m, 
he forthwith commanded [the soldiers] to drag them out and 
to take them to the king ; and they were beaten and bound 
with chains of iron, and their bodies were torn [therewith], 
and their Master w’ent with them, candying the scrip wherein 
were the bones of the righteous. And in a few days they 
arrived at the place where the king was, and the govenyjr 
told him about them, and set them before him. ^iid when 
the king saw them he was exceedingly angry, and he com- 
manded the soldiers to beat them most severely and without 
mercy. And when the king saw that their flesh was tom into 
strips by the' wounds caused by the lashes, his flerce anger 
against them abated, and afterwards he spake unto them, 
saying, “What are these bones of the dead which ye are carry- 
ing with you ? Are they the bones of people whom ye love 
and to whom ye wish to go ? I will at this moment make you 
like unto them so that ye may mingle with them, and ye shaU 
thank me forthwith for my goodness.” And the Master and 
Teacher of those monks, the companion of divine beings, 
treated the words of the king as things of no account. And 
he answered with humility, and with a shining face, and with 
the grace that dwelt in his soul, and said unto him, “ 0 king, 
we carry these pure and holy bones as worthy of divine honour, 
for they are the bones of righteous men, whose works were 
excellent. And we have brought them with us that we may 
remember their ascetic excellence and their good course of 
life before God, and their love. We have brought them that 
we may awaken our souls through them and may make our- 
selves to resemble them in their departure. And we keep 
them that they may be for us a memorial which [p. 134] will 
remind us of their virtues^ and of their bitter deaths, which 
shall be exceedingly profitable unto us.

And the king said unto them, “ If the remembrance of death 
J Read 
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is a profitable thing, even as ye say, why do ye not take to 
your bodies as a memorial something which doth not at the 
last decay, and which would be better than these strange 
things which rot away?” And the Master of the monks 
answered and said unto the king, “ I would have thee to know 
that we carry about these bones for five reasons (?) ; answer 
me and tell me [any] one of them if thou knowest. Thou dost 
laugh at us and dost show signs of amusement at us, but know 
thou well that the liones of the righteous men who have been 
long dead establish a memorial which is far better known 
everywhere than the memorial of the living. If thou dost 
understand this thing, the bones which thou seest will descrilbe 
to thee plainly the appearance of death. Why then dost not 
thou remember thine own death, which is nigh unto thee ? It 
shall come unto thee after a short period of life, and shall 
make thee like unto them. But thou dost attach thyself to 
everything which is in opposition to the Divine Law, and dost 
wage war against the messengers of God, the Most High, and 
against those who love the splendid Faith, and who have in 
no wise acted treasonably against thee, but who do not share 
with thee a portion in this transitory world.” 

And the king answered and said unto them, “ 0 ye wicked 
slaves who deceive men, behold, rightly and fittingly will I 
punish you, for ye lead every one into error and make them 
to renounce the pleasure of this world and the joys thereof, 
and to remove themselves far from them, and ye promise them 
everlasting life in their stead. Ye make men to hate the 
pleasure of the palate, and the api)ctites, and the gratifications 
of the senses which are beloved by them, and to choose this 
filthy, and abominable, and hard life ; and ye preach to them 
a rough and stony [p. 136] rotid, so that ye may transfer the 
glory of the gods to Christ. But in. order that the people may 
not follow your persuasion, and the land may not become a 
desert, and that the people may not go far from the gods of 
their fathers and may not worship strange gods, I will pass 
judgement upon you and they shall torture you with many 
tortures.” 
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And the Father and Master of the monks answered and said 
unto him, “ If thou art wishful that every man should share 
with thee the good things of this world and the luxui^ thereof, 
why dost thou not apply unto every man a law whereby he 
shall eigoy an equal share of pleasure and of money? But 
thou hast made the greater number of them to be poor and 
wretched, and thou seizest their possessions for thyself and 
dost add them to thy possessions ! And thou dost not 
trouble thyself at all about the salvation of the multitude, 
but only about the glorification of thine own transitory body, 
and thou dost feed it with dainty and savoury meats. And in 
addition to this, thou dost deny God Almighty and dost forget 
Him, and thou dost give the name of God to beings who are 
not gods, and who commit every kind of uncleanness and 
fornication. Behold, clearly thou thyself art the seducer and 
the deceiver, for thou dost prevent the people from sharing 
the Faith with us, wishing them to be under thy dominion so 
that thou mayest make to be heavy upon them the burdens of 
toil and misery, wherein is no advantage ; this thou docst that 
the profit and increase which accrue from them may be thine. 
Tliou art like unto the man who feedeth dogs for hunting 
purposes, and birds for falconry, which before they hunt are 
made to be crafty by flattery and i)ersuasion, and when they 
catch anything during the hunt, the hunter snatcheth it from 
their moutha And similarly thou thyself wishest the manifold 
taxes and imposts on land and sea to be gathered together 
before thee. Thou pretendest that thou art taking trouble to 
save them, and that thou thyself wilt protect them, making ever- 
lasting perdition the excuse, and the cause of death is to them 
and to thyself also. And if thy possessions increase, and thy 
transitory riches, of which nothing shall reinain,[i). 136] become 
exceedingly great, yet are they only like a couple of bread-cakes. 
Behold, thou art at this moment like a man who preferreth 
darkness to light Wake up now from this slumber of thine for 
to-morrow thou shalt be under the earth. Oi)en thou thy blind 
eyes and look at our God Who hath made to rise upon every 
one the splendour of His light, and turn to God, for the Prophet 
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saith, ' 0 ye who have knowledge, how long will ye neglect to 
understand that there is no other God except Me ? Now our 
God is One, and there is no other Saviour beside HimK’ ” 

And the king answered and said unto them, “Cease to 
multiply your words, and bring hither to me at once Baral&m, 
before I destroy you with overwhelming tortures the like of 
which ye have never before experienced.” 

^d the spiritual fighter, great of patience, and bold of 
heart, who longed exceedingly for divine wisdom, did not fear 
one word of the terrifying threats of the king, but he was 
strong and without fear, and ho said unto the king, “ 0 king, 
do not imagine that we do the works which will bring us nigh 
to thee, but we do the works which God commanded, God our 
Lord and Master, and our holy Father. And we were com- 
manded to withdraw ourselves from every pleasure, and the 
lusts thereof, and to endure patiently torture, and the snfiering 
and evil of every kind which were to come, and all the punish- 
ment and torture which thou canst bring upon us, for the sake 
of our splendid Faith and the good things which are [to come]. 
Behold, thou art doing us a very great kindness : do whatso- 
ever thou pleasest, for we do not wish to do anything that is 
beyond what is seemly, but we will not force oui’selves [to 
commit] sin ; and do not imagine that this sin is a little one : 
we will not deny our Helper Who sufiered for us. And even 
if thou shouhlst bring upon us thousands of deaths we shall 
not lack the ready understanding of the mind, and we shall 
not cast away the teachings of our philosophy because we are 
afraid of thy tortures, and we shall do nothing that is not in 
accordance with [p. 137] the Divine Law. And we are prepared 
for every torture that thou canst bring upon us, for we shall 
live again in Christ ; and if we die for His sake it will be 
great profit to us.” 

And when the king heard [these words] he became hot with 
anger, and he commanded [his soldiers] to cut off their divine 
tongues, and also to pluck out their eyes, and to cut off the 
hands and the feet of all of them. And when the command 
* Isaiah sliii. 10, 11 ; xlr. 21. 
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had gone forth the soldiers surrounded them, carrying their 
weapons of war to cut oif their members without mercy. And 
they dragged out the tongues of the monks from their mouths 
with curved iron tailors’ awls, and poured water upon them, 
and they made holes iu their eyes with iron borers, and they 
cut off their hands and their feet with instruments of torture, 
which had been made specially for the purpose of lopping off 
limbs. And those holy and honourable ilien rejoiced in tl^pir 
hearts and minds as if they had been invited to a feast, and 
they drew nigh to the torture with willingness, each inciting 
the other to endure, and they chose gladly death for the sake 
of the love of Christ, without fear and without dismay ; and 
under each and every kind of torture they committed their 
patiently-enduring souls to God. Now the number of these 
solitary monks was seventeen. And it is known and it is cer- 
tain that he who endureth jwiin patiently hath a mind that 
loveth the beauty of piety, even as said another, who was not 
one of our companions, when he praised the martyrdom of one 
old man, a priest, and the martyrdom of seven young men with 
their mother, and when he helped them in the place of judge- 
ment, “ Fight ye for the Religion of your fathers.” And these 
holy fathers, who were pilgrims to the Jerusalem which is 
above and heirs thereof, did not fall short of the martyrs, and 
they failed in no way the determination of their minds, and 
their souls were great even as were theirs. 

[H&w 'ArAslits went hy the Idn^e command to find Ndit&r the 
magician, and hoto N(ik6r agreed to personate Baraldm.'] 

And when these holy fathers died their testimony to the 
shining Faith was made known openly. And then the king 
turned to ’Ar^shts, the captain of his host, that [p. 138] he 
might make a second plan, for of the first plan both were 
ashamed, and he commanded him to bring the man whose 
name was NstkOr. And 'Ar&shis went to Nslk6r in the darkness 
of the night, and he came to his cell ; now he dwelt in desert 
places and he was always practising magic ; and ’ArSshls told 
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him everything that they had planned concerning him, and 
they completed their plot with him. 

And ’ArSshls came back in the morning to the king, and 
asked him to give him strong horsemen so that he might go 
and seek for Baral&m. And he departed into the desert places, 
and he saw a man coming out from among the rivers, and he 
commanded his horsemen to bring him to him ; and they made 
thmr horses gallop, and they overtook him quickly, and they 
seized him and took him to him. And ’ArAshis began to ques- 
tion him, and he said unto him, “ Wlio art thou ? What is thy 
name ? ’’ And the man said unto him, “ I am a Christian and 
my name is Baralsim” (even as ’ArSshts had instructed him 
and arranged with him already), and ’ArSshis rejoiced in find- 
ing N6k6r, the man of perdition, who had disguised himself as 
Baraldm ; and he led him away hastily. And he went back to 
the king forthwith and he set NdkOr before him. 

[Hmo the kitijg held converse with NdkOr who lied and de- 
clared to him tJmt he tvas BaraMm.] 

And the king said unto him in the presence of all those who 
were standing before him, “Art thou that evil-doer Baral^lm ? ” 
And Nfi.k6r answered and said unto him, “ I am the slave of 
God, and thou must not call me a messenger of Satan, for it 
is meet that thou shouldst believe in His abundant grace. It 
was I who taught thy son the good worship of God, and I de- 
livered him from every crafty thing. And I made the God, 
Who is God indeed, to deal graciously with him, and I taught 
him and admonished him to perform every kind of work of 
spiritual excellence.” 

And the king said unto him after the manner of one who 
was in a furious rage, “It would be more seemly for us if, 
instead of hearing one word from thee and givuig thee the 
opportunity to make answer, we killed thee without asking 
a question, but I will be patient with thee because of my love 
for the children of men. And I will give thee a period of time, 
that is to say, up to an appointed day ; meanwhile I will in- 
vestigate thy work publicly, and if I find that thou hast been 
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loyal onto me, mercy and compassion from me shall be ready 
for thee; but if thou hast acted treasonably towards me 
[p. 139] thou shalt be destroyed with a terrible destruction.” 

And this old and wicked man answered, saying, “ I should 
deserve it If thou seest thy son careless in respect of admo- 
nition, I will rouse him up, and T will remind him of what he 
needeth so that he shall never be apathetic (or, lazy).” And 
when he had said this he (the king) delivered him over, to 
’Ar5shis and commanded him to keep guard over him with 
all diligence. And he said unto him privily, “If we go before- 
hand to my son he will add only the word of the Faith ; there- 
fore bring Nakor, and let him come disguised as Raraiam.” 

\_How YSwds^f heard that Baraidm had arrived in the cUy, 
and how God revealed to him the drnnge of 'Ardshie aivd 
Ndk6r, and comforted him.\ 

Now the report was rumoured everywhere in the city that 
BaraMm had been found, and at length Yewitsef heard it And 
when he heat'd it his heart was pained, and his soul was sick, 
and he could not control himself, and he wept many tears. And 
he prayed to God with groaning and lamentation, and he be- 
sought Him to help Baraidm, the righteous old man. And the 
Doer of good things did not neglect his grief, for He is the 
Good Being, and He is the helper of those who cry to Him in 
the time of their trouble. And He told the young man and 
made him to know everything concerning them in a vision of 
the night, and He gave him power and strength to fight for 
the Good Faith. And when he woke up he found in his heart 
joy and gladness in abundance, and confidence, and God made 
him to feel the beauty of the light in his heart, which had 
been sorrowful, and sad, and smitten with pain. 

[How tlw kingvmit to the palace of Yf/wda&f and reviled him.^ 

And the king wished in his heart to give unto ’ArSshis many 
gifts and great good things, but he did not understand the 
words of the prophet David, who said, “The evil doer deceiveth 
himself. What is right shall overcome the sinner, and it shall 
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break him in pieces utterly, and shall destroy the memorial 
of him speedily^” (and what followeth this). And after two 
days the king came to the palace of his son, and though 
YSwSsef went forth to meet him he did not embrace his fiither 
according to his custom, but he behaved like one who was 
wroth ; and the king went into the royal palace, and was filled 
with anger, and sat down. And he called Yewdsef [p. 140] and 
said unto him, “ What is this story which hath been poured 
into my ears ? My soul melteth utterly through fear. I think 
in my mind that among the men who have lived before us 
there was never one who rejoiced in the birth of his son more 
than I rejoiced in thy birth ; but I also think that none hath 
ever suffered so much evil and sorrow through his son as thou 
hast caused me at this present time. Thou hast rejected my 
state, and hast removed the light of mine eyes, and hast cut 
off the strength of my limbs, and through thee I am obliged 
to hold fest to my calamity. Behold, there hath come to me 
that which I feared would happen unto me, and I have be- 
come the laughingstock of mine enemies. For thou hast 
followed a doctrine which is alien to mine own, and thou hast 
bent thy will to a man [whose judgement] is immature, and 
to the words of those who deceive cunningly. And thou hast 
preferretl the worship of those who have no understanding, 
and thou hast forsaken our great gods, and hast worshipped 
a strange god. Why hast thou done this ? I hoped that I had 
brought thee up with the greatest care and had guarded thee 
well, and 1 hoped that thou wouldst be the strength and stay 
of my old age, and the inheritor of my kingdom after me. 
Art thou not ashamed to commit such an act of unfinendliness 
and hostility towards me ? It would have been far better for 
thee to obey me, and to follow my Law, than to hearken unto 
the wonl and fiilsehood of that old man (that hypocrite and 
son of perdition I) whom thou obeyest, and who hath promised 
thee a life of bitterness instead of a life of pleasure and free- 
dom, and the journeying on the strait and rugged road whereon 
the Son of Mary commanded [His followers] to travel. Art 
^ Compare Psalms ix. 5, 6; xxxiv. 16.

thou not afraid of the wrath of the gods, whose glory is great, 
lest they bring down lightnings ujwn thee, or snatch thee 
away in a mighty storm of wind, or lest the earth split and 
swallow thee up, iKJcause it is they who have favoured thee 
with all the good things of this world ? And they have adorned 
us with crowns of royalty, and have made very many peoples 
to be in submission unto us. And through my petition and 
entreaty to them thou thyself wast bom, thy coming being 
[p. 141] scarcely hoped for, and they made thee a partner in 
this splendid light, and yet thou hast cast them aside and hast 
utterly rejected them ! And thou dost lean upon Him Who 
w'as crucified, and they have persuaded thee, with a foolish 
persuasion, [to believe in] the resurrection of the dead who 
lived l)efore our time, and thousands of other foolish things. 
But, 0 my beloved son, hearken to thy father, and l>e subject 
unto him, and withdraw thyself far from this long and distant 
pith, and come nigh and ofier up sacrifice to the benevolent 
gods, and make thyself to be forgiven by them by means of 
great offerings that are better than one hundred bulls and 
vows, so that they may grant forgiveness of transgression and 
remission of sins; for they have the power both to confer 
happiness and to punish. And let this path be a thing to be 
talked about by thee only. And do this for our sake also. 
Through them we have arrived at the exalted position that 
we hold, and they bestow gracious gifts in return for the 
glorification of their divinities and majesties, and on those 
who bring offerings unto them they bestow twofold glory.” 

{How Yhvd^f dedared to the king his father the existence 
of God Almighty, and described the reasons for his hdief in 
the Christian Religion, and showed him the futility of the 
worship of idols^ 

And with this and similar talk at very great length did the 
king address his son ; in it he showed his hatred for our Law 
and he made a mock of it, and that which concerned the gods 
he lauded and magnified. And when the divine young man 
saw [this], he did not wish to teach him and to illumine him. 
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but he raised himself up on a pedestal, and upon a very high 
place wherefrom he might be very clearly visible, and then 
filled with courageous daring he spoke to his frther face to 
face. And he spake unto him thus : “The master whom I have 
made [my guide] I will not deny, for I have fied from the 
outer darkness, and have come to the light that illumineth, 
and I have cast behind me error and acquired righteousness. 
I have rejected the evil Satans, and have followed the Bon of 
God, the Word, in Wliom is the Father Wlio created every- 
thing from a state in which it did not exist. He fashioned man 
out of the dust and breathed into him the breath of life, and 
He fed him in the Garden of Joy, but having tmnsgressed the 
commandment of his God he rightly became subject to the 
punishment of death [p. 142]. And when the Power of Evil 
drew him aside, the Merciful One, the Maker of the Universe, 
did not neglect him, and He did not forsake him,' wishing 
[him] to work towards his former glory. And because of this 
the Creator of the Universe, and the Fashioner of our race, 
became a man for our sakes in the flesh of a pure and holy 
virgin. And He went about among men for the sake of us, 
who wore lost slaves, and the Lord accei)ted death upon the 
wood of the Cross, so that He might remove from us the 
fetters of sin and the oppression thereof. And He wished that 
every man might be as strong as he was formerly, and that 
[the angel] might open to us the gates of heaven and take us 
up thither. And He sweetened our natures and laid them 
upon the throne of glory ; and He gave unto those who loved 
Him a kingdom which is never-ending, and good things (or, 
happiness) which are beyond the possibility of hearing about, 
and beyond [the comprehension] of [human] minds. This Being 
is the Mighty One and the All-Powerfiil one ; He alone is the 
Lord of lords, and the King of kings. Who abideth in His 
saints. Glory be to Him, and to the Father, and to the Holy 
Spirit, the Holy Trinity, in Whom I have been baptized and 
placed my trust. Him do I praise, and Him do I worship. 
Three Persons who are equal, and One Substance without 
mixture, uucreate and immortal. The First One, Who is un- 
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approachable, and incomprehensible, and indefinable, and in- 
corporeal, and impassible, and unwearyable, and unchange- 
able, and indescribable, is the source of goodness and of what 
is right ; and He is the primeval Light Which illumined the 
world. He is the Creator of all created things, both those that 
are visible and those that are invisible. He is the Protector 
of everyone and the Keeper of everyone, He caretli for every 
man and He is his Refuge, He is the Sustainer of every man 
and He is His Lord. Without Him nothing that is could exist, 
and without His wisdom it would be impossible for anything 
to stand. He is the life of everyone and the Strengthener of 
everyone. 

“And why, O my begetter, art thou a stranger to One Who 
is thus good ? And why art thou remote from the Grod Who 
is thus powerful ? He is the God of the dumb graven images 
which thou thyself hast made, and which return no answer to 
those who make petitions to them. And in them are abomin- 
ableness and stinkingnesB, and one cannot make them to cease 
from possessing these attributes. And besides this, truly do 
I say unto thee [p. 143] that devils speak inside them, and 
they seduce you by their means; and not one righteous and 
holy man [believeth in them]. 1 know this, and I hate them 
with a perfect hatred. I have gotten for myself a God Who 
liveth indeed, and Him only do I worship, and I shall minister 
unto Him until my soul leaveth my body, and I have com- 
mitted my soul into His hand. I have returned from the cap- 
tivity which is exceedingly evil, and I am one who is illumined 
with the light of the Holy Spirit. But my soul is sad and 
sorrowful because thou hast not found that these good things 
are thus in truth, and because thou hast fled from the shining 
Faith, and art a servant of evil, and art denying Christ. 

“And now, 0 father, since thou hskst discovered my proceed- 
ings, hearken unto all the desire of my heart. I will not deny 
the covenant which I have covenanted with my Messiah, Who 
purchased me from slavery with His precious blood and from 
the error of destruction. And because of this it is meet that 
I should die for His Name by thousands of deaths multiplied 
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many timea Weary not thyself for my sake by wishing for 
my conversion from a confidence which is happy and bright, 
for thy wish is just as useless and unprofitable as if thou didst 
wish to hold the heights of heaven in thy hand, or to dry up 
the fathomless depths of the sea. Know therefore well that 
it is impossible for thee to shake me in this my opinion. And 
if thou wilt hearken to my advice, make Christ thy Gk>d so 
that thou mayest find His delights, which are beyond the 
understanding, [both] in word and in sublimity. [If thou doest 
this] then we two shall be partners, and as we are partners in 
the nature of the flesh even so shall we become partners in 
the pure Faith. And if thou wilt not do this then know that 
certainly and in truth I will remove myself from under thy 
authority as my father, and that I shall worship my God, Who 
is indeed God.” 

[Hoto the Mng threatened with hie imploicahle 

hoatUUy^ 

And when the king heard all this from him, he was astounded 
and was filled with wrath, and madness rushed upon him, and 
he gnashed his teeth like a madman, and he said unto him, 
“1 myself [p. 144] am the source of the causes that make thee 
to treat me thus, for 1 have treated thee as no fiither ever 
before hath treated his son. Rightly did the astrologers tell 
me at the time of thy birth that thou wouldst become an evil 
man and wouldst show thyself deceitful, and disobedient, and 
rebellious towards thy parents. However, if thou wilt not 
hold by my advice from this moment and wilt remove thyself 
from my fatherly authority, I shall treat thee with hostility, 
and I shall inflict upon thee evil the like of which no man 
hath ever inflicted upon his enemies.” 

[How Yhiodeif OMMsed his father of envying him his salva- 
tion, how he threatened to flee from him as from a serpent, 
and how he urged him to repent cmd to seek God.'] 

And Yewftsef answered and said unto him, “ 'Why dost thou 
inflame thyself with wrath on my account because I have 
B. 11 
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become worthy of these good things ? Who of the fathers of 
olden time ever saw his son laden with riches and envied him? 
How can a son call such a man ‘ father/ and how is it possible 
for him not to call him * enemy ’ ? From this moment I will 
not call thee 'father/ but I will make myself remote from 
thee, even as the man who fleeth from the face of a serpent. 
Since the matter is thus I know of a certainty that thou art 
jealous of my salvation, and that thou wouldst in fact over- 
throw me and cast me into the pit of destruction. And if tuou 
wishest to snatch me away and to force me as thou sayest, 
know thou of a certainty that thou wilt gain nothing except 
that thou wilt be called a wicked father and a murderer, and 
that in comparison with thee the rapacious eagle which 
swoopeth [on its prey] in the air is a small matter. 

“ I will not turn away from the worship of Christ, in Whom 
I believe with a happy faith. But do thou get understanding, 
0 father, and wake up, and remove blindness and darkness 
from the eyes of thine heart, and lift up thine eyes that thou 
mayest see the light of God which illumineth every man, and 
bask thou in this light which is vavy pleasant Behold, the 
whole of thee is submerged in the sea of sin and in the lust 
of the flesh which is unconverted. Know moreover that every 
man is as the g^rass of the field, and that all the work of a man 
is as the flower of the desert ; for his leaf drieth up and his 
flower is driven away, but the word of my God, Whom I preach, 
shall remain strong over every man for ever. Let not wrath 
and anger have dominion [over thee] as thou pursuest empty 
adulation, which is like unto [p. 145] the summer flower that 
is beaten to pieces and decayeth, and the pleasure that is 
abominable and loathsome, that is to say, the filling of the 
belly with food, and the gratification of the filthy passion of 
the lower belly, which giveth pleasure to the minds of fools 
for a few days, but afterwards there taketh place a rising up 
within us of fumes which are more bitter than wormwood, in 
this transitory world with its errors and its lying dreams. 
And those who are fettered by the love thereof and the doers 
of sin [shall dwell] in everlasting sorrow, and in the fire which 
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burneth and shall nerer be extinguished, and which hath 
neither limit nor end. 

“Woe is me if thou shalt find thyself imprisoned therein, 
and shalt sufier torture in the terrible fiame thereof in the 
repentance which is everlasting, because of the abundant evil 
of thy mind! And thou shalt make manifold entreaties for 
them to bring thee back to this life, but thou shalt not attain 
this, and thou shalt remember my words. Now, repentance 
shall profit nothing there, for in Sheol neither confession nor 
repentance shall avail thee. For this fieeting time is the time 
for action, and the time that passeth not away, and that shall 
assuredly come, is the time wherein to receive reward and 
retribution. And if there were no passing away to these de- 
lights and joys, and if there were no pain or tribulation in 
connection with them, they would be preferred to the gifts of 
Christ and to these delights which are exalted fiir above the 
thoughts. And as the sun sendeth forth more light than the 
night, similarly and in the same degree, the good things that 
God hath promised unto those who love Him are more 
splendid, more glorious, and greater than all the glory of an 
earthly kingdom. And now it is meet for thee to choose that 
which is greatest among things rather than that which dimi- 
nisheth and becometh little, since every thing that is in this 
world is transitory and perishable, and is like unto the shadow 
and the dream ; even also are those who are rich therein. 

“And now, why dost thou prefer that which is transitory, 
and the wake of the ship in the waves of the sea, which pro- 
fiteth not man ? O thou tool who hast not sufiicieut strength 
to follow the word of righteousness ! O thou man lacking in 
understanding, [p. 145] choose not transitory tilings in pre- 
ference to those that abide for ever and are incorruptible, for 
the pleasure thereof is only momentary, and thou art not able 
to hear concerning the delights the existence of which is ever- 
lasting. Wilt not thou understand this, O my father? And 
wilt not thou renounce that which to-morrow shall pass away? 
And wilt not thou take greater heed and be more wakeful in 
respect of the things that endure ? Wilt not thou prefer the

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habitation that is everlasting to the habitation that is transi- 
tory, and the light to the darkness, and the spirit to the flesh, 
and the life that is everlasting to death and the things that 
are transitory ? Abandon the worship which is to be rejected 
and is evil, and of the god of this world, who is Satan, and 
take refiige in Christ, the Good, the Tender-hearted, the Com- 
passionate to all men. And renounce the worship of those 
who are falsely called ‘ gods,’ and withdraw from them, and 
worship the True God. Even if thou hast sinned against Him 
excessively, and hast slain His servants, I know and believe 
that my God will accept thee, and will forgive thy sins ; for 
He doth not desire the death of the sinner, but that the sinner 
may return and live for ever\ For in His mercy He came to 
seek us who had gone astray, and He endured for our sakes 
scourging, and crucifixion and death, and with His precious 
blood He bought us from the slavery of sin. Glory and praise 
be unto Him for ever and ever ! Amen.” 

{How the king tms filled with wrath and desipair when he 
heard YSwds^/’s words, and how he cursed his son's birth, 
and threatened to MU him because of the insndts which 
Yhcd^f heaped upon the gods.'] 

And then the king was filled with despondency and wrath 
at the wisdom of the young man, and at his words to which 
he found it impossible for him to make answer, and he was 
unable to turn him by discussion and promises, and he was 
afraid lest he should bring up against him many other matters 
of complaint. And he was inflamed in mind greatly because 
of his audacity, and his blasphemy against the gods, and his 
derision of them, and he was afraid of his freedom of speech. 
And he departed, being filled with fury against him, and he 
said, “ It would have been far better for me if I had never 
begotten thee at all, and if thou hadst never come forth from 
the womb and seen the light, than for thee to blaspheme the 
gods and to rebel against thy father’s love. But do not treat 
the gods, who are invincible, [p. 146] with such utter contempt,

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and do not blaspheme their great work, for if thou boharest 
in this manner thou shalt be chastised with every kind of 
torture, and I will kill thee with a terrible death, and thou 
shalt become as mine enemy who standeth up against me, and 
not as my beloved son.” And with words of this kind did his 
father make answer to him, and he went away from him full 
of wrath against him. 


[How Y$wdsi[fwent into his palace and prayed to God and 
was comforted hy his prayer.'\ 

And the young man YSw^ef went into his palace, and he 
lifted up his eyes to Him Who strengthened him for the 
spiritual fight, and he cried out to Him firom the depth of his 
heart, saying, “O Lord, my God, Thou sweet Hope, and Word 
of righteousness wherein is no lie. Thou strong Refuge of those 
who flee to Thee, consider the contrition of my heart, and 
reject me not utterly. Be not far from me, be with me until 
the Day of Judgement, and fulfil to me in truth according as 
Thou hast promised me, 0 Thou Who hast strengthened me in 
this Good Faith, until the day of my death, so that I may be 
able to endure. Look upon me and have compassion upon 
me, even as Thou judgest those who love Thy Name. Look 
[upon me], O King of kings, for my soul bumeth mightily 
with love for Thee, and it is parched like the thirsty man in 
the time of summer wheu there is no water, and it hangeth 
uiK>n Thee. O Fountain of Life which never runneth dry, 
deliver not over to the wild beasts the soul that is submissive 
to Thee, and treat not with neglect for ever the soul that is 
thy pauper ; but hold me to be a sinner so that I may sufier 
during the whole remainder of my life for Thy holy Name, 
and 1 will put my trust in Thee, and sacrifice unto Thee my 
whole being, for all created things praise Thee and bless Thee 
for ever. Amen.” And when he had prayed in this wise he 
found Divine consolation in his heart, and his soul was filled 
with joy, and he passed the whole night praying. 
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[Hmc the king, by the advice of ’Ardshis, visited YtwdMf 
once again, and spake fair words to him, and tried to con- 
vince him that, oMhongh he ivas wholly in sympathy with the 
Religion of the Galileans, the only right course of life was to 
worship the great gods.'] 

And the king told ’Ariishis, the captain of his host, every- 
thing that YewSsef had said unto him, and described to him 
his bold behaviour, which could not be changed. Tlien stmiglit- 
way the captain of the host advised the king to speak to him 
with cunningly devised words, and to pretend to love him, 
and to apply to him words of persuasion. And his fiither went 
to Ygw^gf on the following day, and sat down, and called his 
son, and made him to come near him ; and he embraced him 
and kissed him tenderly and caressingly, [p. 148] saying, “O 
my beloved son, pay honour to thy father’s grey hairs, and 
hearken unto what I ask of thee. Offer up offerings to the 
gods and sacrifice unto them, so that they may forgive thee, 
and may give thee length of days, and glory of every kind, 
and a reign untouched by tribulation and full of happiness of 
every kind. In this way thou shalt become profitable to thy 
father and a joy all the days of thy life. And thou wilt be 
honoured and praised by all men, for he who obeyeth his 
father shall be a great man, and every one will praise him ; 
and over and above all this [he shall enjoy] the grace and 
favour of the gods. Why didst thou think some time ago, O 
my son, that of my own free will I had withdrawn from the 
good path, and had chosen the way of the transgressor through 
ignorance, and lack of understanding and good counsel, and 
had cast my soul into perdition ? And if thou imaginest that 
I prefer death and evil to life [and what is good], then know 
thou well, 0 my son, that thou hast withdrawn thyself from 
right judgement and from wisdom. Hast thou not observed 
the abundance of [my] wealth, and how I have prepared an 
army to fight the enemy ? And again, in another way, 1 have 
worked at the works at which every man worketh until frtigue, 
and hunger, and thirst overtook me, and I have wandered 
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about and walked over rough roads, and I have not in any 
way spared myself. And so much have I regarded my money 
as a thing of no account, and as a contemptible thing, that 
I have spent recklessly the treasure of my kingdom in restoring 
the temples of the great gods, and I have decorated each of 
them with the decorations that befit it, and I have distributed 
among the soldiers very much money and treasure. And 
similarly the desire for pleasure hath been rejected by me, 
an<l I have even resisted temptations [successfully]. And 
when I knew that the Law (i.e. lieligion) of the Galileans was 
honourable I made myself ready to tum to it, and I forsook 
everything, and I took great pains [to secure] my own sal- 
vation. And if one would curse me because I am negligent 
and deficient in my knowledge in doing what is excellent, 
understand thou and enquire how many nights I have spent 
sleeplessly [p. 149] in seeking to learn and in asking questions. 
And sometimes it hath happened, against my will, that I could 
not find rest at all for my soul until I obtained the clear ex- 
planation of the matter about which I enquired. And there 
is no one under the sun who is more ready than myself to 
testify to wisdom and profound knowledge, and to the com- 
prehension of hidden things apparent in any man. 

“ Behold, I have disputed with many of the wise and learned 
men, and with those who are called Christians, of my own free 
will and with attention, seeking knowledge for myself, and at 
length I found out the works of righteousness from the wise 
men who were honourable witnesses, and who were men of 
understanding, in the truth of their words. There is no other 
way to-day except this — to worship the glorious gods. And 
there is no place of rest which is more pleasant for a man to 
meet with than their temple. And we ourselves are among 
those who delight in and take their pleasure in joy and glad- 
ness (which the Galileans cast away in their pride), even the 
sweet light, and all the joys that the gods have given us. But 
the Galileans have cast away the hearing thereof, and they 
await the other hidden life to which they go, though they 
neither know what they say nor what are the things which 
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[they declare] they know. As for thee, 0 my beloved sou, be 
thou a comfort to thy feither, for by means of a true searching 
I have found the truth. Behold, moreover, and know that I 
do not love eiTor, and that I am not one who maketh a mock 
at good things, on the contrary, I have found them, and have 
gained possession of them ; and as for thee, 1 prefer to have 
thee, which is better than to long for thee. Follow thou me, 
and thou shalt find happiness of every kind, and thou shalt 
be the inheritor of my kingdom.” 

[How Yhedslf/ ahotved his father that a inan must not im- 
peril his soul throughJUial obedience, and how he admonished 
him to cast aside idolatry and follow Christ, and hov.' he 
described to him the second coming of our Lord, and the 
day of Judgement.^ 

And when the young man, who was full of true divine 
wisdom, heard these wor<ls from the mouth of his father, he 
recognized the craftiness of the cunning serpent, and he knew 
that a secret net had been prepared for his feet with guile. 
And he made strong his shining (or, illumined) heart, and he 
set before his eyes the divine commandment which saith, “ I 
did not come to set peace but the sword and fire, and have 
come to separate the son fi'om his father, and the daughter 
from her mother (and what folio weth these words). And 
[he remembered that it saith], [p. 150] “He who loveth father 
or mother m6re than Me is not worthy of Me, and he who 
denieth Me before the free of man him will I also deny before 
the lace of My Father Wlio is in heaven^.” And with all this 
he pondered at that moment in his heart with divine fear, 
and he strengthened his heart with strong love, recalling to 
his mind the words of Solomon, the wise man, who saith, 
“ [There is] a time for showing love and a time for showing 
hate ; a time for making war and a time for making peace^.” 
And he prayed in his heart, saying, “ Have compassion upon 
me, 0 Lord, have compassion upon me, for my soul confideth 
itself to Thee, and under the shadow of Thy wings do I trust 
‘ Matt X. 34, 35. “ Matt x. 33, 37. ® Eccles. iii. 8. 
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myself. And I wait until sin shall have passed by. I cry out to 
God, the Most High, Who hath done good things for meS” (and 
the rest of the Psalm). 

And Yewflaef answered his &ther, saying, “ As for the good 
pleasure of a f&ther our honourable Lord taught us the 
memorial thereof, and He sowed in us natural affection. But 
if it be that the love of parents leadeth to the perdition of the 
soul, and maketh it to be remote from its Creator, behold, 
he liath commanded that we must cut it off absolutely from 
us, and that we must not accept that which will seimrate us 
from God. But we must hate these things and renounce them 
absolutely, even though it be a ffi,ther who hath commanded 
us to do what is not right, or a mother, or a king, or a lord of 
this life ; and concerning this love He hath commanded us to 
withdraw ourselves therefrom. This is not a seemly thing for 
me to do. Bring not therefore trouble upon me and upon thy- 
self, but bow down and submit thyself, so that both of us may 
worship the Living God, the First One. For the things that 
thou worshippest are idols, and they are the work of the hand 
of man, and they never benefit those who worship them, but 
only bring upon them perdition and everlasting torment. And 
if thou dost not wish to do so, do unto me whatsoever thou 
pleasest, for I am a faithful servant of Christ the Lord, and 
neither by thy promises nor by thy threats wilt thou be able 
to separate me from the love of my God, even as I have already 
told thee ; and I have revealed unto thee the truth. And as 
for that which thou sayest unto me, I have neither done evil 
nor acted deceitfully [except] in my ignorance in respect of 
doing what is good. 

“I have leanied notwithstanding, through excessive search- 
ing and fatigue, [p. 151] that the worship of idols and of the sun, 
and the lust of sin are the things wherefrom men must with- 
draw themselves ; and in truth these are not good things. I 
do not say unto thee that thou doest evil willingly, but the 
abundant fiood which is poured out over thee and thy en- 
trance into darkness prevent thee from seeing the light, and

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even a little of the vision of splendour, because thou hast for- 
saken the path of integrity, and hast fallen into the pit, and 
because of the overwhelming flooda Behold, I myself have 
learned the knowledge of this thing. Know thyself, desire not 
this, and long not for the darkness instead of the light, and 
choose not death which killeth instead of life. Thou iraaginest 
that this thy cotinsel is good, but on the contrary, it is thus : 
the idols which thou dost worship are unclean devils out- 
wardly, and inwardly all their works are unclean. And this 
life which thou imagincst to be pleasant and full of joy and 
pleasure is, on the contrary, a vile and filthy thing, and it is 
even as hath in truth been said about it, * a transitory thing 
[which lasteth] a few days only, which smootheth the throat 
[for a moment] and in the end is far more bitter than worm- 
wood.’ And my Master [whose word] is sharper than a two- 
edged sword, saith, ‘How often have I told you about the 
errors thereof ! ’ If thou wishedst to count them thou wouldst 
find them very much greater in number than the sands [of 
the sea]. 

“[This transitory life] is a path of falsehood upon which are 
laid as paving-stones filthy lusts and fieeting pleasures, and it 
leadeth those who are seduced into following it to Sheol and 
to utter perdition. And the happiness which my Lord promised, 
which thou thyself didst call the hope of the hidden life, is in 
truth a thing that is unchangeable, and it bath no end, and 
decay cannot reach it ; and it is impossible for men to describe 
it, and no man is able to declare the greatness of that glorious 
state. But it is not true, as thou sayest, that we shall all die, 
and that there is none among men who shall live [again]. It 
is not thus, but thou shalt be raised up when the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, shall come in indescribable glory 
[p. 152] and in awful power, for He only is the King of kings, 
and Lord of lords, to ^Vhom boweth every knee which is in 
heaven, and upon earth, and under the earth, in fear and 
trembling. At that time the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken, and thousands of tens of thousands of angels and arch- 
angels shall stand before Him, and divine fear shall seize 
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them all. And the heavens shall roll up like a paper, and the 
earth shall open her mouth, and the bodies of men who have 
died, from Adam until that moment, shall be raised up, in the 
twinkling of an eye, and shall stand as living beings before the 
throne of God, Who shall discuss with each one concerning 
what he hath done. Then shall the righteous, who have believed 
on the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Spirit, and have 
spent their lives in this world in doing what is good, shine like 
the sun in the kingdom of the heavens. 

“And how can I describe to thee the glory which they shall 
find? If I compare tlieir splendour and the light of their 
beauty to the light of the sun, yea, even to the brilliance of 
the lightning, I cannot make it to compare with that beauty 
which the eye hath not seen, nor the ear heard, and which 
hath never been imagined in the heart of man. And this it is 
that God hath prepared for His beloved ones in the kingdom 
of the heavens, in the light that cannot be described and in 
the glory that is boundless. And as for those who have denied 
the True God, and have forgotten their Creator, and have 
worshipped Satans and have sacrificed unto devils, and have 
loved the pleasure of this transitory world, and have wallowed 
in the deepest depths of sin, like swine in the mire, and have 
made themselves the habitation of all evil and things of per- 
dition, they shall stand up naked in shame, being filled with 
sorrow, and they shall be a laughingstock for every creature, 
and everything that they have said and done shall be depicted 
in visible form before their eyes. Moreover, after this great 
disgrace they shall find mocking and shame which they shall 
not be able to bear, and they shall suffer punishment in 
Jah&namite fire, in darkness wherein is no light, where are the 
g nashing of teeth and the worm which dieth not And these 
shall be their portion [p. 163] and their retribution for ever, 
because they have renounced the good things that were 
promised to them, and have chosen, in retnni for the pleasure 
that lasteth but a moment, torture for ever. And because of 
this [the Christians] withdrew from the enjoyment of this 
world so that they might find that joy which is indescribable 
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and the pleasure thereof, and the glory which cannot be lauded 
[sufficiently]. And they shall shine brightly with the angels, 
and they shall find grace before God, the Bestower of great 
happiness ; and they shall escape from these bitter tortures 
which hare no ending, and be snatched away fi'om that severe 
disgrace and agonizing sickness. How very right then is it 
that we should give our possessions and our bodies, yea, even 
our souls which we have ! And he who will not learn this hath 
neither understanding nor knowledge. Will not a man endure 
the death that lasteth for a moment that he may escape the , 
death [that is everlasting], and inherit imperishable life, and 
shine with the light of the Holy Trinity, the Source of life and 
the Creator thereof? ” 

[How the khig refmed to argue with hie sou, aud spake fair 
words to him, and invited him to discuss their ^^idle quarrdl" 
privily with him on another occasion, and how he promised 
to summon a great Council and to invite both pagans and 
Galileans to ddbate tlie matter before him.'] 

And when the king heard how YSw&sef [spake] these words, 
and saw the intelligence of the young man, and the vigour of 
his reply, and that he was not afraid of his Other’s punish- 
ment, and that he would not listen to the words of persuasion, 
which had been addressed to him, and that the threats of 
terrifying torture did not frighten him, he marvelled at the 
eloquence of his mouth, and the beauty of his replies which he 
was unable to gainsay. And in secret his mind (conscience?) 
was rebuking him, even as did the words of his son. Now the 
king was a righteous man, but the evil habits of the life which 
he lived led him astray, and drew him as with a halter and a 
bridle, and did not permit him to see the light of righteous- 
ness, therefore he scattered (or, sowed) stones like beans, and 
he strengthened his former resolution to carry out what he 
had already devised in craftiness. And he said unto the young 
man Yewasef, “ It is not seemly for thee, 0 my son, to give me 
commands about every matter, and thou shouldst not rebel 
against me in this manner, and resist me violently, and deter- 
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mine to do thine own will. However, hold firmly to that which 
thou hast devised and come and let us discuss together con- 
cerning this idle quarrel, [p. 154] and let us make peace. Be- 
hold, he who hath deceived thee, Baral^, is bound in fetters 
in my power. And I will summon a great council and I will 
gather together to it men of our own religion and customs, 
and Halileans also, and 1 will command that a herald shall go 
round about and shall proclaim with great pomp this matter, 
so tliat none of the followers of the Messiah may be afraid, 
. but may accept the invitation safely without fear and with con- 
fidence. And we will forthwith seek the occasion for this.” 

[How YhttdsSif was warned hy God in a dream about hia 
father's duplicity, and how the king assembled his CouncU.'] 

And the truly wise young man Yew^ef, who was full of 
intelligence and was bold of heart, learned beforehand in a 
dream, which was revealed to him by God, concerning the 
cunning plot of the king his father, and he said unto him, 
“ God’s will be done ! Command Thou, 0 my good Lord God, 
and may He take us by the right road, which is best. God is 
Himself the Merciful One, and on Him my soul relieth.” And 
straightway the king commanded to be gathered together the 
great men of all those who worshipped graven images and 
of all the Christians, and he sent letters into all the places 
that were under his sovereignty. And the heralds went round 
about through all the cities and country places and made the 
following proclamation : “ Forthwith let all the people who 
are Christians come hither without fear, and no harm what- 
ever shall happen unto them. And by reason of this matter 
let the people of every race and Faith assemble together with 
their companions, so that they may enquire into the know- 
ledge of the truth in a manner which shall be without enmity.” 
And the proclamation came to the chiefs and great men of 
BaraMm, and likewise to those who worshipjied idols, the 
Kalad5wey5.n and the Indians. And all those who were under 
the king’s dominion came without delay, and among them 
were people of every nation, and men who understood omens, 
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and magicians, and men who made incantations, so that they 
might conquer the Christians. And a multitude of people that 
could not be numbered, and that belonged to erery kind of 
Faith were gathered together [p. 155] to the king, but of the 
Christians there was found only one to help him that was 
thought to be Baral&m, and his name was Barftkyds. And as 
concerning the Christians, some of them had died violent 
deaths through the anger of the governors of the citie^ and 
some had hidden themselves in the mountains and in caves, 
being afraid of the deeds of torture which [the governors] , 
would inflict upon them, and some did not dare to show 
themselves openly in the light of day and worehipped Christ 
secretly. And this Bardky5s was the only of them all who was 
bold and who was victor over his spiritual soul in this matter, 
and he came to give help to the truth and to fight for it. 

[How the king presided over the Council and ordered Ndk&r, 
who tvas disguised as Baraldm, to appear, and how he pro- 
mised high hmiours and rewards to those who overthreu) the 
Christians in argument, and threatened them with disgrace 
and death if theyfailed.'\ 

And when the king had taken his seat on the high throne, 
he commanded his son to take his seat with him, but he did 
not wish to do this, and he abased himself and sat upon the 
ground near him. And the learne<l men, and the men who 
were wise and understanding, who were rejected by God and 
whose hearts the lack of knowledge had led astray, came to 
the exalted places, and of them the Divine Apostle said, “They 
think in their hearts that they are wise, but they are fools, 
and they have changed the incorruptible glory of God into 
the form of a mortal man, and into the form of a four-legged 
beast\” And with these were hypocrites, and those who had 
come to dispute with the king’s son, and their friends, so that 
the words of the proverb were fulfilled, “The gazelle wisheth 
to fight with the lion.” But Yewtlsef made the Most High a 
refuge for himself, and he placed himself confidently under 
' Psalm cvi. 19 ; Acts vii. 41. 
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the shadow of His wings, whilst those people placed their con- 
fidence in mortal judges of this age, and in the sustainer of 
the world of darkness, unto whom they had made themselves 
subject in sorrow and misery. And then forthwith they brought 
forward N&kur, who was disguised as BaralS.m, according to 
the counsel of the king and his Mends, but they did not know 
that in addition to the Divine help there was another counsel 
which would fight against their own counsel, [p. 156] And 
whefi the Council of the judges and governors came into the 
presence of the king he said to the learned men and philo- 
sophers, “ Behold, the seducers of the people have set before 
you a fight which is the greatest of all fights, and one of the 
two contending companies must be [victorious] this day. If 
ye strengthen and confirm the Faith in which we live, and 
vilify BaraMm and expose the crafty fraud of that man and 
of his companions, ye shall find great honour and much fiivour 
with me, and with all those who live with me, and ye shall be 
crowned with crowns of victory. And if ye are conquered ye 
shall die in the deepest disgi'ace, and the people shall have 
pennission to plunder all your possessions, and the memorial 
of you shall perish from the face of the earth for ever. And I 
will make your dead bodies food for wild beasts, and your 
children shall perish and be reduced to slavery.” 

[How YtiwAs?/ addressed NdMr atid threatened him vnth 
death and destrmtimi if he were vamjuished in argument by 
tJie idolaters^] 

And when the king had said these words Yewftsef answered 
and said unto him, “Behold, O king, thou hast judged a 
righteous judgement ; God will make strong thy will. And I 
also will speak to my teacher.” And he turned to Nakor and 
saidl unto him, “ Thou knowest, O Baraiam, in what state of 
happiness and honour thou didst find me. And thou didst by 
means of many words make me to forsake it, and to go afar 
from the Law of my fathers. And I would not iwrform their 
customs of error, and I would not worship a strange god, and 
thou didst make my heart to hope with the hojie for happiue^ 
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which shall last for ever, which can never be lauded adequately, 
and which can never be described in words. And now, take 
good heed to thyself, and consider that thou art standing be- 
tween the two arms of the scales. If thou conquerest and art 
the victor, and thy commandment and thy Law also which 
thou hast taught me are true, and thou dost heap contempt 
upon those who fight against me, thou shalt receive honour 
so perfect that no man hath ever attained thereto, and we 
will worship Christ, even as thou hast preached to me, lintil 
the departure of my soul from [my body]. But if thou art 
conquered thou shalt not live for a single hour, and thou wilt 
become to me this day [p. 157] the cause of shame and dis- 
grace. And I will take vengeance upon thee speedily with my 
own hand because of my abasement. And as for thy heart 
and thy tongue I will seize them and cut them out, and I will 
cast them for food to the dogs, and thy whole body also, so 
that through thee every man may be warned not to seduce 
the sons of kings.” 

And when NA.kOr heard this he sorrowed with a great sorrow, 
and he saw himself fallen into the pit which he himself had 
dug, and caught in the net which he himself had hidden, and 
he understood the mistake [which he had made]. And he 
determined in his heart that he would become one of the fol- 
lowers of YewSsefi and would support and strengthen his faith, 
so that he might escape the destruction which was appointed 
for him ; for he knew full well that YSwSsef had the power 
to have him killed. And this took place through the wisdom 
of heaven for the strengthening of the faith, so that we might 
contend against those who are our opponents. 

[How Ndkdr declared pMidy that he was Baraldm, and 
denied that he had led the Tang's son into error, and said 
that, on the contrary, he Ttad hronght him into the h^/ping of 
the True GodJ] 

And straightway the king rose up among the servants of 
idols, and N&kur was like unto Balaam of old, in the days of 
BMek, who wished to curse Israel and who blessed them with 
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many blessings of various kinds ^ And the king sat upon his 
royal throne, and his son and his Mends, even as we have said, 
were there, and all those who had sharpened their tongues 
like a cutting sword in order to cut off the truth, and the 
learned men who did not know what the prophet said, “he 
hath conceived, and suffered and brought forth sin^” And 
people without number were gathered together so that they 
might see their disputing and which party would be victorious. 
And*one of the learned men who was separated from his com- 
panions in the tribunal said unto N&k6r, “ Art thou Baral&m 
who with his audacity and boldness hath blasphemed the gods, 
and seduced the king’s son, and taught him to worship this 
[Man] Who was crucified?” And NflkSr answered, saying, 
“I am that Barahtm who hath, as thou sayest, rejected the 
gods. As for the king’s son, 1 have not cast him into the midst 
of craftiness, but I have saved him firom error and stumbling, 
[and have brought unto him] the healing of a physician, and 
I have set him in the safe keeping of the [p. 168] True God.” 
And the chief priest answered, saying, “ Dost thou blaspheme 
the victorious and immortal gods, before whom all the kings 
of the earth bow down, and whom all the nobles worship ? 
How canst thou let thy tongue lie concerning them, and how 
dost thou dare to be so bold as to blaspheme them and to say 
that they are not gods, and that only the Man Who was cruci- 
fied is God?” 

[How NdMr proclaimed hia hdief in the God of the Christiam 
a/ttd thefwtUUy of the toors^ip of idoUJ] 

And N6.k6r rose up to make answer to him, and that priest 
of idols would in no wise hearken unto him. And with his hand 
N^kdr made a sign to the multitude to hold their peace, and 
straightway he opened his mouth, like the ass of Balaam, the 
son of B@‘dr, so that he might say unto the king the words 
which he had not beforehand sought to say unto the king 
[and he si)ake, saying], “ 1 came by the wisdom of God into 
this world, and I looked at the heavens, and the earth, and 
* Numbers xxiv. 10. * Psalm vil. 14 ; Isaiah lix. 4, 
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the sea, and the sun, and the moon, and the other created 
things and I marvelled. And I saw that the world and every- 
thing that is therein go on without rest, and I knew that He 
Who established all created things and He Who sustaineth 
them is One GkxL And I knew that evei^thing that He stab- 
lished gaineth strength through their being, and that what He 
sustaineth gaineth strength through being sustained. There- 
fore I say. It is the One God Who is the Ordainer of everything, 
and the Maintainer thereof, the God of olden time. Who is 
without beginning, Who is exalted above everything. Who is 
remote from all suffering and disgrace, and is beyond all anger 
and folly. He hath no desire for sacrifices and offerings, nor 
for any visible object, but every [creature] that hath need 
maketh supplication to him. And thus I say concerning God, 
even as I began by saying. 

“And again, let us tuni to the race of man, and let us see 
who of them are there who speak the truth and who ensue it, 
and who there are among them who do the works of error. It 
is manifest, O king, and it is well known that the men who are 
in this world [fall] into three divisions, namely, worshippers 
of idols, Jews, and Christians. And the first-named division, 
the worshippers of [p. 159] many gods, may be divided into 
three divisions, namely, the Kalad&wey&n (Chaldeans), and 
the Sftbaweyftn (Sabeans), and Gebsaweyfin (Egyptians). And 
these are they who at an early period taught the rest of the 
nations to worship gods whose names were many, and to bow 
down to them. Let us enquire then and consider carefully 
who among them believed the truth, and who among them 
spake vanity. The Chaldeans did not know God. They made 
a mistake and followed after natural objects, and they estab- 
lished the worship of created things instead of the worship of 
the Creator, and they made for themselves similitudes of things 
and called them ‘ gods.’ And they made similitudes of these 
‘ gods ’ in the form of the heaven, and the earth, and the sea, 
and the sun, and the moon, and the rest of the powers of 
nature, and the stars ; and they shut them up in temples and 
bowed down before them and called them ‘ gods.’ These ‘ gods’ 
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they guarded with the strictest guard lest thieves should steal 
them, and they neither conceived in their minds nor under^ 
stood that the guardian is more honourable than the thing 
guarded, and that the creator is greater than the things that 
have been created. And since it was the &ct that their gods 
could not save themselves, how could they save others ? Nay, 
the Chaldeans were led astray with great craftiness, for their 

* gods ’ could not benefit them but only bring disgrace upon 
theih. 

“I am filled with wonder, O king, why those who are called 

* philosophers ’ have wholly failed to understand these natural 
objects which grow old. First of all, O king, we must know 
certainly that these things which grow old, and which become 
changed by the command of the True Qod, are not gods, and 
that that God doth not grow old, and doth not become changed, 
and that He is invisible, that He directeth everyone by His 
Will, and tumeth him and maketh him to be changed ; and 
it is not that I speak concerning natural objects [only]. And 
those who call them ‘gods of heaven ’ err with manifest error, 
for we see them changing, and they grow, in fact, and they are 
created from many substances ; moreover, they call [them] 
‘ everlasting,’ but it is only the Maker Who endureth for ever, 
and everything that is made hath a beginning and an end. 
And His firmament is bright with His stars. Now the stars 
[p. 160] travel each acconling to his own ordinance, and each 
according to his period, and each one maketh his course in his 
own appointed time, so that they may make complete the 
summer and the winter. And as they are commanded by God 
they do not move out of their appointed orbits through an 
operation of nature, save by the command of the heavenly 
Master of knowledge. And by this it is known that the heavens 
are not God, but the work of God, and those who think that 
the earth is God err with manifest error. For behold, we see 
that the earth is considered to be a thing of no importance by 
men, and it is under their dominion. And they treat it in a 
contemptuous manner, and they make [things] of it, and they 
consider it to be a substance wherein is no profit, and if they 
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bake it in the fire it becometh a dead thing. For an earthen 
pot doth not produce any offering whatsoever, and if it is 
befouled it is destroyed with its contents, and men trample 
upon it with their feet, and also all kinds of beasts. And it is 
sometimes defiled with the blood of the slain, and with the 
bodies of the dead, and since it is treated in this manner it is 
not meet for the earth to be called ‘ God,’ but the work of God, 
which man may fashion. 

“ And as for those who think that water is God, behold, fliey 
go very far astray, for it was only created for the need of men, 
and it is under their dominion. It is befouled and made dirty, 
and its substance is changed when men cook with it. Its sub- 
stance is increased when they add [something] to it, and it is 
frozen solid by the cold ; and it is contaminated by the blood 
of many ; and every creature washeth therein. Therefore it 
is impossible for water to be God ; but it is the work of God. 

“ And those who think that fire is God make a very great 
mistake indeed, for fire was only created for the use of men, 
and in order that they might work at their trades by means 
thereof, and it is under their dominion, and they carry it 
about from place to place so that they may cook all the 
various kinds of meat that are eaten. And moreover, it de- 
stroyeth even the fiesh of mortal man, especially when the 
flame thereof is too strong. Therefore it is not meet for fire 
to be considered to be God, but God is its creator. 

[p. 161 ] “And those who hold the blast of the winds to be 
God err among mortals, for it was sent for another purpose, 
and for the sake of men. God ordained the winds to make the 
ships to sail on the sea, and for the other needs of men, and 
to make the leaves and branches of trees to mature ; and at 
the command of God the winds drop and become calm. There- 
fore the blast of the winds is not God, but the winds are the 
work of God. 

“ And those who think that the sun is God err with an error 
that is manifest. For we can see the sun actually moving, and 
it tumeth and travelleth from Sign to Sign, and it setteth and 
riseth in order to give heat to the trees and the plants for the 
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benefit of man. And it hath this in common also with the stars ; 
it diminisheth exceedingly in the heavens, and it doth not 
possess of itself the power which is implanted in it Therefore 
it is not right for men to think that the sun is Ood, but it is 
a creature of Ood. 

“ And those who think that the moon is God err with an 
error that is manifest For behold, we see it actually moving, 
and we see it travelling from Sign to Sign as it goeth to 
its setting place, and it riseth for the need of man. And it 
diminisheth more than the sun, for it becometh full and then 
it diminisheth until it riseth again ; and there are times when 
it is quite dark. Therefore men must not call it God, but a 
creature of God. 

“ And those who think that man is God make a very, very 
great mistake. For we see him walking about, and he changeth, 
and he groweth to maturity, and he becometh old. Sometimes 
he is in a state of joy and sometimes in a state of sorrow, and 
he needeth to eat and to drink, and to clothe himself withal. 
And he transgresseth greatly, and he becometh wroth, and 
feeleth the goadings of envy ; he stealeth, he repenteth, and 
he is corrupt in very many ways by reason of the nature of 
daen and animals, and death hath dominion over him. It is 
therefore not fitting for men to call man God, but it is God 
Who is his Creator. 

[p. 162] "And now, the Chaldeans are seduced into error 
with great craftiness, and they err in following their lusts, and 
they worship objects that grow old (or, are worn out) and die, 
and graven images, and they do not recognize their error 
because the things which they lust for are even like unto 
their error. 

“And now let us rise up and enquire into the matter of the 
Sabeans, and see in what manner they treat God. The Sabeans 
say, ‘ We are wise men,’ and in this respect they are more 
foolish than the Chaldeans ; and they acknowledge many gods, 
one half of them being male and the [other] half female. And 
in this respect, 0 king, the Sabeans bring forward a matter 
which is partly to be laughed at. For they call these [males 
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and females] ‘ gods,’ and as if reckoning their evil lusts as of 
no account [they actually ask them] to help them to commit 
wickedness when they go a-whoring, and when they sin and 
commit murder, and when they do any disgraceful and abomi- 
nable act of cyiL And if their gods do such works as these 
why should not the Sabeans themselves do likewise? And 
because of the development of this error much fighting and 
slaughter take place among men. But now we would describe 
the work of one only of their gods, although we have ‘seen 
very much of their contemptible afiairs. They say that the , 
planet which they call ‘Zfikh&P’ is a god, and they sacrifice 
their sons to him, and the men who do thus, 0 king, become 
fornicators, and they have intercourse with males, and they 
do other evil deeds, even as do their gods. Now, how can it 
possibly be right that he who committeth fornication should 
become a god, or one who hath intercourse with males, or is 
the murderer of his sons ? And after this they bring forward 
a lame man^, and they call him a god, and this man holdeth 
a hammer and tongs wherewith to hammer iron so that he 
may make gain thereby. And they also say that ‘Atd.red^ 
[p. 163] is a god, and he was a merchant, and a magician, and 
an interpreter of dreams. And they call AskeJ6w0s (Aescu- 
lapius) a god; now he was a physician, and he performed 
cures and mixed medicines. And they call Apollo a god, who 
was jealous, and who carrie<l a bow, a quiver, an arrow (?) and 
a lyre. And he distributed gold among men to reward them. 
And he married his sister AMnft (Artemis) the huntress, who 
carried a bow and a quiver in her bands, and she used to roam 
about in the mountains by herself with dogs hunting the 
akarig&y&n (or, wild pigs). How can this woman, the huntress, 
who roamed about with dogs, be a god ? And they say that 
the planet Zekhuerfi* is a god, although he (sic) committed 
fornication with Mdldkh. And they also call a god Addn!

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(Adonis), who was a hunter and who died being chased and 
wounded by a wild boar. How is it poraible for a hunter, or 
a fornicator, or a mortal, or any other doer of iniquity, to 
have a care for man ? And hereby is it known that men have 
made their gods their excuse, and have committed every kind 
of sin, and fornication, and evil, and denial of Christ, and have 
polluted the earth and the air with their evil deeds. 

“And the error and the evil of the Egyptians were greater 
thad the error and evil of every other nation, for they went 
farther astray than all the nations [mentioned above]. They 
put no fepith in the gods of the Chaldeans and the ^d.bd.wSyd.n 
(Sabeans), but they appointed for themselves other gods from 
among the beasts which speak not, and earthly and mortal 
creatures from among the trees and the plants. Some of them 
worshipped a ram, and some of them worshipped a serpent, 
and some of them worship{)ed a dove, and a vulture, and an 
eagle, and some of them worshipped a crocodile, and an ox, 
and some of them worshipped a flea (?), and a dog and a wolf 
[p. 164], and some of them worshipped an ape and vipers, and 
some of them worshipped the leek, the garlic plant, and the 
onion, and other created things. And they did not understand, 
the miserable beings, that in all these things there was no 
power whatsoever, even when they saw men eating their gods, 
and cooking them over the fire and slaughtering them ; but 
they were blind and did not understand that they were not gods. 

“ Behold, the Egyptians, and the Chaldeans, and the $A.b&- 
wcy&n erred with error which was manifest in considering 
such creatures as these to be gods. And they made graven 
images, and they called a graven image which was without 
flesh and movement ‘ god.’ And I marvel how it was that when 
they saw the carpenters sawing them, and the masons working 
on them, and when they saw them old and worn out, and 
changed in appearance, and melting away, they did not under- 
stand that they were not gods, and that they were powerless 
things, and that they had no strength. How was it possible 
for such to help man ? But the makers of graven images, and 
the wise men of the (Chaldeans, and the ,$d.b&wdy&n (Sabeans), 
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and the Egyptians wished to perpetuate the recital of their 
traditions and the words of their Books, so that they might 
obtain honour from their gods ; and their disgrace is manifest 
to every one. 

“And behold, a man possesseth many members, but he is 
unable to cast away one of his limbs, and he dwelleth in one- 
ness with all his limbs complete, being unseparated in his 
oneness, his word (or, voice) being one. How then in the 
Nature of God can there be strife and words of different kinds 
as [there are in] these gods ? Now the Nature of God is one. 
Is anything a god which can be chased and driven away ? Is 
anyone a god whom one can slay ? Is anyone a god to whom 
one can do an injury? Or can anyone be called ‘god’ who 
can be chased away by another? Or can anyone be god 
whom one can slay, or whose skin one can flay off, or who 
can be stolen and who can wither away? This then is not 
the manner of a single nature, but [it belongeth] to the 
many minds of all the workers of evil, and not one of them 
is to be separated, and the operation of God is not in them 
at all. 

“And now, O king, how could the wise men [p. 165] of the 
Sabeans do otherwise than fall into error in their words ? 
For they laid down laws, being themselves fettered and kept 
in restraint by their own laws, for the commandments of the 
Law become things that are right. But as for their gods, with- 
out any untruth, they are wrongdoers, and robbers, and far 
removed from the Law, and they impute to one the killing of 
the other, and they commit fornication, and they concoct 
poison which killeth, and they steal, and they lie with men. 

“And they thus consider these works goodness and righteous- 
ness, and like unto the works of excellence, and they adopt 
the works of sin, which are rejected and are antiquated, and 
the works of their gods, which are themselves hateful to the 
Law, and are all under the destruction of death. And those 
who make th^r gods after the likeness of these are heretics, 
and the words that are spoken concerning them become mere 
idle stories, and they are nothing but mere words. And if 
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those who do these things are beings of nature and not gods, 
then it happeneth to them that they thus become like a story 
which cometh, and then cometh another story that gireth the 
first story the lie. Verily they are idle tales and nothing else. 

“ Behold now, 0 king, it is well known that the work of 
those who worship many gods is a work of error and of per- 
dition. And it is not meet to call the things that are visible 
and the things that are invisible ‘gods,’ but it is right to wor- 
ship* the God Who is invisible, Who ruleth everything, and 
Who is the Creator of everything. 

“And now, O king, let us describe unto thee the work of 
the Jews, whose foith is, we see, in Gk)d. These are the sons 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and they dwelt in the land of 
Egypt for a long period of days, and Pharaoh, the king thereof, 
made them toil for him. And God, the Mighty One, brought 
them out from Egypt with a strong hand and a stretched-out 
arm, by the hand of Moses, their Lawgiver, and He drowned 
the Egyptians by His power, with many signs and great won- 
ders. But these also were wicked men, and gave thanks to 
Him in an insufiicient degree, and they worshipped the gods 
[p. 166] of foreign nations, and they slew the righteous men 
ftnd prophets who were sent unto them. And when the Son 
of God was pleased to come upon the earth they would not 
know Him, and they behaved foolishly like a drunken man. 
And then they delivered Him over to Pilate their governor, 
and they passed on Him sentence of death on the cross. And 
they did not remember His goodness, and His innumerable 
wonders which He had wrought among them openly. And 
now men worship Him as the only God, the Sustainer of the 
Universe, but the Jews have no knowledge, for they deny that 
He was the Son of God, and they are even as the [other] 
nations. Now there are some who consider that they are near 
the truth. And so much as concerning the Jews. 

“ And as concerning the matter of the Christians, who are 
named after our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of the Most 
High God, we believe on Him Who came down from heaven 
for the salvation of men, and became man by the Holy Spirit, 
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and was born of a holy virgin, whose virginity is perpetual, 
without seed and without corruption. And He took upon 
Himself from her a perfect body, and He appeared to men 
that He might call them from the error of death, in His body 
which He took from us. And He died willingly in His great 
wisdom, and He rose on the third day by the might of His 
Hodhead, and He ascended into heaven, and His coming was 
a cause of rejoicing. And the Holy Book which they call 
* Gospel ’ speaketh about Him, and from it thou canst feam 
these things if thou wilt read it, O king. And He had Twelve . 
Disciples who, after His Ascension into heaven, preached in 
the countries of the world and the borders thereof, and taught 
men His greatness. And one of them came to our country 
and preached unto us the Law of truth, and from that time 
until the present day those who are called Christians have 
followed the truth of their preaching. Now these Christians 
are they who have found out what is the trutli more than 
any [other] people. And they acknowledge God the Creator 
and Maker of everything, and His Only Son, and His Holy 
Spirit, and they do not worship any other god beside Him. 
[p. 167] And the commandments of the Lord Jesus Christ are 
impressed on their hearts, and inscribed on their minds. 

“And they cherish Him, and hope for the Resurrection of 
the dead, and the life which is to come. And they sin not, and 
they fornicate not, and they do not become lying witnesses, 
and they do not covet that which is not theirs. They honour 
their father and their mother, and they love their neighbour, 
and they judge rightly and savingly. Whatsoever they wish 
should not come upon themselves they do not do to others 
among them. They show love to those who ill-treat them, 
and they make those who hate them friends, and they entreat 
kindly those who revile them. They are meek and quiet men, 
and they withdraw themselves from fornication and from every 
kind of uncleanness. They neglect not the widow, and they 
do not maka the orphan to sorrow, and he who hath authority 
among them admonisheth with humility him that is little. If 
they see a pilgrim they bring him in under the roof of their 
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house and they make rejoicings with him as if they were 
indeed brothers ; and they do not call him a brother in the 
flesh, but a brother in the spirit (or soulX And they do not 
boast themselves of their devotion to Christ, although they 
keep His commandments with scrupulous care and vigour. 
And they live in truth and in integrity, according as the Lord 
God commanded them, and to Him they give thanks at all 
times, when they eat, and when they drink, and with every 
kinrf of good works. Verily this is the path of truth which 
, leads those who walk therein to the kingdom that is for ever, 
which Christ promised them, the life that is to come. 

“ Know, 0 king, that I have not spoken these things of my 
own authority. Look thou in the Kristian books and thou 
¥ilt find that I have not said anything but what is truth. 
Ascribe blessing to the understanding of thy son, for in truth 
I know that I shall worship the living God and Redeemer 
until the end of time which is to come, and 1 await His second 
coming in truth. The wise words [p. 168] of the Christians 
are great and exceedingly wonderful, for the Christians do 
not speak with the words of men, but with the word of God. 
And all nations have erred and have made themselves to err, 
for they have groi>ed about in the darkness and stumbled 
about, striking and hurting each other like drunken men. 
And here is the end of my discourse, 0 king, wherein I have 
spoken the truth from the depth of my heart ; therefore let 
the months of thy wrong-doing wise men who have uttered 
falsehood against God be shut For it is necessary for you, 
and better for you to worship God the Creator, and to incline 
your ears to His incorruptible words, so that ye may be saved 
from the Judgement and from torture, and may enter into 
the life that hath no trial therein, and inherit it.” 

[How the king was loroth and the heathen prieets vjere dumb- 
founded whm NtiMr finished his speech at the dose of the 
first day, and hmv the hing adjourned the discussion.'] 

And when NA.k6r had finished this speech in making answer 
to him, the king’s countenance changed and wrath covered 
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him ; and his chief priests and priests were dumb, and they 
were unable to answer him except with contemptible and 
miserable words. But the son of the king rejoiced, and his 
soul was exceedingly glad, and his face shone, and he praised 
Qod Who had laid down a path where there had been none 
for those that put their trust in Him, and Who confirmed the 
truth by the mouth of His enemies, who fought against it, and 
by the mouth of the prince of error, and Who made him a 
helper and a fighter for the word of truth. And the kin^ was 
exceedingly angry with NA,kdr, but he was unable to do any 
harm whatsoever to him, because he had formerly made a 
pact with him, as we have already said, for he had commanded 
him to hold converse with the Christians without fear. And 
because of this he frequently made him to remember by nods 
and signs, that he must finish his answer and be victorious 
over the arguments of the high priests of the graven images, 
even as they had arranged before when they were together 
alone. And N&kOr debated the matter with greater zeal and 
force, and he proved all their questions and the imaginations 
of their hearts to be futile things ; and he scofied at the deadli- 
ness of their error. And the debate lasted until [p^ 169] the 
time of evening drew nigh, and the king commanded that the 
Council should break up, desiring the matter to be enquired 
into further on the following day. 

\H(m YS^wds?/ proposed that Ndkdr should spend the night 
with him, and the friends of the king with the king, and how 
the king departed to his palaee with his priests and wise mew.] 

And YewAsef said unto the king his father, “ According as 
thou didst command formerly, let there be a right judgement ; 
the debate shall now be right [and] perfect in its ending, and 
one matter shall [proceed] from these two matters. If tliou 
wilt command that my teacher shall pass this night with me 
we will search for another man that we may dispute by means 
of him with those who will fight against us to-morrow. And 
do thou take' thy friends with thee, and discourse together 
according as ye wish, and on the subjects which they them- 
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selyes shall choose ; or, give me thy friends this night and 
take my friends with thee. For if they all remain with thee, 
my teacher will be sorrowful, and fear both of them and of 
thee will take hold of him ; and thy friends will rejoice and 
they will expect him to be vanquished, which 1 do not consider 
to be a right judgement, but [a display of] the royal power and 
a breach of the covenant of truth.” And the king marvelled 
at the beauty of his words, and he took with him his wise men 
and his priests. And he commanded YewSsef to take NftkOr, 
expecting him also to keep the promise which he had made 
to them concerning him. 

[How Ytw6^f took Ndk6r with him and informed him that 
he had penetrated his disguise ; and how, having offered him 
a reward for his service to die Christians that day, he urged 
him to become a true Christian^ 

And the son of the king departed after the manner of a 
conqueror who had overcome his enemies, and had gripped 
them fast, and Nftkdr was with him. And he called N&k6r to 
him privily, and he said unto him, Thou must not imagine 
that thy action is hidden from ine, for I know of a certainty 
that thou art not Baral&m, but N&hr>r the diviner ; and 1 
marvel how thou wast able to carry out such a matter as this 
so successfiilly. Thou didst imagine that at noon-day thou 
couldst deceive me so thoroughly that I should take a wolf 
for a lamb ! Well doth the Psalmist say, ‘ The heart is evil, it 
thinketh vanity^’ ; and behold, your counsel and your thoughts 
are as vanity. And everything goeth forth from the heart, and 
the thing that thou hast done is full of [p. 170] every kind of 
wisdom ; therefore rejoice and be glad, O N^kdr. I trust in 
thee with great gladness, for thou hast been this day a helper 
of the truth, and thou hast not defiled thy lips with the foul 
words and pleasing phrases of perdition. Thou hast purified 
thyself thoroughly from great uncleanness in thy reviling of 
those beings who are falsely called ‘gods,' and thou didst con- 
firm the truth of the Law of the Christians. And because 
1 Compare Psalm xii. 2 ; Jer. xvii. 9. 
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of this I was anxious to take thee with me for two reasons. 
First, that the king might not send thee away, and might 
not torture thee in secret because thou didst not perform his 
will ; and secondly, that I might reward thee for the act of 
grace which thou hast performed towards me this day. En- 
quire of thyself what the reward shall be, and accept it I will 
make thee willing and strong to withdraw from the rough 
path whereupon thou hast walked until this day, and hence- 
forward thou shalt walk on the right path which thou kntfwest 
But, first of all, of thine own free will thou must fiee from it, 
and from the performance of shameful deeds of evil, and from ' 
casting thyself down into the pit and abysses of sin. Under- 
stand now, 0 Nilkdr, that there is knowledge in thee; and 
seek thou to gain Christ only, and the life that is written down 
for those who have renounced the transitory and corruptible 
things of this world. For thou shalt not live for ever, on the 
contrary, thou shalt die after a little [time], and thou shalt 
depart even as have departed those who were before thee. 
Woe be unto thee if thou shalt depart thence laden with a 
heavy load of sin, to the place where there is just punishment 
and retribution for the deeds which weigh thee down and which 
cannot there be repudiated, although it is easy for thee to 
repudiate them in these days.” 

[How Ndk&r heard Yhedsf/’a words with gladtiess, omd 
dedared his intendion to repent of his manifold sins a/nd 
to seek GotL] 

And the soul of K&kdr welcomed these words with the 
greatest good will, and he said, “Well hast thou spoken, 

O king, and I have knowledge of Him Who is indeed the God 
of truth, through Whom is the certain knowledge of the 
judgement for which we wait. Behold, we have heard very 
much [of Him] in the words of the Scriptures, but evil habit 
and the continued deceit of former days have blinded the 
eyes of my^mind, and have poured out dense darkness over 
my understanding, [p. 171] And now, by thy words thou hast 
unrolled the shroud of darkness and stripped it off me, and. 
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committing myself to Qod, I am going to knock at His gates ; 
peradventure He will have compassion upon me, and will open 
up for me the path of repentance for haring done what is evil. 
But I think and I say tUs : It is impossible for me to obtain 
remission for my sins, which are more in number than the 
sand of the sea, and which I have committed wilflilly and in 
stupidity, from my youth up to this day.” 

[Houjii Yl^wdaStf preached to Ndkor Christ’s forgiveness and 
His love for penitent sinners.l 

And when YewSsef, the king’s sou, heard this, he rose up 
straightway with great warmth of heart, for his heart inclined 
to Nilkdr in his despair, and he began to encoui-age him and 
to hearten him in [his desire] for the Faith of Christ, saying, 
“Let not thy heart have any doubt about this matter, 0 N^k6r, 
for it is written that ‘ God is able of these stones to raise up 
sons to Abraliam^' And there is nothing [to be done] except 
this, even as Abba Father BaraMm saith, It is possible for those 
who do not believe and who are unclean, to be saved from all 
their transgressions, and to become servants of Christ, Whose 
sublime love for the children of men is so absolute that He 
hath opened for us the gates of heaven, which belong to Him, 
and for all those who come to Him. And He never shutteth 
the gates of salvation in the face of any man, nay. He welcometh 
joyfully those who repent. And for this reason He giveth 
equal rewards unto those who come to His vineyard in the 
first hour of the day, and at the third hour, and at the sixth 
hour, and at the ninth hour, and at the eleventh hour, even 
as saith the Holy GospeP. And although thou hast waited 
until now, and hast attained to old age in committing siin 
thou art meet [to receive] these glorious things as if thou 
hadst come to the Faith with a fervent and pure belief, and 
thou shalt rank as the equal of those who have fought the 
fi g ht from their youth up.” And with many remarkable words 
dealing with repentance the divine young man taught Nkk6r 
who had worked out his days in committing evil, and he 
* Matt. iii. 9. ^ Matt. xx. 1-9. 
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expounded before him the forgiTeness of sine and the blotting 
out of them, and he made him to hope that Christ would 
forgive him his sins [p. 172] which were past And he made 
his heart to believe that Christ is ready always to receive the 
erring who turn unto Him with all their hearts ; and he made 
his suffering soul happy by means of his healing words, and he 
bestowed upon it gracious [words] of salvation and knowledge. 

[How NdhOr foith Y?wds^/’s consent lejt the pciktce that pight 
and departed to the desert, and confessed his sins wUh tears 
to a holy monk, who baptized hinu] 

And N&kdr answered and said unto him forthwith, “ 0 most 
glorious soul and body, teacher of the mysteries and of the 
desire for goodness, do thou live in this pleasing confession 
of the goodness which leadeth unto salvation, and make it to 
be impressed upon thy heart for ever. And behold, I will 
depart from here, so that I may seek for the salvation of my 
soul, and I will make supplication for forgiveness from God, 
and will make repentance in truth because I have provoked 
Him to wrath. If God pleaseth from this time forward I will 
not look upon the fiice of the king, provided that thou ap- 
provest of this thing.” And Yewfisef rejoiced and accepted 
his words with a radiant heart, and he embraced him and 
kissed him, and he prayed on his behalf to God for a long 
time, and [then] sent him away from his palace. And N&kfir 
went out from his presence with a bold spirit, and he departed 
like a stag, inito a desert which was remote, and he discovered 
there a monk who had the authority to confer upon him the 
office of the priesthood, in a place where he had hidden him- 
self through fear. And NS.kdr bowed down before him in 
meekness of heart, and he washed his feet with his tears, like 
the harlot of old^ and he asked him for Divine Christian 
Baptism. And that priest, who was filled with celestial grace, 
rejoiced in him greatly, and having admonished him in the 
customary manner, made him perfect by bestowing upon him 
the garment of’ holy Baptism in the Name of the Father, and

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of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. And NftkOr lived for a very 
long time with the monk in a state of repentance and repented 
of what he had done. Blessed be God, Who desireth not the 
destruction of any man, but waiteth for the repentance of 
everyone, and receiveth those who repent because of His 
love for the children of men. 

[How the king fdl into a state of donbt and despair, for 
(dth&ugh he smv that his gods were vain things he was afraid 
^ to embrace the Gospel^ 

And when the king knew of the matter of N&kdr he de- 
spaired absolutely, for he had placed his confidence in him. 
And seeing that his wicked wise men and priests [p. 173] were 
wholly vanquished, he was dismayed, and he found no excuse 
[for them]. And he poured on these men great abuse, and 
cast them away with severity, and covered their faces with 
thick darkness. And some of those to whom he had given 
commands he scourged very cruelly with whips made of the 
tendons of bulls, and he drove them forth from his presence. 
And then he began to understand the glory of those beings 
who were falsely called “gods.” Now he did not wish to see 
completely the light of Christ, for thick blackness and dark- 
ness covered the eyes of his heart, but he did not pay honour 
to the priests of the gods any longer, and he neither celebrated 
festivals in their honour, nor offered up sacrifices to graven 
images. His mind, however, was distracted by two matters ; 
first, he had learned the feebleness of the “gods,” and secondly, 
he was afraid of the course [laid down by] the Gospel. And 
it was exceedingly difficult for him, being drawn by his evil 
habits, for he served the desires of the fiesh devotedly, and 
his whole person was urged on to [the gratification] of evil 
passions like a drunken man, even as saith Isaiah the Prophet, 
“ Without the drinking of wine he is drawn by evil habits as 
with a strong bridled” Even so was the king when contending 
with the two states of his mind.

And the understanding of the divine Yew^f was filled 
with royal righteousness of soul and he dwelt quietly in his 
royal palace, and everyone knew of his victory and the beauty 
of the nature and disposition that dwelt in him. And his toil 
and devotion in the performance of the commandments of 
God were seen and known by all, and the crucifixion of his 
mind, and the wounding thereof in divine love. And he wished 
exceedingly to meet with his spiritual teacher Baral^, and 
with great longing he strove to see him, and he remembered 
liis shining words in his heart, never forgetting that he was 
a tree planted by a fountain of water. And he brought forth 
fruit to be desired to God, and he delivered many souls from 
the snare of Satan, and presented them as offerings to Christ. 
And many people used to come to him to hear from his mouth 
the word of salvation, and then many men, now these were 
not a few, [p. 174] fied and followed the voice of our Redeemer, 
and there were others who renounced the world entirely and 
became remote from it, and entered into the circle of those 
who led a life of contemplation. 

And Yewdsef was continually fasting and praying, and he 
cried out openly and spake the following words : “0 my King 
and my God, 0 Thou in Whom I have put my trast and in 
Whom I have taken refuge, [whereby] I have been saved from 
error, grant Thou unto BaraMm, Thy messenger, the reward 
which he deserveth for having guided me and brought me out 
of error, for he showed me the life and the true path. 0 let 
there not be lacking to me another sight of that angel clothed 
with flesh, who is beyond all price in this world, and let me 
fulfil in his company all the days of my life so that I may 
travel on the divine road, and perform Thy good pleasure, 
0 my Lord ^d my God, for Thou art blessed for ever! 
Amen.” 
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[How hecri^n prieats were dismayed whm (hey saw how 
the king’s interest in their festivals had diminished, a/nd how 
they a/pp&ded to TawMds (Theudas) to work magic upon 
him amd to restore his lave for the worship of the gods.'\ 

And in those days there was to be celebrated a festival in 
that city in honour of those beings who are wisely called 
“ gods,” and the king wished to come to the festival, and [to 
bring] with him nine bulls for sacrifices. The priests, however, 
werd dismayed when they saw how lukewarm he was about 
their religion, and how greatly his zeal in following them had 
cooled, and they were afraid that if he became too lukewarm 
to come to the temple, they would lose .the royal gifts which 
were ordained for them, and all the [other] gifts. And they 
rose up and departed and came to a rocky ledge in the outer 
desert, where dwelt a certain man who fasted and practised 
magic, and who was ready and willing to be a helper of idola- 
trous error, and his name was Tawed&s. And the king used 
to pay the honour which was fitting to this man, and he called 
him “Teacher,” and said, “By his magic my kingdom fiourisheth 
and increaseth in extent” And when the priests had come to 
him they put their trust in him to help them, and they made 
him to know clearly what had happened to the king in respect 
of their gods, and they told him about the matter of the king’s 
son, and that through him N^kdr had declared against them, 
and how he had blasphemed against the gods, and how he had 
made them laughing-stocks [p. 175] before the people. [And 
they said unto him] “ If thou dost not help us all our hope 
will perish, and all our religion will perish, and all our regular 
offerings whereon we live will come to an end, for thou alone 
art left unto us as a comforter in tribulations. And behold, 
upon thee we cast all our hope.” 

[How Thmdas went to the king and e/ntreated him to make 
a greed festival and to sacrifice yowng mm and maidens, 
amd hulls and sheep, in honour of the gods.'] 

And straightway Tawedas became strong with the Satanic 
strength which resided in him, and he armed himself, not with

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righteousness, but with the armour of war which is vain, and 
he summoned certain wicked monks whom he knew to help 
him, and he roused them up to perform the evil deeds of 
shame which they had formerly committed with strength and 
power, and he departed with them to the king. And when 
the king knew of his arrival he had him brought into his 
presence, and he came in before the king holding in his hand 
a palm rod, and he was girded about with a garment. And 
the king rose up from his throne to welcome him, arrd he 
embraced him and kissed him, and led him to the throne, and 
seated him thereon close to himself, and then TawMds said 
nnto the king, “ O king, live for ever, being under the protec- 
tion of the great gods ! Behold, I have heard that thou hast 
been fighting a fight with the Galileans, and that thou hast 
crowned thyself with the shining crown of victory. Behold, 
I have come so that thou mayest make a great festival of 
thanksgiving, and that thou mayest ofier up goodly young 
men and beautiful young women to the immortal gods ; and 
one hundred bulls and many sheep shalt thou sacrifice to them 
so that they may be an invincible help to ns in the future 
and may make us all glad with the good news of length of 
days in safety.” 

[How the king asked Thmdas to explain the victory of the 
Christians in the dHxxte, and hmo he at length agreed to 
make a great festival to the gods in their templeJ] 

And the king said unto him, “ It is not true that we have 
conquered, but we have been conquered. For those who were 
with us rose up suddenly against us, and he (i.e. our enemy) 
found our soldiers feeble, and drunk, and foolish, and he dashed 
them to pieces utterly. And now, do whatsoever thou art able 
to do, and put forth and use every gift of power which thou 
hast to help our men who have fallen down, and to raise them 
up again. And explain this thing unto me, for in thee there 
is wisdom.” 

And Tawed^ answered and said unto the king, “Be not 
afraid, O king, of the opposition of the Galileans and of their 
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Tain words, for he who apeaketh before men who are learned 
is not able to speak [p. 176] the things that are [only] known 
by judgement and understanding. And if thou wishest I will 
conquer them quickly, and will make them like the leaves 
that are blown about by the wind, and they shall not be able 
to stand before my face. And how can they be able to dispute 
Mrith me, and to ask me questions, and to stand up in opposi- 
tion to me ? But let us do this at the festival, in the presence 
of a/1 those who are gathered together thereat, so that every 
. thing which we wish may be simple and easy for us, and our 
works may prosper. And do thou thyself be our president in 
this matter, and put on armour, and demand the mercy of 
the gods ; and how great shall be the abundant strength that 
thou shalt have ! ” And thus did the magician boast in his 
wickedness, as if he himself were a mighty man of war, and 
he sinned every day, even as saith David the prophet, “ They 
have drunk turbid wine^” He boasted in the help of the 
depraved spirits which were round about them, and he made 
the king to urge forward speedily the service of the gods. 

And after this the king wrote many royal letters command- 
ing all those who were under his dominion to be gathered 
together to their unclean festival. And many people gathered 
themselves together, and brought bulls, and sheep, and goats, 
and beasts of all kinds, and each tried to outvie the other. 
And when they had all arrived the king rose up with TawedOs 
and went to their unclean temple, and he had with him one 
hundred and twenty bulls, and large numbers of [other] beasts, 
and he celebrated the accursed festival and performed the 
ceremonies which it was meet [for him] to perform, and the 
whole city was moved with the noise of the cries of the beasts, 
and [darkened] with the smoke of their stinking offerings. 
And the depraved spirits boasted themselves greatly in the 
victory of TawedSs, and the priests of the idols confessed that 
be had done well 


‘ Psalm IxxT. 8. 
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[How thehing catted upon Theudastomdke Yhod^dbcmdon 
the Christian rdigion, and return to the worship of idcls.'\ 

And the king went back to his palace and he said unto 
TawM^, “Behold, we have done as thou hast commanded, 
and we have omitted nothing which it was right [to do] in 
respect of the festival, and we have multiplied offerings. And 
behold, the time hath arrived when thou must bilfil our expec- 
tation, and save my son who is remote from me, and redeem 
him from the Christian error, and cause him to be forgiven , 
by the glorious gods. [p. 177] For I have carried out every 
hind of cunning device, and I have moved every hand (power ?), 
and have acted wisely, but I have not found any relief from 
the malady, on the contrary, I can see that his mind is more 
determined than ever. If 1 talk to him quietly and meekly 
I do not find that he hearkeneth to me with the ear of his 
heart, and if 1 speak to him with authority and sternness I 
observe that he exalteth his heart exceedingly, and maketh 
it strong with the purity of his body. And now I cast upon 
thy wisdom the tribulation which hath found me. And if I am 
saved therefrom through thee, and I see my son worshipping 
the gods with me again, and also enjoying himself with the 
desirable things of this sweet life, and with the glory of royalty, 

I will make for thee a graven image of gold, so that every man 
shall pay thee honour equal unto that which is paid to the 
gods, as long as time unending shall last” 

[Ho^o Theudas answered the kitvg, and persuaded him that 
he wojS able to overthreno by his astuteness any argument 
which Yilwdsif cotdd bring forward,'] 

And Tawed&s the wicked man inclined his hearing to the 
king, and he gave him such evil and destructive counsel that 
his eyes ought to have been dug out and his tongue tom out 
by its roots. And he said unto him, “ O king, if thou wishest 
to deal wiseh- with thy son, thou wilt arrange for him a new 
discussion, for I possess such a measure of astuteness that he 
will not be able to stand up against it. On the contrary, his 
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mind> which hath up to now remained unshaken, will make 
him to be disturbed, and he Mill turn and will incline his ear, 
and he will become as pliable as the wax which melteth as 
soon as it approacheth the fire.” And when the king looked 
at his vain boasting joy seized upon him straightway, and the 
words of TawedSs had savour to him, and he imagined that 
the corrupt and unclean tongue of TawedSs could conquer 
that soul which had been instructed by God, and was full of 
all iWsdom and divine philosophy. And the king questioned 
him, saying, “ What manner of astuteness is thine ? Consider 
now his astuteness, and how great is its malice, and how difli- 
cult it is to escape from ifc And examine very carefully the 
statements of this depraved man, and what it is possible to 
say in reply thereto.” 

[How Theudas advised the hing to surround Yt/wds^ in his 
house untk a number ofheavJtifuUy dressed seductive rmidens, 
so that they might entice him to love them, and to reject the 
Christian religion and return to the worship of the potfe.] 

And Tawed^ls said, “0 king, dismiss all those who stand 
before thy son, and command [thy servants] to procure a 
tiumber of the most beautiful women [p. 178] whom it is 
possible to find, women who know how to behave cunningly, 
and who have sweet and seductive voices. And adorn them 
with all kinds of delightful adornments, and dress them in 
glorious apparel, and give them orders to minister to the 
wants of thy son and to dwell with him continually, and to 
eat and drink with him, and to play and eiyoy themselves 
together, and to entice him to share their beds with them. 
And I will send to him one of the spirits who have dominion 
in matters of this kind, and I will send upon him the fire of 
sexual lust and the power of wrath. And if it be that having 
made one of them his wife he doth not do all that thou de- 
sirest, it will be meet for me to be cast aside and hated by 
thee and I shall deserve every kind of punishment ; if, on the 
contrary, he doeth thy wish I shall merit honour. For there 
is nothing that attracteth the heart of the male so much as 
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the sight of the naked bodies of women. Hearken now unto 
me, and I will tell thee a story the hearing of which will cause 
thee to understand these words of mine.” 

[How Theudas told dte king the Parable of the youth who 
had never seen a woman.^ 

“ There was once a king who was not blessed with any son 
at all, and his soul was exceedingly sad, and his mind was 
very sorrowful, for this sorrow was no light one. And \fhilst 
he was in this state of sorrow a son was born unto him, and 
joy 'filled the heart of the king. And the wise and learned 
men said unto him, ‘ If this boy looketh upon the sun or fire 
before he attaineth the age of twelve years, the light of his 
eyes will be destroyed, for his eyelashes are a sign that this 
will happen.’ And when the king heard this, because of what 
had been said of the boy, he took great care of him, and 
thought it right for him to live in a rock-like cave, and he 
established him there with his teacher and servants, and he 
did not permit them to let him see the light at all until 
he had completed his twelfth year. After these years were 
ended the king had him brought out from the habitation, the 
boy having seen absolutely nothing in this world. And the 
king commanded his servants to bring to the boy things of 
every form and shape and kind. And they showed him men 
and women, and [took him to places] where there were gold, 
and silver, and pearls, and mother-of-pearl, and gems of great 
price, and various kinds of apparel massed together, and 
shields, and splendid armour, and royal horses [p. 179] which 
were decorated with royal trappings, and whereon were 
mounted noblemen wearing armour. And they also showed 
him herds of cattle, and they showed the youth freely every- 
thing which was to be seen, and he asked them the names of 
all of them, and the nobles of the king made him to know 
each object by its name. And when he wanted them to tell 
him the name, of women, a friend of the king, who smiled as 
he spoke, said unto him, ‘The name of these creatures is 
Sataiis, and they seduce men’; and the heart of the youth 
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desired them more than all other possessions. And when they 
had instructed him about everything they brought him back 
to the king, and the king asked him, saying, ‘ Of all the things 
which thou hast seen which of them appeareth to give thee 
most pleasure?’ And the youth said unto him, ‘There is 
nothing that gave me any pleasure at all except these Satans 
which lead men into error. Of all the things that I have seen 
nothing has made me long for them except the love of these. 
Behdld, my soul is on fire.’ And the king marvelled greatly 
.at the words of the youth, and he applauded him. There is 
nothing that is deeper than the love of women, and as for 
thee, 0 king, think not that thou canst make the heart of thy 
son to yield by means of any other thing than this.” 


[How the Mng sent heavJtiftd maidem to the pakwe of YhndsiKf 
mid how ate and drank with him and, foUowing the 
king’s instructions, endeavoured to lead the prince from the 
path of virtue.] 

And the king accepted the words of Tawed^s with joy. And 
he commanded [his servants] to bring to him maidens with 
merry eyes and of pleasing beauty, and he arrayed them in 
beautiful apparel, so that they might seduce and lead astray 
his son. And he sent messengers and his chosen friends from 
his palace, and he appointed them to positions over the place 
where these women were that they might live with his son. 
And the women began to throw their arms about him, and to 
kiss his mouth, and they made him to wake up to the beauty 
of their persons and the sweetness of their voices, and they 
besought him to gratify the passion of lust with them and to 
have unclean carnal intercourse with them. And of all the 
men there was not one who looked at him, or talked with him, 
or ate with him, for these women used to minister unto him 
in every matter; thus did the king behave. And after he had 
given them their orders he went to them and made them know 
what pretexts [p. 180] would bring them to his son. 
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[How Theudas read his hooks of magic, and sent eml spirits 
to mpplement the endeavours of the women in the pcdace to 
seduce YiwdsStf; and how he resisted the oMacks both of the 
women and the devils.'] 

And TawMSs departed to his habitation, and he read his 
books of power so that they might give him help in this 
matter. And he summoned one of his malignant spirits and 
sent him to fight against the soldier of Christ Who was Slain, 
but this miserable man did not know that they (i.e. the spirits)^ 
were making a mock of him, and that they were laughing at 
him, and enveloping him and all the Satanic soldiers in dis- 
grace. And that evil spirit took with him spirits which were 
more wicked than himself, and they came to the palace of the 
young man who was the conqueror, and they made to descend 
upon him the flame of fire. And they heated his body with 
the flame of fornication, and the wicked spirit was burning 
inside him. And the women also, those who were young, 
whose bodies were beautiful and whose souls were foul, made 
him to bum externally with fire of earthly lust. But his pure 
and holy spirit recognized in his mind the war of the Enemy, 
and that it was his fighting against him that made him t6 
think evil thoughts, and that made them to course through 
his mind one after the other. And the saint was fnghtened 
and disturbed, and he prayed that he might find rest from 
these evil things, and that he might preserve pure for Christ, 
and unspotted with the mire of deadly sin his soul, which 
had put on the holy purple by the grace of Baptism. And 
straightway he rose up in the spiritual love which destroyeth 
the love of the fornicator with divine love, and it made his 
heart to recall the memory of the joy and the beauty of the 
glory of Christ, the Bridegroom of pure souls. Whose beauty 
is indescribable. And it also made him to remember the glory 
of His palace, and the pleasure of His marriage which is ever- 
lasting, and t^t they (the angels?) would cast out in disgrace 
the accursed bnes, who had defiled their wedding garments, 
with their hands and their feet bound, and hurl them into 
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outer darkness. And he shed floods of agonizing tears, smiting 
his breast as he did so, and he expelled from his mind the evil 
thought which was drawing him into sin. 

[How prayed for strength to preserve the purity of 

his mind and body.] 

And then he rose up and stretched out his hands to heaven, 
and shed scalding tears, and groaned loudly, and asked Grod 
to hdlp him and to give him strength. And he said, “ 0 God, 
Jp. 181] the Bnstainer of the Universe, Who alone art Al- 
mighty, the Compassionate, Thou Hope of those who are in 
despair, 0 Reward (?) of the patient, 0 Help of the helpless, re- 
member me, Thy servant, in this hour of strife, and look upon 
me with the eye of Thy mercy, and deliver my soul from the 
slaughter of Satan and from the power of the dogs^ and neg- 
lect me not, neither forsake me, and let me not fall into the 
hand of mine enemy, and let him not rejoice over me. Be not 
far from me, 0 God, so that I may not become corrupt through 
the commission of sin, and so that I may not defile my body 
which I have covenanted to keep pure and undefiled for Thee. 
Thee only do I love, and Thee [only] do I worship, 0 Father, 
and Son, and Holy Spirit, now and for ever.” And he finished 
his prayer by saying “ Amen.” And straightway there came a 
Divine Comforter from heaven and rested upon him, and the 
evil thoughts took to flight being put to shame ; and he passed 
the whole night in prayer until the dawn came. And he knew 
the crafty devices of the Destroyer, and he began to afflict 
his flesh with much hunger and thirst, and with tribulations 
of every kind. And he stood up the whole night reminding 
himself of the promises of God and His covenants, and he con- 
demned his thoughts, and made himself to remember the joy 
of the righteous in that other world, and the radiance of their 
beauty. And he drew in his mind a vivid picture of the fire 
of Jahiinnam, wherein the wicked shall be punished for ever, 
and of the tortures thereof, and the prolonged duration of the 
heat of its flames. This he did that the Enemy might not find

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his soul inert, and striped of memory and speech, and might 
not esteem it lightly and sow therein evil thoughts, and that 
the purity of his mind might not be sullied and the serenity 
thereof destroyed. 

[How the Devil cowtimied to tempt Ytw6Mf, cmd how he 
made him to /otm a friendship with a certain maiden, of 
very great heavty and iideMigeivce with the view of converting 
her to Chri^ia/nity.] , 

And the Enemy was wholly terrified, and despaired abso-^ 
lutely of gaining power over the nature of Y6wSsef. And the 
Enemy adopted another method of working evil against him, 
after the manner of this Evil One who never neglecteth an 
opportunity of acting craftily towards man and bringing him 
into disgrace, and he gathered together thousands of evil 
beings, so that the commandment of [p. 182] Taw<^(Ms might 
be carried into eflect, and he renewed his warfitre against 
Yfiwsisef. And he entered into one of the young women in the 
palace — now she had the most lovely face of them all — and 
she was the daughter of a king, and had been carried off as a 
captive. And she was a stranger in her fiither’s inheritance, 
and he had brought her to King Ab^nSr as a valuable gift 
because of her l)eautiful person, which was exceedingly 
pleasing; and the king sent her to cast her net about his son 
and to ensnare him. And a certain crafty and plausible man 
brought her, and he taught her to speak as if she were a 
learned woman and to use cunning words, for she possessed 
a trained and understanding mind, and she was intelligent. 
Now it is a very easy thing for the Destroyer to make any- 
one able to work with evil craftiness. And this wicked one 
attacked the son of the king from the right hand, and he in- 
fused into his heart love for the maiden because of her under- 
standing and great wisdom, and because of her honourable 
family which had sprung from a royal race; now she had 
abandoned her inheritance together with her royal rank and 
state. And together with this love the Destroyer sowed in 
the heart of YfiwSsef the thoughts that he might save her 
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from the frith of those who lead into error, and make 
her a Christian ; and all these ideas were the offepring of the 
craftinesses of the Serpent, the father of perdition. And when 
this idea had grown strong in the soul of the king’s son, and 
he did not find in his mind any impure thought or any sinful 
desire which moved him towards the maiden, Mrith the excep- 
tion of the feeling of compassion for her which had sprung up 
in him, he became sorry for her afflicted state and the de- 
struction of her soul. And he did not know that this feeling 
was due to the craft of Satan, who maketh darkness to appear 
to be light. 

And when the king’s son began to converse with the maiden 
and to talk to her concerning matters of Ood, he said unto 
her, “ 0 woman of understanding, learn to know Him Who is 
God indeed and Who endureth for ever. Destroy not thyself, 
neither corrupt thou thyself with the error of idols, but learn 
to know thy Creator, Wio created all creatures, and thou 
shalt become blessed and shalt be the bride of the Immortal 
Bridegroom.” And he taught her these things and many others 
like unto them. Then forthwith the evil spirit taught her that 
[p. 183] she must ensnare him by means of seductive words, 
and draw towards the pit of passion the soul that loved God, 
even as he had made the race of Adam to be ensnared of old. 
It was this evil spirit who had driven him forth from the face 
of God, and from the Garden of Pleasure, to woe and to misery, 
and he brought him under the power of death, death instead 
of the life which is blessed and enduring and immortal And 
when the maiden heard the words of YewSsef, which were 
full of philosophy, she became stripped of her understanding 
and she did not comprehend what he said unto her. And she 
made answer to him, the evil spirit acting as tongue and 
mouth for her, and she said unto him, “ My lord, if thou dost 
trouble thyself about the salvation of my soul, and dost wish 
to bring me nigh unto thy God, and to save my feeble soul, 
fulfil for me one request Then forthwith I will abandon all 
the gods of my frthers, and I will worship thy God, and I will 
serve Him until my soul leaveth [my body], and thou wilt 
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receive thy reward foi^ my salvation and my conversion to 
God.” 

[How the heatUyful maiden quoted the Christicm Scriptures 
in support of her request to Yh/oAdif, and how Uie prime 
answered her,^ 

And Yew3aef said unto her, “What is thy request, 0 
woman?” And the woman, with her face, and her speech, and 
her looks, and her whole body impelling her to the working 
of lust, said unto him, “ I wish thee to mingle with me in the 
partnership of marriage intercourse, and [then] I will folio# 
thy commandment with joy.” And Yewksef said unto her, 
“ O woman, thou hast made an abominable request, a request 
which it is difficult [to grant], and too unreasonable to per- 
form. As for thy salvation, I will take exceedingly great 
trouble about it, for I wish to bring thee out from the pit of 
destruction. For me to defile my body I find very difficult, 
and I cannot possibly do so.” And the young woman was 
amused at the attitude of the king’s son, and she said unto 
him, “ 0 thou who art filled with all wisdom, why dost thou 
speak in this manner? Dost thou call intercourse with a 
woman ‘defilement’? Do not I know the books of the 
Christians ? They have spoken to me and I have heard their 
words. Is it not written in your Books, saying, ‘Marriage is 
honourable, and carnal intercourse undefiled ^ ? ’ And again 
it saith, ‘ It is better to marry than to burn and, ‘The man 
whom God hath joined in marriage shall not be separated^.’ 
Have not the Scriptures taught us that all the righteous men 
of olden time [p. 184] and the patriarchs, and the Prophets 
married wives? And is it not written moreover that Peter, 
whom ye call the ‘ Chief of the Apostles,’ had a wife^ ? Show 
me now where thou didst find that one called the wife an 
unclean thing. It seemeth to me that certain folk have led 
thee astray and made thee to be remote from the truth of thy 
Faith.”

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And the king’s son said unto her, woman, it is even as 
thou hast remembered, and this thing is permitted for those 
who crave for the carnal intercourse of marriage; but for 
those who have the hope of becoming one with Christ it is 
not permitted. And as for myself, when I was purified by 
the washing away through Divine Baptism of the transgres- 
sions of my youth and my folly, I made a covenant with Christ 
that I would keep myself pure to Him. How then can I dare 
to bn^ak the covenant which I covenanted with God, and -put 

Him to open shame ? ”

[ffow the heatitifid maiden entreaJbed Y^wd(^f to grant her 
request in order to secure her salvation, and how she promised 
to become a Christkm if he did so.] 

And the maiden said unto him, “ Let this be according to 
thy good pleasure, even as thou hast counselled thyself, but 
the little desire which thou canst fulfil for me, if thou wilt, 
would save my soul ; lie with me for this one night only, and 
allow me to share thy beauty, and thou thyself shalt eiyoy the 
pleasure of my delight, and I will give thee a solemn pledge 
that in the moniing I will become a Christian, and that I will 
flee from the worship of all my gods and their frith. And thou 
shalt find forgiveness for this act, and thou shalt be rewarded 
by thy God, and He will show thee favour because thou hast 
saved me. For behold, the Book saith, ‘ There shall be great 
joy in heaven because of one sinner who repenteth^’ And if 
there be great joy in heaven over one sinner who repenteth, 
how very great shall be the reward of him that is the cause 
of that sinner’s repentance and conversion ! Yea, let it be 
even so; do not set thyself in opposition to me. Have not 
the masters of your Law often acted with great wisdom, and 
have not even they transgressed one commandment in order 
to fulfil another which is greater ? Do not ye yourselves say 
that Paul circumcised Timothy® and acted wisely and for the 
best in so doing, [p. 185] even though Christians made circum-

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cision a thing out«de the Law ? But tiiis condderation did not 
prevent Paul from performing this [rite]. And we find in 
your Books many cases like unto this. And, if thou art in 
very truth wishing to save my soul, fulfil for me this my de- 
sire, which is easy. As for me, I wish for intercourse with 
thee so that thou mayest be a husband to me ; I do not wish 
to force thee in this matter, but only to do thy good pleasure. 
Do not put me to utter shame, but hearken unto me for this 
time only, so that thou mayest deliver me from errov, and 
from the worship of devils, and thou mayest do [with me] 
what thou desirest all the days of thy life.” * 

And in this wise did she speak unto him with strong afiec- 
tion. And it was her teacher who had given her two ears for 
evil, and he knew the books of evil, and in truth he taught 
her effectively according to these errors which she declared 
unto the king’s son. And without shame she made her wonls 
tender and affectionate, and set up her nets on the right hand 
and on the left, so that she might make the fortress of his 
pure soul to totter and overthrow the steadfastness of his 
mind. And when the Sower of evil and the Enemy of the 
righteous saw the tottering state of the soul of the king’s son, 
he rejoiced exceedingly, and he summoned the evil spirits 
who came with him at that time, and he said unto them, “ Do 
ye not see how very closely that maiden hath come to fulfil- 
ling that thing which we were not able to perform ? Come 
now and let ns attack him in force, for we shall not in future 
find the means whereby we may fulfil the good pleasure of 
him who sent us.” And with such words as these did the 
Father of perdition address his companions, and they came 
to make war upon the soldier of Christ, and they set in a 
ferment the whole nature of his soul. And they poured into 
his heart intense love for the maiden, and they made the fire 
of lust to bum up fiercely within him. And while he saw that 
his soul was much urged and inclined towards the commission 
of sin, his heart yearned to save the maiden and for her con- 
version to Gou ; and this was due to the setting of the nets 
by Satan, who made the matter easy for him by the words of 
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the maiden, “It cannot be a sin to have intercourse with a 
woman once only [p. 186] to save [her] soul.” 

\H<m Yiwds^ resisted the nuiidm, ami how he wept and 
prayed and then felf, into a deep dumber wherein he saw a 
xconderfkd vmo».] 

And the saint groaned from the depths of his heart, being 
afraid of the hyenas, and he prayed for a long time, and tears 
pour^ down from his eyes like water, and he cried out to the 
Holy and Mighty One, Who saveth those who put their trust 
in Him, saying, “ O God, I have put my trust in Thee, and I 
shall never be put to shame, and my enemies who fight 
against me shall not triumph over ma Incline Thine ear unto 
me at this moment, and make good my i)ath, so that Thy 
Name may be praised through me Thine abandoned servant; 
blessed be Thou for ever ! Amen.” 

And when he had prayed a long time, and shed tears, and 
made many prostrations to the earth, he lay down upon the 
ground and he slept a little. And he saw a vision wherein 
certain men, whose faces were most terrifying, snatched him 
up and carried him into places which he had never seen. And 
they brought him into a vast country wherein were many 
rivers, and the landscape thereof was very beautiful, and the 
perfumes of its fiowers were exceedingly sweet. And he saw 
there trees of divers kinds growing all together, and they 
bore strange and marvellous fruits which were pleasant to 
look upon, and most delicious to the taste. And the leaves of 
these trees sang sweet songs, and when they were set in 
motion there went forth from them delicious breezes of the 
sweetness of which the people could never have enough. And 
he saw thrones ornamented with gold, and they were inlaid 
with precious stones and mother-of-pearl, and their splendour 
shone like the lightning, and the beauties thereof were of 
divers kinds. And there were there with the thrones couches 
which were furnished with cushions and carpets the splendour 
of the appearance of which overcame the splendour of the 
thrones; and the gladness [inspired by] their magnificence

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was beyond praise. And waters clear as crystal flowed forth, 
and they caused the beholder to rejoice with great joy. 

And having taken the king’s son round about through the 
country the beauty whereof was so marvellous and the 
spaciousness whereof was so great, and of the things which 
were therein the appearance was so wonderful, the men 
brought him into a city the praise whereof cannot be uttered. 
The flibric thereof was of flne gold, and the walls thereof were 
of stones the like of which no man hath ever seen. And who 
is able to describe the beauty of the city ? Above it there 
flashed like lightning a light of two-fold strength, which fille(f 
[p 187] all spaces of the city. And there were soldiers there 
who were appointed each to his special duty, and to every 
rank of them there was given a light which flashed like light- 
ning, and by it they marched singing a sweet melody, which 
hath never been beard upon the tongue of man. And the 
king’s son heard a voice which said, “ This is the place of the 
perpetual rest of the righteous, and this is the joy of the glad- 
ness of those who have pleased God." 

And these terrifying men wished to put him outside this 
city, but his whole being was filled with joy and gladness and 
with the happiness of delight And he said unto them, “I 
entreat you not to separate me from this joy which cannot 
be uttered, but give me one comer in this city wherein I can 
dwell” And those terrifying men answered and said unto 
him, “At the present time it is impossible for thee to live 
here. Thou canst not come here except through much weari- 
ness and profuse sweat of the face, and thou must rule thy 
soul and make thyself to labour." 

And when they had said this unto him, they took him away 
from that city and brought him to places of darkness, which 
were filled with worms and the smell of which was exceedingly 
foul; and instead of joy, which did not exist therein, there 
was sorrow. And he saw a region of darkness wherein was no 
light, and it vas a place of oppression, and a place of sorrow 
and sadness. In it were a fire that consumed, and the worm 
of torture which moved about therein. There also were the 
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Powers which tortured, and there also were those to whom 
the care of the fire was entrusted, and they were burning in 
the fire many men who lamented loudly, and suffered anguish. 
And he heard a voice which said unto him, ''This is the abode 
of sinners, and in this way do [the Powers] torture those who 
defile themselves by working impurity.” 

And while these things were thus the men with the terri- 
fying faces took him from that place with tears running down 
his face like water, and brought him back to the place where 
he had been; and by his side were the beauteous forms of 
\he maiden and of her companions, which stank more than 
filth and every kind of offaL And he began to think within 
himself and to remember everything which he had seen, and 
his heart was suspended [p. 188 ] on the love of those beautiful 
things ; and he was afraid and trembled at the idea of those 
tortures, which terrified him as he lay upon the bed, wholly 
unable to make an answer. 

[How the king heard of Y<S.wd8^8 metdal anguish and came 
to him and talked with him, and how YhjodMf described his 
vision to him, and appealed to him to desist from tronblhvg 
himi\ 

And the king learned concerning the suffering of His son, 
and he came to him and questioned him about what had come 
upon him, and his son began to tell him what he had seen. 
And he said unto the king, “Why hast thou prepared nets 
for my feet, and brought low my soul ? Had it not been that 
it was God Who helped me, a very little more and my soul 
had been dwelling in SheoL But €k>d is very loving unto 
IsraeP and unto those who are right in heart, and it is He 
Who hath delivered my soul from the nets. I lay down to 
sleep, being dismayed, but my God and my Redeemer hath 
set me above the heights. And He hath shown me the good 
things which He hath set apart for those who have been 
careful for their souls, and how great tortures He hath pre- 
pared for those who provoke Him to wrath and who act 

' Psalm Ixxiii. 1. 
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wickedly. And now, 0 father, behold, incline thine ear and 
hearken unto my voice, which shall lead thee to the good 
things that the righteous eryoy. Prevent tiiou me not from 
travelling on the path of righteousness, for this is my delight 
and my joy, so that 1 may be saved from all [evil] and may 
arrive at the places wherein dwelleth the envoy of God, Bara- 
Iftm, my teacher, and may live out the rest of my life with 
him. And if thou forcest me in [this] matter I shall die in 
sorrow and sadness whilst thou art looking on, and thou uhalt 
not be called by me ‘&.ther,’ and I shall not be called by thee 
‘ son.’ ” ^ 

[Hmi} the khig returned to hia palace in despair, and how 
the devils, tvhom Theudas had sent to effect the downfall of 
Y^'ds^f, cotfessed to him that they were powerless to resist 
the might of the Sign of the Cross when the prince made it 
against them.^ 

And the king became sorrowful, and his face clouded over 
and he fell into despair, and he returned to his palace medi- 
tating evil in his mind; and the evil spirits which had been 
sent against the divine young man by TawM^ returned to 
him, having been put to shame, and they confessed that they 
had been vanquished. And that liar Tawed^s looked at the 
lovers of lies and saw that they bore in their faces the signs 
of their defeat, and he said unto them, “ Are ye so feeble and 
so utterly broken that ye were not able to overcome one 
young man?” [p. 189] Thereupon those evil spirits spake 
unto him concerning the power of the God of truth, and they 
said unto him, “ We were unable to approach the mighty one 
of Christ, and His Sign, the name of which is ‘Maskal’ (i.e. 
Cross); and when [we attempted to draw nigh] unto it we 
were vanquished quickly, and forced to take to flight Now 
all the powers of the air, and all those who sustain the world 
of darkness, flee away smitten with great weakness even be- 
fore the Sign of the Cross is made against them. And when 
we attacked this young man with power and made him to 
quake, he took refrige with Christ, depending on Him to help 
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him, and he fortified himself with the Sign of the Cross, and 
he drove us off and made us to depart afiir off in shame, and 
he made for himself a mighty power. And we were neither 
apathetic nor careless, and we renewed our attack, but as 
soon as we came to him he summoned Christ to help him, and 
the fire of wrath descended from the heights above, and it set 
us on fire and we took to flight forthwith. And behold, we 
are quite certain that we cannot approach him.” And thus 
did the. evil spirits make TawM&s to understand, and they 
described to him fully and clearly what had happened. 

\How tJie king demanded further aseistance from Theudae, 
and how Theudm went toith him to visit YheMf in his 
palace, and with gentle and cunning words sought to make 
the prince abandon the Christian religion.'] 

And the king was wholly disturbed in his mind, and he 
caused Tawed^ls to come into his presence, and he said unto 
him, “ Behold, we have done everything which thou hast com- 
manded, O master, and we have not gained any advantage 
whatsoever. If there be left unto thee any other plan tell me 
what it is, so that we may try it, that peradventure we may 
‘find a means of attacking the evil, and a way whereby we may 
smite it utterly.” 

And Tawed^ demanded that he might hold converse with 
the son of the king, and on the following day he took the king 
with him, and departed to visit his son. And when they were 
seated together TawedSs took up his parable and began to 
admonish him for his resistance in support of an alien Faith, 
and for his disobedience. And the young man was bold, and 
he cried out, saying, “ I shall never esteem anything of more 
value than the love of Christ” And Tawed^ went into the 
interior of the palace, and he said, “ 0 Yewitsef, dost thou 
know what mean remoteness from the worship of our gods, 
and abandonment of their Faith, and the provoking of the 
king [p. 190 ] thy father? Thou hast become a thing at which 
to blaspheme, and thou art an enemy among all the people, 
for it is from them (i.e. the gods) that thou hast thy life. Was 
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it not the gods who heard thy father’s prayer and gave thee 
to him? And was it not they who released him from the 
bondage of childlessness ? " And with many idle and unpro- 
fitable words the magician, who would lead the young man 
into evil, debated with him, and he began to make his words 
pleasant in order to make him to be remote from the Gospel- 
preaching, and to encourage him to do the works of error. 

[How YlwAil^ made atmver to Thmdm, and how he shewed 
forth the wecdcness and hd/plemiess of idols, and declared the 
potcer a/nd glory of Chrisf] * 

And the son of the celestial King who walked in the city 
which God, and not the children of men had built, held his 
peace, and then he said unto TawMfis, “ Hearken, 0 thou who 
art deep in guile, 0 thou who art blacker than the blackness 
of night, thou seed of the Babylonian,- thou son of the Chal- 
deans who built the Tower [of Babel] through whom the 
world became mixed [in speech]. 0 thou declarer of vain 
judgement, 0 thou miserable old man, 0 thou whose sins are 
heavier than those of the Five Cities which were burnt with 
the fire of brimstone, how dost thou dare to blaspheme the 
Story of Salvation whereby the blackest darknesses have been 
illumined, and the erring have found the path of truth, and 
those who were lost and those who were captives were saved ? 
I pray thee tell me what is better than the worship of God, 
the Sustainer of the Universe, Who with His Son, the Only- 
begotten, and with the Holy Spirit, is One God, uncreate and 
immortal, the Creator of what is good, the Fountain of 
spiritual excellence. Whose power is invincible, and Whose 
glory is incomprehensible? Before Him stand thousands of 
thousands, and tens of thousands of tens of thousands of the 
angels of the armies of the heavenly beings, and the heavens 
and the earth are filled with His glory. By Him all things 
were brought into being from a state of not-being; through 
Him the Universe is strong and everything is maintained by 
His wisdom. Winch is it better for men to do ? To worship this 
God, or to worship the devils of perdition, and the idols which 
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are without soul, whom men laud and magnify [p. 191] for 
committing fornication, and for , having carnal intercourse 
with men, and for all the works of the nations which have 
been written about the gods in the books that treat of their 
Faith ? Will ye not be ashamed to-morrow, 0 ye who resemble 
the race of the Chalcedonian, ye miserable men, when ye are 
rewarded with the fire that never sleepeth? Are ye not 
ashame<l when ye bow down to worship graven images which 
are ‘*h<; work of the hands of the children of men, who hew 
stone an^ cut wood into shape and call these things ‘ gods ? ’ 
TMoreover, when ye take beasts from the herds and sheep from 
the flocks, for ye are obliged to provide numerous offerings, 
and to offer them up as sacrifices to mortal gods, do they 
make you any happier ? O ye foolish and erring men, do ye 
not know that the sacrifices are more honourable than your 
idols ? For it is a man who maketh the graven image, and it 
is God Who created the beast 

“ Behold, the dumb beast which talketh not hath far better 
knowledge than thyself, for thou, a being who can talk, hast 
no knowledge of thy God Who created thee out of a state of 
non-existence, and in Whom is thy life, and behold thou dost 
•call ‘god’ a thing which thou didst not know before this. 
And consider the matter. A man beateth it (i.e. the iron 
stone) with iron, and melteth it with fire, and hammereth it 
out, and then dost decorate it with gold and silver, and dost 
lift it up out of the dust, and dost set it up on high, and then 
thou dost bow down before a common and worthless stone, 
a thing which is of less value than thyself. Thou dost not 
worship God, but dost bow thyself down before the work of 
thy hands that cannot draw breath. And it is fitting that 
one should call a graven image ‘a dead thing,’ for as it was 
never a living thing it is not meet merely to call it ‘a dead 
thing,’ but it is also meet that men should change the name 
‘dead thing’ into some new name which shall be suitable to 
such a degraded object For the stone can be split, and a 
vessel made of potter’s earth breaketh, and a man can cut up 
wood, and brass corrodeth away, and men can melt gold and 
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silver. And men make merchandise of thy gods, some of 
them being of little price and some of them [p. 192] of great 
price. And the reverence which is due to God doth not befit 
this object, for it is an object which passeth away, and which 
a man can obtain possession of at a price. Who can buy 
God ? Or who can sell Him ? 

“And as for this motionless object, how can [any] one call 
it Gk)d? Canst thou not see that when any of them are 
standing up they can never sit down, and that the *^od’ 
which is sitting down cannot stand up ? Be ashamed, O thou 
man in whom there is no understanding, and lay thy hamf 
upon thy mouth, O thou most contemptible of men, who dost 
praise these objects, for thou art an alien to the truth, and 
they have seduced thee with the sign of falsehood, and thou 
makest graven images with thy hands and dost fslsely call 
them ‘gods.’ Stand up, O miserable man, and get under- 
standing, for thou art an old man, canst thou do thyself any 
good by making for thyself a ‘god,’ being a man ? How can 
this thing be? What thou makest is not God, but thou 
makest the images of men or images of the beasts, which 
have no tongue, and are unable to make any answer what- 
soever. If workers in metal, and carpenters, and masons,* 
did not exist, thou wouldst not be able to find the object that 
can become to thee God. And if there were none to take 
care of [the graven images], then thou wouldst make into 
God a great mountain unto which thou wouldst pray. How 
great is the folly of the men who whilst worshipping a graven 
image as God, and whilst praying to it to protect them, 
appoint a few guardians to protect it, and watch over it so 
that thieves may not steal it I If the graven image be made 
of gold or silver they guard it with diligent care, but if it be 
made of stone or earthenware, or of any ordinary or common 
substance, they leave it to take care of itself ! 

“ I myself think that in your opinion common earth is stronger 
than gold. Is it not right and fitting that men should make you 
laughing-stocks, 0 ye foolish and blind men, in whom there 
is no understanding whatsoever, and no sense? For your 
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works are folly. The man who followeth the profession of 
the soldier imagineth that God is a soldier, and he maketh a 
graven image for himself and he setteth it up and calleth 
Mdldh God. And through lust for women he driveth himself 
mad because of his passion, and he maketh for himself another 
God and calleth it ‘Zekhuer^K’ Another because of his love 
of wine maketh a graven image and calleth it ‘YAnises*’ 
Q). 193] And thus is it with the other sins and their images. 
Thos9 who lust set up their passions as gods, and they call 
sins ‘gods,’ and therefore in the temples of idols are to be 
fdund [images of] pleasures and delights (which bring in their 
train pain), and dancing, and singing and music, and they 
decorate them and celebrate foolish festivals in their honour. 
Who is able to describe their unclean works ? And who could 
befoul his mouth by making known their evil deeds ? They 
are manifest, however, even though we hold our peace. 

“ This then is thy worship, 0 TawedSs, O thou who art as 
lacking in understanding as thy graven images, and is it 
because of it that thou wouldst command me to bow down 
before them? Verily thy works are exceedingly evil, and 
these and all those who put their trust in them shall be like 
unto them. As for me, I will worship my God, and 1 will 
sacrifice myself to Him, the God and Creator, Who directeth 
the Universe, our Lord Jesus Christ, our Hope, through 
Whom we have found approach to the Father of Lights in 
the Holy Spirit, and by Whose Blood we have been bought 
from slavery. If He had not abased Himself to become a 
servant our race would not have been held worthy of being 
called ‘ sons.’ For our sakes He brought Himself down, and 
men did not esteem Him as God, but He accepted €very 
unseemly thing, and He fulfilled all the works of man, sin 
alone excepted. And He ascended the Cross in His Body, 
and they laid Him in a tomb, and He rose on the third day 
alter He had descended into Sheol, and brought forth those 
who were the slaves of the Evil One, the Lord of the world, 
and who were fettered by sin. What is worse than this — thy 
^ Aphrodite. ^ Dionysos. 
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blaspheming Him by pointing the finger of scorn at Him? 
Dost thou not see the sun and consider how very many places 
there are which do not benefit [when] he sendeth his splen- 
dour iuto them ? How many are the bodies of the dead which 
have gone to corruption, which he illumineth ! Can one find 
in him spot or blemish ? Doth he not dry up every unclean 
thing and light up the dark places absolutely without suffer- 
ing contamination himself? And no defilement whatsoever 
[p. 194] toucheth him. . • 

“And what hast thou to say also about fire ? I)oth it not 
take into itself the iron which is black and cold, and makb 
every part of it like unto a blazing fire ? Doth the fire take 
into itself any of the substance and constitution of the iron ? 
Dost thou not see that when men beat the iron with hammers 
nothing happeneth to the fire and no blemish whatsoever 
attacheth itself thereto ? Nay, no defect of any evil quality 
whatsoever attacheth itself to this substance ^cause of its 
intimate association with that which is inferior to it which 
Cometh to an end. With what words, 0 man lacking in under- 
standing, O stony-hearted, dost thou deal with me deceitfully 
and with mockery ! When I say ‘ Son of the Father ’ and 
‘Word of God’ absolutely nothing is taken away from the 
glory of His Father, but He is God. He came for the salvation 
of the sons of men, and He put on the fiesh of the children 
of men in order that He might make men His partners in 
[His] Divine, and rational nature, and that He might bring 
our race up from the lowest depths of Sheol, and that He 
might give it heavenly honour and glory. 

“And He put on mortal fiesh in order to convince the Angel 
of Darkness of this world by His unity in the fiesh with the 
children of men that He would conquer him and destroy him, 
and deliver our race from his oppression. For this reason 
He came that He might suffer on the Cross ; He Who is 
impassible suffered in order to make known the Two Natures. 
Because He was a man He was cracified, and because He 
was God He made dark the sun, and He made to quake the 
earth, and He raised up from the graves the bodies of very 
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many dead. And again, He died as a man and led Sheol 
captive, and as God He rose from the dead. And because of 
this the prophet cried out, ‘Sheol murmured when He went 
down, for it scoffed and it imagined that He was like a man, 
and when it saw that He was like God, it was terror-stricken.’ 
Behold then. He set our nature above everything that was 
rejected and lacking understanding, and He set it upon a 
throne of glory shining with the glory which is immortal. 
Whafr defect came upon the Word of God by this? Art thou 
not ashamed when thou blasphemest cunningly [p. 195] against 
God and His Word? Which is the better — for men to be- 
lieve in this God, and to worship the Being Who is so good 
and Who loveth man so much, and Who commandeth the 
doing of what is right, and the cultivation of the ascetic 
life, and the acquisition of purity, Who teacheth mercy, and 
bestoweth the gift of faith, and preacheth peace. Who is 
righteous, and the Lover of man, and tlie Doer of good things, 
now for such a God as this worship is meet, — or is it meet for 
men to worship thy gods whose sins are very many and great, 
who are unclean in all their works, even in the giving of 
names? Woe be unto you, 0 ye whose hearts are stones that 
are harder than the rock, who are more feeble than the 
beasts, ye sons of perdition who are doomed to darkness ! 
And blessed am I, and blessed are all the Christians, for we 
possess a God Who is the Friend of man and is a Being to 
be loved. For those who worship Him, if they toil in this 
world a little and suffer tribulation, they gather the fruit of 
their reward, wherein is no death, in the kingdom of the 
heavens which passeth not away, and Divine blessedness which 
abideth for ever, the pleasure whereof never cometh to an 
end.” 

[Hmn The^idas called upon Yhodeff to prove that the doc- 
trine of the Twelve Apostles was true, and that the Law of 
his native land was false, and how Y^wMf replied to him.'] 

And Tawed^ answered, saying, “Every generation bequeath- 
eth [the Law] to those who come after it This Law of ours 
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have laid down wise men, and many learned men, and law- 
givers whose works and proofs of wisdom are marvellous, 
and all the kings of the country have accepted it as a good 
and true voice wherein is no error. As for the Law of the 
Galileans, those who preached it were men who were not 
priests, and of no account and of lowly position, and they 
were few in number, that is to say. Twelve. How canst thou 
take pleasure in the teaching of these few men who were 
ignorant, being men belonging to the people, of the’* Law, 
which many great men who shone like the light drew up? 
And what is the proof that these were men who were to Ife 
believed, and not men who led men into error ? ” 

And Yew^ef answered, saying, “O Tawed^s, I think that 
thou art an ass in thy speech. Thou hearest the sound of 
music and dost not understand it, nay, thou art a serpent and 
dost stop thine ears so that thou mayest not [p. 196] hear 
the voice of him that reciteth the incantation. Well doth 
the prophet say concerning thee, ‘ Can the Ethiopian abandon 
his skin, and the leopard the spot which is his companion ? 
Canst thou possibly do good deeds, seeing that thou hast 
learned to do eviP?’ O thou who art in error and art blind 
of eye, why art thou unable to learn the power of truth whidi 
is praised by many ? And thou boastest thyself of thy wisdom 
which is thy blind and crooked Faith, and thou sayest that 
many kings [have accepted thy Law], and thou sayest also 
that it was .only a few mean men without learning, who 
preached the Gospel. Now behold, the strength of our glorious 
Faith is well known, but your wicked Law is a feeble thing, 
and although [your] wise men help you by its means, and the 
powerful men support you, it is a weak and worn out thing. 
There is no help from the children of men in the Gk)dhead of 
God. Behold, it shineth with a splendour which is fe,r brighter 
than the splendour of the sun, and behold, it flourisheth in 
all the quarters of the world. And if the priests of idols and 
learned philosophers had established it and mighty kings had 
given their help to it, thou, O wicked man, wouldst have had 

^ Jeremiah ziii. 23. 
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an excuse and wouldst have been able to say that all this 
took place through the children of men. But behold now, 
thou seest that men who were of no account, and. men who 
were fishermen, preached the Holy Gospel, and also men who 
were driven into exile by all the magistrates and governors 
who expelled them. And in spite of all this it hath filled the 
whole world, for their words have gone forth into all the 
earth, and their doctrine hath reached unto the ends of the 
worFdi .. 

“And what wilt thou say about the Faith of the gods ? Dost 
thou not fight for the power thereof, so that thou mayest 
strengthen its works and its counsel in the saving of men, or 
for a proof which is fitting? 0 thou man, who art more 
lacking in knowledge than every other man, thy people are 
liars, but our people are men who are to be believed, and by 
this [feet] especially is the word known. And if aU fbeir 
works were not false, and like unto a phantom, this strength 
which they derive from men [p. 197] would not diminish, and 
would not become feeble. For behold, the Prophet saith, 
‘I have seen the sinner great, and exalted like a cedar of 
Libanus, but when I returned I missed him, I sought and I 
OMild'iibt find his place*.’ And the Prophet saith this word 
concerning you, 0 ye who are helped by the feith of idols 
for a moment, ‘After a little [time], ye cannot be found, 
but quickly like the smoke ye disappear®.’ And concerning 
the knowledge of the Divine Gospel, behold, the Lord saith, 
‘ Heaven and earth shall pass away, but My word shall not 
pass away*.’ And the Psalmist saith, ‘Thou, 0 God, in olden 
time didst lay the foundations of the earth, and the heavens 
are the work of Thy hands. They shall perish, but Thou shalt 
exist ; they all shall wax old like a garment, but Thou shalt 
tie them up like a bundle; they shall change, but as for 
Thee Thy years shall not come to an end®.’ 

“ The fishermen who have drawn into their nets every one 
fi-om the abyss of perdition are those who have renounced

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the preaching \rhich belongeth to the wise men of this world, 
and ye who are indeed debased men, and slaves of sin, are 
those who have vilified them. For they have made to rise 
wonders, and signs, and mighty deeds of every kind, even as 
the sun riseth upon the world. And they gave light to the 
blind, and learning to the deaf, and the power to walk to the 
lame, and they bestowed resurrection and life on the dead, for 
their shadows alone used to heal every sickness that com<><th 
upon man. And they drove out from men the devil%^which 
ye made to take possession of them as gods, not only from 
the bodies of men, but even from this city did they drife 
them all out by the Sign of the glorious Cross. And they 
destroyed every magician, and as for their deadly poison, 
they made it to become like a thing wherein is no strength. 
These men, I say, healed every creature by the might of 
Christ Therefore it is meet that they should be praised by 
all men who are filled with knowledge, because they were 
preachers of the truth. What answer now [p. 198] is left 
unto thee wherewith thou canst answer on behalf of the wise 
men, and the priests of thy idols, who in the error of their 
wisdom give their help to Satan, the Liar ? 

“Tell me, I beseech thee, what have I forsaken in-tale-v.«{«M 
which is worthy of mention ? And in what things canst thou 
make one wise except bestial nature, and impurity, and 
stinkingness, and false wisdom, and every kind of impure 
conversation, and leading into error, and foolishness [which 
is derived] from the slime of their law? But these learned 
men who are able to raise their eyes from their folly for a 
little speak the truth and their proof is true, for they say, 
‘These beings who are called gods, are they not men?’ And 
some of them were set as rulers over provinces and countries, 
and others committed abominable deeds in the world, and 
yet men call them gods. And they lead men into error by 
seductive persuasiveness, and they establish ordinances, and 
each speaketb according to what he knoweth. What is the 
beginning of the appearances of graven images^? This god 
^ I.e. how did idolatry start iu the world ? 
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existed in days of old, in one period or another, either be- 
cause he was necessary (?), or because he was thought to be 
wise, or because of his association with [some] work, and 
another performed some good deed, some deed that remained 
in the memory [of men]. And in order to pay such gods 
honour men set up graven images to them on pillars. And 
those who came after them did not know the wishes of their 
fathers, and that they had only made them as objects of re- 
membi\<u)ce, and that as a mark of their approbation they 
set them u^ on pillars, and so little by little they were per- 
suaded to serve Satan, the Govenior of Evil, and were drawn 
to the men of old who were exactly like themselves in their 
passions. And they served them as gods, and they called 
them * those who die not,’ and they offered up to them sacri- 
fices and offeriiiga And because devils dwelt in the idols, 
they committed themselves to their care, and they paid them 
honours and sacrificed unto them. 

“These men were they who never trained themselves to 
obtain knowledge of Gk)d, and they wished to set over them 
gods for two things ; one of which was that they might honour 
idols by this name. [p. 199] The second thing was that it 
to them to honour as gods, and many burned to 
do so, of their own accord, those who had seduced them to 
every kind of apostasy and uncleanness. 

“And when men arrived at the extremity of this danger, 
having clothed themselves in darkness they planted for each 
one of them a tree for the fulfilment of their sin and lust 
and they called it a god. And through the excess of their 
error they became vile, and what was far worse, in their iall 
they worshipped it. At length God came in the tenderness 
of His compassion, and redeemed from this error us who be- 
lieved on Him, and taught us the knowledge of the True God. 
For there is no salvation except only through Him, and there 
is no other god in heaven or upon earth but He only, the 
Maker and Sustainer of the Universe, with the Word of His 
all-mighty power. For it is said, ‘ By the Word of Gk)d the 
heavens were made to stand fast, and all the power thereof 



by the breath of His mouth Everything came into being 
through Him, and without Him there would have been nothing 
that is’.” 


[How Thetidas was dumihfownded at the argvmewts of 
Y^wdsff, and ho^v he repented qf his error, and sought refuge 
in God, and proclaimed before the king and all his councilors 
the greatness oj the God oj the Christians.'] " 

And when TawM&s heard these words he knew that they 
were of the wisdom which was given unto him by God. AM 
he was filled with terror, even as a man who is terrified by 
the sound of thunder, and he held his peace for a si>ace. 
And at the time when the sun was setting he returned to the 
subject, and he began to consider his miserable agitation, for 
the word of salvation had drawn nigh to the eyes of his heart 
which was black. And he began to repent deeply for what 
was past, and he recognized the deceivingness of idols and 
their power to lead into error ; and he went to the true and 
good light and took refuge with it And from that moment 
he went away from under the evil direction of idols, and he 
made himself hostile to and fought against the vile*'gb(i7,*‘iafid 
he hated them with a hatred that was as great as the love 
with which he had formerly regarded them. And he rose up 
straightway in the midst of the assembly — now the king was 
sitting upon his throne — and he cried out with a loud voice, 
saying, “O king, behold, the spirit of God dwelleth in thy 
son. For in truth he hath vanquished us, and we have nothing 
left to urge against his arguments, and we are unable to 
blaspheme against what he saith unto us. [p. 200] Verily, 
great is the God of the Christians, and great is their Faith, 
and great are the m 3 rsteries thereof.”

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[How YhioA^f preeiched the mercy qf God to Theudaa, 
and urged him to repemt and he baptized with, Christicm 
Baptism.'] 

And he turned towards Yew^ef the king’s son, and he 
said unto him, “ Tell me now, O light of truth, O thou whose 
soul is illumined, will Christ receive me if 1 turn to Him, and 
if I make myself remote from my evil works, and withdraw 
from ^hem?” And the teller of the truth and the preacher 
thereof made answer to him [saying], “Yea, most assuredly 
Ue will receive you and all those who turn to Him. He will 
receive you not in the way in which thou thinkest, but like 
the son who had come from a far country, and whom [his 
father] welcomed from the path of his sins, and embraced 
and kissed. And straightway he stripped off him the foul- 
ness and uncleanness of sin, and he arrayed him in the 
apparel of salvation, and he decorated him with the glorious 
purple of splendid beauty, and he made a festival of joy 
to the .celestial powers, rejoicing at the feast for the return 
of the sheep that was lost and because of its return. It is 
God Himself Who saith, ‘ Tliere shall be great joy in the 
|ieavenB Ijecause of one sinner who repenteth^.’ And again 
He saith, ‘ I have not come to call the righteous but sinners 
to repentance®.’ And unto the prophet He said, ‘ As I live, 
I do not desire the death of the sinner, but rather that he 
may return from his way and live. Turn ye back from your 
evil way, O children of Israel, and die not, fdr sin shall not 
harm the sinner if he returneth from his sin, and worketh 
truth, and walketh in the commandment of life. He shall live 
life and shall not die, and all the sins which he hath com- 
mitted shall never more be remembered against him. For he 
hath performed judgement and light, and through them he 
shall live®.’ And He also saith in another place, ‘Wash ye, 
and be clean and pure, and cast away the wickedness of your 
souls from before mine eyes, and abandon your wickedness

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and evil, and learn to do what is good. And if your sins be 
black I will make them to be as snow^.’ 

“And with snch a hope hath Ood given to those who turn 
towards Him the right to hope. Delay thou uot^ O man, and 
be not sluggish, [p. 201] and draw nigh unto Christ our God, 
the Lover of man, and unto the brightness of His light, and 
let not thy face be ashamed. When thou art baptized with 
Divine Baptism, all the uncleanness of the old man shall ^ 
drowned in the water, and all the weight of thy manifold sin 
shall be dissolved and done away as if it had nevor existed. 
And thou shalt go up from the water purified from all its 
blemish, and no impurity whatsoever shall be left upon thee, 
and none of the corrosion of sin. And afterwards it is meet 
for thee to keep guard over thy soul in the purity which 
shall be given unto thee by Baptism through the tenderness 
of the compassion of our God.” 

[How Theudm burned his hooks of magic, and went to the 
holy man who had received and baptized NdhOr, and having 
repented vnth tears, teas baptized by him.'] 

And when Tawfed&s had been admonished by these words, 
he went out straightway, and departed to the 
[where he lived], and he took his books of magic, saying, 
“ This is the beginning of all evil, and is the storehouse of the 
wickedness of devils; I will burn them in the fire and will 
consume them utterly.” And he ran to the cave of that 
honourable man, whose works were excellent, and who was 
clothed with the priesthood, the man unto whom Na,k0r went 
(whom we have already mentioned, of glorious fame), and he 
told him everything. And he scattered ashes over his head, 
and uttered loud groanings, and he washed his body with the 
flood of his tears, and he told the old man everything about 
his unclean works. And that old man [wished] to save his 
soul, and to drag him out of the mouth of the serpent of per- 
dition, for he was indeed a wise man. And he admonished 
Tawed^ with Mrords of salvation, and he explained unto him 

> Isaiah i. 16, 17. 
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the Law, and made it plain to him, and the abandonment of 
sin, and he gave him reason to hope that the Judge would be 
forgiving and merciful; and he admonished him a second 
time and commanded him to &st for many days. And he 
made him pure with the water of Divine, Christian Baptism, 
and he strengthened TawM4s in truth and in repentance all 
his days, and urged him to repent of his manifold sins, and to 
w.'pplicate for the forgiveness of God with continual groanings 
and tsars.

\_JJow the king woe stupefied when Ite saw the drfeat of 
Thmdas, how he summoned his counciUors to discuss with 
him the next step, how Ardshts, his chi^ cownciUor, advised 
him to divide his kingdom with YtwA^f, and how the king 
commanded him to CMrry out this suggestion.] 

And when the king saw the things that had come uimn 
this &mous man he was greatly disturbed in all his person, 
and he became utterly depressed, and he had the appearance 
of one who was overwhelmed by great trouble; and as for his 
mind it was greatly moved and agitated. And once again he 
caused to come into his presence all his intimate friends and 
Cv/Uk.. « and he t<x>k counsel with them as to what he 

should do with his son; [p. 202] and there was great dis- 
cussion on the matter among them. And the man who was 
called ArAshis, whom we have already mentioned, who held 
high office among the rulers of the country, and whose advice 
was especially pleasing to the king, said unto him, “ 0 king, 
what is the right thing for thee to do to thy son [seeing that] 
thou art unable to make him to return to the observance of 
our Law, and to worship our gods? Unto me it appeareth 
that we are following a useless course, for this making of an 
excuse is only in accordance with his mind ; for he loveth to 
conquer and he will never turn back. If thou wishest thou 
canst deliver him over to judgement and to torture ; it will 
be thy own flesh [that will suffer] and thou wilt never again 
be able to call thyself ‘father.’ And thou wilt destroy him, 
for I am convinced that he will die for Christ Tlie only course 

16—2 
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left to thee is to divide thy kingdom, and to compel him to 
reign over that portion of it which is to be his. And if natural 
impulses and worldly cares can draw him to our Faith he 
will be drawn after ns, and he will become towards ns as we 
wish, and as we hope. For it is very hard to fight against a 
habit which is firmly fixed in our soul, and it can only be 
eradicated with difficulty ; but this can be eflected by means 
of continuous persuasion. Only with difficulty can [the minds 
of men] be changed when force [only] is applied. And if he 
is strong in the faith of the Law of Christ this should be a 
cause of joy instead of sorrow. Destroy not thy son, afid 
deprive not thyself of him.” And when Arftshis said this all 
those who were gathered together hearkened to him, and 
they were pleased with his words and accepted them. And 
then the king answered and said unto him, being pleased, 
“ Arrange this matter thus.” 

{How Ihe king went to Yiwdsff and offered him, the half of 
his kingdom, and how YStodsPf aecqated his offer, although he 
understood his father's motive.'\ 

And the king went to his son YewRsef and said unto him, 
“This is the end of my discussion with thee, 0 sc«,’Tr!iw wilt 
neither hearken unto my voice nor obey me. And if thou wilt 
rejoice my heart, know now that I will spare thee further 
search as to what is the power of [my] word (or, voice) ; for 
though I have laboured much I find thee still unconverted, 
and disinclined to hear my worda Come, let ns divide the 
kingdom Thou shalt live [p. 203] in thy portion in one part 
of it, and the people shall call thee king, and thou shalt have 
authority to follow whatsoever path thou pleasest” And that 
truly glorious soul knew well that the king only did this to 
fulfil his will, but YSw&sef decided that he would hear these 
words from him, and [then] take to fiight and escape from his 
hand, and dejmrt whithersoever he desired. And he answered 
and said unto, the king, “As for me, what the desire of my 
heart is thou knowest well. I would search for that divine 
man who guided me to the path of salvation, and I would 
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abandon everything for him until the end of my life. But if 
it be not permitted to me, 0 father, to do my will, I will 
hearken unto thee and will be subject unto thee; for it is 
good that sons should be subject to a &ther in the matter of 
things in the way of which there is no perdition, and which 
manifestly and obviously is not remote from God.” 

[iQbtc the king divided his kingdom and departed 

to rid§ over his portion of if] 

And the’ king was filled with gladness which exceeded by 
faV any joy he had ever known, and he divided the provinces 
which were under his dominion into two parts, and he made 
his son king, and he crowned him, and adorned him with every 
kind of royal dignity, and sent him to the kingdom that had 
been ordained for him. And YSwfisef departed in great pomp 
to it with the music and singing that befit kings. And the 
king commanded all the chiefs, and all the captains of the 
host, and all the goveniors of his chosen men to go with his 
son who was king, and to choose for him provinces wherein 
many men lived, and to instruct him in the assumption of 
sovereignty and dominion. And the king gave him all the 
armour that was meet for royal state, and thereupon Yew^f 
received royal power. 

[flow YSwds^ destroyed the heathm temples, and built a fine 
church cmd ministered therein and taught the people.'] 

And when YewSsef came into the region that was his portion 
to reign therein, he set up the Sign of the Cross upon every 
fort which was on the city wall, the Sign of the glorious Cross 
of Christ and God. And he plundered the temples of idols, 
and threw down their idols, and dug up their foundations, 
and [p. 204] there was left no trace [of the buildings] of the 
heretics. And he built inside the city a great sanctuary, a 
beautiful place, and he commanded that every one should be 
gathered together to it; and they began the worship of God 
with the adoration of the life-giving Cross. And he rose up 
early in the morning before them all, and he made himself 
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to serve therein with prayer and with the making of long 
supplications. And he began to teach all those who were 
under the dominion of his power to turn away from the error 
of idols, and he proclaimed unto them the preaching of the 
Gospel clearly and openly, and the story of the coming down 
of the Word of God into the world, and His signs and His 
wonders, and he made them to know about His sufferings 
on the Cross wherein were salvation and power, and.Hik' 
Resurrection and Ascension into the heavens. And he also 
proclaimed to them the terrible and fearful day of His awful 
and dreadful Second Coming, and he told them about tRe 
good things that are prepared for those who believe, and the 
tortures that await sinners. And he taught them these things 
in a kindly manner and with gracious words. No chosen one 
was like this king’s son, who, although awful and terrifying 
in respect of the height of his royal power and the mtgesty 
of his sovereignty, lived among the people in humility and 
meekness, whereby he drew many to him. 

He wished to become admirable (?) in his works, and quiet 
and simple in his knowledge, and therefore he received the 
power of sovereignty with his humility and with his knowledge. 
For great humility was a helper and it made all thff people to 
hearken unto his words. And in this manner in a few days 
he made all the people who were under his authority and 
power in the provinces and districts to talk about his Divine 
words, and to learn the mysteries [thereof]. And they learned 
them, and at length they denied absolutely [the existence of] 
many gods, and they separated themselves and withdrew from 
[their beliefs in] many gods, and the disgrace thereof. And 
they became strong in the Faith of the good things wherein 
is no error, and they were fashioned anew by his teachings, 
and they served Christ. And all those who [p. 205] had lived 
shut up in the mountains and caves through the fear of his 
father, priests and monks, came forth from their hiding places, 
and the bishopfy with them, and they went to YewSsef rejoicing. 
And he received those who had suffered the greatest tribula- 
tions for the sake of Christ, and he brought them into his 
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palace, and he washed the dust from their feet and their heads, 
and he comforted their hearts, and he provided them with 
eveiTthing that they needed, and he consecrated the church 
which he had built. 

And there was among the bishops a certain man who had 
toiled exceedingly for the Faith, and who had resigned the 
throne of his office and had appointed thereto a certain chief 
priest Now he was a holy man, and he knew well the Canons 
of the^Church, and his soul was filled with divine zeal, and he 
made ready the means for Christian Baptism, and he baptized 
in*the water those who had returned to Christ He baptized 
first of all the noblemen and all the men who held offices of 
high honour, and after them he baptized the soldiers, and 
then all the people. It was not only the sicknesses of their 
souls that were healed, but all those who were suffering from 
divers sicknesses in their bodies were healed. And they were 
saved from every sickness when they went forth fix)m the 
womb of Baptism, pure in their souls, and healthy in their 
bodies, for they had found healing of both soul and body at 
the same time. And because of this very many people came 
to Yew&sef the king from every place, wishing to acquire 
from him the knowledge of goodness. And King Yew&sef 
began to overthrow all the temples of idols, and he took all 
their vessels and their furniture which the people had prcimred 
for the graven images, and he built therewith large altars and 
churches. And he made all their possessions, which were of 
great price, the property of the churches, and in this way he 
made that which was transient, and of which the glory was 
corruptible, an effective and profitable thing. And the unclean 
devils who were in the habit [p. 206] of frequenting those 
temples and altars were driven out, and they were doomed to 
suffer great tribulation, and they cried out, and many heard 
them wailing and groaning because of the tribulation which 
had come upon them. And all those provinces found them- 
selves free from the darkness of their error, and they rejoiced in 
the light of the Christian Faith, which is spotless. And in this 
wise King Yewfis6f [was teaching] the way of truth to all men, 
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and he nouriahed many, and he inflamed their hearts to make 
them to model themselves according to his will, as was fitting 
for his authority and his position, for all those who were under 
his sovereignty made themselves like unto him, and they 
shaped their lives according to his admonitions. And in this 
way they desired to gain his afiectiou, and they learned his 
works whereby they became able [to comprehend] a little of , 
the knowledge of their master, and therefore, with the .help 
of God, they grew up in the True Faith, which abounded and 
increased in them. 

[How YhJo6^ converted hia atdtjects, and how under hie 
gracioua rude hie kittgdom flouriehed whilst that of his 
father decayed.] 

And Yewits^f the king was crucified in his heart by the 
commandments of Christ and His love, with the wisdom of 
the word of grace; and he was the haven of many souls, 
making direct their journey into port. For he knew that it 
was meet for a king before everything else to teach men the 
fear of God and to keep guard over their integrity, even as 
he himself feared God and watched himself. And he made 
himself strong, so that he might have dominiofi over the 
passions, and over all who were under his authority, like a 
wise governor, and he made fast his feet in the safety of the 
beauty of the Law. And this king, who was a king indeed, 
controlled firmly the wishes which he carried into effect, and 
he boasted not himself of the glory of his fathers, nor of the 
royal migesty that appertained to him, for he knew that all 
his begetters were dust, and that the first fiither of our race 
was a creature of dust, and that we belong to his nature, both 
those who are rich and those who are poor. And he thrust 
his mind down into the depths of humility and into the wisdom 
which was of the other world, and he understood his life in 
this world, and he knew well that he would find the things 
which are in \ery truth in the other world after his departure 
from this world, and he knew what these things were ex- 
ceedingly well. 
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[p. 207] And he delivered those who were under his dominion 
at the same time from the error of their fathers, and he made 
them servants of Him Who had bought us with His precious 
Blood from the slavery of eviL Carefully then and publicly 
he enquired into the beauty of the work of doing virtuous 
and excellent things, and the working of purity and integrity 
helped him, and he was crowned with purity as with a crown, 
'and he was adorned with the purple of rectitude, well knowing 
the tfansitoriness of riches, which resembleth the flowing away 
of water of the rivers. And he spared no pains in laying up 
treasure for himself there where the moth destroyeth not, 
and where the thieves do not dig through the walls and steal. 
And then he began to distribute his possessions and money 
among the poor and needy unsparingly, until there was nothing 
left to him. For he knew that he had great power, and that 
it was meet that he should imitate God, and he thought that 
there was nothing nobler than doing charity, which is more 
precious than gems and pearls of great price. And he gathered 
together the riches of fair deeds wherein those who perform 
them may rejoice in this world, having the hope of the delight 
which is to come, and in the next world they will rejoice in 
the freedbm of the blessed for which they wait. For this 
reason he used to redeem those who were in prison and 
undergoing punishment, and of those who were bound for 
debt he paid the debts and set them free. And he used to 
give gladly to all those who were in need, and he was a frther 
to the orphans, and to the widows, and to those who were in 
misery, and he became like their begetter through his love of 
doing good, considering that the doing of good to them was 
doing good unto himself. 

In truth he was rich in gifts, and his soul was rich in truth, 
for it was a royal soul and the abode of riches. And he was 
an abundant giver to those who were in want; for he hoped 
to receive a never-ending two-fold reward when the season 
of reward for good deeds should come after a tew days. And 
the report of him was heard in all places, and every one 
desired him at all times, even as do those who run after 
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sweet perfame with a delicious odour, casting aside from 
them tile necessary things of mind and body. And the men- 
tion of his name was sweet in the mouth of every man, but 
not [p. 208] through fear and terror. For people came to him 
of their own free will, and with strong love from the depth of 
their heart, both for the sake of God and for the sake of the 
beauty of the course of action which was planted in his heart 
And straightway there came unto him those who were under' 
the authority of his father, and who had abandoned all tsrror 
and were rejoicing in the path of truth. And the city of 
Ygwftsef increased and flourished, and the city of his father 
decreased and waxed feeble, even as saith the Book of Kings 
concerning David and Saul^ And when his father saw this 
he repented with great longing at the end of the days of his 
period of life, and he remembered his sins, and he perceived 
the weakness of his gods, and their useless craftiness. And 
straightway he gathered together his faithful councillors, and 
he followed the light to which he was guided, and all those 
who were gathered together declared the words of YewSsSf, 
the upright [king], to be true ; for our Redeemer summoned 
them from the east, and He heard the supplication of His 
messenger Yewfisef * 

[How the king mmmmied his councillors, how they admitted 
the truth of Yl^wAslf's religion, and how the king wrote to 
his son and confessed his error and besought him to help 
him to embrace Christianity.^ 

And the king wished to make his son to know this, and he 
wrote to him on the following day a letter which ran thus : 
“From the king Anbeyer to the beloved prince YewSsef: 
peace be upon thee, 0 beloved son! 0 beloved son, many 
thoughts have entered iny soul and have stirred me up to 
evil. Behold, I have observed all our works and see that they 
disappear like smoke; but the working of thy Faith sendeth 
forth light whi.ih is brighter than the radiance of the sun. 
Behold, I have turned to a mind that believeth. The words

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that have gone forth from thy mouth are true for ever. As 
the deep darkness of sin and apostasy enshrouded us we were 
unable to see the truth, and to understand the Creator of the 
Universe. Nay more than this, the brilliance which shone 
upon us from thee made us cover our eyes, for we wished 
not to see it ; and we entreated thee very evilly for a long 
time, and this we did often, and we caused thee to sorrow, 
tp. 2,09] Woe be unto us ! For we have killed many Christians 
who, hi the strength of the power that helped them, delivered 
themselves* over to death before the denseness of our hearts. 
Bhhold, however, we have now removed that heavy darkness 
from the pupils of our eyes, and we are able to see a little 
of the splendour of the truth, and we have begun to repent 
of our evil deeds in the time that is past. There is, however, 
a second cloud, which is an evil one, for behold, side by side 
witli this splendour of the truth, thick darkness and cruel 
despair have drawn nigh in such a way that they make dark 
this splendour and envelop it in many coverings. For I feel 
that I am spumed by Christ and that He will not accept me, 
whilst I appear to be one who is resisting Him and fighting 
against Him. Explain to me quickly and make me to know what 
thou wouldst say unto me, 0 my fair son. Accept these words 
and teach me thy father what I ought to do, and draw thy 
begetter to the knowledge of what is right, and what I should 
make to come to pass.” 

{How Y^wds^f received M$ father’s letter, and hoio he prayed 
to God to open his father’s eyes and to rdease him from the 
captivity of sin.'] 

And when YewSsef read this letter and understood what 
was [written] therein, his soul was filled with the delight of 
Christ and with great wonder. And he folded up the letter and 
gave it to him that had brought it^ and he went quickly into 
his palace and bowed down before the Divine Image. And his 
eyes mined tears down upon the ground, and he gave thanks 
to the Lord Christ, and he brought and ofiered up to Him 
fervour of his heart, saying, “I will exalt Thee, 0 my King 
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and God, and I will bless Thy Name for ever and ever. Amen. 
Great art Thou, O God, and very glorious, and there is no end 
to Thy Majesty. And who is there that can describe Thy 
power and can declare to the full Thy glories, 0 Thou Who 
didst bring water out from the rock^? Behold, when he who 
was arrogant of heart, whose stifiheckedness was harder than 
the rock, saw thee he became as soft as wax before the fire^. 
For Thou art able to draw out of these stones children unto ' 
Abraham^ I give thanks unto Thee, O my Lord, Thou Lover 
of the children of men. Thou God of mercies. Who hast been 
longsuffering towards [p. 210] our transgressions, and hast 
bonie patiently with us until this moment, and hast not punished 
us, although we deserved of old to be cast down before Thy 
face like the enemies of the Law who dwelt in the Five Cities 
and were consumed by brimstone and fire*. But Thou didst 
show longsuffering in Thy Spirit, whereto nothing is equal, 
and didst show compassion to us, and I the vile one, who am 
wholly unworthy to praise Thy goodness adequately, do praise 
Thee. I beseech Thy compassionate mercy, which is beyond 
all reckoning, 0 Son and Word of God the Invisible, the 
Creator of everything by Thy Word, Who art the Sustainer 
thereof by Thy good pleasure. Who didst of Thine o'.n free will 
stretch out Thy hands upon the Cross, and didst bestow power 
and didst give life everlasting unto those who were bound 
in prison, do Thou now stretch out Thy hand which doeth 
everything ‘and is invisible, and set free Thy servant, my 
&ther, for ever, from the captivity in which the evil Crafty 
One hath led him captive. And reveal Thou to him openly 
and clearly that Thou Thyself alone art He Who liveth for 
ever, the True God, the everlasting King, Who can not die. 
Look Thou upon the contrition of my heart with the eye of 
mercy and pity, even as Thine un&iling hope hath been with 
me, 0 Thou Worker, Who dost take thought for every created 
thing, let Thy water, unchanged, spring up within me, and 
may it give me speech, and open my mouth, and endow me

HFith a right heart And let me be well built upon Thee, 
0 Thou Rock Which satisfiest thirat, and grant unto me Thy 
messenger, the worthless and insignificant, power to declare 
unto my father the mystery of Hiy wisdom in a fitting manner, 
and that I may deliver him by Thy power from the wiles of 
Satan the Evil One, and that I may bring him to Thee, 0 God, 
Lord of the Universe, Who dost not desire the destruction of 
sinners^, but dost lead us to hope for Thy mercy through re- 
pentance. For Thou art glorious for ever and ever. Amen.”

[H^ Yhvds^f went in state U> visit his father, and how he, 
hy the help of Christ, succeeded in making him to understand 
the doctrine of salvation through Christ, and to become a 
Christimu] 

And when Yew&sef had prayed in this wise, being confident 
that he would not be put to shame through [the failure of] 
his hope, he departed straightway, confessing the tender pity 
of Christ, and he rode from his city in royal state, and he 
arrived at the kingdom of his father. And when [the servants] 
announced to his lather the arrival of his son, he went forth 
straightway to meet him, and he embraced him, and made a 
great festival [p. 211], and rejoiced at his coming; and after 
this they sat down together in a place apart Who can describe 
the words which the son of the king spake in wisdom imto 
his lather on that occasion? And what can we say concerning 
what he spake unto him in the words of the Divine Holy 
Spirit, through Whom the fishermen of Christ have caught in 
their nets the whole world? Now the wisdom of the wise 
purified them by the grace of this Spirit whereby this YewSsef 
was wise. 

And YSw^ef taught the king, and he illumined his heart 
with the light of knowledge, but at first he toiled very hard 
in teaching him so that he might lead him away from the 
worship of idols. What word did he not speak? And what 
did he not do to convince him? But [his words] were like 
unto those which men speak in vain in the ears of those who 

* Ezekiel xxxiii. 11. 
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will not hear. And when God saw the humility of His servant 
YSw&sSf He opened the closed doors of his feither’s heart, 
even as it is said, ‘‘He sendeth light into the hearts of those 
who fear Him, He doeth their will and heareth their prayerV’ 
Then the king understood quickly what was spoken to him, 
and by the grace of Christ his son found the opportunity to 
make him to agree with him. And his son obtained victory 
and power over the evil spirits which had dominion over his' 
father, and he freed him from their wiles with an everlasting 
freedom, and he made him to know openly concerning the 
Word of salvation, so that he might make the Living Qed, 
Who dwelleth in heaven, his own. 

And first of all he spake concerning the ordinances of the 
shining Faith, and he made him to know about them, but in 
the discourse which he pronounced there was no mention of 
the great and marvellous things which he had seen and heard. 
And he taught him many things about God, and explained to 
him the beauty of His Godhead, and he taught him that there 
is no other God, either in the heavens above or in the earth 
beneath, except One God, Who is Father, and Son, and Holy 
Spirit; and he made him to know the mystery of the Divine 
Words. And he told him also about created things, both 
those which are visible and those which are invisible, and 
how He brought them into existence out from a state of 
non-existence; and how He created man in His own form 
[p. 212] and similitude, and how He honoured him by letting 
him have power to do his own will ; and how He gave him power 
to cultivate all the beautifiil [trees] which were in the Garden 
of Delight ; and how He commanded him to keep away from 
one tree, which was the Tree of Knowledge ; and how having 
transgressed His command God cast him out of the Garden 
of Delight, because he had slipped aside from his [first] state ; 
and how he fell from the [state of the] race of the children of 
men into these great errors and vileness ; and how [men] fell 
into the hand of death through the work of the cunning of the 
Crafty Deceiver, who seized men and brought them under his 
’ Compare Psalm n. 7 ; John ix. 31. 
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authority in a moment ; and how the Deceiver made them to 
forget God, and seduced them so that they bowed down to 
unclean gods ; and how God then had compassion upon our 
clay, at the good pleasure of the Father and the Holy Spirit, 
and was pleased to be born in our image of the Holy Virgin ; 
and how He, the Impassible, endured suderings, and rose from 
the dead on the third day, and redeemed us from [our] first 
rebellion, and made us meet for honour that was greater than 
that'^hich we possessed before; and how He gathered us 
together at*the time of His ascension into heaven, Irath those 
wlw^ had come and those who were there ; and how we also 
believe that He will come to raise up our clay and to reward 
every one of us according to his work. 

And he also explained unto him the mystery of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and the indescribable good things for which those 
who are meet for them wait ; and he described unto him the 
tortures which are prepared for sinners, and the fire which is 
never quenched, and the outer darkness, and the worm which 
never sleepeth, and the punishment of torture which is laid 
up for all the slaves of sin. And YewHsef spake all these 
things unto him in gentle words, and he made his father to 
hearken uq|;o him by the grace of the Holy Spirit which 
dwelt in him. Moreover, he described to him the depth of 
the love of God for man, whereof the foundation cannot be 
found, and how He receiveth the repentance of those who go 
to Him, and how tliere is no sin that will vanquish His love, 
provided that we are strong therein. And he adduced from 
the Scriptures many testimonies, and [so] made an end of his 
discourse. 

[Hmv the king abandoned his idols, hauled down to the 
Cross of Christ, and how all the nobles and people became 
Christians.'] 

And the heart of the king became bold through these 
[l). 213] words of wisdom, and through the teaching which was 
from God, and he cried out with a loud voice and with fervour 
of heart that he believed in Christ our Redeemer. And he 
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forsook the worship of idols completely, and before all the 
people he bowed down to the Cross, the Giver of Life. And he 
proclaimed, and all the people heard him, that the Lord Jesus 
Christ was God in truth. And he confessed his former denial 
[of Christ], and he reviled the hardness of his heart agiunst 
the Christians, and his slaughter of them, and he came to the 
beauty of worship and to the great sharing therein. And thus 
were fulfilled the words of the Apostle who saith, “Where 
there was the greatest doubt there especially doth^ grace 
abound^” And Yewftsef, who was the wisest of men, taught 
the captains of the army, and the nobles who came, an(i}«all 
the people, much concerning the Law of God, and the beauty 
of His worship; he was like a man of fire, making himself to 
resemble the gods, singing a sweet song, and to the assembly 
he sang a song of their songs (?). And the grace of the Holy 
Spirit rested upon him, and he stirred all the people to praise 
God. And all the people cried out with one voice, saying^ 
“Great is the God of the Christians, and there is no other 
God beside our Lord Jesus Christ, Who is praised with the 
Father and the Holy Spirit.” 

[How the Mng and his son destroyed the idols and their 
temples, and built churches.'] 

And then Anbtyar the king departed, being filled with divine 
zeal, and he fell with great wrath upon the idols in his Court, 
which were made of gold and silver, and he cast them all 
down upon the ground and broke them in pieces. And after 
this he cut them up into little pieces, and divided them among 
the poor, and thus he made to be profitable things which had 
had no profit in them. And in like manner he rose up, together 
with his son, against all temples and the altars of idols and 
overthrew them, even to their very foundations ; and he built 
in their stead great churches to God, not in the district only, 
but in all the countries [round about], and he finished them 
with very great care. And the evil spirits which used to dwell 
in the temples were driven out from them, [p. 214] and they 
^ Komans v. 20j 1 Tim. i. 13, 14. 
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cried out and trembled at the might of our God, Whom they 
were not able to resist And all the people of the city and 
many of the neighbouring peoples were drawn to the worship 
of the True Faith. 

[How the king woe baptized by a bisdwp, and how churches 
were built, a/nd how bishops and priests ca/im forth from 
their hi^^mg places, a/nd ruled over the new eongregalions^ 
And at that time a certain holy bishop came and exhorted 
Anbiyar the king, and he baptized him with holy and divine 
Christian ^i^ptism, in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, 
alN of the Holy Spirit ; and Yewftsef was his sponsor in glorious 
Christian Baptism. This was a marvellous thing, for he became 
the fother of his parent who begot him in the flesh. And he 
became the cause of his second birth in the spirit, for he was 
the son of the Son of the Heavenly Father, and the fruit 
indeed of the glorious Root which sprang from the Root which 
cried out, saying, “I am the Vine of Truth, and ye are the 
branches thereof^”; and thus he brought forth the king a second 
time with water and with spirit. And Ygw^ef rejoiced with 
a great joy and he held worthy of divine Christian Baptism 
all the men of the city and of the [neighbouring] districts. 
And those'*who in times past had been black became children 
of light, and every sickness and every accident that were caused 
by Satan were driven fiir away from those who believed, and 
they all became healthy and perfect in soul and in body. 
And other marvels took place at the resurrection of the faith, 
and churches were built, and the bishops, who had hidden 
themselves through dismay and fear, appeared and took charge 
of the churches, and priests and monks multiplied, and were 
appointed to rule the flock of Christ. 

[How the king abdicated in favour of his son, and how 
Yhvdsif, by his comforting words of gra4se, brought him out 
of the slough of despond into which he had fallen^ 

And the king Anbiyar made himself to be remote from his 
former course of life, and repented of his past deeds; and he

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handed over the rule of the king;dom to his son Y5w&se£ 
And finally he departed, and he cast dust upon his head, and 
he groaned in his heart, and he bathed his body with his tears, 
and he petitioned God the Redeemer in every place, and he 
made supplication [p. 215] to Him for the forgiveness of his 
sins. And he awakened his soul, which was in a state so lowly 
and humble that he restrained himself and was ashamed to 
utter the Name of God, nevertheless by forcing himself, and 
by fighting the fight, and by exhortation from the mo^th of 
his son, he at length made bold to utter His Nama Thus was 
he changed, and the change in him was good, and he follo^;ied 
the path which leadeth to the performance of virtues. And 
he lived in this state for four years, and he repented honestly, 
and lamented [his sins] with scalding tears, and he worked 
the works of excellence in all purity and holiness ; and thus 
he brought his appointed sjmn of life to an end. And then 
the illness through which he died seized him, and when the 
time of his death drew nigh, fear and dismay laid hold upon 
him, for he remembered the evil deeds that he had committed. 
And Yewdsef comforted him with words of consolation, and 
he lightened for him the burden of sorrow which was uimn 
him, and he said unto him, “O father, why dost ^ou sorrow 
and w'hy dost thou disturb thyself? Put thy trust in the Lonl 
thy God, Who is the Hope of all the ends of the earth and of 
those also who are in the sea afiir off S Who saith in Isaiah, 
‘Wash ye and be ye clean, and put away evil and wickedness 
from your souls before Mine eyes. Learn ye to do what is 
good. And though your sins be like scarlet, I will make them 
to be white like the snow, and though they be like crimson, 
I will make them to be white like wooP.’ Be not afraid, 
O father, and doubt not in thy heart that the sins of the 
penitent can vanquish the illimitable goodness of God, for 
these sins have number, and the will that effected them [had 
a limit], whilst the mercy of God and His goodness have 
neither number nor limit. Moreover it is not meet that that 
which was the dominion of the will and number should van- 
‘ Psalm liv. 6. * Isaiah i. 16-18. 
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quiah Him Who is without limit or number.” And with these 
words and others like unto them, which carried away his 
Other’s heart, Yewfts^f exhorted him until he brought him 
into a state of radiant hope. 

[How the king blessed his soil and, commuting his soul to 
God, died in peace,'] 

And straightway his &ther stretched out his hands, and 
giving thanks to God he blessed Yew^f his son, and said, 
“Blessed be the day [p. 216] whereon thou wast bom, 0 my 
v«(y dear son, O sou who art not mine, but art the son of the 
heavenly Father. With what reward can I reward thee, O my 
son? And with what blessing shall I bless thee? And what 
thanks can I give unto God for thee? I was lost, and I was 
found through thee. I was dead in sin, and I am alive 
through thee. I was an enemy and far from God, and He had 
exceedingly great compassion upon me because of thee. With 
what can I reward thee for all these things? God Who hath 
made thee worthy of abundant reward [shall reward thee] in 
proportion to the abundance of thy merit.” And whilst he 
was saying these words and many others, he kissed his beloved 
son ceaseligssly. And after this he prayed, saying, “Into Thy 
hand, O Lover of the children of men, I commit my spirit ” ; 
and having said this he delivered up his soul into the hand 
of God, with beautiful penitence. 

[H<m Yhiods&f buried his father with great pomp and cere- 
mony, and how he prayed and mourned for him for seven 
days, <md how on the eighth day he distributed all his posses- 
sions in providing afuneral feast for all the people.] 

And the young man Yewfisef paid honour to his father with 
many tears, and he caused all the funerary ceremonies to be 
performed with great pomp and splendour, and he buried him 
in a grave among men who were believers. And he did not 
array himself in royal apparel but in the beautiful garb of 
repentance. And after this he stood up by his grave, and lifted 
up his hands to heaven, and poured out tears from his eyes

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like the waters of a river, and he cried out*to God, saying, 
“ I give thanks unto Thee, 0 God, the King of glory. Who alone 
art the Almighty, Who diest not, because Thou hast not dis- 
regarded my petition, and hast not rejected my tears, but hast 
been pleased to turn this Thy servant, my lather, from the way 
of transgression, and hast drawn him to Thyself, 0 Saviour of 
all men, and hast made him to be remote from the error of 
idols, and hast held him to be worthy to know Thee, 0 God 
indeed. Thou Lover of the children of men. And now, O my 
Lord and God, the depth of Whose goodness cannot be found 
out, nor the foundation thereof, make my father to dwell i^a 
green place, in a place of rest, where the light of Thy face 
shineth. And let his former transgressions be no more remem- 
bered, but, according to the abundance of Thy mercy, blot out 
his sins and make Thou to be gracious [p. 217] towards him the 
hearts of Thy saints whom he killed by the sword and by fire, 
and command them not to be wroth with him, for Thou art 
all-mighty, and Thou dost teach those who turn themselves to 
Thee that Thy compassion is poured out upon all men. And it 
is Thou Who dost save those who take refuge with Thee, 0 my 
Lord and God Jesus Christ, unto Whom are meet praise and 
thanksgiving until the ages have passed away. Amen.” 

And for seven days Yewfisef prayed and made supplication 
and treaty to Gk>d, and he did not remove himself from his 
father’s tomb for a moment for seven whole days. And he 
never for a moment remembered food, or drink, or sleep, or 
rest, but he bathed the ground with his tears, and prayed with 
groanings, and never held his peace. And on the eighth day 
he departed to his house, and he distributed money and goods 
among the poor, and not one man was left among those who 
were in misery who lacked anything ; all this work he finished 
in a few days and in this way he spent all his treasure, so that 
when he wished to enter in at the strait gate he would not 
find himself made to lag behind through the weight of [his] 
money. 
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[How YhnCit^fy at a funerary ctmimmorottion hdd forty 
days after the death of his father, summoned the nobles and 
people to his presence, and how, having informed them that 
he was going to abdicate, he called upon them to dect a Idng 
for themsdves.^ 

And forty days after the death of his father, he made ready 
to celebrate his commemoration, and he invited all the men 
of high rank, and all those who were serving as soldiers, and 
the assembly of the people of the great city, and he addressed 
iis^m all, saying, “ Hear, 0 all ye people I Behold, ye see that 
my father king Anbiyar hath died even like any poor man, 
and that there is nothing that can redeem him, neither money, 
nor riches, nor royal rank, nor myself, my fother’s beloved 
son, nor any of his Mends whom he hath left behind, and that 
none of his kinsfolk hath the power to help him, either by 
money or riches, at the judgement, wherein no mercy is shown. 
But he hath departed to the next world, where there is right 
judgement, in order to give an account of his journeying 
during the days of his life in this world ; and there is no one 
with him of [p. 218] all his Mends to help him except his own 
deeds, whether they be good or whether they be evil. And this 
thing must of necessity come ufion all men who are of the nature 
of the flesh, and they cannot escape it And now, hearken ye 
unto me, O my Mends, and brethren, and people of God, whom 
Christ hath purchased with His precious Blood, for He hath 
redeemed you from the error of olden time and from the 
slavery of the Enemy. Ye know my manner of life among you, 
and how since 1 became a Christian it was meet for me to 
l)ecome a servant of Christ 1 have hated every [god] and 
have loved Him alone, and I have forsaken all my lusts. And 
the fulfilment of my desire would be to go out from the tur- 
moil of this world, and from the vain pleasure thereof, and be 
with Him alone, and to lead a life of spiritual contemplation 
wherein there is no turmoil, and to serve my Lord and GkxL 
And as concerning my taking thought for my father, this was 
due to the commandment wherewith 1 had been commanded ; 



[246] 

and by the grace and help of God I have not toiled in Tain, 
and my labour in these [last] days hath not been wasted. For 
I have cast everything upon Christ, and I have gathered 
together all of you, and I have taught you to worship Him 
alone, for he is God indeed and the Lord of all truth. And it 
is not of myself that I have done this, but through the grade 
that was with me. And I have set you free from the slavery of 
evil captivity, and from the deceit of the worship of idols and 
from the service of graven images. And behold, my time&ath 
now arrived when I most finish that which 1 vowed'to God to 
do, and I must go to the place whither He Himself will guide 
me, and I must pay the vow which I vowed unto Him. And 
now, take ye counsel together, so that there may be appointed 
one whom ye will choose to reign over you, for firom this time 
forth ye must be strong in the doing of the good pleasure of 
the Father ; and there is no commandment of His whatsoever 
which is hidden from you. Walk ye therein, and withdraw not 
yourselves, either to the right hand or to the left ; and may 
the God of peace be with you I Amen.” 

[p. 219] And when those peoples and the soldiers heard 
this, straightway there broke out uproar and tumult, and loud 
cries, and they wept and lamented sorely over theiw orphaned 
state. And with many tears and cries of grief the people swore 
loud oaths, and they shouted loudly declaring that they would 
never let him go, and that they would rather bind him in 
fetters than listen to one word of his about departure ; thus 
did all the people cry out, and all the chiefs and governors 
with them. 

[How YSwdaP/ offered hie kingdom to Bardef/yde, who had 
supported him mightily during his disputation with Ndk6r, 
who pretended to he Baraldm, and how Bards^ds reused 
to reign] 

And YewSsef made signs to the people with his eyes and 
with his hands to hold their peace, and he said unto them, 
“ I am not able to stand up gainst you ” ; and then he dis- 
missed them to their homes bearing on their faces the signs of 
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sorrow and suffering. And one of the nobles was with Yewds£f, 
whose rank was higher than all the rest, by reason of the 
beauty of his piety and his marvellously pure course of life ; 
his name was Bar^Sy^s, whom we have already mentioned, 
and who, when N&k6r disguised himself as Barald.m, disputed 
with the philosophers, and became a helper of YewSs^f, and 
contended with N&kdr, for his heart burned with divine zeal. 
Thi^ man did the king take aside privily, and he began to con- 
verse^with him with humility, and he made earnest entreaties 
to him to accept his kingdom, and to rule his people in the 
feSi?i of God, and to follow the course of life which was well- 
pleasing to himself. And when Bar^ey&s saw that YSwdsSf 
absolutely hated the idea of reigning and that he refused to 
do so, he said unto him, “ 0 king, wouldst thou thus become 
like a tyrant in thy judgement and in thy word ? Is it not the 
law, which behold, thou thyself hast taught, that thou shouldst 
love thy neighbour as thyself? For what cause dost thou wish 
to cast upon me the burden which thou art ready to cast from 
thyself? And if the kingdom be a good thing take it thyself 
with happiness, but if, on the contrary, it is a thing of cursing 
and disgrace in thy sight why shouldst thou cast it on me and 
desire to trip me up ? ” 

[Hirw icrote a letter to his sul^jects ordering them to 

accept Bards^yds as their Mng, and then fled from his palace 
secretly hy night ; how the people followed him and fornid 
him and how he retnrmd to his palace with them, and swore 
an oath that he wovld n£,ver reign over them.'] 

And when Yew^scf saw that he spake unto him in this wise, 
he ceased to hold converse with him. [p. 220] And during the 
night he wrote a letter to the people which was full of wisdom 
and knowledge of every kind. In it he described all the beauty 
of the worship which he openly declared, and how it was meet 
for them to confess God, and what manner of glorious offerings 
they ought to offer unto Him, and what manner of praise was 
due to Him, and what kind of thanksgiving. And over and 
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above this he commanded them to accept as king no one ex- 
cept Bardsey^ And he left this letter in his palace, and he 
went out from his royal abode in secret and unseen by any. 
But it was impossible for this matter to be concealed from 
them, and in the morning when all the people heard this, they 
forthwith broke out into cries and lamentations, and all the 
men of the city went forth to seek him, and they scattered 
themselves on every road so that they might discover whither 
he had fled. Now their anxiety [to find him] was not imvain, 
for having occupied all the roads, and searched all the hills, 
and gone round about the rivers no man could have esc^^l 
them, and they found him in a valley with his hands stretched 
out towards heaven, where he prayed for seven hours. And 
when they saw him they shed tears, and they made entreaties 
to him, and they chid him because he had forsaken them and 
departed, and he said unto them, ‘‘Trouble not yourselves in 
vain, and do not imagine that I shall ever be your king,” but 
when they urged him exceedingly he relented and went back 
to his palace. And he gathered together all the people, and 
explained to them his decision, and he took an oath by his own 
word that he would not live again with them even for a day. 
And he said unto them, “ Behold, I have finished, my service 
to you, and there remaineth to me nothing [to do]. I have not 
hidden ftom you anything that it was incumbent upon me to 
tell you and to teach you, and at the same time I strove to 
guide eveiy man to the faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
to show him the path of repentance. Behold, I am going 
to enter upon the path which 1 desired formerly, and ye 
will nevermore see my ftce. I am innocent of your blood 
[p. 221] and of yourselves this day, even as the divine Apostle 
saith, “ I am innocent of the blood of you all, for I have not 
hidden from you anything which I have not told you of all 
God’s good pleasure V ’ 


1 Acts XX. 2«, 27. 
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[How the people set Barde&yAs vpon the throne, <md how 
YhaAt^ crownM him and prayed that God would keep him 
in the right way.] 

And when the people heard this and knew the strength of 
his will, and that they were unable to make him draw back 
from his firm determination, they began to lament their 
orphaned state, and to weep because they could not find a way 
to pi;pvent [his departure]. Then the king laid hold upon 
BarSseySs, and said unto the people, “ 0 brethren, appoint ye 
this man to be king over you ; and Bar^y&s opposed this 
thing very strongly. But though he hated it, against his will 
they appointed him to the rule of the kingdom, and set him 
upon the throne, aud Yew^f put the crown upon his head, 
and placed the royal signet ring upon his finger. And YSw^f 
stood up towards the east and prayed to the King Who 
bestoweth sovereignty, that He would keep Bar&seyto in the 
Faith of God, without turning aside, and that he might find 
the path without withdrawal from the commandments of 
Christ. And then he made a petition on behalf of the priest- 
hood and all their flocks, and he asked from God for them 
safety and victory ; and every petition which he made was 
granted. 

[How Y&wdsSf admmiished Mng Bardaltyds, and counseled 
him as to the ruling of his kingdom and himself.] 

And when he had prayed in this wise he turned to Bardsey^, 
and said unto him, “ Behold, 0 beloved brother, I command 
thee with the commandment of the Apostle, to protect thyself 
and all the flock over which the Holy Spirit hath appointed 
thee king, and to rule the people of God Who hath vivified us 
by his Blood. And as thou didst know God before me, and thy 
worship was in the pure Faith, so now do thou show much 
zeal in pleasing Him, for according to thy deserts is this great 
appointment from God, aud in return therefor it is meet for 
thee to pay Him back in what is greater. Aud from hiin to 
whom He hath given much are fitting continuous thanksgiving 
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and the observance of His holy commandments, and with- 
drawal from the way that leadeth to destruction, [p. 222] And 
it is even as with those who sail on the sea ; if one of the 
sailors maketh a mistake but little harm befalleth the ship, 
but if the captain of the ship maketh a mistake the whole ship 
perisheth. And it is thus in the matter of kings : if one of a 
king’s subjects committeth a fault the evil that cometh upon 
him because of it doth not come upon all the soldiers of. the 
army ; but if the king committeth a fault evil cometh* upon 
the whole country. And as for thee, if thou shalt'be careless 
about anything whatsoever, then it will be meet for abun<feCbt 
punishment to come upon thee. Do thou take the greatest 
care to guard thyself in the doing of good, and do thou hate 
every desire that would draw thee into sin. For the Apostle 
saith, ‘ Make ye peace with all men and keep purity, for with- 
out it no man shall see God^’ Consider carefully the circling 
of the celestial sphere and the revolutions thereof, and how it 
passeth over the affairs of men, and how it beareth away empty 
hours, and it maketh them to pass away. And their changing 
and transient passage shall be to thee a similitude of that 
which changeth ; for at the time when the heart is changed 
as a sign of the matter that is therein there cometh a thought 
(or, mind) that is not true. Be thou strong in doing what is 
good, and [be] constant in thy words, and magnify not tliou 
the glory that passeth away, and the greatness of the praise 
that is vain. But with a heart that is pure ponder thou upon 
the wretchedness and feebleness of thy nature, and upon the 
swift approach of death in this life — for death clingeth to 
the flesh — and if thou wilt meditate upon these things thou 
shalt not fall into the pit of sin. And fear thou thy God Who 
is in truth the King of Heaven, and thou shalt become the 
blessed man who liveth in righteousness. For behold, it is 
said, ‘ Blessed are all those who fear God, and those who walk 
in His way. Blessed is the man who feareth God, and who re- 
joiceth in his commandment exceedingly*.’ And, * Blessed 
are the merciful for unto them shall He shew mercy ; and be 
* Hebrews xii. 14. * Psalms cxxviii. 1 ; cxii. 1. 
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ye merciful like your Heavenly Father^’ This is the com- 
mandment which those who occupy exceedingly [p. 223] ex- 
alted positions should seek to follow above all others. And 
it is especially fitting that the man who is appointed to an 
exalted position should be like unto Him, Who is the Giver of 
power, in all the lair deeds which enable him to show com- 
passion and mercy. And especially in respect of the Law of 
His commandment — ^there is nothing like unto this to draw a 
man to love him (i.e. the king). It is like a gift which is given 
to the needy with gracious benevolence. He who ministereth 
throijgh fear is a worthless creature. Hearken then [to what 
I say] concerning fear. Fear is bound up with going astray — 
a saying noble and to be praised — [the man who feareth] 
leadeth astray those whom men make to come to him. He 
who feareth a matter is like unto one who hath found a path, 
and who riseth up to contend against it. On the other hand, 
he who is bound with the bond of love is strong in the beauty 
of His commandment which cannot be set aside. Therefore be 
thou a giver to the needy, and open thine ear to hearken unto 
the poor, so that the ears of God may become hearkeners unto 
thee. For if we become helpers to them in ministering to them 
we shall find gur God through this matter. And as we hearken 
unto them so will He hearken unto us, and as we look upon 
them even so will He look upon ns with the Eye of His Divine 
Kingdom which seeth everything. Let us flee then from 
suffering to the desire of mercy, and we shall be rewarded 
according as we have worked. 

''And moreover, hearken unto another commandment which 
is like imto it : Pardon ye, and He shall pardon you ; and if 
ye do not forgive men their trespasses your Father will not 
forgive you your trespasses^ And therefore do not oppose 
believers witb indignation, but if thou wishest for forgiveness 
of thy sins, pardon those who have sinned against thee. He 
who forgiveth shall be rewarded with the forgiveness of his 
sin, and in return for our compassion upon those who have 
treated us evilly, we shall be able to turn aside the wrath of 
^ Matt. V. 7 ; Luke vi. 36. ^ Matt. vi. 14, 16. 
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the Being of Darkness. Moreover we shall find in return for 
our non-forgiving of the trespasses of others the non-forgiving 
of our own trespasses, even as thou hast heard concerning the 
man who owed thousands of talents S and who because of the 
want of compassion in him reviled with harshness the man who 
owed him a debt, and persecuted him relentlessly. 

“Therefore it is meet that we should take good heed to our- 
selves, so that that which came upon him may not come upon 
us ; let us foigive everyone, even as it is meet to do> every 
feeling of enmity [p. 224] which cometh forth from the heart, 
so that He may forgive us the great debt which hanget^ over 
us. And before everything we must take good heed to preserve 
beautiful simplicity, and teach the beauty of worship and the 
Faith which thou hast learned, and thou shalt teach it, and no 
tares of doubt^ whatsoever shall sprout therein. Only guard 
the divine seed unharmed and pure, so that the Ijord may see 
the abundance of the fruit thereof, and may reward us ac- 
cording to our works, when the righteous shall shine like the 
sun^ and God shall reward sinners with darkness and sorrow 
for ever. And now, 0 brethren, I commit you to the care of 
(jod and of His grace, which is able to make you strong, and 
to give you an inheritance in all holy things." „ 


And when he had said these words he bowed his knees, and 
prayed, and shed scalding tears, and he turned toward Bard- 
seyds, whom he had appointed king, and to all the governors 
and men of noble rank and position. Now a great thing hap- 
pened at that time which is worthy to be wept over, and they 
all spoke unto him clearly, uttering cries of lamentation as 
they did so, and told him that if he remained with them he 
would be their life, and that his departure from them would 
be the departure of their very souls. What kind of lamenta- 
tion is there which was not uttered at that moment ? And what 
wail of grief was there which was not ejaculated as they 
adored him not to depart, and kissed him and embraced him ?

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For the suffering of their hearts made them to be like unto 
madmen, and they cried out, saying, “ Woe be unto us 1 Woe 
be unto us I 0 thou who art our deliverer from all evil im- 
purity, 0 our lord, and frther, and redeemer, and creator, 
through whom we have learned to know God, ai>d through 
whom we are delivered from error I Through thee we have 
found rest, and joy, and gladness, but what will come upon us 
now? And what shall we become after our separation from 
thee? tHow many are the evils that shall find us after thy 
departure ! ’* 

Yh/od^f forsook Ms palace and kingdom and departed, 
how the peoj^ followed him until the night fdl, hmc he gave 
his royal appard to a beggar, amd set out on his way in rags 
and without provisions^] 

And with these words and others which were like unto them 
did the people make lamentation, and they beat their breasts, 
and they wept and bewailed the tribulations which would come 
upon them. And he (i.e. the king’s son) spake unto them with 
words of consolation, and he made many hear, and he promised 
them that he would be with them in the spirit, though it was im- 
possible for 1}im to dwell with them in the fiesh ; [p. 225] and 
when he had said this he went forth from his royal palace. 
And they all followed after him, without turning back, and 
they began to flee from the city, for they were wishing never 
to see it again with their eyes. And when they had gone forth 
from the dty, after a long time he exhorted them, and rebuked 
them, and told them to return, and he admonished them, and 
chid them severely, and they at length left him, and they re- 
turned with their eyes full of tears, but their gaze was directed 
steadfastly towards him, and they were unable to depart. And 
some among them whose hearts were hot with love for him, 
repented of leaving him and followed him until the night fell. 

And this Yewdsef, whose heart was bold and willing, fled 
from among them, and he forsook his kingdom with joy and 
gladness, even like a man who retumeth from exile in a 
for country, and entereth into his own native city with glad- 
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ness. He wore as apparel outwardly the garments which he 
was in the habit of wearing, but underneath them he wore 
those coarse garments of hair (sackcloth ?) which his teacher 
Baralftm had given unto him. And that same night he came 
to the habitation of a certain b^;gar, and he stripped off the 
ornamental attire which he had on and gave it to the beggar, 
so that he might receive a good price for it which would make 
him glad. And thus by the prayer of this poor man, and [the 
prayers] of many poor and needy folk, he made God the Most 
High his Helper, and put on His grace, which is the garb of 
salvation and the purple of joy. And he took with him neither 
bread, nor water, nor anything that was needed either for 
food or apparel, in ffmt nothing except these rags which we 
have mentioned, and he increased in the love which is exalted 
above the love which is natural and in the divine affection for 
Christ the King which never dieth. He wounded himself, and 
his whole person became crucified, in respect of God, as he 
burned with love for Him, even as it is said, “Love bumeth like 
fireS” and he was drunk with divine love, and athirst for the 
fiame of His love, even as it is said, “ As the hart panteth for 
the brooks of water, even so doth my soul pant for God. My 
soul thirsteth for my God, the Mighty one, the Living One®.” 
[p. 226] For the soul which loveth with a love like unto this 
crieth out in the words of a song and saith, “ I am wounded by 
love for Him ; shew me Thy face and make me to hear Thy 
voice, for Thy voice is pleasant and Thy face is beautiful*.” 

0 this love unspeakable, this love for Christ which bumeth in 
the heart like fire ! The Company of the Apostles and the 
Company of the Martyrs forsook everything that is visible, 
and they preferred Christ to this transitory life, and they 
suffered and endured tortures of every kind in their love for 
the divine beauty (or happiness), and they pondered upon the 
love of the Word of God our Father, in their minds. This fire 
did Yew^f receive in his heart, and he renounced eaHhly 
things, and he treated riches, and honour, and the applause of

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men as worthless. He forsook repose and purple apparel, and 
he held them to be [as transient] as the spider’s web, and he 
brought back his soul with willingness to every kind of suffering 
and sorrow, and to the life of contemplation and self-denial. 
And he cried out, saying, “ My soul followeth after Thee, and 
my being awaiteth Thy right hand^” 

[How YSwds^ came to the desert, and hov) he prayed thai 
he ndghtjind Baraidm.^ 

And thus he journeyed onwards with his face set forwards, 
and without turning back until [he arrived at] the edge of the 
desei^, and he cast aside his association with things transitory, 
even as a prisoner casteth away [his] heavy fetters. And he 
rejoiced in [the] spirit, and he looked towards Christ Whom 
he desired, and he drew towards Him, saying, “ Let not mine 
eyes look upon the good things of this world, and let not my 
heart rejoice in the transitory things of this world. But fill 
Thou mine eyes, 0 Lord, with the shedding of spiritual tears, 
and strengthen Thou the soles of my feet, and show me the 
face of Baral&m, Thy messenger, who became unto me the 
cause of salvation, so that I may learn from him the Rule 
whereby a man can protect himself in this ascetic life of con- 
templation, and so that I may not become changed through the 
failure of my attempt to wage war against the Enemy. Grant 
Thou unto me, 0 liord, that I may find the path that will 
bring me unto Thee. For my soul is wounded, and it thirsteth 
for Thee, O Thou Fountain of Life ! ” 

[How Ydwds!^ lived in a great and waterless desert, Juno he 
fasted and prayed and overcame' the Enemy.] 

And with these words did he speak within his heart con- 
tinually. And he held converse with God by means of prayer, 
which was united with sublime visions, and in this wise he 
continued to follow his course of life without weakness. And 
he suffered [p. 227] very severe tribulations, but by the love 
of his God he conquered the law of nature, and the craving

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for water. And he used to live upon the herbs which grew in 
the desert, for he took with him nothing whatsoever, even as 
we have already said, except his body and the ragged apparel 
which he had on him. Moreover, he lived upon a very small 
quantity of herbs, now he was not able to find them in abund- 
ance ; for that desert was a very dry one and there was no 
water therein. And at the time of noon the heat of the sun used 
to bum him severely, but God protected him from the flame 
of the thirst for water. And the Hater of what is gopd, the 
Father of lies, could not bear to see Yew^f [eqjoying] this 
happy mind and living in this ardent love of God, and he 
raised up against him many trials in the desert, and he tempted 
him by making him to remember his royal rank and his noble 
and exalted station, and his company of nobles who used to be 
round about him, and his kinsfolk, and the members of his 
household, and how every soul of them used to hover round him, 
and the comfort from each of them. And the Enemy also caused 
him to remember how difiicult it was to do the things that 
are excellent, and also to remember the temptations that are 
att8u:hed thereto and the infirmity of his body ; and he caused 
him to remember that he had not been accustomed to live in 
such a state of misery. And the Enemy also made him to con- 
sider the weariness of the time and the torture of thirst which 
are in the desert, and more especially because there was none 
to give encouragement, and none to ofier comfort, and that 
there was no end to this fatigue ; and the Enemy brought into 
his mind intense hatred of the ascetic life, even as it is written 
concerning the great man Anthony. And when the Enemy 
learned his own weakness before the determination of the 
Saint (who was meditating at all times upon Christ, and whose 
heart burned with the love of Him, now he was exceedingly 
strong in the beauty of his hope, and his belief was bold and 
ready), he thought that there was no way of fighting against 
him. Thus the Adversary was put to shame at the beginning 
of his fight, and he fell down, even as it is said^

And then the Enemy brought forward another kind of 
temptation, for [p. 228 ] canning devices of the Evil One are 
very many, and he brought from the regions of the damned 
divers terrors so that he might cast the spell of fear upon 
him. On one occasion he appeared unto him in the form of a 
black pan, and on another he disguised himself and pretended 
to hold a sword wherewith he threatened to kill him, so that 
he might force him quickly backwards. Another time he took 
upon* himself the forms of wild beasts of various kinds, and 
they roared at the saint, and uttered terrifying cries and [then] 
fled. Another time the Enemy took the forms of venomous 
serpents which coiled themselves round the body of the saint, 
and another time he took the form of a huge snake, and the 
forms of vipers and cerastes. But the soul of this victorious 
fighter and soldier remained without fear or dismay, for be- 
hold, he made the Most High his refuge, and his mind was 
awake, and he scoffed at Satan the Evil One, saying, “ O Evil 
and Crafty One, it is not meet for thee to presume so far as 
to attempt to seduce me. In times of old it was thou who didst 
raise up evil against the race of man, and for ever thou shalt 
be a being of perdition, and thou shalt not cease from stirring 
up revolt in every place. Truly the form and likeness and 
similitude of wild beasts and jackals which thou hast assumed 
befit thee, for the savageness of thy will and thy tortuous 
depravity are manifest to all. O wretched creature, why 
cravest thou for that to which thou canst not attain ? And since 
I have learned that these craftinesses and things that strike 
dismay into men spring from thee, I shall not henceforward 
have any fear of thee, and not even one anxious thought, for 
Qod will help me, and I shall look upon my wicked enemies, 
and I shall tread upon vipers and mount upon the back of the 
serpent, in the forms of which creatures thou dost disguise 
thyself. And I shall tread upon thee, the lion and the serpent, 
by the might of Christ, who will make me victorious, and I will 
B. 17 
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say, “ All mine enemies shall be put to shame and shall suffer 
disgrace ; they shall be put to shame, and shall depart afar 
speedily And Yewfisef was protected wholly with the Sign 
of the Cross, the armour which is invincible, and he reduced 
to nothingness all the devilish [p. 229] devices of the Liar, and 
straightway the wild beasts and jackals disappeared even as 
smoke disappeareth, and as wax melteth away when it is 
brought near the fire even so did they vanish from sight 

And the saint was strong in the might of Christ, ^nd he 
rejoiced and gave thanks unto God. Nevertheless that desert 
was seen to be full of herds of wild beasts, and vipers of various 
kinds, and families of serpents of various appearances' and 
sorts, and the roads through it were filled with fear and terror 
[for the wayfarer] ; but the saint flew over beasts and vipers 
alike on wings. And as for the terror and fear [they departed 
from him], according to the verse of the Book, “ Love driveth 
out terror, and as for fear affection maketh it to fiy away V’ 
and in this wise YewSsSf fought the fight against hosts of tor- 
tures and tribulations for many days. 

[Hotv YhJO^Mf wandered about in a parcJied and fiery demrt 
for two years seeking for Barald/m, a/nd how a pious monk 
guided Mm to his cell.] 

And then he came to that desert which is in Sina’or wherein 
BaralSm dwelt, and he found water therein and extinguished 
therewith the flame of his thirst. And Yewiisef dwelt in this 
desert for two years, and he wandered about therein, but he 
did not find Baral&m — now I think that God was putting to 
the test the strength of his mind, and the courage of his soul. 
And he dwelt in the open air. In the daytime the heat of the 
flame of the sun burned him, and in the night season he froze 
and shrivelled up with the cold ; and he used to search for the 
glorious old man Baralkm with exceedingly great diligence at 
all times, like a man who was seeking a treasure of groat price. 
And very many trials came upon him, and many evil spirits

] John iv. 18 . 
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made war upoa him, and he suffered great privation through 
the want of the green herbs whereon he used to live, for they 
had withered altogether therein, and there was no green plant 
there which was like them. Nevertheless this Christian soul, 
which was invincible, burned with great desire [for Christ], 
and it suffered gladly, and for this reason it was not put to 
shame by supernatural visions. And when two years were 
ended Saint Y&wSsef still wandered about ceaselessly seeking 
for him the sight of whom he desired, and he made supplica- 
tion to [p. 230] God, and he shed tears, the tears flowing like 
the stream of a river, and he cried out, saying, “ O my Lord 
and my God, show Thou unto me the man who was the cause 
of my learning to know Thee, and of my learning to know these 
good things. I have lost him by reason of the multitude of my 
sins, but, O Lord, do not permit me to lack this gracious thing, 
and make Thou me worthy to see him, and to carry on the 
fight of the ascetic life in the same way and to the same de- 
gree as he hath done.” 

And under the guidance of God Y5w5scf found a cell wherein 
were footprints of those who travelled along that road, and he 
found there a certain monk who was wont to go up and down 
through th$ desert, and he fell upon [his neck] with lowli- 
ness of heart, and he kissed him, and he asked him, saying, 
Where shall I find Baral5.m ? ” And he told him his business 
and explained to him [his desire], and from that monk he 
learned where was the habitation of him whom he sought, and 
he found it quickly after the manner of the skilful hunter, who 
findeth the track of the prey which he is hunting, and he 
recognised the description whereby he knew the old man. 
And he went on his way rejoicing in his hope, like a strong 
young man who is waiting in hope to see ids father after [a 
separation of] many years, for when the love of God dwelleth 
in the soul it addeth greatly to the natural strength, and 
magnifieth its power to do things.

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[How YiSwds)^ found the abode of Baraddm, how the two 
holy men emhraeed each other a/nd rtQoieed in their re- 
u/nion.'\ 

And straightway YfiwfisSf stood at the door of the cell of 
Baral&m, and he knocked thereat, saying, “ Bless, O father, 
bless ! ” And when BaraMm heard his voice he went forth from 
the cell, and through the spirit he recognized YSwSsef, whom 
he would not otherwise have been able to recognize qujckly, 
because his appearance was greatly changed from trhat it had 
been formerly ; for the face of the young man, which had l^n 
like that of a flower and had been radiant with' beauty, had 
become black through the heat of the sun and the cold of the 
night Hair had grown over all the members of his body ; his 
cheeks resembled the bumt-out ashes of a fire, his eyes were 
blood8hot(?)and seemed to be sunk in holes which were hollowed 
[in his head], his eyelashes had been burnt away through 
weeping, and he was in a most emaciated condition. And 
YSwftsSf knew [his] father in the spirit, and he knew that it 
was he of a certainty because of the condition in which he 
lived And straightway the old man rose up, and turned his 
face towards the east, and he sent forth prayer ;to God, and 
oflered up thanksgiving unto Him and made supplication 
unto Him. [p. 231 ] And after he had made an end of his 
prayer and had said “Amen,” the two men embraced each 
other, and they kissed each other, and each paid spiritual 
honour unto the other with the strength of old affection which 
was inexhaustible ; and when they had embraced each other 
for a long time they sat down and began to talk together. 
And the old man Baral&m said unto Yewfts^f, “Indeed how 
wonderful is thy coming, 0 beloved son, thou son of God, and 
heir of the kingdom of the heavens through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Whom thou hast loved, and Whom thou hast desired,, 
and for Whom thou hast prepared thyself, veiy rightly, from 
times of old ! Thou art like the wise and understanding rich 
man, for thou hast sold everything which thou hadst, and 
didst buy the glorious pearl which is priceless ; and thou hast 
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discovered the treasure which cannot be stolen, and which is 
hidden in the field of the commandments of Gk>d^ And thou 
hast given everything which thou didst possess of transitory 
things, which pass away quickly, so that thou mightest buy this 
field for thyself ; and similarly Gfod giveth unto thee the things 
that endure in the place of those that pass away, and the 
things that never grow old in the place of those that do 
decay, and thy days shall not come to an end. Tell me now, 
0 beloved son, how it is that thou hast come hither, and tell 
me what hath happened unto thee since my departure, and 
whether thy father hath learned to know God, or whether he 
liveCh to this day in his former folly and under the captivity 
and seduction of Satan.” 

[How Y 16 .wd 8 &f rekoed to Baraldm oM that had happened 
since he had withd/rawn himself to the desert, and how the 
two holy men dwelt together for many years.^ 

And when BaralS.m had said this unto him, Yew^f the 
king began to relate unto him everything which had happened 
after his departure from him, and how God protected him 
until the moment of their meeting together. And the old 
man listened with the greatest pleasure, and he marvelled [at 
the narrative], and said, “Praise be unto Thee, 0 our God, 
Who dost at all times support those who love Thee, and dost 
give them help. Praise be unto Thee, 0 Christ, King of the 
Universe, and Lord of all good things, because Thou hast 
been pleased with my seed which I sowed in the soul of thy 
servant Yew&sef, and hast made it to bring forth fruit an 
hundred-fold, and because Thou hast made him worthy of 
this, 0 Husbandman and Lord. Praise be unto Thee, O Good 
Spirit, Who art perfect in holiness and grace, and dost bestow 
grace upon Thy servants the saints [p. 232], and Who hast 
made Thy servant Yew^ef meet for this [state of life]. And 
through him Thou hast set free from the error of the worship 
of idols many men, and Thou hast illumined their hearts with 
the knowledge of the light of Thy Godhead which is the 
Godhead indeed.”

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And in this vise BaralSm and Yev&sSf sat and held con- 
verse together, and they rejoiced in the grace of God. And 
the evening of the day arrived, and they rose up to prayer, 
and they performed the customary acts of worship, and 
after this they remembered their food, and BaraMm brought 
forward a glorious table which was full of the food [suitable] 
for the life of the spirit. And as for that which appeared 
upon it there was nothing except some raw herbs, which the 
old man shredded and rubbed down together, and a few 
clusters of wild figs which he had gathered in that desert, 
and some wild herbs of the desert; and they gave many 
hearty thanks to God, and then they ate. And when they 
had eaten their portion they drank water from the spring 
which was nigh unto them, and gave thanks again unto Him 
of the Extended Hand, Who satisfieth all the beasts with 
food. And they rose up again, and they finished the prayer 
for the night, and then they began to converse on spiritual 
matters, and after praying they talked with the words of 
salvation, which were full of every kind of heavenly wisdom, 
all night long, until the day broke ; and love made them to 
forget the remembrance of their customary prayer. 

And Yew^ef dwelt for many years with BaraMm, who fought 
the marvellous fight, which was above the nature of beings of 
fiesb, and like a father admonished everyone with lowliness 
and humility. And Yewfeef brought forth fruit to him, and 
he ran the course and performed the work of spiritual excel- 
lences, and he was admonished by the patient endurance 
derived from the fightings against invisible evil spirits. And 
because of this he conquered lusts and slew them all, -and he 
brought into subjection the appetite of the body and the 
mind of the iipirit, [making them] like a servant before his 
master, and he forgot entirely pleasure of every kind and 
rest; and on the days wherein the body served him like a 
wicked servant, he used to call him with his voice to come 
[p. 233] [and obey]. And in this way he fought the fight of 
the ascetic life [with such success] that at length Baral&m, 
who had endured that life for many years, marvelled at him. 
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and was overcome at the sight of his patiently-enduring re- 
sistance. And in this manner he lived on the dry and tasteless 
ibod, which was scarcely able to support life in him and to 
keep him from actually dying, so that he might not lose the 
reward of the beauty of his works. Moreover he forced his 
natural constitution to keep vigil as if he possessed neither 
[hiunan] nature nor body ; and his mind was occupied cease- 
lessly with the work of praying and with the operations of 
the mental man. And he passed the days of his life in the 
seeing of hhavenly and spiritual visions, which never ceased, 
either for an hour or during the twinkling of an eye, from 
the time he took up his abode in that desert This was the 
man who walked in the ordinances of the true monastic life, 
and there was no cessation of his spiritual working, which 
was without blemish. This man was bold of heart, and he 
was a true apostle who travelled to the resting-places on the 
heavenly paths, and who preserved fervour of heart unex- 
hausted from the beginning even unto the end thereof ; and 
he was ever constant in purpose, and went on from strength 
to strength. And what was more sublime than this, he added 
love to love, and he constantly increased his vigilance over 
himself untjl he arrived at the beatitude that he loved and 
longed for. 

[How the time for Barcddm’s death drew nigh, and how Iw 
bade farevoeU to Yhvds^, and counselled him to contimve to 
practise the ascetic life in that desert.'\ 

And thus Baraltm and YewAsef dwelt together in happiness 
uiunoved by any worldly feeling, and each strove lovingly to 
outvie the other in spiritual excellence, and their hearts were 
free from disorder, and confusion, and the association with 
excessive weariness because they were happy in their worship. 
And one day the old man called his son in the spirit, whom 
he had begotten by the preaching of the Gospel, and he held 
converse with him on spiritual matters, and he said unto him 
as before, “0 Yew^sef, beloved one, it is meet for thee to 
dwell in this desert Whilst I was praying my Lord Jesus 
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Christ promised me this thing concerning thee, that I should 
see thee before my death in this life, and behold, I [p. 234] now 
see that which I have longed [to see]. And I see thee sei)a- 
rated from the world, and from everything which is in the 
world, and thou hast drawn nigh unto Christ, with a heart 
wherein is no doubt, and thou hast arrived at the limit of the 
perfect end. And now, since the time of my departure hath 
arrived, the habit of desire being associated with me and 
resisting me, behold, I am going to depart so that I may be 
with Christ for ever. Behold, do thou carry out the burying 
of my body, and place dust with dust, and do thou live on in 
this place. And do thou continue the spiritual fight, and sA 
thou the memorial of my humbleness [in thy mind] at the 
time of thy prayer, for I am afraid of the multitude of the 
devils of darkness, lest peradventure they be raised up as 
stiunblingblocks for my soul because of the greatness of my 
folly. 

“O my son, be not thou grieved by the sufierings of the 
ascetic life, and be not dismayed either because of the length 
of the time [of its duration], or because of the wiles of Satan ; 
but be thou strong in the might of Christ to resist their in- 
firmities, and do thou scofi* at them arrogantly. And in the 
face of the rigour of tribulation be thou like a man who is 
always awaiting departure from this world, and that day shall 
be unto thee as the beginning of the working of thy toil and 
the ending thereof Thus do thou live always, forgetting that 
which is behind thee and pressing on to that which is before 
thee (being a witness publicly) which is the mark of the re- 
ception of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus, even as the 
glorious Apostle saith^ Be not dismayed, O brother, if the 
external man wax old. Behold, tliat which is within thee shall 
be renewed from day to day, for a little sorrow that is over and 
above the limit will produce for us the honour that shall 
endure for ever. Let not our desire be directed to that which 
is visible, for that which is visible appertaineth to time, and 
that which is invisible endureth for ever. And when thou 
‘ ^ Phil. iii. l.% 14. 
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meditatest thus be bold, and be strong, and become a valiant 
soldier ; take good heed that thou becomest fit to be a soldier. 
And if the devil of deceit hath brought unto thee thought 
that is disturbed, take good heed to thyself that thou dost 
not overthrow the strength of thy mind, and consider carefully 
[p. 236] the commandment of God which saith, ‘ Fear ye not 
his crafty devices. For in this world needs must that ye shall 
sufier sorrow, but be ye strong, for I have overcome the 
worlds.’ 

“And for this reason rejoice in God continually, for He hath 
chosen thee, and He hath honoured thee [by choosing thee] 
out of the world, and He hath set thee before Him, and 
because of this He hath called thee with a holy calling for 
ever. He is nigh unto thee; take thought for nothing, but 
in every prayer and supplication have confidence, and give 
thanks unto God at the time when thou makest thy supplica- 
tion*, for He Himself saith, ‘I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee*.” And after this manner do thou think when the spiritual 
fight becometh difficult, and thy ascetic life of contemplation 
is disturbed, and rejoice thou in remembering the Lord our 
God, for he saith, ‘I remembered God and rejoiced^.’ And 
again, if th^ Adversary dealeth craftily with thee by means 
of another kind of warfare, and bringeth unto thee thoughts 
of pride, and showeth unto thee the glory of a kingdom of this 
world, and all kinds of worldly glory which thou hast rejected, 
make thou to thyself a breastplate the redeeming word, like 
a shield, of Him Who said, ‘If ye do the work which I command 
you, say ye, we are lazy servants®.’ For that which is meet 
for us to do we have done, but we are unable to fulfil that 
which we ought to do of the commandments of our Creator, 
Who being rich made Himself poor for our sakes, and sufiered 
in order that He might set us free from sufiering. What glory 
hath a servant if he suffereth even as his master sufiered? 
And as for us we fall very far short of Him in His sufierings. 
In this wise do thou think in respect of every doubt and

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every [thought] of pride which magnifieth itself above the 
knowledge of God. And do thou carry captive all [thy] thoughts 
to Christ, and be subject iinto Him, and bring them to God, 
Who is exalted beyond all conception. Who shall protect thy 
heart and all thy mind in Christ Jesus. Amen.” 

[Hmo YiwAs^f wept and entreated BaraMm Ui pray to God 
and to obtain His permimm, to take him out oj this world.'] 

And when the blessed man Baral&m said these things it 
was impossible to find the bottom of the limitfess flood of 
tears which YewSsef she4, nay, he was like unto a fouptain 
of water wherein are many springs, and [p. 236] he watered 
his whole body with them and the ground whereon he was 
sitting. And he lamented bitterly and made supplication unto 
God that he might journey with him (i.a Baraldm) on the 
path of the blessed ones, and that he might not be left in the 
world after him. And he said unto Baral&m, “0 my father, 
why dost thou seek rest for thyself only and not for thy 
companion ? How will perfect love be made perfect by this ? 
For it is said, ‘Love thy neighbour as thyself^,’ and yet thou 
art departing into rest and art leaving me here in sorrow and 
misery ! I was not trained in my early days to fightrthe spiritual 
fight of the ascetic life, and I did not learn betimes concerning 
the spiritual fights [with devils], nor about their excessive 
fatigues, and behold, thou wouldst leave me to wage war 
against them. There is nothing at all left to happen unto me 
except to fall down beneath their evil craftiness and to die 
the death of the soul for ever. Woe be unto me, wretched 
man that I am ! for behold, there shall come upon me that 
which came ui)on the monks who were called and who were 
not tempted. But I beseech thee to entreat God to take me 
with thee, and that I may depart from this world, yea, beseech 
Him Who rewardeth [every man] in proportion to his work. 
I beseech thee that I may not dwell in the world even for one 
day after my separation from thee, and I wish not to wander 
about in this desert” 


^ Matt xix. 19. 
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[How BarcUdm burned YhodsD^ that he had not foUowed 
Uw ascetic life long einmgh to he aUowed to die with him, 
and that it was Qods WiU that he should remain in the 
world wntU he was nearly (me hundred years old.'] 

And when YewSeef said this, now he was weeping as he 
spake, the old man said unto him quietly and with sedateness, 
“O my son, it is undesirable for thee to resist the judgement 
of God which cannot be searched out. 1 have made many 
8uppli6ations to God about this matter, and I have learned 
from His goodness that it would not benefit thee to cast aside 
at this moment the burden of the fiesh; and thou must 
endure patiently and quietly [a while] so that He may weave 
for thee crowns of light For up to the present thou hast not 
fought the 'spiritual fight sufSciently to deserve the great 
reward which is prepared for thee, and it is meet for thee to 
toil a little [longer], and then thou shalt come rejoicing into 
the joy of thy Lord. Behold, at this moment my days are 
nearly one hundred years, and I have lived in this desert for 
fully five and seventy years. As for thee, although the allotted 
space of thy days shall not be as long as that, [p. 237] still it 
shall approach it, even as God hath commanded, so that thou 
mayest be the equal of those men and in no wise separated 
from them who have borne the burden of the day and the 
heat thereof. Accept thou then with gladness, O my beloved, 
that [duty] which is well pleasing to God, for there is no man 
who can control His Will. Endure patiently, and take good 
heed to thyself by His grace, and watch thou constantly against 
the thoughts that war against the purity of thy mind, even as 
thou wonldst watch a treasure of great price; guard thou it 
from being stolen away, and make thy soul to take refuge in 
the seeing of spiritu^d visions. And do thou mount upward 
day by day, so that in thee may be fulfilled that which our 
Redeemer promised to His holy ones, saying, ‘If there be 
anyone who shall love and shall keep My word. We will come 
to him and make a place of rest with himK’ ” 


^ John xiv. 23. 
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[Hmo BaroMm administered the Eucharist to Yhc&s^f, and 
addressed further words of consolation to him.] 

And when the old man had said these things and very many 
others like unto them to YSw&sef, with holy sorrow of mind, 
and with a tongue that declared holy things, the sorrowful 
soul of YSwSsef was comforted. And the old man sent him 
also to the brethren whose abode was far away, to bring the 
things that were necessary for celebrating the Office *of the 
Eucharist, and Yew&sSf went with diligence, ahd he made 
haste and fulfilled the mission on which he had been sept, for 
he was afraid lest Baral&m should die [during his absence]. 
He was not like any other man, and he could not commit his 
spirit to God, so that it might not be destroyed, until he had 
heard BaralS.m’s voice, and had been received into his charge, 
and had been prayed over by him and had received his blessing. 
And thus he departed willingly on that fitr journey, and he 
brought back that which was necessary for the celebration of 
the Eucharist And the glorious old man Baraldm celebrated 
the service of God, and he himself partook of the Holy 
Mysteries of Christ, and gave them to YcwSsef, and he re- 
joiced in the Holy Spirit. And they continued to y ve according 
to their wont, and Baralflm nourished Yewdsef also on the 
words of the teaching which was beneficial for the soul, and 
he said unto him, “0 beloved son, henceforth we must not 
collect anything whatsoever in this world, and we must feed 
at one table, for behold, [p. 238] I am about to depart by the 
road of my ffithers. It is meet for thee to make manifest thy 
love for me by keeping the commandments of God, and by 
thy patient endurance unto the end in this place, according 
to the ordinances which thou dost know and which thou hast 
learned, remembering always my feeble and wretched soul. 
And now, rejoice with gladness, and be glad in the joy of 
Christ For thou hast preferred the things that abide for 
ever and that do not pass away in the place of the earthly 
things that perish. Behold, come, receive the wages of thy 
labour, and take thy reward ; behold. He hath appeared and 
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hath now come that He may see the vineyard in which thou 
hast worked. And His word is true, and His promise is sure, 
even as Paul saith, ‘If we die with Him we shall live with 
Him, and if we endure patiently we shall reign with Him^’ in 
the kingdom which is everlasting and which shall not come 
to an end. And we shall shine with a light that one cannot 
look at, and that is impalpable, and we shall be worthy of the 
illumination of the Trinity, the beginning of everything, the 
beginning of praise in truth.” 

[Hmv BarcMm prayed his last prayer.] 

And with these and such like words did Baral&m converse 
throughout the night with Yewfisef, who uttered cries of 
lamentatiou. and shed floods of tears, and could not bear 
the separation from him. And when the day became bright 
BaraMm made an end of discoursing with him, and he stretched 
out his hands towards the heavens, and lifted up his eyes, and 
he magnifled God and gave thanks unto Him, saying, “0 Lord, 
my God, Who art in every place, and Whom everyone feareth, 
I give thanks unto Thee because Thou hast looked upon my 
feebleness, and Tliou hast held me to be worthy to finish iny 
course in this world in Thy True Faith, in the way of Thy 
commandments. And now, 0 Thou Lover of what is good, 
Thou Grod Whose loving kindness is perfect, receive Thou 
me into Thine everlasting tabernacle. Remember not all the 
transgressions which I have committed against Thee, wittingly 
and [p. 2.39] unwittingly. And do Thou protect this Thy 
fiiithful servant, whom Thou hast held myself. Thy servant, 
to be worthy to bring unto Thee as an offering, and deliver 
him from all the wiles of Satan, and make him victorious 
over the many snares that the Evil One will spread out in 
order to trip up those who wish to be saved. Give unto him 
power, 0 Mighty One, over every being of guile, and drive 
him away from before the face of Thy servant And give 
unto him dominion so that he may trample upon the head of 
the Enemy, the begetter of destruction and the destroyer of

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souls. And send Thou down upon him from above the, grace 
of the Holy Spirit, and give him power to wage war [vic- 
toriously] against the beings who are invisible, so that he 
may be worthy of and may receive from Thee the crowns of 
victory. And may Thy Name be glorious upon him, 0 Father, 
and Son, and Holy Spirit, One God, for unto Thee are meet 
praise and glory for ever and ever ! Amen.” 

[How Y^wds^f prepared die body ofBarcddm forburM, cmd 
how he dug a grave for it near his own ceU a/nd, buried him 
in *<.] 

And when Baral&m had said this, he kissed Yewfise^ as a 
&ther kisseth his son and gave him the salutation of peace 
with a holy embrace. And he sealed himself with the Sign or 
the Cross, and he departed with joy and gladness as one who 
goeth to a company of men who are making merry, happily 
and with satisfaction. He who was indeed an old man, and 
had brought to an end his days in spiritual excellence, departed 
to receive the wages of the gloiy everlasting. And YewSset 
fell upon his father weeping, and he bade him farewell with 
groaning and tears. And he washed his dead body and wrapped 
it up for burial in the ragged hair-cloth garment, which he had 
given him when he was in his royal palace, and he rolled him 
up in it And he recited over it aU day long and all night 
long the Psalms which are duly appointed, and as ho sang he 
watered the honourable body of the blessed man with his 
tears. And on the following day he dug a grave near his cell 
with a willing heart, and he carried thither the pure body of the 
spiritual priest, and buried it with great honour. And his soul 
bunied like fire, and he devoted himself unto prayer with great 
vigour, and he said, “ O Lord, I beseech Thee with my whole 
heart, and my soul entreateth Thee, not to turn [p. 240] Thy 
face from me, and be not wroth with Thy servant ; be Thou 
my Helper, put me not far from Thee, and go not Thou &r 
from me, O my Lord and my Redeemer, for my father and 
my mother cast me away, and Thou, 0 Lord, didst receive me. 
Tdach Tliou me the way of Thy commandments, and teach 
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Thou me the path of Thy truth because of mine enemies. 
Deliver not my soul over unto those who would torture me, 
for upon Thee have T cast myself, and with Thee have I taken 
refuge. From my mother’s womb Thou hast been my God. 
Be not Thou far from me, for I have no helper except Thee, 
and in the multitude of Thy mercies hath my soul put her 
confidence, 0 Thou Director of all creation, Thou Who in 
Tliine inefiable watching and wisdom art the storehouse of 
my life. Make Thou me to know how to walk therein, and 
deliver Thou me, for Thou art the Good God and art the Lover 
of men, through the prayer and entreaty of BaraIS.m, who 
pleasSd Thee. For Thou art my God, and Thee do I praise, 0 
Father, and Son, and Holy Spirit” 

[Hov) Y&wdsiif saw in a vision the heavenly dty, and hmv the 
angels slu/wed him the crowns of himsdf and his father, and 
how the spirit of Baraldm rehvJhed him for his thonghls con- 
cerning his father's crown-l 

And when Yewftsef bad finished his prayer, he sat down near 
the grave weeping. And whilst he was sitting [there] he fell 
asleep, and he saw in his sleep the same august beings whom he 
had seen when they came to him on a former occasion. And 
they showed him that great and marvellous city, and they 
brought him into a great and splendid palace, whereof the 
beauty was different from that of every other building. And 
when he went in through the doors other beings, who were 
shining very brightly with light, received him, and they had 
in their hands crowns which sparkled with light of indescrib- 
able brightness, the like of which the eye of man hath never 
seen. And Yewftsef asked them, saying, “For whom are these 
splendid crowns which appear to me to surpass in beauty 
every other thing ? ” And they answered and said unto him, 
“ One hath been prepared for thee because of the multitude 
of souls whom thou hast saved. And behold, thou shalt see 
[one] which is more [splendid] than this, because of the life 
of devotion to God which thou hast led, provided that thou 
dost finish [thy course]. And this other crown is prepared Cor 
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thee so that thou mayest prepare it for thy father who, through 
thee, turned from the evil path and repented with heartfelt 
repentance to God.” [p. 241] And this matter was hard to 
Yew^f, and he said, “ How can my father receive a reward 
like myself, who have toiled with such severe toil ? And how 
can his rei)entance be considered equal to my toil?” And 
when he said this Baral&m appeared unto him, and he rebuked 
him, saying, “ 0 Yewftsefi did not I say unto thee some time 
ago, ‘ If thou hast found great riches do not be greedy | ’ and 
thou didst marvel at my words on that occasion. And now, 
why should it be grievous unto thee if thy father’s honour is 
equal to thine own ? Shouldst not thou rejoice in spirit ht the 
news that thy numerous supplications concerning it have been 
heard ? ” And Ycwiisef, as was his wont, said untQ him, “For- 
give me, O my father, forgive me, and make thou me to know 
in what place thou art dwelling.” And BaraMm answered and 
said unto him, “ Behold, I am permitted to dwell in this city of 
surpassing beauty, inside of which is a magnificent splendour 
which cannot be defined.” And YewSsef entreated BaralAm 
to take him to his abode, and to receive him into happiness. 
And Baralkm said unto him, “Hitherto the time hath not 
arrived for thee to come to tliese habitations, for the burden 
of tlie flesh is still upon thee. If thou wilt endhre patiently 
and perform thy service in fear, even as I have commanded 
thee, thou shalt come [hither] after a little space, and thou 
shalt be worthy of this abode. And thou shalt find this glory 
and joy, and they shall be with thee continually for ever.” 

[How contiwmd to lead a life of stem sdf-denial, 

and how, by fasting and prayer, he acquired superhuma/n 
power to reMst temptations and to fight the devils.] 

And Yew&sef awoke from his sleep, and his soul was filled 
with that light and glory, and he marvelled exceedingly, and 
he ascribed exaltation and glory to God and gave thanks unto 
Him ; and he was wholly strong and was perfect' in following 
the course of life which was indeed Divine. And after the 
departure of the honourable old man Baralkm he multiplied 
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exceedingly his laboura in the life of asceticism and contem- 
plation. In the thirty-fifth year of the days of his life he forsook 
[his] earthly kingdom, and entered into the spiritual fight of 
the ascetic life. For five and thirty years he lived the ascetic 
life in a remote desert, like a man who had no body, and he 
fought the spiritual fight and led a life of self-denial and re- 
nunciation which was beyond the nature of the children of men. 
And, above everything in importance, [p. 242] he delivered 
many^sonls from the mouth of the Serpent, the destroyer of 
souls, and he brought them as an offering to God, Who saveth 
those who ask Him [to do so]. And he confessed Christ before 
kings* and governors without shame, and he rose up and 
became a great apostle and preacher, and he was loud of voice 
in proclaim^g the greatness of God. And after this, that is to 
say, the renunciation of the kingdom, he departed into the 
desert, and he fought the fight with many spirits whose 
wickednesses were of divers kinds, and by the might of Christ 
he conquered them all. And he obtained favour, and the 
report of him was noised abroad, and he acquired the sublime 
gift of Divine Grace, and because of this the eye of his soul 
became averted from all earthly darknesses, and he saw the 
things that were to come after as if they had actually happened. 
And Christ fook the place of everything to him, and he was 
crucified in the love of Christ, and he saw Him existing before 
his face, and he rejoiced continually in the beauty of Christ, 
even as saith the Prophet, “I see God continually. He is before 
me at all times ; He is at my right hand so that 1 shall not be 
moved\” And again he saith, “ My soul followeth after Thee, 
Thy right hand receiveth me®.” Verily his soul followed after 
the Lord Christ, and it clung to Him with a hold that could 
not be shaken off. And he never changed in this marvellous 
work, and he never changed in the rule of his ascetic and 
contemplative life, firom the beginning even unto the end 
thereof ; and he took heed to the body from the days of his 
youth to the period of his old age. Each day he increased his 
gain and his exaltation through performing works of excel-

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lence, and each day he saw far more of the things that are 
hidden than he had seen before. 

[How Yhvd^f died and how a holy man, being warned in a 
visuM, iffent and found his body and buried it in Ba/raMm’s 
grave,'\ 

And he journeyed on this road, and he gave to Him Who 
called him work which resembled that of Him Who called him. 
He crucified the world because of himself, and he criicified 
himself because of the world ; thus he journeyed in peace to 
the God of peace. He departed to God for Whom he longed 
continually. He stood before the face of God in purity, hi the 
innermost part of the canopy, without restraint. And Christ 
adorned him with a crown in the Other World, apd He made 
him worthy to see the Lord Christ, and to be with Him, and 
he rejoiceth continually in the [p. 243] beauty of the Lord 
Christ, in the place where is the abode of His messenger 
Baral^m, unto whom Yewdsef committed the charge of his 
soul when he was in this world. He departed to the country 
of the living where live the lords (?), and where abide all those 
who rejoice. 

As for his honourable body, a certain man who used to live 
near him, a holy man who previously had lodgbd him when 
he was searching for BaraEm, saw a Divine vision, and knew 
of the death of the blessed Yewasef at that moment. And ho 
went there and praised him with great praise, and shed very 
many tears as a mark of his love ; and he pronounced over 
his body all the Christian sentences of burial, and placed him 
in the grave of his fiither BaraEm. Now they had wished that 
their bodies should dwell together. Then there appeared unto 
that anchorite in a dream a being of majestic form, and he 
commanded him with commands that fnghtened and terrified 
him ; and the anchorite awoke in trepidation, and undertook 
to do what he had told him. 
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[How the holy man wetU to India a/nd reported the deaih of 
Yh/oddkf to King Bardagyde, and described his spiritual fght; 
and hoio the king wenit to the grave cfBarcd&m and Yh/ods&f 
a/nd tra/nsported their bodies to his capitcd, and how mirades 
were wrought at their tomb.'] 

And he departed to the kingdom of Hend (India), and he 
went into the presence of King Bar5s5y5a, and told him every- 
thing^that had happened in the matter of Y5w5s§f, the blessed 
man, and informed him concerning his whole story. And King 
Bar5sey5s delayed not, but departed straightway with many 
horsemen, and came to the cave, and saw the grave, and he 
wept over it with a burning heart And he drew back the 
covering and he saw the dead bodies of BaraMm and Yewfisef, 
and he found the limbs in the same state as they were in the 
days long ago ; and their forms and appearance were not 
changed in the least degree, and their bodies were in a perfect 
and sound state, together with their apparel. And having 
found their bodies in a perfect and sound state, he discovered 
also that a sweet odour sprang from them and from their 
apparel, and that neither decay nor corruption had appeared 
in them. And the king straightway commanded his soldiers 
to put them* into splendid cases, and he took them to his city. 
And when the people heard the report of them they came 
from every city and district so that they might worship God, 
[p. 244] and they saw those holy bodies and they praised [Gk»d] 
before them with many praises. And they lighted many oil 
lamps and candles in honour, and with joy, and with great 
sorrow ; and they laid those cases in the church, which YeWilscf 
had built there some time before, with much sweet incense 
and perfumes, according to what was meet for their burial ; 
for the death of the children of light maketh the children of 
light and their heirs to rejoice. And as to the healings that 
appeared — in some cases He healed the demoniacs, and in 
others He illumined the eyes of the blind, and cui'ed the 
paralytics, and drove off unclean spirits from men — who is 
able to count them? — ^and they all found that they were wlfole.

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And when these people and all the nations saw that God 
worked signs and wonders, which were beyond the powers of 
the understanding of the human mind, by His saints, and His 
messengers, and His righteous men, and that they were made 
manifest at their tombs, their faith was very greatly increased 
and they praised God exceedingly. And when besides they 
heard the story of the spiritual fight of the righteous man 
YewAsef, who desired that it should be like unto that of the 
sage BaralAm, they glorified God Who had been with him 
from his youth up. And they were greatly astonished, and 
they gave thanks unto God, Who at all times cnricheth those 
who love Him, and Who giveth unto them a very great and 
special reward, and double gifts — to Whom be glory, and 
honour, and worship, throughout all ages. Amen ,and Amen.

THE PREACHING OF SAINT THOMAS

And it came to pass that, after the Resurrection of our Lord 
Jesus Christ from the dead. He appeared unto His holy dis- 
ciples, and said unto them, "The peace of My Father [A 119b 1] 
be with yon. What He gave Me I have not hidden from you. 
Gather yourselves together, and divide ye the world into 
twelve portions, and let each one of you go unto his portion. 
And fear ye not, for I will be with you. I know everything 
which shall borne upon you, both the suffering and the tribu- 
lation which ye shall endure from men in this world. But 
bear ye patiently with them, for at length ye shall bring tliem 
back from error unto faith in My Name. And remember ye 
the sufferings which came upon [B 232a 1] Me, and everything 
which was done unto Me for the sake of the children of men.” 

Now the lot went forth to Thomas to go unto the country of 
India. And he bowed down before the Lord, and said unto 
Him, “ Why hath the lot gone forth that I should go unto the 
country of India ? The people thereof are as strong as wild 
beasts, and their hearts are too hard to hear the Word of the 
Gospel ; but be Thou [A 119b 2] with me, O my Lord, in that 
country.” And our Lord said unto him, " Behold, Peter shall 
guide thee, and he shall go forth with thee into that country.” 
Then all the Apostles made ready to go forth, each one of 
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them unto the country which had foUen to him by lot, and 
Peter was going forth unto the city of Rome and the regions 
round about it, and Matthias unto the country of Persia. And 
Thomas said unto Peter, “ 0 my father, rise up and go with 
me and my brother Matthias until [B 232 a 2] thou hast 
brought us unto our countries.” And Peter said unto him, 
“ I will ” ; and he went forth with them. And our Lord went 
up from them into heaven with great glory. 

And when they had journeyed for forty days, they»came 
unto a city which was half way to the regions whefein Thomas 
and Matthias had been decreed by lot to preach the G 9 S^L 
And as they were about to enter the city they sat down 
[A 120a 1] on the high road to the city like travellers. And 
our Lord Jesus Christ appeared unto them in the garb of an 
ascetic (?), and He said unto them, “Peace be unto you, 0 
brethren”; and they said unto Him, “And upon Thee also be 
peace ” ; and He sat down near unto them on their right side. 
Tlien Thomas said unto Peter, “O my frther, let us enter into 
this city and preach therein in the Name of God, for it is the 
first city to which we have come ; peradventure we shall be 
able to save the people and to bring them back unto the rule 
of [B 232 b 1] God. For God said : Whosoever ghall preach 
in a great city and shall save many men shall have g;reat re- 
ward in the kingdom of heaven.” 

Now whilst they were sitting down there came unto them 
a certain officer^ [A 120 a 2] of RantfikOrOs* 

King of India. And he looked at the Apostles as they were 
seated like travellers, and he said unto them, “Whence are 
ye, 0 brethren?” And they said unto him, “Ask what ye 
desire,” and he said unto them, “ It is not evil but good. I see 
that ye are men of goodly stature, and I want to buy a slave 
who shall be like you.” Peter said unto him, “ We are three

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servants of One God, Whose Name is Jesus Christ. He is 
coming to this country and when He hath come He will sell 
to you whichever of us thou desirest Our country is healthy, 
and all those who dwell in the regions thereof are of goodly 
stature.” Now our Lord Himself was listening to what they 
were [B 232b 2] saying to each other, and straightway He 
appeared before them, and speaking unto them in the language 
which [A 120b 1] they understood, said unto them, “Peace 
be untc you, ye believers, 0 noble Peter, and Thomas, and 
Matthias thd meek. Behold, I know you, for I am never absent 
from you, but am with you always. Behold, I have come, even 
as I promised you, and I will go before you unto every place 
whithersoever ye shall go.” Now although the officer of the 
King of India was close to them he could not understand the 
words which our Lord spake to them. 

And after this our Lord appeared unto the Apostles in the 
garb of a rich man, and He sat down inside the city. And 
the Apostles said unto the king’s officer, “ Behold our Master 
about Whose coming we informed thee ; decide which one of 
us thou wantest, and He will sell him to thee.” And the king’s 
officer said unto our Lord, “Peace be unto Thee, 0 nobleman. 
Thy fame and Thy [A 120b 2] garb [B 233a 1] proclaim Tliy 
nobility. Wilt Thou sell me one of these men ? ” And our Lord 
said unto him, “Which shall I sell thee ? This, the eldest, is a 
native of a great country, and him 1 cannot sell thee.” And 
the king’s officer looked at Thomas, and approved of him, for 
his body was strong and powerful, and he said unto our Lord, 
“ Sell me this slave of Thine.” Our Lord said unto him, “ His 
price is three artdl^ of gold”; and the officer said 

unto Him, “I have bought him from Thee.” And he paid Him 
His price, and said unto our Lord, “ Write me a deed of sale, 
according to the custom of the country.” And our Lord said 
unto him, “ Seek not for a scribe to write the deed for thee, 
for I Myself will write it, and I will declare [A 121a 1] therein

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that I have sold unto thee ’Arb^6s an officer of 

Gundaforus, King of India, this My slave.” And He finished 
writing the deed of sale as the officer desired, and then went 
up from them in great [B 232a 2] glory. 

After this our Lord appeared unto Thomas, and said onto 
him, “ Take the price of thy sale and divide it among the poor 
and the needy, and the widows and the orphans in the place 
whither thou art going. I sold thee for three artdl of gold 
because thou art the servant of the Holy Trinity of the Father, 
and the Son and the Holy Ghost.” And Thomas answered and 
said, “Let Thy grace be with me”; and when our LoM bad 
said these words unto Thomas He departed from him. Then 
Thomas girded up his loins after the manner of a slave, and 
he came to Peter and Matthias and said onto them,* “Remember 
me in your prayers.” And they embraced each other in 
[A 121a 2] a spiritual embrace, for this was the last of their 
meetings in this world, and each and all of them gave thanks 
together, and with a spiritual embi'ace they departed in peace. 
And Thomas went with his master, and Peter and Matthias 
went on their way. 

Then the officer of the king enquired of Thomas concerning 
his handicraft, and Thomas said unto him, am a stone- 
mason, and a carpenter, and a physician [B 233b 1]. As a 
carpenter I am skilled in making measures, and scales, and 
mattocks, and hoes, and spades for digging up thorns from the 
earth, and whatever else men may want to dig up therefrom. 
As a stone-mason I am skilled in building temples, and strong 
palaces, and lofty towers which are useful for kings ; and as 
a physician I can heal the wounds which work decay in the 
fiesh.” And when the officer heard these words from Thomas 
he rejoiced and said, “ Right and good. The king is seeking 
for a man of this kind” [A 121b 2], 

And after many days they came unto the country of Indian 
Then the officer went into the presence of the king and told 
him about Thomas, and he showed him the deed which [his

the king saw Thomas he matrelled. Then the officer told the 
king about the handicrafts wherein Thomas was skilled, and 
he rejoiced thereat exceedingly, and said unto him, “Take 
this man and bring him to Ldkiy&nds^ the governor, 

and let him give him the materials which he requireth, so that 
he may build a great palace for me ” [B 233b 2]. And the 
officer went to the governor and told him everything which 
the king had commanded him, and Ldkty&nds gave Thomas 
evei 7 thing h*e wanted. 

*Aqd after these things Ldkiyds (eic) departed to the city 
of the king, and he commanded his wife ’Arsunw^ hdfiJVi 
(Arsenia?), saying, “Let not this man who hath come unto us 
in these last* days do the work of the slave, bnt let him toil at 
his handiwork until I come back from the presence of the 
king.” And after he had departed [A 121b 2] Tliomas came 
to ’ArsOnwft, the wife of the governor, and read to her the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ and the prophecies of the 
Prophets. And he said unto her, “I see that thou art in great 
darkness, and art serving these gods of gold and silver ; thou 
sayest that they are gods, but they are not gods. What thou 
doest for thorn profiteth thee nothing whatsoever, for they 
cannot speak, nor hear, nor see, and if there were an earth- 
quake they would not be able to save themselves, but would 
fall down and break in pieces. I beseech thee to bring me 
into the temple wherein ye bow down before them that I may 
see their power.” And the woman [went and] showed Thomas 
her gods. And when Thomas saw them he lifted up his eyes 
to heaven, and prayed, saying, “ 0 God, the Siistainer of the 
universe, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ [A 122 a 1], Thy 
Son, Thy Beloved One, and the Holy Ghost, Whom when they 
hear the devils tremble; Thou art the Good Shepherd, the 
Good Lamb, the True Light which shineth in our hearts. Thou 
art He Whose Name all creation feareth. Who didst send me 
into this city to bring back unto Thee those who dwell therein.

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Thou art the Creator of all the races of the children of men, 
and all created things are subject unto Thee. When Thou 
lookest upon the earth it trembleth, [B 234a 2] and the sea, 
and all that therein is, and all the creatures thereof and all 
the waves thereof are silent when they hear Thy voice ; and 
vipers and all reptiles bow low before Ibee, because Thou art 
He Wlio judgeth them. Yea, 0 my Lord and God Jesus Christ, 
make manifest through me wonders and marvellous signs in 
this city, so that [the men] thereof may praise Thee ; few unto 
Thee belong glory and thanksgiving for ever [A 122 a 2]. 
Amen.” 

Now as the Apostle was praying thus the house wherein 
were all the gods trembled, and all the gods who were resting 
on their stands fell down upon their faces on the earth, and 
all the devils that dwelt in them cried out, saying, “Woe unto 
us ! Woe unto us ! For behold, our power is destroyed, and 
our shame is multiplied, and henceforward there shall be no 
God except Jesus Christ, the Son of the Living God.” And 
when 'Arsenia saw what had befallen the gods she feared ex- 
ceedingly, and she fell down upon the earth before the holy 
man [B 234 b 1], and Thomas stretched out his hands and 
raised her up. Then she took hold of him, and made suppli- 
cation unto him, and said unto him, “ 0 servant of the Good 
God who hast come into my house, art thou, 0 man, a slave 
or a god? What is the Name of this Jesus on Whom thou 
didst call ? For when thou didst utter His Name the house 
[A 122b 1] shook, and all the gods wherein I used to put my 
trust fell down upon their faces on the ground, and they be- 
came like wind. Hide not thou from me the power which is 
with thee, 0 servant of the Good God, for from this hour 
I will put away the dominion of false gods h’om me, and 1 will 
advance in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of 
thy God, and I will believe in thy God.” 

Then Thomas the blessed Apostle answered and said unto 
her, “ 0 Arsenia, if thou believest with all thy heart, forsake 
this fleeting world which passeth quickly away. Know that 
th} glorying in gold, and silver, and in the beautiful apparel 
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which is perishable and which the moth [B 234 b 2] consumeth, 
and in the perishable beauty of the flesh, and in everything 
wherein man glorieth in this world, shall quickly come to an 
end. And if a man looketh for the beauty of his person, his 
face will become sad, the eyes becoming blind and the tongue 
speechless [A 122b 2]. And where shall a man be then ? He 
goeth unto his everlasting house [i.e. the tomb]. Seek God, 
O Arsenia, and thou shalt find Him, and hold not thyself aloof 
from tjiose who seek Him with all their hearts. Referring to 
God the prophet saith, “I am the Living God, and I cling 
closely to thee like the garment which thou dost put on.” 
And a^in he saith, ‘ Repent, 0 ye children of Israel, for I am 
the God Who desireth not the death of a sinner, and I desire 
that he will, turn and save his soul alive And again He 
saith, ‘Turn ye unto Me, O ye children who have transgressed 
against Me ; return and ye shall find me, for he who seeketh 
after God shall find [B 235 a 1] Him ; and unto him that calleth 
upon Him He hearkeneth®.’ ” 

And as Arsenia, the wife of the governor, hearkened unto 
him, her heart turned to the fear of God, Who opened the 
eyes of her heart, and all those who were in her house believed 
[A 123a 1] on God, as did many of the people of the city. 
Then she weht into her house and cast aside her splendid 
apparel, and she bowed down and sprinkled ashes about her, 
and she entreated God and made supplication unto Him, say- 
ing, “I believe on Thee, 0 my Lord Jesus Christ, Thou God 
of the stranger who hath come into my house, and become 
my guide into the path of life. I beseech Thee, 0 my Lord, 
the Merciful One, Whom I have only learned to know this 
day — ^yet behold. Thou dost hold me worthy of the knowledge 
of Thee, O my Lord Jesus Christ, Son of the Living God — to 
forgive me all the sins which I have committed in times 
past, and the error wherein I have [B 235a 2] dwelt until 
this day under the dominion of impure gods. Behold now, I 
turn to Thee, 0 my Lord Jesus Christ, Thou art my Light,

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my Deliverer, my [A 123 a 2] Hope, my Strength, and my 
Itefiige ; and in Thee I put my trust.” 

And when she had finished her prayer she went out to the 
Apostle with her face covered with ashes, and she said unto 
Thomas, “ 0 servant of the Gk>od Gk>d, rise up and baptize me 
in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit, whereby thou canst deliver me.” And the Apostle 
rejoiced and saw her faith and said unto her. ‘‘O good 
woman, behold, the grace of God hath descended upon thee.” 
And Arsenia answered and said unto him, “ The faith of thy 
God dwelleth in my heart, and mind, and soul, and I .give 
thanks unto my Lord Jesus Christ Who hath brought bdck the 
sheep that was lost.” Then Thomas rose up quickly [B 235b 1] 
and baptized her and her household, in the ^ame of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. And he took 
pure bread, and filled a cup with wine, and he gave thanks, 
and brake [the bread] and gave unto the people who had 
[A 123b 1] ]^en baptized the Body and precious Blood of our 
Lord, and he and all the baptized brethren sang the Psalms 
of David and prayed all night And they brought unto him 
all those who were sick of divers kinds of diseases, and those 
who were possessed of devils, and the blind, and the lame, and 
the lepers, and he healed them all. And Thomas went out into 
the city every day and preached in the Name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and told the people the story of the Holy Gospel. 
And he said unto them, “Bring forth unto me all the sick folk, 
and I will heal them for nought, and I wish for no reward 
from any man.” Then all those who believed the words of 
Thomas assembled in the house of Arsenia, the governor, and 
all the people of the city [B 235 b 2] believed and became 
Christians. And the Apostle used to read unto them the Gospel, 
and the Books of the Prophets, and he taught them the Law 
of Faith [A 123 b 2], and afterwards he baptized them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
And he dwelt with them from the time that he entered tlie 
city, that is to say, for four years, and their frith wared strong 
imour Lord Jesus Christ. 
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And when Yecins, who had been with the king, entered his 
city, his wife and all the people went forth to meet him. And 
when he looked at his wife and saw that she was dressed in 
humble garb, he was much grieved, for he thought that thieves 
had stolen everything that he had in his house. And he called 
one of her servants unto him and said unto him, “ What hath 
taken place in my house ? ” And the servant said unto him, 
“No evil, but only good, hath happened therein since thou 
didst l^ve it.'’ And Vecius went to the bath and then returned 
to his house [B 236 a 1]. And he called his wife Arsenia, and 
when she came to him he, in accordance with the custom of 
men oT this world, spake to her concerning companying with 
her. And [A 124a 1] with tears she answered and said unto 
him, “O myjord, God hath removed from my heart the desire 
for this evil and profitless thing, and to-day is the Sabbath of 
God.” And in great wrath he answered and said unto her, 
“ What are these words which thou sayest unto me ? I never 
before heard such from thee. Thou shalt not leave me until 
I have known thee. Woe be unto thee ! Of a surety this 
strange slave who hath come unto us recently hath bewitched 
thee.” And Arsenia answered and said unto him, “O my lord, 
God forbid that thou shouldst say such things about him ; for 
sorcerers caihiot heal dead bodies, and this man healeth not 
only dead bodies but [dead] souls. Utter no foul word against 
him, but do thou thyself hearken unto his words.” 

And when [B 236a 2] he heard these words from his wife 
Satan’s anger filled his heart, and he said [A 124a 2] unto 
her, “If he be a sorcerer and a magician he shall heal himself 
of the scourgings which shall be inflicted upon him.” And 
straightway he commanded the soldiers of his guard to bring 
unto him [Thomas] and all the executioners who were in the 
city, and they brought them unto him. And he cried out and 
said unto Thomas, “ O thou wicked slave and sorcerer, where 
are all the works of thy handicraft concerning which thou 
didst say, ‘ I can make them ’ ? Where are the temples thou 
wert to build? Where are the palaces concerning which 
thou didst say, ‘I will build them ’ ? Where are the measures. 
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and the scales, and the mattocks, and the hoes, and the spades? 
Where is thy work ? Where are thy healings and the good 
which thou hast wrought?” And Thomas answered, saying, 
“ Behold, 1 have finished all my handiwork and have made an 
end thereof.” And Vecius said unto him, “Wouldst thou 
mock me? [B 236b 1] O wicked servant, I will beat tliee to 
death.” And Thomas said unto him, “Without delay [A 124b 1] 
I will inform thee rightly about the matters which I have not 
made known unto thee until this day, and I will tell thee truly. 
The temples and palaces which I have built are the souls who 
have purified themselves and have believed, and these ar^the 
palaces which I have beautified for the heavenly King Who 
liveth in them. And the mattocks and the hoes and the spades 
are the Holy Gospels, wherewith all hatred is ^ug out from 
the hearts of those who believe and who seek God with all 
their hearts. And the work of the craft of the physician is 
the Holy Mysteries which root out every evil thought, and 
every pain, and every desire, from the hearts of all those 
who seek after purity. This is the noble handicraft which God 
hath taught me.” 

And Vecius said unto him in wrath, “0 thou wicked slave, 
where are the things which thou didst promise me ? ” And he 
commanded the soldiers to cast Thomas into prison. And they 
laid him out there and made a wheel [A 124 b 2] in the ground 
and bound him upon it, and Vecius commanded [B 236b 2] 
the executioners to strip the skin off his body, and said unto 
him, “ I will put thee to the torture, and thou shalt not die 
speedily but only when I please.” Then the people of the city 
wept bitterly and said, “ Woe be unto us I What can we do 
for this righteous man who hath healed us of every kind of 
sickness ? If we lay hands upon him God will be wroth with 
us, and will bring down His anger upon us, and will send fire 
from heaven to consume us, but if we do not do what this 
wicked man Vecius commandeth us, he will kill us. Behold, 
we have seen many miracles of this holy man. One day a wild 
boar came into the field of a poor old woman, and the young 
man could not drive him off. Then the woman came and cast 
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herself down before that righteous man, and besought him, 
saying, ‘ O my lord, help me I ’ And he had pity on her, and 
went out into the field [A 125 a 1] and said unto the wild 
beast, ‘Get thee out of this poor [B 237a 1] woman’s field, 
and lay not waste her crops/ And when the boar refused to 
depart straightway fire came down [from heaven] and con- 
sumed him. We are greatly afraid of this man’s God.” 

Then Saint Thomas answered and said unto them, “Rise up 
and fulfil the commands which Vecius hath given you. I know 
that ye havd received your commands, and that ye do not 
perform them willingly but through your fear of the foolish 
governor.” And Vecius commanded them to flay the holy 
Apostle. And Thomas lifted up his eyes to heaven, and cried 
out with a loud voice, saying, “O my Lord Jesus Christ, Thou 
Son of the Living God, help me in this tribulation.” And when 
Arsenia heard the words of the executioners and the weeping 
people — now she was looking at them from a hidden opening 
in her house — and saw the skin being stripped oflF the body 
[A 125 a 2] of the Apostle, she was greatly moved, and she fell 
upon her face and died straightway. [B 237a 2] Then Vecius 
cried out and said, “Behold, O wicked slave, my wife hath 
died through thee ! I will [not] cease from torturing thee 
until I know the full extent of the evil which thou hast done.” 
And when the parents and kinsfolk [of Arsenia] heard these 
things they came and wept and wailed over her, and they 
cried out, saying, “Woe be unto us ! But for this stranger thou 
wouldst not have died. Nevertheless, our hearts rejoice be- 
cause thou hast died in the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and at the command of the blessed Apostle.” Then Thomas 
answered and said unto them, “Weep not ; be silent. Since she 
died through me I will raise her up again.” And Vecius said 
unto him, “Think not that thou shalt end [thus] ; I will torture 
thee as [long as] I wish, and will not let thee escape.” And he 
commanded them to bring him vinegar and salt to rub into the 
body [A 125b 1] of the Saint. And the Apostle [B 237b 1] cried 
out, saying, “O my Lord Jesus Christ, help me in this mine hour 
of tribulation, for behold, my heart and body and spirit are on 
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fire, and are very weak. O my Lord Jesus Christ, Thou mer- 
ciful and compassionate Ood, let Thy help draw nigh unto 
me, and remember that 1 am a stranger here, and a man 
without kinsfolk. I have here in this city no father, no 
mother, no brethren, no kinsfolk, and no friend. 0 my Lord 
Jesus Christ, Son of the Living God, Thou art my Helper, 
and in Thee have I put my trust. Thou art my Redeemer ; it 
is Thou Who didst send me into this city, and I have not 
disobeyed Thy commandments. O my Lord and God, ,I have 
rejected everything in this world for Thy Name’? sake, and as 
soon as I heard Tliy voice I forsook father, mother, kinsfolk, 
and everything which I had. Thou didst send me into this city 
to save the people, and behold, [A 125 b 2] Thou seest what 
hath come upon me therein. Since Thou, 0 God, [B 237b 2] 
didst sufier for me, it is meet that I likewise should bear 
patiently and joyfully the sufiering which hath come upon 
me here. Remember Thy word on the day of Thine appear- 
ance unto Thy beloved Apostles, when Thou didst rise from 
the dead. I was ndt with them, and when they told me that 
they had seen Tliee, I remembered Tliy words ‘ Make trial of 
the spirits, for many shall come in My Name, and shall lead 
astray manyV %nd I said unto my brethren the Apostles, 
‘ Unless I see our Lord, and see His hands in whfch they drove 
the nails, and put my fingers in the places wherein the nails 
were driven, and my hand into His side I will not believe.’ 
And Thou didst appear unto me and show me that which I 
asked of thee, and I believed in Thy Resurrection, and was re- 
proached for the littleness of my faith. If, 0 my Lord Jesus 
Christ, Thou didst suffer by this thing through me, [A 126 a 1] 
I beseech Thee to forgive me, O Lord, for Tliou art the Good 
[B 238a 1] and Merciful God, and dost tuni unto those who 
turn unto Thee with all their heart.” 

And when he had sjwken these words he wept. And our 
Lord had compassion upon him and appeared unto him upon 
a shining cloud, and said unto him, " O Thomas, My beloved, 
endure joyfully and be strong, for thou shalt overcome thine

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enemies and all those who fight against thee. Verily, verily 
I say unto thee, all the scourgings which shall come upon thee 
for the sake of the sons of men, until I have delivered thee 
from the hands of the Enemy, are as nought by the side of one 
hour of the rest which I shall make thee to enjoy, and the 
grace which I shall give thee, or the place which thou shalt 
have on My right hand in My kingdom. Thou wast sumamed 
‘ Twin,’ and thou art beloved by Me. Endure patiently, for 
thy rnward shall be great, and thine honour at My hands shall 
be abundant, and through thy skin a great number of won- 
deffril deeds shall be made manifest Let thy heart be strong 
[B 126a 2], and make haste to show forth thy true faith 
[B 238a 2] and My dominion in this city. After these things 
thou shalt depart unto a city in the East which is called 
Quantaria, and thou shalt dwell therein and shalt turn the 
people thereof to the Faith in My Name. Behold, the whole 
world is filled with the grace of My Father, and through My 
Blood, which was shed for the salvation of the world. His 
mercy is upon all created beings.” And having said these 
things unto Thomas, our Lord touched His flesh with His 
hand, and healed his wounds ; and then He was no longer seen 
by Thomas. 

Then Thomas, being made whole, rose up and came unto 
the place where the wife of Vecius was, and he laid upon her 
his skin which had been flayed off him, and said, “In the 
Name of our Lord Jesus Christ, and of the Father, and of the 
Spirit, let the word which came to Lazarus raise thee up.” 
And straightway she opened her eyes, and saw the Apostle 
[A 126b 1] standing by [B 238b 1] her head, and she rose up 
and bowed down before him. And when Vecius saw this 
wonder and the great miracle which had been wrought by 
Thomas the Apostle, he rose up in fear, and bowing down 
before him, said, “Verily there is no god except thy God, 
Whom thou servest I beseech thee, O servant of the Good 
God, to forgive me the evil thing which I have done unto 
thee, for I did it in ignorance.” And Thomas raised him and 
said unto him, “Fear not, God taketh not vengeance upon

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those who repent and confess their sins.” And straightway 
Vecius and all the men of his dominion believed, and at once 
Thomas baptized him and all the nobles of the city, for they 
all likewise believed with him. Then Thomas commanded them 
to bring forth bread and a cup, and he prayed and adminis- 
tered unto all of them the Holy Mysteries, and they all became 
Christians. [B 238b 2.] And he set Vecius [A 126b 2] over 
them, and gave them the commandments of the Law of Faith 
and the admonitions of the Gospel ; and he dwelt witi^them 
three days teaching them the Holy Scriptures each day. And 
he said unto them, “ If it be the Will of God I shall return 
unto you, but behold, our Lord hath commanded me *to go 
unto Him in a certain city which lieth to the east of you.” 
And he departed from them, and they set him on his way with 
tears, saying, “ Stay not away from us over long, for we are 
only young plants.” And the Apostle prayed over them, and 
blessed them, and gave unto them the salutation of peace, and 
departed unto Quantaria to preach therein, even as our Lord 
had commanded him. 

And when he arrived at the city and had entered in through 
the gates thereof^ he found an old man there who was weeping 
bitterly ; and his apparel was ragged, and his appearance was 
wretched. And the Apostle came up and said dnto him, “ 0 
aged man, why do I see thee in this sorrowful state and 
weeping bitterly ? Behold, thou [B 239a 1] art making thy 
heart sad.”' And the old man said unto him, [A 127a 1] “De- 
part from me, O my brother, for my sorrow is great” And the 
Apostle said unto him, “ I beseech thee to tell me what hath 
happened unto thee ; peradventure my Lord Jesus Christ will 
heal thee through me.” And the old man said unto him, 
“ Hearken unto my words. 1 had three sons, and the eldest I 
betrothed to the daughter of an elder of the .city so that she 
might become his wife. When the time came for him to marry, 
he said unto me : Father, be not angry with me because 
[1 stop] the marriage, for I will not marry [any] wontan. Be- 
hold, I have renounced the world and all the lust thereof. 
"Wlten I heard him say this I grieved in my heart, and he 
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seemed to me to be mad when he spake these words unto me. 
And I said unto him : Behold, the appointed time hath come, 
and I want to bring thy wife for thee to marry, and yet thou 
sayest these words unto me. Then he said unto me : I have 
sworn by the Majesty of the King, Who is the King of Kings, 
[A 127a 2] Jesus Christ, since thou dost order [B 239a 2] me 
concerning this matter, that I will depart to the desert, and 
after this day thou shalt never again see me. And I said unto 
him, y/hat vision hast thou seen ? Tell me. 

“ And he*said unto me : I will tell thee what I saw. Last 
night I was sleeping on my bed, and I saw a young man with 
a beautiful feice. He was dressed in apparel which was 
brighter than the sun, and the odour of flowers went forth 
from Him, and the place was filled with the scent thereof. On 
His head was a royal crown, and in His hand was a gold sceptre, 
and when I looked upon Him I feared exceedingly and I fell 
down on my face at His feet like a dead man. And He stretched 
out His hands, and lifted me up, and said unto me : ‘ Take good 
heed, and hearken not unto those who would advise thee to 
marry a wife, but guard thy body and keep it pure, that thou 
mayest be like unto Myself, and become the head of the 
Church. Behold, the Apostle Saint Thomas shall come to this 
[A 127b 1] *city, and he shall bring the Faith unto thee 
[B 239b 1], and shall give thee the seal thereof, and shall be 
constantly with thee, and shall make thee worthy to receive the 
Holy Mysteries. Know that I am the God Who became in- 
carnate for your sakes, and it is meet that ye should not be 
slothful concerning the salvation and life of your souls.’ And 
as He said these words unto me He laid His hands upon my 
head, and blessed me, and went up out of my sight into heaven 
with great glory. For this reason, O my father, I will not 
forsake the gift of grace which God hath given unto me, so 
that the King may not be wroth with me, and blot me out 
because of the transgressions of His Word. 

“ When I heard these words from my son I held my peace, 
and I sorrowed in my heart, [thinking] that perhaps it was 
the god of the city who had appeared unto him. Then I*«vent 
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to certain of the nobles of the city, and I told [A 127b 2] them 
all that my son had told me, and I sent to the father of the 
maiden, and told him all that the nobles had heard from me. 
And he was furiously angry and said unto me, ‘Dost thou 
treat my rank and dignity with contempt? Wouldst thou 
[B 239 b 2) put my daughter to shame with such lying words 
as these ? ’ Then he went to the king, and took us, that is to 
say, myself and my son, into his presence, and said, ‘They 
have stolen the property of the temple ’ ; and the king sent 
and killed all my seven children at once. For this’reason thou 
seest me weeping and sorrowful. And besides this, the money 
which I borrowed — now I gave it to the damsel — they now 
require of me ; since the death of my children I have been 
smitten with fear, and I have no means whereby I»can restore 
their money. If only one of my sons had been left to me he 
would have helped me to give them what they demand from me.” 

And when the Apostle heard these words from him, he 
answered and said unto him, “Weep [A 128a 1] not, 0 aged 
man. Behold, I have heard thy words, and thou must bring 
me, Tliomas, unto the jdace where thy children are, and my 
Lord Jesus Christ will graciously grant unto them the gift of 
life.” Then the old man went to the place where his children 
were buried [B 240a 1], and many people followed them, 
saying, “ If this counsel prove right we ourselves will believe 
in the God of this man.” And when they had come to the 
grave, the Apostle gave his skin to the old man, and said unto 
him, “ Go into the grave, and lay this skin upon each of thy 
children, and say. In the Name of the Father, and the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, rise up, my children, and become alive as 
ye were formerly. I Thomas may not do this lest they say of 
me. He is a sorcerer.” And the old man did as Thomas com- 
manded him, and he laid the Apostle’s skin upon his children, 
and they became [alive] as they were formerly. Now there were 
there in the tomb [A 128a 2] a number of other people’s 
children who had died before his children, and because of what 
was done they all rose up alive. Now they were fifteen in 
number. And they went forth to the blessed Apostle, and bowed 
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before him and said unto him, “We beseech thee, 0 Apostle 
of our God, to give us baptism, which is the fulfilment of life.” 
And when the multitude saw [B 240a 2] these things they 
cried out with a loud voice, saying, “ Truly there is no God but 
Jesus Clirist, the Son of the One Living God, the God of 
Thomas.” 

Then certain of these men went to the temple of Apollo, 
and told the priest of the temple everytliing that had hap- 
pened^ And when the priest heard the Name of Jesus he rent 
his garments and said, “Woe onto me I This man is one of 
th(v disciples of Jesus who came forth from the land of Judaea, 
and wbo go round about the whole world leading into error 
[A 128b 1] all those who hearken unto them. They are the 
disciples of J;he man called Jesus, Who was a sorcerer. Whom 
as we have heard, Pilate crucified. And these men stole his 
body, and they go about in the world, and say that He hath 
risen from the dead.” Then the priest said unto them, “ Rise 
up, O people, and let us go to him, and curse him and revile 
him, and tell him that his words are lies, and that all that ho 
docth is by means of sorcery.” So the priest and all the people 
[B 240b 1] with him rose up and went to the place where 
Thomas was — now they found him in the highway of the city 
with all the people gathered together about him there, for he 
was casting out from a man the Satan who possessed him. And 
the priest said unto Thomas, “ 0 sorcerer and deceiver, what 
doest thou in this ? Were not the land of Judaea and the 
dwellers therein sufficient for thee, that thou must come into 
this city? Who is this Jesus? If He [A 128b 2] was God, 
why did He not deliver Himself from the Cross? Ye stole His 
body and now ye testify unto all creation that He rose from 
the dead. But know thou that the people of this city arc men 
of understanding, and that they arc not to be led astray like 
the other peoples whom thou hast made to err.” Then turning 
his face to the jieople he said unto them, “ Let each of you 
take a stone in his hands and cast it at this sorcerer, so that 
henceforth he shall not find another opportunity to lead the 
people astray.” And the people did as the priest commiwded 
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them, and stooped down [B 240b 2] to pick up stones to 
throw at St. Thomas, but straightway their hands withered on 
the stones and they could not stand up. And they all cried 
out with a loud voice, saying, “ We entreat thee, 0 servant of 
the Good God, to beseech thy Lord God to have mercy upon 
us, and to heal us so that we may rise up and stand upon our 
feet. Then will we believe in thy God, and behold, we shall 
know that [A 129a 1] there is no God but thine either in 
heaven or upon earth ; reward not us according to our /oily.” 

Then the Apostle prayed and said, “ I give thee thanks, O 
my Lord Jesus Christ, for behold. Thou hast not withheld that 
which I asked for from Thee, and I have revealed Thy sCbry to 
these multitudes that are assembled before Thee. 1 beseech 
Thee to send down Thy divine jwwer from heaven, and let the 
priest hang in the air head downwards, for he hath blasphemed 
Thy holy Name.” And straightway the priest was hung up in the 
air [B 241a 1] head downwards among the people ; and they 
saw the might of God Most High Who had done this thing to 
him. Then he who hung in mid-air cried out, saying, “ I believe 
in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ, and I do not believe in 
the gods. Indeed Thou art my God, Whom in my folly, I blas- 
phemed. Thou art the God of the gods [A 129a 2] which are 
made by man, the which it is not right to call godS. Nay, Thou 
wast God before the world existed, and Thou, 0 God of 
heaven, and earth, and of what is under the earth. Thou, O 
Jesus Christ, art He in Whom I have placed my trust. Thou 
art my King and my hoi)e.” And the priest having made this 
confession as he hung in mid-air came down to earth whilst 
the people were looking at him. And the people who had seen 
him believed and were saved, and they asked the Apostle to 
baptize them in the Name of the Father, and the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

And when they were confirmed in the fiiith he took them to 
the [B 241 a 2] temple, and they overthrew the stands of the 
go<ls and made the temple into a church. And Thomas ap- 
pointed the priest to be bishop over them, and the seven 
brothers, the sons of the old man whom he had raised from 
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the dead, he made to be [A 129b 1] priests and deaeoiis, and 
he set them in the church that they might minister to the 
sanctuary. And he dwelt in the city many days, teaching the 
people all the mysteries of the foith, and many wonders took 
place through him. And he used to carry his skin on his neck, 
and to take it with him whithei'soever he went. And after 
these things he depaiiied from the city thanking and praising 
God. And our Lord appeared unto him, and took his skin 
and s$t it about his body, and Thomas became as he was 
formerly. And He embraced Thomas, and he did away his 
sorrow, and said unto him, “ Seat thyself on this cloud, and it 
shall bring thee unto the place where are thy brethren the 
Apostles [B 241b 1] in peace. And I will be with you in every 
place where* ye are, for ye are those whom my Father hath 
chosen to preach in the world.” And our Lord went up into 
heaven [A 129 b 2] with great glory. Then Thomas mounted 
upon the cloud as our Lord had commanded him, and it l)ore 
him along and brought him to Mount Hiya’an&diu-’illnsis 
And he found the Apostles gathered to- 
gether there, and Paul, and Mary, the God-bearer, were among 
them. And he embraced them with a spiritual embrace, and 
they made mention of the wonderful things which God had 
wrought through them, and they remained assembled there 
for eighty days, and they glorified God together. To God 
be glory, and honour, and thanksgiving, for ever and ever ! 
Amen. Amen. And Amen. 



THE ACTS OF SAINT THOMAS IN INDIA 


THE FIRST ACT 

[To BE Read on the Eighteenth Day of the Month 
Maskakram (Sept. 15)] [A 152a 1 ; B 139a 2.] 

And it came to pass in those days that all the Apostles 
were in Jerusalem, that is to say, Simon who is called Peter, 
and Andrew his brother, and James the son of Zebeddk, and 
John his brother, and Philip and Bartholomew, and Thomas 
and Matthew, and Thaddeus and James, the son pf Alphaeus, 
and Simon Zelotes, and Judas the son of James. And we 
counted up the countries of the world together, and divided 
them among us, and we departed unto that which had come 
to each of us by lot when our Lord sent us forth among the 
nations. Now the country of India had fallen to the share of 
Judas Thomas, that is Didymus, and he was unwilling to go 
there, and said, “ I cannot go there because of the fatigue of 
the body [on the journey], for I am a Hebrew. How is it 
possible for me to go to India and preach the G&spel there?” 
And whilst he was thinking and speaking thus our Redeemer 
appeared to him by night, and said unto him, “Fear not, 
O Thomas. [B 130 b 1.] Get thee to India, and preach My 
word there, for I Myself will be with thee.” [A 152a 2.] Then 
Thomas said unto Him, “ I do not wish to go. I would that 
Tliou wouldst send me unto another country, for unto the 
country of India I cannot go." 

And whilst Thomas was speaking in this wise, a certain 
merchant who was irom the country of India came nigh unto 
them; and his name was Abbanes (’A/8/8di/i;v), and he had 
come from the king of G0n5^ who had sent him to bring work- 
men and tools. And as our Lord was standing by the side of 
Thomas, He saw Abbanes in the market going to his workshop. 

* * Read “ from king Gundafonis ” ( Vowbd ^ pos ). 
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And He said unto Abbands, “Dost thou wish to find a work- 
man?” And Abban^s said unto Him, “Yea, my Lord, 1 wish 
to buy a workman (or, slave).” And when he had said these 
wonls unto Him our Lord showed him Thomas in the distance, 
and He made a covenant with Abban^a to sell him for one 
pound of silver. And He wrote for him a bill, saying, “I [Jesus], 
the son of Joseph, sell and deliver unto thee My servant Thomas 
to go to QOn^” And when the bill was executed according to 
the la;^, the Saviour took Judas, and gave him to Abbands 
and said [B'139b 2] unto him, “Behold thy master.” Then 
the«Apostle [A 152b 1] answered and said unto Him, “Yes, 
he is lily master.” And AbbanOs said unto Thomas, “I have 
taken thee ” ; and the Apostle held his peace. 

And at dawn the following morning the Apostle prayed 
unto the Lord and said, “I will go whithersoever Thou wishest, 
O Jesus, and Thy will be done.” And he departed with AbbanOs 
the merchant who took with him nothing except what he had 
bought; and our Lord saluted him and said unto him, “Behold, 
thou hast thy merchandise with thee, and My peace shall be with 
thee whithersoever thou goest.” And the Apostle found AbbanSs 
loading up his goods into a ship, and he was his slave. And 
when they had gone up into the ship and were seated there, 
AbbanSs askhd the Apostle and said unto him, “ In what 
handicraft art thou skilled?” And the Apostle said unto 
him, “ In wood I can make the implements which are used in 
ploughing, such as yokes, and the bent ends of ploughs, and 
oars and steering poles for ships, and wheels (or, wheeled 
carts?). And fis for stone I can make picks (?), and spades (?), 
and columns, and ornaments for Pinal’S and tombs and sepul- 
chral monuments for kings.” And Abbands the merchant 
[A 152 b 2] said unto him, “Thy knowledge of thy craft is 
sufficient for my needs,” So they put to sea and journeyed 
on with fair winds, and they sailed on happily [B 140a 1] 
until they arrived in the country of India, and came to the 
city of the king^ And when they had come down from the

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ship, and had entered the city, they heard the sounds of flutes 
and organs which rent the heavens, and with them were 
mingled the blasts of horns, and the blare of trumpets, and 
the sounds of the harp, and voices singing sweet songs of 
divers kinds. Then the Apostle asked, saying, “What is the 
festival in this city to-day?” And the men said unto him, 
“The angels have brought thee hither to take part with [the 
people of] this city. The king hath a daughter [called Pelagra], 
and he hath given her in marriage to the bridegroom [Diony- 
sius], and so there is great rejoicing this dayi This is the 
reason for the festival about which thou hast enquired. •The 
king hath sent forth a herald to proclaim this and to iAvite to 
the marriage feast everyone, rich and i)oor, bond and free,’ 
stranger and citizen; and if there be any one,who will not 
come [A 153a 1] to the feast he will be condemned to sufier 
according to the king’s pleasure.” And when Abbanes the 
merchant heard this, he said unto [B 140 a 2] the Apostle, 
“ Come, let us also go, lest we be punished by the king, even 
though we be new-comers.” And the A|)ostle said unto him, 
“Yes, let us go” ; and having gone into the public guest house 
they rested a little while and then went to the feast. 

And when those who w'ere seated looked at the Apostle as 
he sat down, they saw that he had the look of a poor stranger, 
and of one who was from a foreign country. Now Abbands, 
who was dressed like a nobleman, took his seat in another 
part of the building ; and the people ate food and drank their 
wine, but the Apostle took no food whatsoever. And those 
who were sitting near him said unto him, “Why hast thou 
come hither? Thou neither eatest nor drinkest” And the 
Apostle answered and said, “I did not come here for meat 
and drink, but because it was the king’s wish that I should do 
so. For the herald cried out, saying, [A 163a 2] ‘If there be 
any man who doth not come to the feast, he shall sufier the 
king’s punishment.’” And when the people had eaten and 
drunk, the servants brought them sweet perfumes, and scented 
unguents, and garlands, and wreaths of fiowers [B 140b 1], 
and every man took something from them ; and some anointed 
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their fEices, and some their beards, and others their bodies. 
And the Apostle anointed his skull and head, and he placed 
a little of the unguent in each nostril and each ear. And the 
garland which came to the Apostle was made of lentil flowers, 
and other sweet-smelling herbs, and he took the garland and 
put it on his head, and he took a reed and held it in his hand. 
And a certain singing woman, who was of the people of the 
Hebrews, took her tambourine in her hand, and went about 
among, the company singing, and when she came to the place 
where the Apostle was, she stood still near him and sang a 
song before him. And the Apostle was looking fixedly on the 
ground; and one of those who had eaten with him lifted up his 
hand and smote him. And lifting up his eyes [A 153b 1] the 
Apostle looked at the man who had struck him, and said 
unto him, “My God may preserve for thee in the world which 
is to come the hand wherewith [B 140b 2] thou hast smitten 
me ; may He forgive thee this injury ! But He will show thee 
His wonders in this world, and I shall see the dogs carrying 
off the hand wherewith thou didst smite me.” And when the 
Apostle had said these words unto him, he began to sing this 
song^ concerning the Church. 

“ The Church is she in whom is the splendour of royalty. She 
is pleasant oi‘ aspect and lovely. Beautiful is she to him that 
looketh upon her. Her garments are like unto flowers of every 
kind. And the odour thereof cometh forth and anointeth the 
head. The king giveth food gladly to those who are with him 
the mighty ones. Truth is upon her head, and joy with her 
feet. It appeareth in her month. Which openeth in a manner 
which is seemly. Tlie praises of her by this tongue are twofold. 
Whosoever forgetteth [to praise her] shall straightway be- 
come Aud he who rejoiceth according to the mind 

[A 153b 2]. Her neck, which towereth upwards and is made 
of brass hath the God thereof made. Her two hands make

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manifest and reveal the places of beauty which He hath made, 
and proclaim where they are; her ten fingers point out the 
ante-chamber thereof. Her bridal chamber is made of light, 
the sweet odour thereof is on the tongue, together with beau- 
tiful odours of every kind, and incense, and sweet spice, and 
every sweet thing whatsoever, the savour of which ariseth 
from its essence. [B 141a 1] And the Bridegroom shall be 
adorned, and he shall hold the reed of the Seven whom he 
hath chosen, and the guardians of the Bride are seven also. 
Those who are before her and those who are behind her are 
twelve ; they await the Bridegroom and baptism, and ex'pect 
to live with Him for ever. They will go out and wait fbr Him 
in the great Assembly with righteousness. It is meet that 
they array themselves in royal apparel, they <shall put on 
shining raiment with joy and gladness, and shall belong to 
Him to Whom great splendour belongeth. They shall be 
welcomed in heaven, and shall shine in the Divinity of God 
[A 154a 1]. They shall receive the food which is without spot 
or blemish of any kind, and shall drink of the wine which will 
not permit them to thirst again. And the King shall give 
them their souls’ desire, and they shall sing praises to Him 
and glorify Him with the hearing ones, and with the souls of 
the Fathers who have gone to their rest in tfie confidence 
which is begotten of wisdom, and henceforth they shall praise 
Him with perfect praises.” 

And when he had said these words all who were there 
looked at him, and they saw that his visage was changed 
[B 141a 2] and his whole form difiereut; but they did not 
understand what he had said, for he was a Hebrew and his 
speech was Hebrew. The singing woman alone heard and 
understood what he said, for she was a Hebrew. Then she left 
the Apostle and continued to sing and to beat her tambourine, 
but she was thinking about him, and looking at him and watch- 
ing him frequently. And she loved him because she knew that 
he was a man of her people, and he was, moreover, of more 
goodly [A 154 a 2] form than any man there. And when she 
had finished her song, everyone praised her, and she went and 
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sat down in Ifront of Thomas, and continued to look at him 
and to watch him with great care. But the Apostle never 
took his eyes off the ground even for a moment, and he was 
waiting for an opportunity to escape from the place. 

And the man who had sat at meat with Thomas and had 
struck him, went down to the well to draw water, and a lion 
sprang upon him suddenly and slew him and tore his body 
and left him. And the dogs carried away the members of his 
body, ;vud one of them, a black dog [B 141 b 1], seized his right 
hand with his mouth, and brought it to the men who were 
seated in the great chamber. And when they saw this they 
were ail horrified, and they asked, saying, “ Who is the man 
that is dead?” And they recognized the hand of the man 
who had served them and had smitten the Apostle. Then the 
singing woman took her tambourine and cast it away from 
her, and she went and sat down at the feet [A 154b 1] of the 
Apostle, saying, “This man is either God or an Apostle of 
God. For I heard what he said in Hebrew to the serving 
man, and now I see the dog carrying the hand which smote 
him. Behold, ye all can see that it hath come to pass even as 
he spake.” And some believed and some did not. 

And when the king heard of this he drew nigh unto the 
Apostle and said unto him, “ Rise up, and come with me and 
pray for my daughter, for she is my only child and I have this 
day given her in marriage.” And the Apostle refused to go 
with him, because our Lord had not as yet [B 141b 2] re- 
vealed Himself unto him in that place. But the king, in spite 
of his refusal, compelled him and took him into the chamber 
of the bride that he might pray on their behalf. And the 
Apostle stoo<l up and he began to pray thus : “ O my Lord 
and God, [A 154 b 2] Who dost guide Thy servants and lead 
them, and dost toil for those who believe on Thee, Thou art 
the Refuge and Asylum of the afflicted, the Hope of the poor, 
the Deliverer of the captives, the Healer of sick souls, the 
Saviour of created beings, the Lifegiver of the world, the 
Strengthener and Fortifier of souls. Thou, 0 God, knowest 
what will come to pass, and what is to be fulfilled by us. Thou, 
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0 our Lord, art a hidden Mystery, and dost teach those who 
know Thee not Thou, 0 my Lord, dost plant good trees, and 
through Thee they bring good works to perfection. Thou, 0 
my Lord, art in our every aspiration, and Thou livest in Thy 
work, and in all Thy works Thou art hidden [B 142a 1], Thou 
Jesus Christ the God of mercy, the perfect Saviour, Christ, 
Son of the Living God, God Almighty, Thou Mighty One 
unconquered by the Enemy. [A 166a 1] Tliou art the Word 
which the Principalities heard, and which made the powers 
and the Dominions to tremble. Thou wast sent 'from heaven 
and didst go down to Sheol and open the gates thereof, *and 
didst bring up those who had been held captive thefe from 
of old and had dwelt in the mansions of darkness, and Thou 
didst show to those who would be guided the way whereby 
to return. 0 my Lord Jesus Christ, I entreat Thee on behalf 
of these young folk ; be pleased to help them and to grant 
unto them the things which are good and excellent, and lay 
Thy hand upon them.” Then the Apostle said, “ My Lord be 
with you,” and he left them in their place. 

And the king having gone forth he besought the friends of 
the bridegroom to depart from their chamber. And when 
they all had gone forth, and the doors were shut, [B 142a 2] 
the bridegroom drew the curtains of the doot's so that he 
might take the bride to himself. And he saw our Lord Jesus 
Christ [A 166 a 2] in the form of Judas Thomas, talking to the 
bride even as when he blessed the bridegroom and bride, and 
it seemed that Thomas had not left [the chamber]. [And the 
bridegroom said unto him, “ Lord, Thou didst go out first; how 
then hast Thou come back?”]^ Then our Lord said unto him, 
“I ^ not Judas Thomas, but I am his brother”; and He sat 
down there and told them to sit on the couch, and He said 
unto them, “ Remember, O My children, what My brother hath 
said unto you, and unto Whom he committed you. Know ye 
that if ye renounce carnal union which is impure, ye shall 
become holy and perfect in purity. Then shall ye escape 
labour and sufferings, both the seen and the unseen, and ye

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shall be free from worldly cares, and the children who would 
form your posterity will not come into being. If ye beget 
many children ye will, for their sakes, become avaricious 
oppressors, [B 142b 1] and ye will afflict the orphan and the 
widow, and ye will become unjust persecutors. And if ye do 
all these things [A 155b 1] ye will suffer sore chastisement. 
And the greater number of children become wicked and fall 
into error, for devils attack them either secretly or openly, or 
they become mad, or foolish, or deaf, or left-handed, or lame, 
or {>aralysedr. If they escape these things they become un- 
profitable evildoers, or workers of abominations, or they 
become the comimnions of avaricious men and thieves, and 
in any case ye suffer labour and sorrow. But if ye be stead- 
iast and kedp yourselves pure to God, there shall be bom 
unto yon [spiritual] children which shall be free from all these 
defects which I have described to you, through your own 
strength. Ye shall rest and not be separated in the place of 
beauty, ye shall be free from sorrow and pain, and shall await 
[B 142b 2] the marriage that never endeth. [A 155b 2] And 
ye shall be the friends of the Bridegroom, by Whom ye shall 
be recognized when ye come to the never-ending marriage, 
and into the perfect light.” 

And when uie young man and the young woman heard these 
words they believed on the Lord and dedicated themselves to 
Him ; and they forsook their impure lust, and remained as 
they were in that place the whole night. And our Lord passed 
from them, saying, “ The grace of God be with you.” 

Now when the morning dawned the king came and pre- 
pared a table, and he went to the bridegroom and bride and 
found them sitting and talking together ; the face of the bride 
was uncovered, and the bridegroom M’as exceedingly happy. 
Then the mother of the bride came to her and said unto her, 
“O my daughter, why art thou sitting unashamed in this 
manner ? Ye sit and behave like people who [A 156a 1] have 
been married for many days.” And her father said unto her, 
“ Is it for the sake of [B 143a 1] thy husband that thou dost 
not cover thy face ? ” And the bride answered and said unto 
B. 20 
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him, “ 0 my father, verily I am in love with God Almighty, 
and I pray that I may abide in this love which I learned to 
know during the past night, and may possess this man con- 
cerning whom I have understanding this day. For this cause 
1 am not ashamed. The shame which is made known by the 
mirror hath i)assed away from me, and henceforth I shall 
never be ashamed. I shall never veil myself, for the works of 
shame have departed from me, and are hidden away &r from 
me. Henceforth I shall not feel that I am a strangf'r, and 
none shall make a stranger of me ; and I shall' live in light 
and gladness, and in the day of my joy I shall not be moVed. 
I have put aside this man and have not hitherto been united 
to him ; but I shall be united [A 156a 2j to the ti'ue Husband 
Who shall come at last. Whose soul is full of mer cy, and then 
evermore shall I have greater enjoyment.” 

And whilst the bride was saying these words the Bride- 
groom [B 143a 2] answered and said, “ I give thanks unto 
Thee, O God, because through this stranger Thou hast glorified 
Thyself before us, and hast revealed Thyself unto us. Thou 
hast removed me from vanity and hast sown life in me, and 
hast taken from me the sickness which is incurable and ever- 
lasting ; and Thou hast graciously bestowed upon me the life 
of abstinence. Thou hast shown me Tliyself, and depicted to 
me all the [evil] works wherein I lived, and hast saved me 
from stumbling and hast guided me into [the path] which is 
good. Thou hast led me away from destruction and hast 
brought me to the place where T shall neither die nor be 
overcome. Thou hast abased Thyself and descended to my 
humble estate in order to give me joy and gladness, and hast 
not withheld Thy mercy from me, the sinner. Thou hast 
taught me to seek myself, for I did not know where I was, 
[A 156 b 1] and the works which were alien unto me Thou 
hast now put away from me. Moreover, I am now as one who 
knoweth Thee, for Thou didst seek me when I knew Thee not. 
And Thou wilt receive me into the place where [A 143 b 1] 
Thou now art. I cannot forget this, for love moveth me, but 
I am unable to speak to Thee. I would speak great things 
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concerning Thee, and my trust in Thee is as great as my 
praise of Thee. Boldness is unseemly for me, but even if I 
knew Him not my love for Him would make me say what 
I want to say.” 

And when the king heard these words from the bridegroom 
and bride he rent his garments, and said unto those who stood 
near him, “Get ye out quickly and go round about the city 
«#id seize and bring hither that man, that sorcerer who came 
to thia city with evil intent, and whom I myself [A 156 b 2] 
brought into'my house and told him to pray over my wretched 
daughter. Whosoever shall find him and bring him to me to 
him will I give whatsoever he asketh.” And they all departed, 
and went round about through the city seeking for the Apostle, 
who had gone to another city. And they went to the house 
where he had lodged in that city, and found [B 143b 2] there 
the dancing woman who was weeping and lamenting because 
the Apostle had refused to take her with him ; and they told 
her about everything which the Apostle had done to the young 
man. And when she heard these things she rejoiced greatly, 
and she ceased to be sorrowful and said, “ Now shall I find 
rest here.” And she rose up and went to the bridegroom and 
bride, and tarried with them whilst the Apostle returned to 
the king. And many of the people who had been with him 
believed, and when they heard where the Apostle was, and 
that he was living in the [A 157 a 1] country of India and 
teaching the people thereof, they departed and joined them- 
;selves unto him. 

Here endeth the First Act of St. Titomas.

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THE SECOND ACT OF SAINT THOMAS IN INDIA. 

[To BE BTSAn ON THE NINTH DAY OF THE MONTH Te^Q^EMT 

(Oct. 6).] 

[B 144a 1] And when tlie Apostle had entered the country 
of India' with Abban@s the merchant, Abbangs went to greet 
Gondapor (Gondaforus) the king, and to tell him about tfm 
workman whom he had brought with him. i^^d the king 
rejoiced and told Abbands to bring him into his presence. 
And when the Apostle came before him the king said, “'Viniat 
is thy handicraft ? ” And the Apostle said unto him, “ I am 
a carpenter and a stonemason.” And the king ^d unto him, 
“ What canst thou make in wood and what in stone ? ” And the 
Apostle said, “In wood, ploughs, yokes, measures, wheels, 
ships, oars and steering poles ; in stone, statues and houses 
and royal palaces.” Then the king said unto him, “Canst thou 
build me [A 157a 2] a palace?” And the Apostle said unto 
him, “ Yea, 1 can build [one] and finish it, for I have come 
hither for the purpose of working at my trade of stonemason 
and carpenter.” And the king took them [B 144a 2] and they 
went out through the gates of the city. And the king began 
to hold converse with the Apostle concerning the building of 
the palace, and where he would dig out and lay the founda- 
tions for it, and at length they came to the place where the 
king thought he would build [his palace]. And the king said, 
“ Here is the place where I wish to build ” ; and the Apostle 
said, “Yea, this place is excellent and suitable for the purpose.” 
Now the place was marshy and swampy, and there was much 
water there Then the king said unto him, “ Begin to build, 
here [now],” but the Apostle answered and said imto him, 
“ I cannot begin to build now, but only at the [proper] season.” 
And the king said unto him, “When wilt thou be able [to 
begin]?” And the Apostle said, “After two months. I will

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begin to build at the new moon of the month of Hadar 
(November), and I will finish it in the month of MlyfiayS. 
(April).’’ And the king held his peace and marvelled at him. 
Then he said unto him, “All buildings are built in the summer. 
Art thou able to build [A 157 b 1] the palace in the winter ? ” 
And the Aj)ostle said unto him, “ It must be [done] thus, for 
there is no other way.” And the king said [B 144b 1], “ If 
thou thinkest it must be built then, mark out on the ground 
for mcv the place where the palace will stand, and later I wiU 
return hither.” Then the Apostle took a reed and measured 
the ground, and marked out the dimensions of the palace, and 
the posftion of the foundations, and the site of the large hall. 
He made the site of the building to fiice the east whence 
Cometh the Hght of the sun, and its windows (or, openings) 
to face the west whence cometh the wind ; the doors of the 
bakehouse (or, kitchen) [faced] the south, and by the side 
fiowed a stream of good water. When the king saw the plan 
he said unto the Apostle, “Verily thou art a cunning handi- 
craftsman, and it is fitting that thou art in the king’s service ” ; 
and he gave him much money and departed. And the Apostle 
began to build, and the king sent to him money, and every- 
thing which the men who were working with him needed. 
[A 157 b 2] Ahd he took the money, and went about teaching 
and giving alms to the poor, and the sick, and the needy, and 
the destitute, and thus he gave them relief. And he said, 
“What belongeth unto the king shall be given unto the king, 
[Bl44b2] and many shall enjoy relief.” Such was his desire. 

And after these things the king sent a messenger unto the 
Apostle with a letter, saying, “ Write unto me an account of 
all the work. Tell me what I am to say concerning thee, and 
send me word about whatsoever thou art in need and I will 
despatch it to thee.” And the Apostle wrote onto him, saying, 

“ The palace is finished, but there is no roof on.” And when 
the king heard this, he sent unto him much gold and silver, 
and he wrote to the Apostle, saying, “ I have buUt the palace, 
and I must make it complete with a roof.” And the Apostle 
prayed to (Jod and said, “I thank [A 158a 1] Thee, 0 Ood, 
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for all things, and [especially] because through Thy death I shall 
live for ever, and because Thou didst sell me as a slave so that 
I might bestow freedom from bondage upon many.” And the 
Apostle ceased not to teach and to comfort those who were 
in sorrow, saying, “0 God, bestow upon them the gifts of 
grace, for it is Thou Who dost feed [B 146a 1] and protect 
the orphans, and Thou dost support the widows and the cast- 
aways, and dost give them rest and peace.” 

And when the king came into the city and enquired of his 
friends concerning the building which Judas Thomas had built 
for him, they said unto him, “ He has built neither a palace 
nor anything else,” and, they added, “he hath done^lothing 
except go about the city, and through the region round about 
it, and what thou didst give him and all that he himself had 
he hath given to the poor and needy. He hath taught the 
people a new God, and healed the sick, and cast out devils 
[A 1 68 a 2], and performed many wonderful things. We thought 
that he was a sorcerer, but the things which come from his 
hands are mercy, grace, and healing; and the humility and 
wisdom which he showeth through his Faith make us believe 
that he is indeed an Apostle of the God Whom he preacheth. 
And he fasteth and prayeth always. [B 146a 2] His food is 
bread alone, his drink is water, his apparel, both in summer 
and winter, is a single garment, he taketh nothing from any 
man, and whatsoever he hath he giveth unto others.” 

Now when the king heard these words, he rubbed his face 
with his hands, and he smote his head [with them] being filled 
with wrath. And in that same hour he sent and caused the 
Apostle to be brought unto him ; and also the merchant who 
had presented him to the king. And the king said unto him, 
“Hast thou built the palace for me?” And the Apostle 
answered and said unto him, “Yea, I have built [it].” And 
the king said unto him, [A 168b 1] “When can we go and see 
it?” And the Apostle made answer, saying, “Thou canst not 
go to see it now, but only when thou hast departed from this 
world wilt thou be able to see it” Then was the king ex- 
ceedingly wroth, and he commanded them to cast the merchant 
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and Judas Thomas into prison. And they took Judas Thomas 
to the prison-house to torture him so that they might find out 
unto whom he had given the king’s money ; [B 145 b 1] and 
when they had tortured him they were to kill him and the 
merchant who had brought him to the city. And Judas 
Thomas went into the prison-house with rejoicing, and he 
said unto the merchant, “Fear thou nothing whatsoever. Only 
believe in the God Whom I preach, and thou shalt be saved in 
this wprld, and receive life in that which is to come.” 

Meanwhile the king was meditating upon the manner in 
which he would punish them, and he determined to do so by 
means t)f fire, after they had been flayed. And it came to pass 
on that same night that GftdOn (Gad)\ the brother of the king, 
fell sick by season of his sorrow for the fraud committed upon 
the king, and for the king’s grief. Then the king’s brother 
sent for [A 158 b 2) the king, and said unto him, “ I commit 
my house and my children to thee for safe keeping, because 
I am stricken down with sorrow by reason of the fraud which 
hath been perpetrated upon thee, and because of it I shall die ; 
and thou wilt not give my soul any rest after death unless 
thou shalt seize that worker of sorcery and slay him.” And 
the king said unto his brother, “This very night have I been 
thinking oiilB the means whereby I shall punish him, and I 
have decided to burn him in a fierce fire after he and the 
merchant who brought him here have been flayed.” [B 145b 2] 
Now whilst the king was speaking in this wise, the soul of 
GadOn, the king’s brother, departed And the king mourned 
for his brother, for he loved him dearly, and he commanded 
that he should be buried with royal pomp and honours. 

And whilst all these things were being performed, the angels 
took the soul of GSdOn, the brother of the king, and carried 
it to heaven. And they showed it the region where it would 
dwell, and they asked it, saying, “ In which part wouldst thou 
dwell ? ” And having come to the building which Thomas had 
built for the king there, the soul of Gadfm looked upon it, 
[A 159a 1] and said unto the angels, “I beseech you, 0 my

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lords, to allow me to dwell in this mansion.'' And the angels 
said unto him, “ Thou canst not dwell in this building,” and 
the soul of GMdn said unto them, “Why not?" Then the 
angels said unto him, “ Because this is the palace which the 
Christian hath built for thy brother.” And the soul of G^id&n 
said unto the angels, “ I beseech you, 0 my lords, to allow me 
to go to my brother, and to buy this [B 146a 1] palace from 
him, for as he knoweth nothing whatsoever about it, he will 
sell it to me." , 

And when the angels released the soul of GMOn, it returned 
to his body when they were swathing it for burial, and it spake 
unto those who were standing by it, saying, “Call ye* to me 
my brother, so that I may ask him a certain question.” And 
straightway the men went, and told the king what had hap- 
pened, saying, “'Thy brother hath returned whence he had 
departed and hath come back to life.” And the king and 
many people ran thither, and when he arrived at the place 
where his brother was, he went in and stood by the bier, and 
he was unable to siieak with him. [A 159 a 2] Then his brother 
answered and said unto him, “Know, 0 my brother, and be 
certain that if thou wilt grant unto me the petition which I 
shall make unto thee on my own behalf that I will give unto 
thee even to the half of my kingdom ; therefore grant me my 
only request for a price.” And the king answered and said 
unto him, “ What is the j)etition which thou wouldst have me 
grant unto thee?” And his brother said unto him, “Swear thou 
unto me by thy Faith that thou wilt grant it unto me ” ; and 
the king sware [B 146 a 2] an oath unto him, saying, “ What- 
soever thou askest of me, if I possess it, I will give it unto 
thee." Then he said unto him, “ Sell to me tins palace which 
thou hast in the heavens.” And the king said unto him, 
“ Where have I a palace in the heavens ? ” Then his brother 
said unto him, “ I mean the palace which the Christian hath 
built. The Christian is the man who is now in prison, and he 
is the same man who was brought unto thee by the merchant, 
who bought him from a Mak Whose Name was Jesus. This 
Chris^an is the Hebrew slave whom thou wishest to suffer 
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death because he defrauded thee, and because of whom, 
through sorrow for thee, I died. But, behold, now I am alive.” 
And straightway the king perceived and understood, and knew 
of a certainty that good deeds would endure for ever, [A 159b 1] 
and that they would benefit him. And he said unto GftdOn, 
“ I pray and beseech that I may enter in and dwell there, and 
that God will grant unto me a portion like unto that which 
He hath given unto those who are therein. And as for thyself, 
if they art thinking of building a similar palace, behold, he 
who built my palace is [still] alive, and he can build a better 
oneifor thee.” 

Then* straightway the king sent and bi’ought the Apostle 
[B 146 b 1] and the merchant who was with him in prison, and 
he said unta him, “ I entreat thee, even as one entreateth a 
priest of God, to pray for me, and to beseech Him Whose 
messenger thou art, to remit unto me, and to forgive me for 
everything which I have done unto thee, and everything which 
I meditated upon doing unto thee, and to let me dwell in that 
palace, at [the building] of which I have in no way toiled ; for 
thou alone hast laboured thereat, the grace of God being thy 
helper. And let me evermore [A 159 b 2] become the minister 
of this God Whom thou preachest, and let me serve Him.” 
Then the king’s brother bowed low before the Apostle, and 
said unto him, “ I beseech and entreat thee by the presence 
of thy God that I also may become the minister of Him Whose 
angels have made Him known unto me.” And the Apostle 
rejoiced and said, “ I give thanks unto Thee, 0 Loi*d, because 
Thou hast revealed Thy righteousness, and because Thou, the 
God of righteousness, art God alone, and there is no other 
God besides Thee. Thou knowest every hidden thing, and 
Thou showest mercy unto all, and Thou art pitiful unto men ; 
[B 146 b 2] forgive Thou the wicked and the ignorant and 
the men who have no understanding. And now, I pray and 
beseech Thee to accept the king and his brother. Lead Thou 
them among Thy flock, and in Tliy compassion cleanse them, 
bring over them that which is right, guard them against the 
Satans, and bring them unto Thy haven, and give then^Thy 
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[A 160a 1] gracious gifts, and let them drink of Thy fountain 
which never faileth. May they beseech, and entreat, and ask 
Thee in mercy to grant them escape from the Enemy who 
hath in times {)ast hated them, and would have slain them, 
even as for our sakes all these things did come upon Thee. 
And forgive us, O Thou Who art indeed the Shepherd, and 
grant unto them that they may come to their right minds 
with Thee, and that they may obtain help from Thee. Let 
them await the hope of their salvation from Thee, a^d let 
them abide in Thy mystery, and receive Thy gracious ^fts, 
and perform what Thou wouldst have them do, and let them 
rejoice in Thy service, and finally [B 147a 1] let thefii array 
themselves in the apparel which is from Thy Father, because 
they have believed in Thine Apostle.” • 

And when the Apostle had thus spoken Oand&pdr (Gonda- 
foras) the king and his brother GM6n departed, and they 
withdrew themselves from him and waited for him to ask 
them for whatsoever he wished ; and they became an asylum 
for everyone, and asked that they might receive the seal of 
his words [A 160 a 2]. And the Apostle said unto them, 
“Prepare yourselves, and entreat God earnestly, and then 
I will bestow upon you the seal itself.” And they said unto 
him : “We have heard thee say that the God* Whom thou 
preachest knoweth His own sheep by His seal.” And the 
Apostle answered and said unto them, “ I rejoice, I beseech 
you to receive this seal, and to associate yourselves with me 
in fasting, and giving of thanks for the blessing of God, and to 
become perfect wholly in God, Jesus Christ, in Whose Name 
I preach, and to believe in the Name of the Father of 
righteousness, concerning Whom [B 147a 2] I have taught 
you.” And he commanded them to bring oil, and to receive 
the seal, and they brought oil and lighted many lamps, for it 
was night Tlien the Apostle rose up, and prayed over them 
with his voice, saying, “ Peace be unto you, 0 my brethren.” 
Now they heard the voice only [A 160b 1], but they did not 
see [his] form ; for as yet they had not received baptism. 
And the Apostle took the oil and poured it over their heads. 
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and recited prayers over them, and he answered and said, 
“ Let the Name of Christ, which is over ail things, come ! Let 
the Name which is holy, and exalted, and perfect in mercy, 
come ! Let Thy mercy come ! Let Thine excellent union with 
us come ! Let that which is a hidden mystery come I Let the 
mother of the seven mansions come, and let thy rest be in 
the eighth habitation I Let the intercession of wisdom, and 
counsel, and understanding come and unite itself unto 
[B 14i7b 1] these young men ! Let the Holy Spirit come and 
cleanse their hearts and reins ! ” And he prayed over them in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Qhost/ And when the exorcisms had been said a young Man 
appeared unto them, and He held a lighted lamp in His hand, 
and straightway all the [other] lamps died down, and flickered, 
and became extinguished. [A 160b 2] Then the Apostle said 
unto the Lord, “ O Thou Who art almighty, we cannot bear 
the light which Thou hast revealed unto us, for Thy Grace is 
more mighty than ours.” And when the dawn came and it 
was morning, the Apostle gave them the Bread of Union, and 
they stood up in thanksgiving to Christ, and rejoiced and 
were glad. 

And many other people believed and were added unto 
them, and cdtne to Christ as a refuge. And the Apostle ceased 
not to teach and to preach, and he said unto them, “ 0 men 
and women, young men and maidens, old and young, bond or 
free, flee from greed (or avarice) and from fornication and the 
service [B 147 b 2] of the belly, for under these three sins are 
[found] wickednesses of every kind. For fornication bumeth 
up the mind, and darkeneth the eyes of the soul, and it 
maketh the body to cease from the doing of good works ; and 
ye know that a woman tumeth away a man’s mind from them, 
[A 161a 1] and leadeth him into suffering. And avarice 
bringeth the soul into fear and shame, and when it dwelleth 
in the body, it plundereth the possessions of others, and it 
preventeth a man from giving to his neighbour what is his 
due, and restoring to others what is theirs. And the service 
of ibe belly cloudeth the mind, and casteth sorrow into the 
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soul, and it meditateth whether it will have need of this or of 
that, and it seeketh the things which are alien to it, and how 
it can escape from the things which must come upon it, and 
how it can obtain ease. Dwell ye without fear and anxiety, 
and this Saviour Whom I proclaim shall dwell with you. And 
ye shall take no thought for the morrow, for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself And remember ye 
[B 148a 1] these words which were spoken in olden time con- 
cerning the ravens : “ Consider the birds of the heavens, for 
they neither sow, nor reap, nor gather into bams, and God 
feedeth them ; how little is the faith which [A 161a 2]' ye 
have^ ! ” But ye must accept Him Who shall come, that is to 
say, our Lord, in Whom your hope shall be. And believe in 
His Name, for He shall be the Judge of the living and of the 
dead, and He shall reward every man according to his work. 
At His coming, and when He appearcth at the last day, there 
shall be no word which a man can utter that will excuse him, 
for He shall judge according to the Law, [and it will avail 
men naught to say that] they did not hear. The word of His 
preaching is in the four quarters of the world. Understand 
ye then that which is preached and believe ye these words at 
this present time, and take upon you the yoke which is easy 
and the burden which is light, so that ye may live and not 
die. Keep ye these things, and confirm yourselves in these 
commandments, and go forth from the darkness, so that ye 
may be received into the light. Come ye unto the Good One 
so that ye may receive of His gracious gift, [B 148a 2] and 
may fill yourselves with the doctrine which is His.” 

And when the Apostle had said these things, some of those 
who stood there said unto him, “It is time [A 161b 1] for 
those to whom a debt is due to be paid.” And he answered 
and said unto them, “Always doth God take from some so 
that He may remit the debt to him that asketh it ; but let 
us give that which is meet unto Him.” And he blessed them, 
and he took bread, and oil, and sheep’s fiesh, and salt, and 
gave unto them, but he himself continued to fast until the 
" ' Matt. vi. 26; Luke xii. 24, 28. 
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dawn of the Christian Sabbath came. And in the night our 
Lord came and stood by the Apostle, near his pillow, and said 
unto him, “ Rise up straightway, O Thomas, and at dawn, at 
the time of prayer, go forth by the road that leadeth to the 
east for a distance of two stages, and there I will show thee 
My glory. And because of thy going many shall come and 
take refuge in Me, and the strength and the will of the 
Enemy shall be rebuked.” And when the Apostle rose from 
his slumber, he said unto the brethren who were with him, 
“My children, [B 148b 1] and brethren, [A 161b 2] God hath 
theidesire to work miracles and do wonders through me. Let 
us pray and entreat Him that there may be no cessation of 
them through us, but on the contrary, that they may never 
cease ; and. now let it happen unto us according to His 
Counsel and His Will." Then, having said these words, he 
laid his hand upon them, and blessed them, and said unto 
them, “ Let thanksgiving be with you, and mercy, and com- 
passion, and may it not be for judgement ! ” And they said, 
“Amen.”

The Mirade of the Snake. 

And the Apostle departed to go forth unto the place whither 
our Lord had commanded him^ And when he had drawn nigh 
thereto, being about one stage from it, he withdrew a little 
from the highway, and by chance he saw a young and hand- 
some man lying dead. And the Apostle said unto our Lord, 
“ Was it because of this, 0 Lord, that Thou didst make me to 
go forth and come hither, in order to make me undergo this 
trial ? Nevertheless, since thou hast sent me, Thy Will be done

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in this matter.” And he began to pray, [A 162a 1] saying, 
“0 God, Thou Judge of the quick and the dead, the quick 
being those who are standing upright, and the dead l^ing 
those who are lying down. Thou God of all. Father of those 
who are in the body, and of those who hare departed from 
the body, and are in the spirit, 0 Lord, Thou art the Judge in 
this hour, and therefore I cry unto Thee, let me make manifest 
Thy glory through this dead man who is here.” Then the 
Apostle turned unto those who were following him, an^ said, 
“This is no light matter. The Enemy himself hath performed 
it so that he might have possession [of his soul] ; but behold 
ye, [B 205b 1] he hath not power to do it to any other man, 
and he shall do this only to him that is obedient unto him.” 
Now when he had said these words a large snake, which was 
by the side of a stone, put forth his head and shook it, and his 
tail was in the eartli. And he cried out with a loud voice, 
saying, “ I will declare before thee in the following words the 
story of the quarrel which I had with this [young man], for,” 
he continued, “ I know that thou hast come hither in order to 
rebuke my deeds.” And the Apostle said unto the serpent, 
“Yea, speak.” Then the serpent said, “There was a certain 
beautiful [A 162a 2] woman who lived in the village opposite, 
and since she lived there 1 saw her, and I loved her, and I 
followed her, and I watched over her. And I found that this 
young man was wont to kiss her, and to lie with her, and to 
work other things with her, which it would be easy for me to 
declare, but it is not meet for me to reveal them before thee, 
for I know that thou art the twin of Christ, Who doth con- 
tinually destroy our souls. I did not slay him when he was 
with her, but I watched over her until the evening had come, 
and then I struck at him, [B 205b 2] and killed him because 
he was wont to do this thing on the Sabbath of the Christians.” 

And the Apostle answered and said unto the serpent, “ Of 
what kith and kin art thou ? ” Then the serpent said, “ I am 
he who moveth and is moved. I am an oppressor and have 
the power to oppress. I am the son of him that sitteth upon 
the throne in the heavens, and who gathereth together those 
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belonging unto him who have been avenged. I am the son of 
him that fettereth the drunken man. I am the kinsman of 
him who is on the outside of the [A 162b 1] Ocean, and whose 
tail is in his mouth. I am he who was born in the Garden 
(i.e. Paradise), and I dwelt therein, and I came in with Eve, 
and I held converse with her, and I spake [unto her] the 
things which my father commanded me to speak. I am he 
who stirred up Cain and made him burn to slay his brother, 
and through me the thoni and the thistle sprouted, and 
flourished on the earth. I am he who made the angels to come 
down from on high, and I snared them with the lust for women, 
so that “the children of earth might spring [B 206a 1] from 
them, and I worked my will [in them]. I am he who hardened 
the heart of Pharaoh, and who made him to slay the children 
of Israel and them to serve under a cruel yoke. I am he who 
led astray the people in the desert when they made the graven 
image. I am he who moved Herod to wrath, and I incited 
Caiaphas when [the Jews] made frlse accusations before Pilate 
against Him Whom it is meet that I should worship. I am he 
who made Judas to betray Christ and to deliver [A 162b 2] 
Him over unto death. I am he who layeth hold upon the 

depth of the although the Son of God desireth it not. I 

am he who both led the way, and whatsoever He hath chosen 
from me He hath chosen. I am the kuisman of him who shall 
come from the east, and to whom hath been given the power 
to do whatsoever he pleaseth on the earth.” These are the 
things which the serpent spake whilst all the multitude was 
listening. 

And the Apostle answered and said unto him, “Hold thy 
peace, and [hearken unto] what I shall say unto thee, 0 
abominable one, and thou shalt be put to shame. For the 
time for thy destruction hath arrived, and thou shalt never 
[B 206a 2] again speak these words wherein thou didst pro- 
claim what thou didst do for those who hearkened unto thy 
speecli. In the Name of Jesus, Who hath lived up to this 
present, and Who shall live for ever, because of these elect 
who are here, I command thee to suck out and to withdraw 
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from this [young man] the poison which thou didst cast into 
him.” And the snake spake again, saying, “The time hath not 
yet come for my destruction, as thou sayest, and why wilt thou 
make me to withdraw that which I have cast into this young 
man ? Why should I die before my time ? [A 163a 1] It was 
[my] fother himself who made the poison, and who took it and 
cast it into the world, and destruction thereby took place.” 
Then the Apostle said, “ Show me now what thy father made.” 
And the serpent having drawn nigh, put his mouth i^to the 
wound, and in the presence of all the multitude sucked out 
his poison, and, little by little, the colour of the young man, 
which was purple, changed and became white even ds it had 
been formerly. And the serpent became puffed out as he drew 
the poison into himself from [B 206b 1] the young man, who 
leaped up and embraced the feet of the Apostle, and straight- 
way the serpent became swollen to his full extent, and he 
burst asunder and all his venom and poison were poured out. 
And the earth was rent asunder to a great depth and also 
the place where the venom was poured out, and the serpent 
was swallowed up in the abyss. And the Apostle commanded 
the king and his brother, and they brought slaves, and filled 
up the chasm, and laid foundations and built upon it houses 
wherein the poor might dwell. ' 

Then the young man spake unto the Apostle, saying, “ In 
what have I sinned against thee, 0 thou man whose grace is 
twofold? [A 163a 2] What thou thinkest upon that thou 
obtainest, and unto thee there is nothing impossible, even as 
I see from this man who is standing by thee. And moreover, 
he telleth me that I shall see many miracles through thee, and 
that through thee I shall perform many mighty works, and 
that I shall fulfil them in such wise that there shall be a reward 
[unto me], and that many shall be saved by them, and shall 
attain unto the rest and the light which is for ever, and shall 
become children of God. Now thou hast given life unto me, 
a young man who was held fast by the Enemy, [B 206 b 2] 
and thou hast placed me under thine own protection ; thy 
coming among us was for good, and unto good things thou 
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■wilt guide us. I have become free from sorrow and trouble, 
and I have returned from darkness into the light. I have 
ceased to serve the world, and I have been saved from him 
that would urge me to perform the deeds of error. And 1 have 
forsaken him who was bom in darkness, and who would have 
forced me to commit sin by my acts. But now 1 have found 
Him Who will give me light, and Wlio will be a kinsman and 
a Redeemer unto me. And He will [uncover] our eyes, and 
will di^w onwards [A 163b 1] those who hearken unto Him, 
that they may have knowledge, and may work, and may feel 
shame, and showing themselves penitent may be saved (?). T 
have seen this deed, which is of the light, and is one which, 
indeed, cannot be put to shame. I am delivered from the work 
of darkness and error, and I shall not be put to shame. I have 
found him w'ho will do good unto me, and who will drive away 
evil from me. I have come unto him that is indeed the son 
and kinsman of the Wonder, Wbo will scatter the clouds, and 
illumine the world, and heal our wounds, and overthrow' 
[B207a 1] hatred of Him. O servant of God, I beseech thee 
to show Him again unto me so that I may know Him, and 
may hear His marvellous voice, which cannot be described, 
for the music of [His] Person is beyond that of Nature.” 

And the Apostle answered and said unto him, “If thou art 
saved, and hast placed thy trust as thou hast known how to 
do, even as thou sayest. Who is He Who hath done this for 
thee, and hath given thee knowledge and proof? Because thy 
love [for Him] is certain unto thee, thou desirest to [A 163b 2] 
see Him, and to be with Him for ever, and to abide among 
His own creatures, and to have thy rest in His joy. If it bo 
not true that thou hast fled unto Him for refuge, and if thou 
hast returned unto the works which thou didst aforetime, then 
thou must forsake the beauty of the work of His goodness, 
which hath now appeared unto thee, and the light of His 
baptism, which thou now desirest. And if thou forsakest Him 
thou shalt lose not only this life which perisheth, but also that 
which is to come, and thou shalt return to thy former state, 
which is behind thee, of which thou speakest.” .

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And when the Apostle had thus spoken, he came into the 
city holding the young man [B 207a 2] by the hand, and he 
spake unto him all these words : “ [The things seen] are only 
a few out of many of the things which are with God ; He doth 
not inform you concerning the things which are seen, but He 
showeth you things which are greater. As long as we are in 
the body we cannot declare and proclaim openly the things 
which He hath prepared for those who believe’on Him ; and 
even if I would declare unto you the light [A 164a 1] it^ would 
be a hard thing for me to do. And if we tell you that He is 
rich, since His riches do not appear in this world, we can only 
make mention [thereof] and cannot seek them. For He said, 
‘ It belongeth unto what is difficult for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of heaven^’ And it hath been heard and 
said, ‘Those who wear fine linen are found in the palace^.’ 
And because of those who are pure the banquets of which we 
have been wont to partake have been proclaimed and con- 
demned, that we might know witliin ourselves that we must 
not overload our bodies with strong drink or with worldly 
care. ‘ Take not thought for yourselves what ye shall eat, and 
what ye shall drink, nor for your bodies [B 207b 1] what ye 
shall put on ; for the soul is of more account than the food, 
and your bodies are of more account than the raiment*.’ If 
we speak of the enjoyment of a little food, a judgement is 
waiting thereon. But we may speak concerning Him that is 
above the world, and concerning God and His Angels, and 
concerning the Saints and the Watchers, and concerning the 
way [A 164a 2] of joy, and concerning the drinking of the 
wine of the true Vine, and concerning the putting on of 
apparel which abideth and groweth not old, which the eye 
hath not seen, nor the ear heard of, and which it hath not 
entered into the heart of sinful man to imagine, and which 
God hath made ready for those who love Him^ Of these 
things do we speak, and of such things do we preach. Believe

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thou then in Him that thou mayest live, that thy hope may 
be upon Him, and thou mayest not die. He desireth not a 
gift, and even if thou woul^t give Him one He cannot be 
appeased thereby ; and He asketh not thee to oflTer up sacri- 
fices to Him. Put thou thy trust in Him, and He will not 
reject thee ; turn thou unto Him, and He will not forsake 
thee. [B 207 b 2] For His goodness will make thee to love 
Him, and when thou hast turned unto Him He will never for- 
sake tjiee.” 

And whcmtlie Apostle had said these things unto the young 
man many j)eople flocked to him. And the Apostle looked at 
them, ahd saw that they w'ere thrusting up their heads that 
they might see him, and that they were going up on to higher 
ground so that they might look at him. Tlien he said unto 
them, “O ye men who [A 164b 1] have come that ye may be- 
lieve in the works of Christ, know j'C and understand hence- 
forth that unless ye raise yourselves a little above the ground 
ye cannot see me who am a man like unto yourselves. How 
then will ye be able to see Him Who dwellcth in the height 
and in the depths unless, first of all, ye Avithdi-aAv yourselves 
from your former habits, and irom the works wherein there is 
no benefit ? I desire that ye keep yourselves from that Avherein 
there is no profit, and from the riches which perish, and from 
the possessions Avhich groAv ohl and decay in the earth, and 
from [rich] apparel, and from the meat Avhich cometh to an 
end and perisheth [B 203 a 1]. And moreover, all your bodies 
also wax old, ami they are buried in the ground, and turn into 
dust, and return to their former state and become ashes. 
This is [the fete of] the body which worketh. But believe ye, 
and be baptized in Christ Jesus, Whom Ave pi’each, so that He 
may become your hojAc, and your life shall lie everlasting. He 
shall be your guide in this [A 164 b 2] land of violence, and 
He shall become a haven for you among the billoAvs of the 
sea. He shall be a fountain of pure water for you in this land 
of thirst, and He shall be your food in every place, and an 
;isylum for your souls, and a healing for your bodies.” 

And Avhen the multitudes of ^Kioplc Avho had giithered

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together to him heard these words they wept, and they said 
nnto him, “0 man of the God Whom thou preachest, O man of 
the Go<l Wlio is God, it is not meet for us to say that we are His, 
for the works which yve have been wont to do are [B 208 a 2] 
alien unto Him, and remote from Him, and they are not well- 
pleasing unto Him. But if He will have compassion upon us, 
and will show mercy unto us, and redeem us, and will deliver 
us from our former works, and from all the evil and from the 
error wherein we have erred and gone astray, and will neither 
keep in mind, nor remember against us our transgressions of> 
former times, we will conform unto His Will, and we will keep 
His commandments wholly.” * 

Then the Apostle answered and said unto them, “He will 
neither keep in mind, nor remember against you your trans- 
gressions, nor the error wherein ye have lived, [A 166a 1] and 
He will not keep beneath His eye the sins which ye have 
committed.” 


THE FOURTH ACT 

To BE Read on the Second Day of YakAtIt (January 27). 

How an €tss ^ake to tlie AjtostU. 

Now whilst the Apostle was standing in th&t place and 
talking with the multitude, the colt of an ass came and stood 
before him. And the colt opened his mouth and said unto 
the Apostle, “ O kinsman of Christ, and Apostle of the Most 
High I Thou art full of the word of Christ, thou art he who 
knoweth hidden things. Thou who wast a free man, like the 
Son of God, didst become a [B 208b 1] slave, even as did He, 
that thou mightest redeem many. Thou who art of noble race 
didst bind thyself onto an enemy, and didst deliver his chosen 
one, and didst become the means of life nnto many in the 
country of India. And thou didst come unto sinfiil men, who 
at the appearance of thee, and through the voice of God, have 
turned unto the things which God sent thee to teach them. 
If thou wilt mount me and ride me thou canst have rest until 
thou'enterest the city.” 
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And the Apostle answered and said, “0 Jesus, by Whose 
desire Thy mercy is given for the perfecting of patience. Who 
speakest by means of animals which speak not, [A 166 a 2] 
Who art the hidden rest, Who art only revealed by divers 
means, our Redeemer, our Nourisher, and our Guardian, Who 
givest rest to the body and salvation to our souls, Thou art 
the Sweet Spring and the Pure Fountain which never fail 
and never become polluted. Thou art the Merciful One, Thou 
art tljp Helper of those who are Tliy servants and who fight 
for Thee. Thou turnest back the Enemy, and dost make him 
to withdraw from us, Tliou wagest war on our behalf in many 
combats, and we prevail by Thee, Who art [B 208b 2] indeed 
the Athlete and Angel who cannot be overcome. Thou holy, 
victorious and glorious God ! Thou givest unto Tliine elect 
the joy which never endeth, and the rest which is without 
labour. Thou didst give Thyself on behalf of Thy sheep, 
and didst vanquish the wolf, and didst deliver us who are 
the sheep of Thy pasture, and Thou didst lead them in the 
Commandments which are good. Thee we glorify. Thee we 
praise, together with Thy Father, Who is invisible, and the 
Holy Ghost, for Thou art the^One righteous God in all the 
world.” 

And whilst the Apostle was saying these things to the colt 
of an ass, the multitude were looking at the Apostle, and were 
waiting for the answer [A 166 b 1] that he would make unto 
the animal. And the colt having stood there astonished for a 
long time, with his gaze fixed upon heaven, the Apostle said 
unto him, “Who art thou? Unto whom dost thou belong? 
For that which hath gone forth from thy mouth is astonishing 
and glorious, for thereby many marvellous and secret things 
[are revealed].” And the colt of the ass answered and said 
unto him, “1 am of the ofispring of the ass which served 
Balaam, and upon my father, [B 209a 1] from whose seed 
I have come, did thy Lord and Teacher sit. And now, I have 
been sent unto thee that I might give thee rest, and that thou 
mightest sit upon me.” Then the Apostle believed and said 
in his heart, “ This is my portion which hath come to me 
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through thy labour; I will go. Rise up.” And the Apostle 
said unto the ass, “He Who hath given unto thee this gracious 
gift is able to make it perfect for thee from generation to 
generation ; this thing is too honourable for me, and I am not 
meet for it.” And he refused to ride upon the colt of the ass. 
Then the colt of the ass asked and entreated the Apostle to 
allow him to receive a blessing from him ; and he stood still, 
and the Apostle mounted him and bade him [A 165b 2] [to 
proceed]. And all the people followed him, some running in 
front of him and some behind him that they might see the 
conclusion of the matter, and how he would leave the colt of 
the ass. And when the Apostle came to the gates of Che city, 
he cast himself from the colt of the ass and said unto him, 
“Go, and take heed where thou goest.” And straightway the 
colt of the ass fell down before him and died. [B 209a 2] And 
all those who were there were terrified, and said unto the 
Apostle, “Bring him to life and raise him up again.” Then the 
Apostle answered and said unto them, “I have the power to 
raise him up through the might of Jesus Christ, but he is 
better thus. He Who gave hi^ a voice to speak with is able 
to make him not to die and to raise him up again, but He 
wisheth it not This state is best for the colt” And the Apostle 
commanded those who were standing there to dig a hole and 
bury the bofly of the colt of the ass. 

THE FIFTH ACT 

To BE Head on the Fourteenth Day of the Month 
MagabIt [B 221a 1 ; A 166a 1] (March 10). 

How a Devil seized and took possession of a woman, and 
tarried toith her, and dwell in her for jive years. 

And the Apostle came into the city^, and all the multitude 
followed after him. And he decided to go unto the kinsfolk 
of the young man who had been killed by the serpent, whom 
he had made to live, for they besought him earnestly to go to

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them. Now when the Apostle had come into the house there 
was a certain woman there who was beautiful, and she crietl 
out with a loud voice, and said, “ 0 thou new Apostle of the 
new God, who hast come unto the country of India, through 
whose coming the salvation of our souls hath arrived, through 
whom, if they believe in Him, the bodies of such as are sick 
by reason of the sickness of the Enemy are made whole, thou 
art the means of life unto all those who turn to Him. Give 
thou me the command to approach thee, so that I may 
declare everything that hath happened unto me. Then shall 
I, Mirough thee, have hope, and those who are standing by 
thee alio shall have hope in the God Whom thou preachest 
Behold, for five years not a little torment [B 221a 2] have 
f sufiered through the Enemy, and during that time I have 
been like [A 166 a 2] unto a woman who was in suffering and 
sorrow, although formerly I was at peace with everyone, and 
I had no care or anxiety whatsoever. Now, one day, as 1 
was coming out of the bath, there met me a certain man 
who appeared to be in haste, and he was troubled, and his 
voice was weak and trembling within him. And he said 
unto me, ‘Stand still in front of me, for thou and I ai'o 
one, and our love shall be one, and we will have union to- 
gether after the manner of a man with a woman.' Then I 
answered and said unto him, ‘I had nought to say to my 
betrothed, for I wished not to have union with him; how then 
canst thou desire union with me, except as a harlot?’ And 
having thus spoken I passed on my way. Then I said unto a 
woman who was with me, ‘ Didst thou see this man who was 
not ashamed to speak openly with me of fornication?’ And 
she said, ‘I saw an old man talking to thee.’ And when 
I had entei'ed my house, and had eaten my supper, I fell to 
thinking much about the young man whom 1 and my friend 
[B 221b 1] had seen, [A 166b 1] and whilst I was engaged in 
thinking I fell asleep. And in the night the man himself came 
in person and had union with me ; when the day came I fled 
from him, but at nightfidl he retunied and stayed with me. 
This he hath been in the habit of doing during the last five 
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years, and behold, though he weareth me out he will not leave 
me. 1 know of a surety that devils, and unclean spirits, and 
Satans are subject unto thee, and that they tremble [before 
thee] and at thy prayer. Pray then thou for me, and drive 
away from me my tormentor, so that I may be free from him, 
and may return to my former condition, and may again receive 
from my kinsfolk the gracious treatment which they have 
withdrawn from me.” 

And the Apostle said, “What evil can the Enemy,. work 
that cannot be put down? There is no opposition which 
cannot be overcome, and no evil for which there is not a 
remedy.” [And the Apostle said unto the man who tormented 
the woman,] “ Thou, O Evil One, hast many aspects, and thou 
appearest in any form thou pleasest, and thy natiH*e changeth 
with each; thou art without faith, and thou destroyest him 
whose works are good. [B 221b 2] Thy nature is bitter, and 
thy fruit is from Diabolos. Thou art shameless Error, and 
thy errors [A 166b 2] bum like the venom of the serpent.” 
And when the Apostle had said these words the devil came 
forth into his presence, though none saw him except the 
woman, and he cried out with a loud voice before the people 
who were listening, “What have I to do with thee, O Apostle 
of the Highest? What have I to do with thee, O thou servant 
of Jesus Christ? What have I to do with thee, 0 friend of the 
Holy Son of God? Why dost thou wish to destroy us before 
our time? Why dost thou wish to take away the power which 
is ours? For we had hope and opportunity, like thyself, and 
we had dominion, and in thee and in me is the same dominion 
(or, equal power?). And what is the power whereby thou hast 
come to have dominion over us? Now we also have in ns the 
knowledge of another through which thou shalt not gain the 
mastery over us. [B 222a 1] And why dost thou covet for 
thyself, like an unjust man, that which belongeth unto another, 
and dost make thyself like unto the Son of God, Who hath 
[A 167a 1] guided us, and having come hither, dost pretend 
thou doest things by the strength which is thine own ? Now 
we imagined that we could hold Him with our hand, like a 
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man, but we understand [Him] not, for He hath turned us and 
brought us back with His hand. We knew Him not, for He 
came in the similitude of a man, and He hid Himself and 
abased Himself. And we looked at Him, and imagined that 
He was a man Who had put on flesh, and we knew not that 
it was He Who could give life unto man. He gave us power 
over our enemies, and we had dominion over them for many 
days, and we led them into error, being lords over them, and 
we n^e them to go round about Now thou desirest, without 
opposition, to exceed the power which was given unto thee, 
and to cast us away.” 

And«when he had said these words the devil wept and said, 
'‘Must I leave this my kind and [B 222a 2] beautiful wife with 
whom I hawe dwelt for [many] days, and in whom I have 
found my place of rest? Must I leave thee now, O my most 
beloved sister, my most dear one, in whose body 1 have been 
well pleased? [A 167a 2] 1 know not upon whom I am to call, 
or who will hear me and give me rest. But I know what I will 
do. 1 will go into places where I have never been, where the 
authority of the Apostle ruleth not, and I will find another 
[woman to take] thy place.” And lifting up his voice the devil 
said, “Dwell thou in rest and peace, for thou hast received 
one who is* greater than I. I will go and seek for some one 
who is like unto thee, and if I find her not I will retuni unto 
thee. For I know that since thou art near this man thou wilt 
take refuge with him ; but when he hath departed thou wilt 
be unto me as thou wast aforetime when thou hadst not seen 
him and chosen him. And when the time hath come I shall 
appear openly, but I fear Him Whom this man preaeheth.” 
And having said these words [B 222b 1] the devil went forth 
amid fire and smoke and was no more seen, and all who were 
there marvelled And when the Apostle [A 167 b 1] saw this 
he said unto them, “There is nothing marvellous about what 
this devil hath done, except his nature, by which he hath been 
brought to nought; for it is his own fire which hath consumed 
him, and the smoke of his burning is scattered” 

And the Apostle answered and said, “ O Jesus, Thoi^ hidden 
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Mysteiy which hath been revealed unto us, Who art not 
hidden, it is Thou Who hast created me, and [made] me 
greater than niy fellows. Thou hiist spoken unto me three 
woi'ds whereby my mind shall be revealed unto others, but 1 
am unable to declare them. Jesus, Tliou Man Who wast slain 
and buried, Jesus, our God and Iledeemer, Who gavest life to 
the dead, Who didst heal the sick, there is no man whom, if he 
a^k Thee, Thou wilt not save in Thy mercy. Thou didst catch 
fish for the evening and morning meals [of the multitude,], and 
with very little bread didst satisfy them. Jesus^ Who didst 
rest Thyself after a journey even like a man, but Who didst 
walk ujmn the waves of the [B 222b 2] sea like God, Thou art 
the Word of the Most High Who dost manifest Thyself in the 
hearts of the perfect. [A 167 b 2] Thou art the^rfect (or, 
absolute) Saviour, and the Right Hand of the Light. Thou 
didst destroy Satan by Thy power, and didst blot out all his 
works, and every similitude of him, O Thou Only-begotten, 
Who art above all the firstborn of many brethren, Tliou (Soil 
Who art from God, Thou Exalted One Whom men have 
rejected and despised until this present. 0 Jesus Christ Wlio 
didst not make Tliy grace to be remote fi'om us, we cry out 
unto Tliee, O Thou Who hast become the source of life to all 
the race of men. For our sakes Thou didst endure> condemna- 
tion, and didst suffer pain, and wast shut up in prison. And 
Thou didst set free all those who were therein, and those who 
had been cast aside, and those who had gone astray, and 
Thou didst redeem from the path of eiTor those who believed 
in Thee. I beseech Thee, O my Lord, on behalf of those who 
are standing [here] and believing on Thee, who await Thy 
grace, and Thy place of refuge, and who hearken with their 
ears to Thy word [B 223a 1] w^hich is spoken unto them by 
Thee, let Thy peace come, and let Thy joy and Thy feitli 
[A 168a 1] dwell upon them, and make new their works in 
the time which is past, and let them put away their old w'orks 
and put on the new [man] which is preached unto them by 
me.” 

Them the Apostle laid his hand upon them and blessed 
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them, saying, “The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you for ever and ever. Amen.” And the woman made entreaty 
to him, saying, “ 0 Apostle of the Most High, give me the seal 
so that this evil enemy may not come back upon me.” And 
the Apostle set her before him, and he laid his hand upon her, 
and he made the sign of the Cross over her in the Name of 
the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost. And many 
other i)eople were sealed with her with the sign of the Cross. 
Then (he Apostle commanded them to bring a table, and they 
placed a bench which was there in position, and the Apostle 
spread a linen cover over it, and set thereon the Bread of 
Blessing. And [B 223a 2] standing up, he said, “0 Jesus, 
Who hast caused me to appear that we may give thanks unto 
Thee, and may partake of Thy holy Body and Thy precious 
Blood, because of Thy grace towards us w'e offer [A 168a 2] 
thanksgiving unto Tlice, and we proclaim Tliy Name to be 
holy. Come now and accept us, and let the grace of the Most 
High come, and let Thy mercy come, and let the human 
nature whereto Thou hast united thyself come, and let Tliy 
doctrine which hath knowledge of hidden mysteries come, and 
let the mighty companion come, and let the mighty wamor 
come, and let the storehouse of life come, and let the grace 
of the elect come, and let the grace which is of old come, and 
let it reveal gi’eat and marvellous works. And let that which 
is hidden be manifest openly, and let grace and rest be given 
unto those who think with me, and let it come and mingle 
itself with this thanksgiving which we make in Thy Name, 
and in Thy love, and let us be blessed unto Thee.” And having 
said these words the Apostle made the sign of the Cross over 
the bread, and he brake it and offered it unto the [B 223bl] 
woman over whom he had made the sign of the Cross, and 
said, “This shall be unto thee for the remission of sin and 
transgression, and it shall be unto thee for everlasting life.” 
And [A 168b 1] after this he gave it unto those who were 
with her, and they were sealed with the sign of the Cross and 
were blessed. 
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THE SIXTH ACT 

To BE READ ON THE TWENTIETH DaY OF THE MONTH SAN^ 

(June 14). 

Hmc a woman iras slain in a sluyp. 

Now^ [B 245b 1] there was a ceitaiu young man who had 
committed a very wicked act, and he was rebuked. For he 
drew nigh and partook of the Blessing, and gave thanks, and 
he was about to put the Bread in his mouth when both his 
hands dried up, and he was unable to do so. And those who 
were standing there saw what had happened, and they told 
the Apostle. Tlie Apostle calleil the young man and said 
unto him, “Tell me, 0 my son, and fear not, wh^i didst thou 
do before thou didst come here ? For the grace of God hath 
rebuked thee. Now the grace of God is a healing unto many, 
and especially unto those who receive it in faith and love, but 
thee hath it caused to wither, because of the sin and trans- 
gression which thou hast committed.” And when the young 
man saw that the grace [A 16Bb 2] of God had rebuked him, 
he drew nigh and bowed down at the feet of the Apostle, and 
he made supplication unto him, saying, “ I have committed an 
abominable act [B 245 b 2], although I intended to do what 
was good. Behold, there was a certain woman who lived out- 
side the city, and she trafficked in merchandise, and she loved 
[me exceedingly]. And when I heard how thou didst preach 
Christ, the living [God], I came and I received from thee the 
sign of the Cross together with everyone. And thou thyself 
didst say, ‘ If any man joineth himself unto foul impurity, and 
especially if he hath union with a woman who hath a husbaiul, 
he shall not receive forgiveness of sins from God.' And be- 
cause of these words, and because I loved her, I should have 
been well-pleased for her to live with me in purity of heart, 
even as thou didst teach me, but the woman importuned me 
greatly, and when she refused to desist, I took a sword and 
killed her, for I could not bear the sight of her.” And when 
• ' Sec Lip.siu8, clL p. 258 ; Wright, op. f it. vol. ii. i). 1J)0. 
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the Apostle had heard these words, he said, “ O evil [A 169a 1] 
lust, which couldst not be constrained, thou hast caused this 
man to commit a foul act in wrath. Thou hast made him to 
commit in a shameful way an act of the (B 246a 1] Evil One.” 

And the Apostle commanded them to bring unto him water 
in a washing bowl, and they did so. And the Apostle said, “O 
water which hath come unto os from the Water of Life t O 
grace which hath been given and sent unto us from Grace ! 
O resl^ which hath been sent unto us from Rest ! O Might of 
the redemption of Christ which vanquisheth all things and 
which doeth all things I Yea, O Lord, let Thy command come 
and abide upon this water, so that the grace of the Holy 
Spirit may be upon this water.” Then the Ajmstle said unto 
the young man, “ Go, and wash thy hands in this water ” ; and 
the young man washed, and was healed, and became as he 
was aforetime. Now before the young man had washed, the 
Apostle said unto him, “Dost thou believe that Jesus Christ 
is able to do all things ?” And the young man said, “Let not 
this my punishment be too severe for me because I did this 
evil thing, for I committed the deed [A 169a 2] in faith, 
[B 246a 2] imagining that I was doing a good deed, and I did 
it because of my belief. I made supplication unto her, as I 
have already told thee, and she refused to keep herself in 
purity, and I did this thing unto her.” 

And the Apostle said unto him, “ Come now, and lead me 
into the house of the woman to whom thou hast done this 
evil, and let me see her.” And the young man went with the 
Apostle, and when they arrived at the place, they found the 
woman ready for burial. Now when the Apostle had seen 
her he was sorrowfiil, for she was fair to look upon, and of 
graceful stature, and he commanded them to bring her out 
into the garden. And they brought her out and laid her upon 
a bed outside [the house]. And they did even as he com- 
manded them. Then the Apostle laid his hand upon her, and 
said, “ O Jesus Christ, Who withdrawest not Thine hand, and 
Who makest not Thy face to be remote from those who call 
nx)on Thee, Thou Jesus Who appearest at all times, whenever 
we wish and whenever wc call upon Thee, Thou hast given 
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this power [B 246b 1] that we may receive it [A 169b 1] 
And not this only hast Thou commanded us, but Thou hast 
taught ns to pray : and Thou dost not only instruct man, but 
Tliou appearest to him and he seeth Thee. Iniquity is not 
hidden from Thee, and Thou hast shown Thy works openly 
unto men. Tliy works, as far as we are able to comprehend 
Thee, are unmeasurable. O Thou Who hast given unto us 
this gracious gift, Tliou hast said unto us : Ask, and it shall 
be given unto you ; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, /ind it 
shall be opened unto you*. We make supplication unto Thee, 
knowing our sin. We beseech Thee neither for riches* nor 
possessions, nor for gold and silver, nor for anything desirable 
whatsoever which retunieth unto the earth. But we beseech 
and entreat Tliee, for Tliy holj- Name’s sake, tO' raise up by 
Thy might and glory her who hath fallen down, so that those 
who are here present may believe.” Then the Apostle said 
unto the young man, “ Go, take hold of her and say unto her, 
I slew thee by an iron weapon with my own hand, but Christ, 
by my own hand, [B 246b 2] through faith, shall raise thee 
up.” And having drawn nigh unto her the young man said, 
[A 169b 2] “ I believe in Thee. O Jesus Christ, grant Thon 
unto this woman the gift of life. As for me, draw nigh unto 
me, and [increase] my faith.” Then he drew the- hand of the 
woman towards him, and she arose, and turned round and sat 
up, and all. those who were there saw her. And [when] she 
saw the Apostle standing in front of her, she left her couch, 
and rose up and bowed low in homage at the feet of the 
Apostle. And she took hold of the hem of his garment, and 
said unto him, “I beseech thee, O my lord, [to tell me] where 
is the other being, who was with me and who would not let 
me remain in the place of abomination, but handed me over 
into thy care [and said], “Let this woman return unto her 
place, and let her dwell as she hath dwelt in the time whicli 
is past.” And the Apostle said unto her, “Tell me, whence 
hast thou come?” And she answered and said unto him, 
[B 247a 1] “Dost thou, who wast with me, wish to hear into 
what place I came?” Then she began to speak unto the 
* Matt. vii. 7 ; Luko xi. 9. 
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Apostle, and she said unto him, " A man who was altogether 
black, and whose apparel was altogether filthy, carried me 
away [A 170 a 1] and set me in a place where there were 
many pits that reeked with a foul smell Then he led me out 
from that place and set me in another where I saw before me 
a pit of blazing fire. Here there were wheels which went 
round, and to these wheels were bound souls which shrieked 
and cried out, but there was none to deliver them. And the 
black jnan said, ‘ These are the souls of people like thyselt^ 
who when their days [iijran earth] have come to an end, arc 
delivered over to this punishment, for being men they made 
themselves to be as women.’ And I also saw little children, 
one above the other [B 247 a 2]. And the black man answered 
and said unt» me, ‘ These arc the children of those souls, and 
God hath placed them here to disgrace them.’ And the black 
man took me to another pit, and I looked and saw an abyss 
filled with worms, and the souls therein were writhing, and 
they were gnashing their teeth and uttering piercing cries. 
And the black man [A I70a 2] said unto me, ‘These are the 
souls of the women who have left their husbands, and have 
committed fornication with other men, and of the men who 
have left their wives and committed fornication with other 
women; beltold, they have entered upon their punishment' 
Then he showed me another pit, and I looked and saw therein 
souls that were hanging, some by their tongues, and some by 
the hair of their heads, and some by their hands, [B 247b 1] 
and some by their feet, and some with their heads down- 
wards; and the smoke of pitch was fuming below them. And 
the black man said unto me, ‘ The souls that are hanging by 
their tongues are the souls of those who were guilty of false- 
hood, and who spake lies without being ashamed. The souls 
that are hanging by their hair are the souls of those who were 
|)erverse, and who never had reverence for man or woman. 
The souls that are hanging by their hands are the souls of 
those who robbed and plundered the poor, who never gave 
[alms] to those who were in affliction, who stole the j)os- 
sessions of otheis, and Avho neither remembered nor observed 
the Law of God. The souls that are hanging by their [A 170 b 1 ] 
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feet are the souls of those who followed after evil desire, and 
who never regarded those who were in misery, or those who 
died and remained unburied. Elach soul shall be rewarded 
according to its deeds.’ 

“Then he set me in another place of darkness wherefrom 
there proceeded a filthy smell, and multitudes of souls were 
gazing from that place that they might see the [B 247 b 2] 
light, and those who had charge over them were preventing 
the souls from looking towards the light. And the [black] man 
who was with me said unto me, 'Such are the •punishments 
of the souls whom thou seest. When a company of souls liave 
received the punishment which is assigned to them, aXxsording 
to their work, another company take their place. Some souls 
are destroyed after they have received their punishment, but 
others are condemned to endure further punishments.’ And 
the guardians of the souls which were in darkness said unto 
the [black] man who was leading me, 'Give us this soul to 
place with its friends until the time for its judgment shall 
arrive.’ And he said unto them, 'I will not give it up unto 
you, but unto Him that [A 170b 2] sent me, for He com- 
manded me not to leave it here but to take it with me until 
a decree conceniing it should come forth.’ Then the [black] 
man took me and set me in another place wherein were men 
walking about, and one who was like unto thee [B 248a 1] 
took me, and gave me unto thee, saying, 'Take her, and keep 
her, for she belongeth unto the sheep who have gone astray 
in times past.’ And now, behold, I am here before thee; and 
I beseech and entreat thee not to let me depart to that place 
where the punishments which I have seen are inflicted.’’ 

Then the Apostle said unto those who were there with him, 
“Hear what this woman saith. But there are punishments 
which are more cruel than those which she hath described, 
and these ye shall receive if at your death ye do not turn 
unto the Lord Whom I preach unto you, and forsake the evil 
works which ye did, through ignorance, in the times that are 
past. Believe in our Lord Jesus Christ that He may remit to 
you the sins which ye have committed, and may cleanse you 
from all your sins, and from all your evil mind, and [B 248a 2] 
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may be with you [A 171a 1] continually. And now, having 
heard these things, put off from you the old and array your- 
selves in the new apparel Put away your former works and 
lusts. Let those who have stolen steal no more, but let them 
love work and gain possessions for themselves. Let those who 
have conunitted fornication do so no more, lest having enjoyed 
the pleasure of a moment they find the pain which is eternal. 
Now for a man to go urith a man as with a woman is the 
worst ,^in of all before God. Flee fraud, and oppression, and 
plunder, and strong drink, and blood-guilt, and reward not 
with evil him that doeth evil unto you, for all these things 
against which I preach are abominations unto God. Dwell ye 
in faith, and believe ye meekly, holily and hopefully, and walk 
ye in the path wherein God is well-pleased. Be ye followers 
of Him, and ye shall receive the gift of grace which [B 248b 1] 
many shall receive at this present.” 

Then all the people believed and gave themselves unto God, 
and they marvelled at Thomas’s exalted works and at his 
[A 171a 2] holy service. And they collected much money to 
give to the widows, for the Apostle was wont to give mito them 
with his own hands on certain days each month whatsoever 
they needed, whether raiment [or food]. And he never failed 
to preach aad proclaim that it was written that Christ should 
come, and be crucified, and raised up again on the third day. 
And again and again he showed them from [the Books of] the 
Prophets, from the beginning to the time when Christ Himself 
appeared, that whatsoever they had said concerning Him was 
fulfilled by Christ when He came. 

Now the report of the Apostle came into every country and 
city, and from the places wherever there were sick and diseased 
folk among them, and people possessed of devils, and lunatics, 
and cripples, and [B 248b 2] men sorely afflicted, they came 
unto him. And those who were bedridden were carried ta 
him by those who could walk, and they carried them and laid 
them by the roadside where the Apostle would pass and he, 
by the might of God, healed them [A 171b 1] all Those whu 
were sick were healed, and those who were infirm and qfippled 
stood up, and they all said with one voice, “Glory be to thee. 
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O Jesus Christ, AVho hast bestowed healing alike upon all of 
us by the hands of Thy servant Thomas! We praise Thee, 
and beseech Thee to be allowed to enter Thy fold, and to lie 
[counted] among the number of Thy sheep. Receive us, and 
remember not the sins which, in our ignorance, we committed 
in times past” 

And the Apostle said, “Glory be unto Thee, O One, Only- 
begotten of the Father, Glory be unto Thee, O Thou Firstborn, 
Who givest life unto many. Glory be unto Thee, Thop WIm) 
rebukest and rcceivest those who turn unto Thee. Tliou Wlio 
slumberest not dost raise up those who [B 249a 1] slumber, 
and givest life unto the dead. O our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Son of the Living God, the Saviour, and Helper, and Refuge, 
and Rest of all those who labour [to do] Thjr Will, Thou 
givest healing unto those who walk in Thy Name, and who 
bear the burden and heat of the day. We give thanks unto 
Thee for Thy gracious gift which hath been given unto us, 
and for Thy help [A 171 b 2] which hath been with us, and 
for Thy grace which hath come forth from Thee upon us, O 
Lord, for Thou hast loved us and truly hast shown Thyself 
unto us. And look upon us, O Lord, for on Thee we have set 
our mind, and for Thy sake we have become alien unto our 
desires. And look upon us, 0 Lord, for for Thy sake we have 
left our iK>sscssions so that we might find Thee, the Great 
Treasure. And look upon us, O Lord, for for Tliy sake wo 
have forsaken our kinsfolk so that we may mingle with Thy 
kinsfolk. And look upon us, O Lord, for for Thy sake we have 
forsaken [B 249a 2] our fathers, and our mothers, that we 
might see Thy Father, and obtain from Him the food of 
blessing. And look upon us, O Lord, for for Thy sake we 
have left our wives and fiimilies, that we might enter into the 
companionship with Thee which, in truth, endureth and never 
perisheth. And let us find the fair ofispriug which shall be 
given unto us by Tliee, and let us not be separated from this 
our present state of purity, and let us be pure, and may we 
all unite with Him for ever and ever. Amen.” 

Here end the Acts of Saint Thomas the Apostle in India.
